February— An 1 1 1- Used Month. 

February, wHch haa usually, to quote the 
popular rhymo— 

**i:wenty-eigbt day a dear— 
But twi-nty-ninc in each lujip ye;ir " 
baft been a badJyused month ever since the 
time it wafl introduced into the Roman Cakn- 
dar by Numa Pompiliufl. When Numa ex- 
ten<kd the j^ear to twelve months, he eaddletl 
February with the doom, which wa« unavoid- 
able, of having, three out of four times, a day 
leas thaji even those months whose days were 
to the number of 30. That in to «ay, he de- 
creed that February was only to enjoy a reierj 
oj^29 days, v^cenrinjf in th-Q ffisn of lean y-eiir>, 
when, by the intercalation of a day between 
the 23rd end 2+th, it was to reckon 30. That 
WBfl not by any meane a great reduction^ bat 4 
worse fat4> wa* still in fitore for it 
when Augufitus took the adjusting of 
the year m hand to aait hia own 



vamty. That Ai^ust, the month named from 
him^ might not siufT&r in the dignity «i joyed by 
six other months in the year, Aug uatu* added a 
thirfy-firat to it, lopping off one from February, 
whicli redwood it to only 28 daya^ leap yea.rs 
csoepted.

Tlie Biadhtach, or 
public viotuailer^ hel<L & tract of land, rent 
free, on conditmn that he should inprily food 
and lodgini? without oh^irge to travel lori and 
to the chief's ec^ldiers whenever they ha-ppened 
to march in that direclion/' 

Willfam Forbes of Callander~An 
Enterprising Aberdonian. 

WjMinm Forbes, sou of George Forbes, Col- 
quhonnie, Strathdon. who followed' the businc^e 
of a coppersmith in Abercfceen, reiMiered con- 
siderable service to the Uhuroh by buying up 
the Uirge quantities of obsolete oof iwt which v^re 
ciroulatiuGf in the middle of the oijafhteenth cen- 
tury. He uiJLrried Janet, diiutshter of Rev. 
William Dyce, minister of BelheJvie. and, of 
their sons. George ,the eJde^*., follo^^i the 
busin«f» of his father in Aberdf^n. while 
William, a younger son, set up in a Mmilar line 
in London. The Jast-namedi pof^ao^^ a Inrgc 
share of native ehrewdtiess, and. having got 
a hint that copper sheathing waw to be u^ed on 
the Aieesels of the Royal Navy to avert the 
rava,ge5 of the ship TVortn, he boldly went into 
thie nmrket and oou^ht np ell the available 
copj>er. When, therefore, the Admiralty ad- 
vertiecd for tendeifln Forbes -wa^ able to oom- 
mand his own terma. TJwi application of tb.^ 
copper bein^ found uselew, however, th-rouiih 
rapid decay, etc., oaused by tJie uee oif i4X»n 
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nails, he was able to buy back oonfliderable 
quantities at a nominal price. He then pro- 
ceeded to show that cJl difficulties could be 
overoame by usin^ copper naik; and, the teste 
which were entered upon having proved satis- 
factory, the Admiralty again bought the 
copper at a further large profit to Forbes. 
Being now in affluent circunuftanoes, he deter- 
mined to become a Scottish laird, and the ex- 
tensive estates of Callander and Ahnond being 
in the market in 1783 (both ^properties formed 
part of the posscesions of the 'Earl of Linlith- 
gow, but, bemg forfeited for the part he took 
in the Stuart rising, had passed to the York 
BuiJdings CompanyT, he went to Edinburgh to 
purchase. On the day of the sale he attended 
in person, and to the surprise of the agents, 
who had no idea who he was, commenced to 
bid. On the rtmning of the sand-glass he was 
named the purchaser at the price of £83,100. 
The agents, demanding security, were as- 
tonished at the presentation by Forbes of a 
£100,000 Bank of England note I It is averred 
that change could not he obtained in Edin- 
burgh, as all the Scotch banks were reluctant 
to negotiate such a valuable note.

A Territorial Defence Sciieme of 
1782. 

In 1782 a bill was introduced into Parliament 
" for the better ordering the Fencible Men in 
thait pari of Great Britain called Scotland.'* 
It enacted that 12,500 privates should be 
"annually formed into corps, companies, and 
battalions, to learn the use of arms» and to 
qualify themselves in oase of actual invasion, 
or rebellion existing within Great Britain, to 
march out, and act within Scotland, against 
any rebels and invading enemies." The quotas

Tlie Building of Aberdeen Barraclcs. 

By an appropriate coincidence, the Gordon 
Highlanders were embodied, and their depot — 
CasUehiU Barracks — ^was erected in the same 
year. Apropos of the laying of the foundation 



stone of the barracks, Dr George Skene wrote 
the following (unpublished) letter (now in pott- 
session of the Duke of Richmond) to the 
Marquis of lluntiy : — "My lord, I had th? 
honour of your lord^ip's letter, which I im- 
mediately communicated to the Brethren of iha 
Aberdeen Lodge. They desire me to thank 
your lordship for your polite attention; and 
farther to mention that if your lordship will 
do them the honour to attend and grace their 
procession they will put it off till the 21st or 
23rd, or any day about that time that will suit 
your lordship; and beg to have an answer ab 
soon as convenient as to the day, that it may 
be advertised in proper time for the members 
at a little distance to attend." Details havmg 
been adjusted, the foundation ntone was laid 
on 24th June, 1794.

Tiie Forbes-Gordon Feud Healed. 

A letter written to the Marquis of Huntly by 
Rev. George Forbes, minister of Leochel.^ on 
3rd July, 1794, throws a very interesting light 
on Forbes history. Forbes (1738-99) was the 
father of the first baronet of Nowe. and of Rev. 
George Forbes, of Blelack, minister of Strath- 
don, lather of the late General Sir John Forbes 
of Invereraii. The minister of I^teochel had 
another son— Thomas— and it is to him that the 
letter (now in possession of the Duke of Rich- 
mond, and hitherto unpublished) refers — "I 
have a letter from Mr Collon, in London, my 
brother's agent, informing me that he bought 
an ensigncy for my eon Thomas at £300, ami 
paid £250 to Messrs Cox and Greenwood; that 
Saturday last he was to be gazetted ensign, and 
lieutenant on Saturday first. When a company 
is to be sold in your lordship's regiment, I trust 
you will have my son in view, as you did me 
the honour to say. Just now I have the offer 
of a company to buy in Sir James Grant'«f 
Regiment, but I decline it as by all means I 
rather wish to wait some time to see if he can 
succeed in your lordship's regiment, which I 
prefer to any other. Since the days of Adam 
Gordon of Auchindoun, I bedieye my son is the 
first of his name who has joined your noble 
family. I am very proud of the honour your 
lordship has done hini, and it is my anxicu-^ 
wi€fh that on all oooasions he merit your lord- 
ship's future patronage." In a postscript he 
adds — " Your young soldier, Thomas, presumes 
to offer his most leefviectfiil compliments and 
washes to acquaint your lordship that tho* he 
has been at all pains he has yet got no men, 
but will yet do his utmost."

Aberdeen Bibliography. 

In ** Scottish Notes and Queries " for Febru- 
ary, 1907 (2nd S., VIII., 125), I described two 
Aberdieen ** Theses" preserved in the Library 
of the Soottirih Episcopal Church, Edinburgh, 
which wore not chronicled in the Quatercenten- 
ary "Studies in the History of the Universities 
of Aberdeen.'' Since that date, other four 
"Theses ' have been unearthed, of which a 
brief note is appended. The first two are in 
the Library of Trinity College, Dublin, which 
aprarently had not -been ransacked by the lato 
Mr J. P. Edmond when he compiled his "Aber- 
deen Printers." The third has been recently 
presented to the Aberdeen University Library 
by Colonel Johnston, C.B., of Newton Deo, and 
Mr Kellas Johnstone, London; and is especi- 
ally interesting aa preserving the names of 
twenty-nine alumni of filing's College who do 
not appear in the extant records of the College. 
The fourth Thesis is the property of a descend- 
ant of the Pnieses, Mr J. 6. Burnett of Powis. 
All four copies are probably unique,

2. Alexander L. Livingstone of Countess- 
WELLS, Provost of Aberdeen, 1750-1751 
(Memorials of the Aldermen, Provosts, and 
Lord Provosts of Aberdeen, 1272-1885, by A. M. 
Munro, fo. 232-235).— William Brent, solicitor, 
of London (b. about 1734; d. 9th Feb., 1812, 
aged 78), is supposed to have married a Miss 
(Catherine) Livingstone, and as he impaled on 
a seal he used, with his gwn coat-of-arms that 
of Livingstone of Countesswells (see above 
book fo. 233), it is to be presumed his wife was 
a daughter of the above A. L. L. but, so far, 
I have not been able to establish tnie marriage. 
I have seen A. L. L.'s will at Somerset House 
— he apparently died in Rotterdam prior to 
May, 1783, when his first '(limited) will W€m 
proved. Although the general will and codicil 
were not proved until July, 1806, they form an 
affidavit of a notary at Rott^itlam, having re- 
mained there until 19th January, 1805, so ap- 
parently they were not forthcoming at the 
time of his decease. In the above memoirs it 
is stated A. L. L. was twice married, first to a 
Miss Kennedy and secondly to a Miss Hardie, 
and that he left issue, but his will does not 
mention any of their names or by which wife. 
My great-grandmother (Catherine Livingstone) 
died about January, 1813, aged 66-67, so would 
be born about 1747, and as her son (my grand- 
father) was born about 1774, her marriage to 
William Brent probably took pkioe in 1770, 
or thereabouts, as there was an elder son, 
whose date of birth I have not been able to 
fix. In the above will reference is made to a 
marriage settlement, dated 3l6t October, 1776, 
which apparently fixes the date of his second 
marriage, so that if Catherine Livingstone 
were his daughter, it was probably by his first 
wife. Miss Kennedy. By his will, A. L. L. 
appears to have had an "only sister," Helen, 
wife of Alexander Mitchell, of Aberdeen, who 
had a daughter Jean. Now, the information I 
want to obtain is — (1) The names of any 
children of A. L. L. {especially by his first 
wife), with any particulars of their marriage, 
etc. ; (2) Had Ke a daughter, Catherine?, and, 
if so, the date of her marriage to William 
Brent, with place and particulars; (3) Dates 
of birth and death of A. X. Livingstone.

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The DIsplaoement of the Kilt. 

Times and tastes differ. Any proposal lo de 
nude Highland regimente of their kilts w'ould 
probably create an uproar to-day. A century 
ago, the substitution of trousers was evidently

graph in the ** Aberdeen Journal" of Monday,

*' Colonel Hay of Bannes arrived here on 
Monday last from London to raise his regi- 
iii<?iit ui A DC rd\en&hiitj Volunterrs. llib Jjcruit 
ing parties in the regimental uniform paraded 
the streets on Friday, and made a very bril 
iiant appeiaranoe.

The Forbes-Gordon Feud Healed. 

On 4th March an cK;count was given of a 
commission being granted by the 5iarquis of 
Huntly to Thomas Forbes, a younger brother 
of the first ^r Charles Stewart Forbes of 
Newe. This waa not the only dealing that 
Thomas Forbes had with the clan Gordon, how- 
ever. He married a grand-daughter of Francis 
Gordon, one of the Blelack Gordons, who iwa.s 
appointed Procurator-Fiscal of Aberdeenshire 
b^ Captain Alexander Grant of Grantsfield. 
(now called Midmar Castle), Sheriff of Aber- 
deenshire, and was sworn into office on 21st 
May, 1744. On 15th October, 1744, he was 
served heir in special to his grandfather in the 
mill and lands of Kincardine (now Dess). He 
soon afterwards went out with Lord Lewis 
Gordon to join Prince Charlie, and, after Cul- 
loden, escaped to France, where he entered the 
French service, in which he was killed some 
years later. His only daughter, Ann Gordon, 
married Captain Thomas Stewart, of the 56tb 
Regmient— brother of the mother of Thomas 
Forbes— and they had a large family. Their 
youngest daughter, Elizabeth Stewart, was 
married to Thomas Forbes, who exchanged 
from the Gordons into the 45th Regiment, and 
was killed when colonel of that regiment at 
the Battle of Toulouse in 1814. They had two 
hon«, John and Michie. John married, and 
left a daughter; Michie was in the army, and 
died unmarried. 

An Aberdeen Psalter of 1629. 

e. ?? /December, 1907, there was sold at 
ootheby s, London, a psalter printed by Raban. 



The purchaser was Mr William L. Taylor, 
bookseller, Peterhead, who tells me that he 
has been looking for this xarity for forty 
years. The copy, deecribed by Mr J. P. 
Edmond, in hie " Aberdeen Printers " (p. 195), 
was the property of Mr James Chalmers of 
Westburn. Mr Taylor having given me an 
opportunity to examine his purchase, I append 
bibliographical particulars for reference: —

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The Drum Stone. 




The above i« an illustration of the Drum 
Stone, which stands within a neatly-walled 
enclosure, by the side of the hill of Auohronie, 
in the parish of Skene. Tradition asserts 
that at this spot the laird of Drum, -wiien 
hapten in^ to Hmrlaw, halted his foroee and 
gave important directions as to his affairs. 
During the heat of the battle, which took 
place on 24th July, 1411, Hector, the chief of 
the clan Maclean, recognising the rank of the 
laird by the armorial bearings emblazoned in 
his shield, engaged him in single combat, which 
w-aft fought with such fierceness that both, com- 
batants were slain. The once popular ballad 
of the "Battle of Harlaw " has:— 

Gude Sir Alexander Irvine, 
The much renounit Laird of Drum ; 
None in his dais wer better eene, 
Quhen thai were scmiblit all and ^om. 
To praise him we sud not be dxtmm, 
For valour, ^vit, and worthiness; 
To end his dais he ther did cum, 
Quhois ransum is rcmedyles. 

The Fintray Press. 

Mr G. M. Fraser, Public Librarian, Aber- 
deen, had an interesting article in the *' Glaagow 
Herald " of March 5, *' A Scottish Rural Press," 
descriptive of the ohap-books printed at the 
Fintray Press by the late Mr John Gumming. 
They were 21 in number; and Mr Fraser gives 
a detailed list of them. He adds that there is 
only one complete eet of them in existence, 
made by himself, by the help of Mr William 
OunMndng, son and successor of John Oumming, 
which, bound in a neat volume, forms an in- 
teresting item in the "Local Collection" in the 
Aberdeen Public Lrbrary. 

A Famous Dean of Guild of 
Aberdeen. 

In 1684-49, and again in 1656, Thomas Mel- 
ville held the office of Dean of Guild of Aber- 
<leen. He was the son of Walter Melville, 



merchant, Aberdeen, and grand-nephew of Sir 
John Melville o£ Raith. As "chieffe host 
jonkheer" [the principal young gentleman re- 
sponsible for entertaining] in the magnificent 
train of the Duke of Holstein's embassy to the 
c3ourt of Persia, he had' five years' experience 
of Court etiquette (1634-9). This stood him in 
good stead on his suibsequently settling in 
Aberdeen, for he was at once singled out to 
ac>- as ca(ptain of the guard of honour to 
Charles II., on the occasion of that monarch 
visiting the city in the sumniier of 1650. He 
wa& pros>rietor of Blackstone, and married 
Christian Anderson (daughter of John Ander- 
son, ipainter, burgess, Aberdeen), hy whom he 
had at least two sons — Walter, goldsmith, 
burgess, Aberdeen, and Captain George, of 
Crescentholl. The latter signalised himself 
hj rescuing, at the peril of his life, the legs 
of the executed Marquis of Montrose, which 
had been exposed in the steeples of the tol- 
booths of Stirling and Glasgow respectively. 
For this, he was taken under the special pro- 
tection of the Graham family, and in 1674 
James, Marquis of Montrose, issued an order 
to the Lyon King of Arms to add to the charge 
of Cojptain Melville's coat of arms two naked 
legs of a man. He married Vera Murray ; 
and it may be added, in explanation of a 
singular custom of ^he iperiod, that at the 
baptism of their son, George, on 14th Decem- 
ber, 1664, no fewer than Itteen of the leading 
gentlemen of the city and county, all ibearing 
the name of " George " were present. (** Birk- 
wood Family Papers.") 

A Henry VI I L Mazer-Bowl. 

Not all our ancestors could afford to drink 
out of oupe of silver and gold and «before pew- 
ter was introduced most drinking vessels were 
of horn or wood. Ma{>lewood, with its streaky 
and fantastic graining, -was chiefly used, and 
the mazer bowl was the result. These " brown 
bowls lipt with silver " were in use in the time 
of Pepys, and he records how he was served 
with one at Saffron Walden in 1669. The 
earliest existing are in the Hanbledown 
Hosipital, near Canterbury, one being of the 
time of Edward II., with an equestrian medal- 
lion of Guy, Earl of Warwick. Other ancient 
mazers are at All Souls*, Oriel, and Corpus 
Chriflti, Oxford; Christ's, Cambridge; and St 
John's Hosipital, Canterbury. The famous 
Scrope mazer at York Minster, 1398, and the 
one belonging to the Ironmongers' Company, 
1460, have blacklcttered inscriptions. Sir 
Samuel Montagu owns a few fine sfpecimens, 
and there are two in the Franks collection at 
the British Museum, bearing out the old lines— 
" Bon hanaf> 
Qui n'est d'erable ni de sap 
Mais de madre bel et poli.' 

At Christie's, in the sale ol the famous Brai- 
kenndge collection (27th February, 1908), an- 
other appeared. This example has special in- 
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tereot, in that the inacription (" Be Yow Mere 
and Glade and' Soo the Masters Tokerye Do 
r>yed ') identities its iormer yroniinenoi with 
the Uampany ol Toukerd or Tuckers (i.e., the 
gentry who tucked doth^, alterworde affiliated 
to the Wor^ipful Company of Fullere. Three 
inches hi^h andl of the unusual diameter of 9^n., 
this specimen has the London hall-mark 1534, 
with tne maker's mark of an <urrow-hea<i. The 
silTer rim, on which the inscription' is engraved 
m Gothic characters, in l^in. deep, and between 
the various wordb ere engraved a lorcnge, a 
flower, an ape, a pig sejant, a dog, & quatre- 
foil, A hart lodged, a man seated blowing a horn 
ana hold'ing a staff, & flower, a hart 'at speed, 
a fruit and a flowering plant. A collector boasts 
of having purchased a maaser for a five-pound 
note, but one 2iin. hig<h and 5|in. diameter, 
LoDaon hall-mark 1527, realised £500 on June 
28, 1905. The bidding for the Braikenridge 
mazer began at this amount, and after a 
general comx)etition in which a crowd of 
toreigners niude a merry din, Messrs Crichton 
won the interesting relic at the huge sum of 
£2300.— " Daily Telegraph." 

£6000 for a Ciborium. 

At the same sale, the remarkable price of 
£6000 was realised tor a ciborium, a rare little 
ecclesiastical relic of the thirteenth century. 
This ciborium — or case in which the sacred 
elements were kept — ^is formed of oopper-gilt 
and Ohampleve enamel, the earliest and rarest 
eriamel work known ; and the wonderful beauty 
and delicacy of its workmanship excited great 
admiration. 

Six iwbjects from the Old and New Testa- 
ments are exquifiiteJv ' designed on both the 
bowl and the cover, while in the interior on the 
cover is a medallion representing Christ in 
gloary, and another on the bowl with the Agnus 
Dei. The subjects depicted on the cover are 
the Nativity, the Circumcision, t)he Baptism, 
the Road to Calvary, the Crucifixion, and the 
Resurreetion. Those on the bowl illustrate 
Aaron with the Ark on the Bod that budded, 
the Death of Abel, the Circumcision, Abraham's 
Sacrifice, the Brazen Serpent, and Samson 
Fighting the Philistines. Tlie i^elic, which is 
Tin. high and measures about an inch less in 
diameter, is believed- to be Englirfi- work, and 
to have come originally from Malmeebury 
Abbey. It wee purchased by M. Durlacher, a 
Frenchman, who has l&rg« shops in both Lon- 
don and Paris, for £6000. 

Genealogy. 

In' Shemrood's *' Pedigree Register *' for 
December, descents and particulars are given 
regaxdSng the English families of Mosse, 
Ambrose^ Simpson, and Parker, while tihe Scot- 
tish family of Hun+er is also. dealt with. In 
the last named', it is inadvertently stated that 
Jamee Hunter, of Long C&lderwood (b. 1715, 
d. 1745) was a W.S. He served a legal appren- 
tioeship, but never qoalifiied. 



Volunteer Regimental Reoords. 

The foltowing sensible letter, signed ** Ex- 
Volunteer," appeared in tibe "Glasgow Herald'* 
of 12th ManMi, but has, of course, a general 
application, and is tiherefore deserving of re- 
production:^ 

Now that the Volunteers are about to dis- 
appear from the armed focroea of the country 
as a separate body, it is to be hoped that 
measures will be taken to have the records of 
the different corps turned over to some public 
body for safe keeping. This is more necessary 
in tihe case of units about to be disbanded. 
Some futupe historians, if such is done, will 
be able to give us a history of the movement, 
and show that Scotland more than upheld her 
position in the niunbers and efficiency of the 
force she contributed. The present is also a 
suitable time for local museums obtaining old 
uniforms, drawings, or sketches relating to local 
coriK.

1. Silebton's House, Abebdeen. — The 
"large hou^ called SaJerton's Works'' was 
presumably Robert Gordon's Hospital (now 
College), which, built in 1732, was not occupied 
as a hospital till 1750, but was utilised by the 
H&noverian troops in 1746, being converted 
into a temporary fort called Fort Cumberland, 
and garrisoned by 200 men. I may be excused 
quoting from; my " History of Robert Gordon's 
Hospital" — "In Baterson's Map of Aberdeen, 
1746 (reproduced in Mr Robbie's ' Aberdben : Its 
Traditioos aind History') the site of Grordon's 
Hospital is marked ' Silverton Hospital.' No- 
where else, in local publications, is the term 
I Silverton * used ; ana- a query on the subject 
inserted in * Scotti^ Notes and Queries,' May« 
1894. elicited no response. Yet the name could 
hardly have been put on t^ map at hap- 
haasard — there must have been a reason for it. 
The curious thing is that ' from time immemo- 
rial ' — so to speak— Gordon's Hospital has been 
known, in the Aberdeen vernacular, as * Siller- 
ton.* But whence ' SiUerton ' or * SiJverton ' is 
deri'\Ted remains a mystery."

2. Provost Alexander Livinoston or 
OouNTBSSWELLS.— A. L., 6on of Baillie Alex- 
ander L. of Fernet, :.s believ>ed to have been 
born in Skene, in 1716, but fche exact date 
cannot be aecertainied, ae the o&rish baptismal 
registers bo no further back than 1726. Ho 
died at Rotterdiun- in 1783, »urvived by his 
second wife, Elizabeth Bardie, and one son and 
two daughters. On ihe colkpso of the Port- 
hill Company — afterwards Milne, Oruden, and 
Go. — the Provost eold off his whole beionginffs 
— including the properties of Oults, Ooun teas- 
wells, and Loanhead — and' with toe proceeds 
satisfied his creditors, who, to mark their 
appreciation of hie conduct, presented him 
with a handson>e dinner service, with his arms 
painted thereon. Many of these particular* 
are taken from " History of the IWish of 
Banchory-Dcvenick," in the ^reparation of 
which the author had- assistance from one of the 
Provost's deeoondante, Rev. S, O. Baker, 
Muohelney, Langport, Somerset.

Thomas Cargiil was laird 
in 1696. On 28ch January, 1706, James Scott 
of *' Auchtydonald " secured sasine on Fetter- 
angus for an annual pent of £65 15s 2d Soots. 
William Soott was laird in 1721, aiid, accord- 
ing to Mr Alexander Hepburn's description of 
that year, the manor-house of Auchtidonald 
was nof ' of stone." This \Villiam ^kx>tt was 
the father of General Soott, of whose career 
*' J. M. 15." gives such interesting i>articulars.

A Literary Aberdonian. 

Tlio inatahn«nt of the late PrafesGor Maaeon'ft 
"Memories of London in. the 'Forties" in 
" Bl&ckwood'e Magazine" for April abounds in 
referenoes to a Mr John Robertson, -who -was in- 
etrumental in introducing Masson to Carlyle 
and John Stuart Mill. Maseon describes him 
&s^'* an energetic and really remarkable fellow," 
and his life as " a stran<ge romance, tragic on 
the whole." The main facts concerning him, 
according to Masson, are that 

" Having been brought up in his youth to 
the trade of a cooper m Aberdeen, but having 
attracted attention by his superior abilities, and 
so been provided, at Glasgow and elsewhere, 
with the education neceesary for preachersihip 
and ministry among the Scottish Congregation- 
alists, he had forsaken that destination, gone to 
liondon as a, literary adventurer, and after some 
time of hard struggle there attained what was 
to be the summit of his success in this world. 
This was a literary friendship with John Stuart 
Mill, and the editorship, or rather assistant- 
editorship, under Mill, of the * London and 
Westminister Review,' during the tiiree years, or 
thereabouts, from 1837 to 1840, -when it was 
entirely Mill's property." 

Not very much is known about John Robert- 
son. He was a second cousin of Joseph Robert- 
son, the antiquary, the author of the " Book of 
Bon-Accord," both .being descended from a 
Robertson of Shiel, Leoohel-Oushnie (" Scottish 
Notes and Queries," i., 200; xii., 21), was born 
in Aberdeen in 1811, and studied at Marischal 
College, 1838-40. According to Boase'e "Modern 
English Biography," he was called to the bar 
at Lincoln's Inn, and was a reporter on the 
•' Morning Chronicle." He died at Old Gore, 
Hereford, on Ist June, 1875, and was buried 
at Hove Churchyard, Brighton, on 5th June. 
Mill refers to him, in his "Autobiography" as 
follows : — 

" For the conduct of the Review (the ' London 
and Westminster Review '), under, and in con- 
junction with me, I associated -with myself a 
young Scotchman of the name of Robertson, 
Avho had some a;bility and information, nvuch 
industry, and an active scheming head, full of 
devioee for making the Review more saleable, 
and on whoee capacities in that direction I 
founded a good deal of hope." 

Professor Bain, in his little wojrfc on " John 
Stuart Mill," rather demurred to Mill's esti- 
mate of Robertson, writing in a foot-note — 

" I was well acquainted with Mill's sub-editor. 
John Robertson, now dead. He was a fellow- 
townsman, and was the medium of my introduc- 
tion to Mill. I had, for oeveral years, abundant 
opportunities of conversing with him, and learnt 
a great deal about Mill during our inter- 
course. But he was very reticent about his 
own relations with Mill; he never told me 
at least, what was his pecuniary allowance as 



eub-editor ; nor did he explain hbw they worked 
together in the matter of editing ; his habit was 
to style himself as Editor, and te seem to take 
the sole nmna^ment. He has not left behind 
him any record of the connection between him 
and Mill ; while I know eno4«gh of his history to 
make me doubt whether it commenced in 1836. 
Those that knew Robertson were not a little 
taken aback by Mill's character of him. 

. . . . Robertson's attainments were of 
the elenderest description, and his industry very 
fitful; but he could make a vigorous and> bril- 
liant display both in composition and in con- 
versation. He contributed! striking articles to 
the Review, the best being his Oromwell. He 
was also a very good writer of newspaper 
articles." 

It was Robertson who, in January, 1839, dur- 
ing Mill's absence abroad. gtLve euoh offence to 
Carlyle. by breaking off the negotiations which 
had begun for an article from Carlvle on 
Oliver Cromwell, -and intimating to Carlyle 
that " he meant to do Cronvwell himself." 

Masson, however, thinks that there was no- 
thing unnatural or absurd in Robertson's in- 
tention of " doing Cromwell " himself, and his 
recollection of his juvenile impressions of the 
article (which appeared in the " Review " for 
October, 1839) was that it was an excellent 
article, setting forth with some care and ability, 
and with some passages of literary beauty, a 
view of Cromwell which must have been then 
quite new to the majority of readers. 

Biaok of Wateridgemuir, Logie- 
Buohan. 

Members of this family have been burgesses 
of Aberdeen for at least 450 years, and the 
name occurs almost in the earliest records of 
the city. ^ As owners and occupiers of land 
in the parishes of Foveran and Logie-Buchan, 
they have existed for at Jeast three centuries. 
Their arms are— Ardent, a saltire sable, be* 
twcen a mullet in chief, and a crescent in base, 
gules. Crest—A demi-lion proper. Motto — 
"Crux sed Lux," as borne by Gilbert Black, 
Dean of Guild of Aberdeen. rRegistored 1672-7* 
See Lyon Register and Nisbet's Heraldry, 
p. 249.] In 1565, WilJiaro Black was in New- 
burgh. [See Temple's. Thanage, p. 540.] In 
1584, Gilbert Black was freeman of Aberdeen, 
and William Black was his tenant at Newburgh. 
[See Aberdeen Sheriflf Court Records.] In 
July, 1584, William Black was in Newburgh 
with Jerome Black, his son. [Ibid.] In 1696^ 
"Baillie Black, fewer m Newburgh," [Poll 
Book II., p. 171] and resident in Aberdeen^ 
where Gilbert Black, late baillie, his wife, and 
ohildren — John, Margaret, and Janet were 
polled [Ibid., p. 6E0]. 

I. Thomas Black (b. 1725 ; married Mary— bom 
1754 ; died 20th June, 1806-daughter of Thomas 
Sangster in Mi4i of Leask. parish of Slains). 
who died 7th May, 1801, was the fiiwt of 
Waberidigemuir, which he purohaaed in 1776. 
Ho was a eon of Akxaindeir Black, iB Auchn*' 
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cant, Foveram (born 1693; died 23rd JoJiuary, 
1769), and of his wife, Agnes Stephen (born 
1684; died 2&th June, 1771), one of the 
Stephens '*of Ardendraught,*' in the pariah 
of Cruden, from whom oamie the Right Hon. 
Sir Jamies Stephen, K.C.B., P.C., and many 
other eminent persons of that surn&me [See 
Burke's Colonial Gentry, I., pp. 42-44], includ- 
ing Barbara, Lady Clark, daughter of Rev. 
John Stephen, LL.D., etc., of Cruden, who, 
in 1820, was married to Sir Jamee Clark, finst 
Baronet, and was the mother of Sir John 
Forbes Clark of Tillypronie, B&rt. The family 
of Tibomas Black and Mary Sangster were — 
(1) Thomas, his heir (of whom afterwards). 
<2) William (born 1760; died 26th September, 
1833; sometime a stocking merchant, and 
afterwards & wine merchant, in Aberdeen, 
married at Pitmeddeh 17th March, 1796— pro- 
bably a cousin — Jane— died in London, Ist 
May, 1866, in her 94th yea.r— daughter of 
Alexander Stephen, sometime of Pitmedden, 
and afterwards of Forresterhill, and had issue 
of fouT sons «nd one daughter — Alexander, a 
wine merchant in Aberdeen, who died aged 
77; William— known as "Copper Black"— of 
Black said Ferguson, wine merchants, Aber- 
deen, who died imm&rried, a^ed 77; Thomas, 
sometime merchant in Batavia, who died un- 
married at Calcutta on July, 1825, aged 24; 
George— born 1804— who settled at Sydney, 
and died unmarried at Melbourne in May, 
1858; and Jane, who married her cousin, 
Patrick Kilgour, laird of Woodside, aiid had 
issue. (3) Alexander (born 1760), shipowner 
and merchant at Newburgh, and latterly in 
Linhead, Foveran, who in 1803 married Ann — 
born 1767: died 9th December, 1847— daughter 
of John Clarke of Walton-on-Thames, Surrey, 
by his wife — >- Milbourne, daughter of James 
MUboume, of Bagabot, in the same county; 
issue — John, bom 3l8i January, 1807; died 
12th January, 1885, succeeded to lease of Lin- 
head-; married 4th DecemBer, 1837, Elizabeth 
—died 9th February, 1882— elder daughter and 
oo-heir of Alexander Gajrden of Millfieki, 
Monquhitter, by Margaret Wilson, his wife, 
sister of the late Dean Wilson, of Fjrvie; issue, 
three daughters, of whom only one is married, 
vi^., Isabel Sara, who, 7th July, 1870, married 
Sir David Gill, K.C.B., etc., of Blairythan, 
and Alexander, born 1809, doctor, 84ih Regi- 
ment, who died at Torquay, unmarried, 21«t 
January, 1837. <4) John (born 1762; died 16th 
June, 1843), liferenter of Wateridgemuir, ship- 
owner and merchant at Newburgh, who 
married his cousin Jean— born 1770; died 16th 
December, 1847— daughter of Patrick Kilgour 
of Kinmxmdy and of his wife Jane Sangister, 
and bad a son Thomas— bom 1801; died Ist 
October, 1840— of Newburgh, merchant and 
shipowner, who married Margaret, daughter 
of Dr James Perry of Bilbo Park, Logie- 
Buohan, who died s.p. 20th February, 1848. 
(6) George (born 1770), married Miss Glennie, 
daughter ot a London merchant; issue — two 
daughters; one died unmarried, the other 
became Mrs Glass. (1) Elspet; born 1758; 
died 9th March, 1837; married Robert Fiddee, 
in Pitgersie, Foveran, and had issue. (2) 
Barbaxe; died unnuurried.

Thomas (of Gar- 
logie Mills, who married, and had issue, with 
others, William, a captain in the merchant ser- 
vice, who married Miss Gott and had issue — 
George, lately of Bath, colonel 69th Bengal 
Regiment; unmarried); (2) George (married in 
America, and is deceased) ; (3) Alexander (of 
London, wine merciiant, and ot 31 Hyde Park 
Gardens, W., who married in 1861 Harriet, 
daughter of John Stevenson Salt, of Weeping 
Cross, Cn. Stafford, J.P. and D.L., High 
Sheriff 1838; aunt of Sir Thomas Salt, first 
Baronet, "of Weeping Cross." [See Peerage 
under *' Salt, Baronet."] Issue — a son, Wil- 
liam, who died young; and an only daughter 
and heiress, Mary (now of Kincardine and 31 
Hyde Park Gardens, W.), who in 1877 married 
Henry Dawney UmfriviJle-Pickering, son of 
Rev. Henry Pickering, rector of West Chitting- 
, ton, Sussex; issue — Francis Alexander Um- 
friville-Pickering, lieutenant, 2nd Dragoons 
(Soots Greys), A.D.C. to Lord Grey, Governor 
of Canada; and a daughter, Ursula Unifri- 
vilie-Pickering ; (4) John (died unmarried): (5) 
William Duft (bom 1812; died unmarried at 
Aberdeen, 9th September, 1885, aged 73); (1) 
Mary (married William Stratton) ; (2) Margaret 
(married as his second wife James Brebner, of 
A.lbyn Place, advooate in Aberdeen; no issue; 
she was prominent in society) ; (3) Helen (mar- 
rined William Salt son of the aix)ve John S. 
Salt, of Weeping Cross; no issue); <4) Char- 
lotte (died unmiarried) ; (5) Anne (born 1794 a 
well-known society figure in Aberdeen, ana a 
most hospitable and kindly lady, who died un- 
married at Aberdeen 19th'May,' 1876, aged 82. 

The Blacks of Cloghill, near Aberdeen, who 
intermarried with the Moirs of Stoneywood, 
and were the founders of the Devanha Brewery, 
were of the same family as the Blacks of 
W^ateridgemuir, although— so far as I know — 
the exact relationship has not yet been traced. 
This family in the female line is represented by 
the Fisher family of Murcar, FerryhiU House, 
etc. 

Wateridgemuir in 1696 belonged to William 
Panton, W.S., Edinburgh, probably a member 
of the old Aberdeenshire family of Panton of 
Pitmedden. Later, it was acquired by the 
Turners of Menie. Robert Turner of Menie 
sold it in 1776 to the above Thom«is Black, and 
it was sold by his son, Thomas Black, in 1832, 
to Andrew Libert wood, a doctor in the army 
(grandson of Thomas Ligertwood in Cairnhill, 
Ellon and of Margaret Gordon of Hallhead 
and Esslemont.) [See " Wol ripe -Gordon " in 
Landed Gentry.] It was again sold by his 
son's trustees, in 1861, to Robert Ledingham, 
advocate in Aberdeen. He in turn sold it. in 
1866, to James Garden, whose nephew and heir, 
Robert Garden, sold it. in 1872. to Henry 
Wolrige-Gordon of Hallhead and Esslemont.

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Interesting Facts In Local Family 
History, 

A tabl€«tone in the nave of ^he W€«t Ghuroh, 
Aberdeen, beain a Latin inscription that Alex- 
ander Davidson of Carnbrogie. advocate, died 
26th April. 1666, and also that Alexander David- 
son of Newton, advocate, hie son, died 2nd 
April, 1685. [For notes see New Spalding Club's 
" Sheriff Court Records," and " House of Gor- 
don," 11.^ p. 467; Temple'e '"Thanage," pp. 76 
and 404; and "Scottish Notes and Queries" 
for October. 1887, p. 69.] It is known that the 
former was admitted a member of the Society 
of Advocates in Aberdeen in 1616, and that he 
held the office of Procurator-Fiscal from 1631 
to 1660, as ateo that the latter was ad'mitbed a 
member of the same Society in 1661. The late 
Mr Andrew Jervise suggests [Walker's " Deans 
of Guild of Aberdeen," p.' 136] that tibe famdly 
may have been descended from Robert David- 
son, the " Provost of braif Aberdene," who fe41 
at Harla-w in 1411. Neither the inscription nor 
any printed record mentions who the wife of 
the first and mother of the second-mentioned 
Alexander Danridson was. Invcetigation on my 
part proved fruifclese till the other day, when 
an examination of family papers-^courteously 
loaned me from Birkwood, Banchory — ddsclosed 
that the lady was "Euiphen" (otherwise 
Euphemia) Anderson, younger daughter of 
John Anderson, who, as a painter, attained a 
hig;h reputation, his "fine paintia? y«t (1642) 
remaining in Gordon Castle" bein? specially 
acknowledged. For the work mentioned, plus 
a small sum of money advanced, he secuTcd, 
in 1642, from Geor^ee. Lord Gordon, a bond for 
6600 n-crks Scots. Thp- witn^esee to th-^ d?od 
were Robert Buchan of Portlethen, with Patrick 
Innes and Jchn Gordon, servitors. Anderson, 
intendin^g the interest of the bond to form a 
portion of his provision for his two dau'ihtcrs 
(Christian Anderson, the elder dau.ihter. was 
married to Thomas Melville of Blackstono. 
some time Dean of Guild of Aberd-een, and 
captain of tb? guards of honour to Charks II. 
on the occasion of that King's visit to Aber- 
deen in 1650), assigned the bond to hie son-in- 
law Davidson, who had undertaken to nay tho 
half return to Melville and his wife. Throuf?h 
the death of Lord Gordon in the battle of 
Alford on 2nd Julv, 1646, and the eubf>3quent 
execution of his father, Georsre, second Marquis 
of Huntly. however, the investment proved 
ruinous, principal and interest bein<r lost' 

Th»? above jnentioned John Anderson, broths r 
of David Anderson of Finzeauch— known as 
"Davie do a'thing"— and a eon of Gilbert 
Anderson, some time a magistrate cf Aber- 
deen, was. on 6th October, 1601. admitt^ as 
a simple buriress of Abe-rdrjen. On 27th May. 
1612. whil^ resident in Edinburu^ih as a painter. 
he secured as a ** 'prenteifs." "for aucht y-eiris," 
his nephew, George Jameeone (then aged about 



24), who was afterwards to blossom forth as 
■"the Scottish Vandyck." On 6th September, 
1616, Andersom was promoted from the grade 
of a simple to tihat of a g^ild burgess oT Aber- 
deen, the latter privilege being restricted lo 
xesidenters of a certain class. It is probable, 
therefore, that his removal to Aberdeen before 
September, 1616, had led to the breaking of 
the indenture Wiken Jamesone had goate to the 
Continent to prosecute his art studies. TImis 
tko 8tat.e.nent bv Kennedy that Jamesone re^- 
tumed to Aberdeen from the Continent about 
1620 may be correct in fact. In any event, 
theee iparticulars prove that Anderson was no 
commonplace artisan. Indeed, I strongly sup- 
IK>rt Mr Bulloch's opinion tihat the painting by 
Jainescne, dated 16z7 — supi)oscd to be that of 
" Davie do a'thing " which came into the 
posi9:>ssion of the Scottish National Portrait 
G*xllery about eighteen j^ears ago — is none othor 
than the artist's apprentioe-master "Joannas 
Andersone, pictor."

James Glordon bound hims5elf to ib-avo in readi- 
ness 7000 merks, and to make the same good 
and effectual on the town of Barrncs. etc. 
Barclay agreed to arive his sister a tocher of 
4000 merks. The lady died under tragic circum- 
stances in 1707.

The quhilk day tba baillies and counsell of 
thie burghe taking to heart the great abuse anri 
profbanation of the Lord's day, occasioned in 
the frequent vaigin thairin of many of the in- 
habitants of this burgbe of all sorts of rankis. in 
going to the old toun and wther places, befo:r 
or in tyme of sermons, not obstant of di verso 
laudable actis of the kirk eession of this Durg'he 
maid in the oontrair, quhilkis actie the eaids 
baillies and counsel! not onlie ratifies and ap- 
proves in the haill heidis and articlee thoirof, 
bot siclyke in corroboration of the same, end 
for restraining of the forsaidi abuse, have statut 
and ordain it, and be thir presentis statuts and 
ordains, thai all persones of wTiatsumever rank, 
qualitie, or degrie, repair to their paroeh 
kirkis on the Lorde I>ay, alsweill after as be- 
foir noon, and heir the word of God, and not 
vaig nor goe to the old toun or wther place« 
upon the said Lords Day heirefter, vnder the 
paine of fourtie filings, to be exactit from ilk 
persone, toties quoties, wha soil be fund to 
have contravenit this present act, and ane half 
of the said penaltie to be pay it to the Master 
of Kirkwark for h<^lpinjr to meintein the fobrik 
of t^is kirk, axtd the vtber half thairof to the- 
collector of the kirk session for the vse of the 
pooie ; and for the better obeerveing, the aaids 
baillies and counsall desyrs that captanes n.ay 
be appointit be the said kirk sessaon ilk Lords 
£)^y, for takeing up of the names of all such 
as sail be fund' goein^ to the old toun fieldis. 
or vtherwayis vaigmg, that the foirsaid 
penaltie may be dewlie exactit from them liui 
any favour, attour and but prejudice of any 
church oensure to be imposit on thame be t))e 
loinisters and^ members of the said session; 
and ordanee intimation to be maid heirof to 
the inhabitant is of tbis burgthe, the mome 
furth of the pulpit. 

King James IV. and Aberdeen. 

Among the many indoor amusements in 
dulled in by King James IV. were cardls, dice, 
and backgammon, but his preference lay in 
favour of cards. At cards, the King's partners 
were generally some of his courtiers or officers 
of State, and that form of amusement wao 
specially favoured during t!he long winter even> 
ings, aiid in particular about Cnristmas time. 



James seems not always to have been a winner, 
for it is recorded in the accounts of the Lord 
High Treasurer that, during the last week of 
December, 1497, when he wmm spending Tule at 
Aberdeen, hb had from the Treasurer £156 to 
spend at cards. The entries are interesting: — 

1497, December XXV. 

Item, that samyne nicht, to the King;, to the 
cartis with my lord of Mar xli xs. 

Item, that samyne nicht, to the cartis with 
other Lordis xx vnicornis: eumma ... xviijli. 

Item, that nycht (Sanct Johnis day in Yule) 
pifFen to the King to play at the cartis in 
Abirdene, xx vnicornis. five Franch crovnis, 
tua ridaris, ane ducait, and thre Scottis 
crovnis; and eftir, that [saymin] nycht, 
giffin to the cartis agane, xxxij Franch 
crovnis. x Scottis crovnis, and demyis, thre 
(ridaris), tua vnicornis: the hale 
some Ix. li. xvijs xd. 

Item, that nycht (the penult day of December) 
the King played at the cartis agane, and 
giffen to him xl Franch crovnis, summa 
xxviijli, and tynt. 

Item to the Eling, to the cartis, in the Erie of 
Angus innys that nycht xx vnicornis, x 
Franch crovnis: summa xxvli. 

Item, that eamyn nycht, that Andro Wod lent 
to the King to the cartis that samyn nycht 
xiiij Franch (crovnis) and five ducatis, 
summa xiijli. xiijs. vjd. 

Charles II. In Aberdeen In 1650. 

In connection with the visit by King Charles, 
as narrated in issue of Ist April, the following 
additional facts may be Mated :~The un- 
crowned King having landed at Garmouth from 
the Continent, a letter was transmitted to the 
ma^rist rates of Aberdeen, intimating the in- 
tended visit, and desiring that suitable lodg- 
ings should be got ready. A hearty reception 
was at once aranged for, and it being known 
that Charles had ** a maiden " in his train (the 
female was Lucy Barlow, alias Walters, of 
Pembrokeshire, the mother of James, Duke of 
Buccleuch and Monmouth, who ultimately *^e- 
f^ame the favourite natirral son of his father 
Charles), various presents were purchased for 
her acceptance. The expenses incurred were— 
To baker, brewer, and butcher ; and 
for wine, epiceries, and coals, to

To gold and silver ribands, and 
other articles to *' the maiden," 
etc 129 4

The gallantries of the King speedily gave 
offence, and Parson Douglas was appointed to 
administer rebuke and exhortation. 

HlSTOBICUS. 
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The Newton Stone. 




Possibly th© following— in the "Aberdeen 
Journal''^ of 12th November, 1806— i« the 
earliest allusion to the Newton Stone — 

" A atone Obelisk, of rude workmanship, was 
lately discoTered in the park of Newton, neax 
Oldrain, having an inscription which appears 
to be of the most remote antiquity. It consists 
of five lines deeply out into the stone — the 
characters distinct and entire. No person who 
hwB vet seen these characters can refer them 
to any known alphabet. Several copies of the 
inscription have been taken, and it is to be 
hoped that some of our Antiquarians may be 
able to diecypher it." 

Newiands of Kiniose. 

Readers of tho ** Houe© of Grordon " know 
that Rev. James Gordon a672-1750) was 
minister of Kinloss. It is not noted, however, 
that he owned land himself. The Elgin Sasines, 
however, show that Gordon and his wife, Lilias 
Dunbar, got sasine in liferent and their sons 
James and Thomas in fee of all and whole the 
lands called the Newiands of Kinloss with 
pertinents, in the barony and i>egality of Kin- 
loss, with sundry other lands, houses, etc. ; on 
a contract of wadset between Ludovick Dunbar 
of Grange, the heritable owner of the lands, 
and the aforesaid Gordons, with consent of 
John Dunbar of Burgie and others, dated 23rd 
October, 1724. The saeine was dated 2nd and 
registered 17th November, 1724 (folio 1 and 2). 
These lands had previously (belonged to the 



family of Spens, for on Au^fust 16, 1695, Dun^ 
bar bad sasine of the iNewlande, three acres of 
Kinloes known as Dinnies Acres, and two acres 
called Newlandhead, disponed by James Spens, 
elder of Woodhead, and his wife, Marjory Gor- 
don, and John Spens, younger of Woodhead, 
and his wife Jean Gordon, with reservation of 
annuity to James iSpens. The sasine is dated 
30th August, and was registered 4th Septemiber, 
1695 ^folio 479). The Efein Saaines also show 
that Thomas Gordon of Monaughty, father of 
Rev. Jaonee Ootrdon, of Kinloss, renounced on 
December la 1691, the lands of HalJifield, 
Forres, to Thomafl, son of the deceaeed John 
L'rquhart of Brags- Yeards. Th-^ renunciation 
was registered December 16, 1691 <folio 374).

An Enterprising Laird of Tiiiery. 

By disposition, dated 7th June, 1751, William 
Forbee sold the estate of Tillery— -including the 
loncb and barony of Minnes and town and 
lands of Auchloun — to James Ligertwood (only 
surviving son, if not the only child, of Alex- 
ander Ligertwood, iM.A., some time in Orchard- 
town, and (Margaret Ferrier, his wife — ^mar- 
riage contract dated 16th Joily, 1718), who 
proved a model proprietor. His imtprovements 
on Tillery, in many instances, increased the 
rental, within thirty years, from sixpence to 
twenty shillings per acre. In the immediate 
ncighibourhood of Aberdeen, where he also 
held property, his improvements yielded a still 
larger return, the rental, within the same 
period, increasing in many instances from six- 
ipence to £3 and- £5 etg. per acre. Mr Ligert- 
wood was long* on the Commissioa of the 
Peace, and nvas for some time Convener of the 
Ck)unty. For nearly forty years he devoted at- 
tention to the improvement of roads, and was 
instrumental in getting no fewer than eleven 
bridges built. For these he gave lon^ stones, 
causing them to Jbe driven by his own carts, 
frequently for considerable distances. As an 
arbiter he gave much, and in every instance 
gratuitous, service. Among others of his refer- 
ences may be mentioned— the Town of Aber- 
deen V. Sir William Johnston. King^e College 
v. Sir Arthur Forbes of Craigievar, Marisohal 
College v. Town of Aberdeen, Forties of Water- 
ton V. F^dlerton of Dud wick, Menzies of Pit- 
fodels V. iSouper of Auchluniee, Morison of 
Bognie v. Burnett of Monboddo, Bannerman of 
Kirkhill v. Steven of Pitmcdden, Heritors of 
Upper Reaches of the Don v. Heritors of the 
Cruives. Mr Ligertwood married (contract 
dated 8th February, 1748) Jean, eldest 
daughter of John E<Mbertson of Pitmillan and 
Foveran; and their children were — John, who 
became a physician in Aberdeen, but died in 
early manhood; Alexander, an oflBoer in the 
army; Margaret, who was married' to Sir 
William Seton of Pitmedden, Bart..; Jean; 
and Barbara. There are beautiful paintings at 
Birkwood of Mr Ligertwood and his wife and 
ifatber-dn-law« executed by Sir George 
Chahueri. 
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Churoh Punishment for Adultery. 

In the eiglibecinth ce/ntxay the Church nieted 
out draetio punishmont to all persons giuilty of 
a<kiltery. Excommunication wtie frequent, 
while to stand in sackcloth baf«footod and bare- 
headed at the church door till the bell had run^, 
and thereafter in ib^ stool of ropentanoe in 
church for twenty -six consecutive Sundays, was 
no exceptional peoanoe for the offenders to bear. 
The following extracte from the issues of the 
'* Aberdeen Journal" affcoxS an amusing 
variation : — 

8th Jan., 1751. The Kirk Session of Raithen, 
near Fraserburgh, think it their duty to give 
publick Notice that Elizabeth Bimie. who has 
been married upwards of seventeen Years, and 
has a young child, beiog under a Process before 
them for the Sin and scandal of Adultery with 
Charles Mitchell, an unmarried Man in said 
Parish, who formerly had been- guilty of the 
same crime with or>e Christian Henderson ; the 
said EUizabeth Bimie on Thursday, Dec. 27th, 
1750, before Dawn of Day made an Elopement 
from her Husband and went off with the said 
Charles Mitchell. Blisabeth Bimie is between 
forty and fifty Years of Age; jett-black hair. 
Ruddy complexion, pock-pitted, well built, and 
is somewhat above the middle size. Charles 
Mitchell is about twenty years of Age, lean 
faced, pale Complexion, six feet high, stoops 
much, brown hair'd, and works at the Taylor 
Trade. When they went off they both had 
bundles on their Back. 'Tis hoped that 
wherever they are seen, they will not be per- 
mitted to cohabit as Man and Wife, and if they 
show any Testimonial it is a Forgery. 

6th Feb., 1761. Last week Mitchell and Bir- 
nie, who were Fugitives from tba Parish of 
Raithen . . . were found out in the Parish 
of Culsalmond . The honest People, on hearing 
their History, showed a just Detestation of 
their criminal Conversation, by seiaing the 
Fellow, and making him ride across a Pole, 
carried on their Shoulders, for a mile or two, 
into the middle of a Moss, where they almost 
drowned him, threatning to serve hie Concubine 
(who perhaps could have been lees uneasy) in 
the same Manner; Ixit next Morning, by Day- 
break they both made off. 

Children's Countlng-Out Rhymes. 

An interesting article on this subject ap- 
peared in "T.P.'s Weekly,'* April 3. Quot- 
ing somebody's remark— " What mj-stery may 
there not be involved in the odd succession oi 
syllables emiployod' from time immemorial in 
our playgrounds? " it says that amon^ the odd- 
est of those ** suoceseions " are- the rhymes used 
for "choosing' sides." or for selecting some 
player upon whom the burden of the game is 
to fall. Such a " counting -out " rhyme has 
long been in use in the south-east of England — 

Eena, deena, dina. dus, 

Catla, weela, wina, wus, 

Spit, spot, imust be done.

The third and fourth lines seem corrupt

*' Eena deena" ("one, two"?) is nrobably a 
survival of the magio of the ancient Britons, 
and there are numerous versions of it. That 
the British form should have survived in south, 
eastern Plngland is certainly curious. In the 
eastern counties another type is found, o^ 
which the first words perha^ indicate a Norse 
origin. To this type "belongs the following; 
verse, formerly used in casting lots — 
Ena, mena, mona, mite, 
Pisca, lara, bara, Ibite, 

£lga« ibelga, bore. 
Eggs, butter, cheese, bread, 
iStick, stook, stone dead 
O— U— T out. 
Another type of these "counting"' or weed- 
ing out rhymes— as far as the opening words are 
conoer ned — ^is — 

One-er-y, two-er-v, tick-er-y, seven, 
Ak-a-by, crack-a-by, ten, and eleven. 
Pin, pan, Musk-y Dan, 
Twiddle-um, twaddle-um, twenty-one. 
Black, fish, white, trout, 
Ee-ny, o'ny, you, go, out. 
There are several versions of " One-ery, two- 
orv," in Scotch (the article continues). The 
following was current at Aberdeen about the 
beginning of the last century— 

Eenery, twaaery, tuokery, tayven; 
Halba, craokery, ten or elay ven ; 
Peen, pan, musky, dam; 
Feedelam, fadelam, twenty -one. 
In another Scottish version the nmnber of 
words is twenty-one — 

Anery, twaery, dudcery, seven ; 
Alma crack, ten am eleven ; 
Peem pom, it must be done; 
Come toetle. come total, come twenty-one. 
" Charles Taylor," who proser\-ed the abo%^. 
quotes with approral a belief that these old 
rhymes "ori|finated from the Druids." With- 
out oomonitting ourselves to this view of an 
antiquary who belongs to the early day© of the 
nineteenth century, we may helieve, neverthe- 
less, that many of the rhymes used by children 
have come down fromi a .period as remote as 
that of the ancient Britons.

''Aberdeen Journar' Obituary. 

9th Feby., 1748. A few days einoe died at 
Aberdeen Dr Charles Maitland. Physician, a 
bachelor agetl about 70, descended from an 
(honourable family, the Maitlanda of Pitriohy. 
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He is reckonod to have left £5000 Sbg., to a 
considerable portion of which his cousins Alex- 
ander Bannerman of Frendtaug^ht, Esq., anil 
Mr Charles Cheyoe, Meioihaiit, Edinburgh, 
have succeeded. 

8th Marah, 1748. Last week waa interred 
here Jamee Morieon, Senior, late Provost of 
Aberdeen, in the 84th j'ear of his ago, with 
an iinblemished character. He behaved in 
every station of life in such a fair, straight way 
as procured- him the univenoj love and appro- 
bation of his fellow citizens. 

8th March, 1748. Wednesday last a young 
lad of about 15, having climbed' up the Jog^s 
of Aberdeen (a place wihere criminals have their 
ears, etc., fixecl), 2 or 3 of the perpendicular 
weighty stones, which he held botwixt his arms 
and legs, giving way, he fell to the ground, and 
one of them lighting on his breast, Ixruis'd him 
to death. 

12th April. 1748. Last week a boat, crossing 
the Ythan, was overeet, by whidh accident two 
men, a boy, and one woman were drowned. 

26th July, 1748. This week died the Right 
Hon. Alexander Lord Saltoun, and is to be 
succeeded by his eldest son Alexander, Master 
of Saltoun. 

2nd August, 1748. Last Friday died in the 
36th year of his age, George Paton of Grand- 
holm, a gentleman of strict honour and up 
proven loyalty. 

23rd August, 1748. On Friday last died at 
Aberdeen, aged 59. the Very Rsvorond Mr 
John Osborn, Principal of Marischal College, 
Parson of St Nicholas, and Patron to the Cor- 
poration of Trades. He discharged all these 
offices with the greatest applause. . . . 

23rd August, 1748. Same day died at Aber- 
deen Mrs Janet Johnston, daughter of the 
deceased Sir John Johnston of Caskieben, 
Bart., and' spouse to Charles Forbes of Shiells, 
Esq., Sheriff-Substitute of the County of Aber- 
deen, greatly esteemed. . . . 

8th Nov., 1748. Last week died in the 35th 
vear of his age, John Burnett of Elrick, Esq., 
late one of the Bailliee of Aberdeen. As ho 
was generally beloved, his death is most justly 
lamented. 

7th March, 1749. Last week died in the 
parish of Peterculter, Andrew Cumming, aged 
102. He had tho use of all his senses till two 
days before his death-, and what is most re- 
narkable is that he completely filled his coffin, 
which was seven feet in length. 

7tb March, 1749. Yestcixfey morning died in 
the 73rd year of his age the* Rev. Mr Shanks, 
minister of Drumoak. His death was occa- 
sioned by a fall from his horse, which had 
taken fright through the furious attacks of a 
dosf. 

14th March, 1749. On Friday last died in tho 
79th year of his a^, Robert Stewart, Esg. of 
Bridgefoid, sometime Provost of Aberdeen, 
whose uniform oondtict and steady attachmenr 



to the present Government gained universal 
applause. His interment was attended by a 
great number of the best gentlemen in town, 
and the body was carried all the way from his 
house to the churchyard by six Provosts. 

14th March, 1749. The same day died in the 
76th year of her age, Marjory Gordon, 
daughter of John Gordon, Esq. of Fechil, 
grcat-grand-daughter to the learned and in- 
genious RoJbert Gordon of Stralooh, and spouse 
to John Rickart^ of Auchnacant. 

Abolition of " Tipping " of Servants. 

At a meeting of the Freeholders azKl Com- 
missioners of the Land Tax for Aberdeenshire, 
held in Abecdeen on 21st December, 1759, it 
was unanimoualy resolved that "the present 
fasnion which so universally obtains of giving 
Vails or Drink-nxmey to Servants," which is 
"not only pernicious with respect to Servants, 
Isut likewise a thing shamefully indecent in 
itself, and destructive of all real Hospitality,** 
bo disoouraged. The various gentleonen pro- 
sent "gave mutually their Word of Honour 
that [in future] on visiting one another they 
woukf give no money to Servants." The hope 
was expressed that " the Nobility and Gentrjr " 
of Aberdeenshire and neig'hbouring oountice 
" wouU concur in forwarding so laudable a 
design." Subsequently, ""the Heritors, Faculty 
of Advocates, and Select Society " of Edin- 
burprh, as also numerous landed proprietors in 
various districts, adhered to tne resolution. 
Notwithstanding, the '* tipping system " is 
still merrily prosecuted; and he who gives 
nothing secures poor attention at second and 
subsequent visits. 

" The Genealogy of the Submerged." 

The interest in genealogy is so greet at the 
present time that a Genealogist's Pocket Lib- 
rary is being issued (in two-and-eixpenny 
volumes) by Mr Charles A. Bernau, of Walton- 
on-Thames. In the first of the series (says a 
oorrospondent) Mr Berneau has written an 
article on "The Genealogy of the Submerged," 
based on certain papers dealing with illegiti- 
mates and paupers as recorded in the registcj-s 
of Walton-on-Thames. He points out that of 
the 64 direct ancestors of a man born in 1870, 
and all living about 1720, practioally every 
grade of society has been represented. He 
does not note, However, that the stigma of ille- 
gitimacy is not so great in Scotland as it is 
across the Border, largely owin^, of course, to 
the le^al provision for legitimising. This sub- 
jeot will be more boldly attacked in the future, 
for the simple reason— although Mr Bernau 
does not |X)int it out — ^that genealogy is becom- 
ing scientific, and does not take oo^isanoe of 
the mere Church law. Even as it is, that law 
has acted unfairly in Scotland, where, under 
the Celtic regime, *' hand-fasting was 
considered quite in form. A classic example 
occurs in our own district in the case 

b2 
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of Jook Gordon, of 8oiirdaTgiM« and his brother 
T€im> whose fiatBer and mother had only hand- 
£asted ; but it was a sufficient bar, even in the 
I5th oentury, to make the Giordon estates go 
to their cousin, Elizabeth, who married Seton, 
so that the ducal line is, as has been frequently 
pointed out, really Seton and not Gordon. 
The Genealogist's Pocket LcbTary shows how 
to set About aisoovering one*s ancestors in vari- 
ous forms through little-known records.

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"Institution" of Ministers. 

Few readers of eoolesiastioa] history under- 
stand the prooedure -w^eh. -was followed' at 
the *' ii»titutinsr '' of & pariah- minieter ae com- 
Tvared with the Preebytery simply "ordaining" 
him to & particular charge. The following is 
a brief exnlnnation: — In, or after, the autumn 
of 1664, Rev. Ludovick Dun lop, previously 
minister of Tarland, was duly inducted as 
minister of Skene. Becoming somewhat feeble 
in health, he arranged with the patron in I680 
for a presentation (to be colleague and suc- 
cessor) oeing made to his son, Rev. John Ehin- 
lop. The Kirk Session records bear that, on 
9tn September, 1686, the Presbytery met at 
Skene, ** and after sermon by Mr Thomaa 
Orem, he gave institution to Mr Dunlop and 
his son by delivering- to them the holy bible, 
the Key 66 of the kirk door, and the bell tow, 
and by deUvering to them ston earth and* grass 
as investment ancf seizing in the mans, gleb, 
inoes, grass, and* all other priviledgee, and com- 
moditiesi, before John Forbes, notor publick, in 
whose hands instrument was taken. 

These Kirk Session reoorciB illustrate another 
peculiar old custom. John Milne, a. poor boy, 
was " taken in and keept " by Greorge Forbes 
of Alford, after whose death a transfer was 
arranged with George Skene of Skene. Milne, 
having attained sixteen years of age, appeared 
before the Kirk Session on 21st March, 1743, 
" and craved' that the Session would adhibit 
their authority and deliver him over to tho 
cttid George Skene*' till be should) attain 
** tshirty years of age oompleat.** Authority 
and delivery were granted accordingly, all in 
terms of Act of Parliament of JaoMs YI. 

The Upperklrkgate Port. 

Mr George Cadenhead in his " Sketch of 
the Territorial History of the Burgh of Aber- 
deen '* (1878), says the Unperkirkgate Port 
Avas near the foot of Upper kirkgate, about the 
mouth of Bum Court probably, end that the 
porta in the town were removed in or about tho 
year 1768, as being useless and obstructive to 
the streets. This date is incorrect, so {at ua 
concerns the Upperkirkgate Port, for the fol- 
lowing paragrapn appears in the " Aberdeen 
Journar' of 30th June, 1794: — 

" The workmen have now finished pullinc^ 
down the Upperkirkgate Port. The room ove.* 
the Port was used as a state prison in tho 
beginning- and middle of last century, and Mr 
Samuel Rutherford, who was confined there (or 
non-conformity, in 1636 and 1637, calls it 
'Chriot'd l^alaoe in Aberdeen' (see Letter I.). 
A Mr Oswald, bookseller in the Poultry, Lon- 
don, a great admirer of Mr Rutherford', being 
on a visit to his friends in Fife, about 40 year& 
ago, came to Aberdeen for the sole purpose 
of eeeini: it !*' 



Klimeff Graveyard and Church. 




This is an illustration of the old graveyard 
of Kinneff, where stood the historical Parish 
Church till it gave place to the present edifice 
in 1738. 

The Regalia of Scotland, consisting of the 
Crown, the fioeptie, and the Sword of State, 
after being used, 1st January, 1651, at the 
Coronation at 8cone of Charles II. as King of 
Scotland, were lodged for safe keeping in the 
strong castle of Dunnottar, of which (jleorge 
Ogiivy of Barras was appointed governor, with 
a small defending force. On 31st October fol- 
lowing, Ogiivy sent a letter to the authorities 
begging for more soldiers and supplies. 
Chancellor Loudon replied, directing that, 
above all matters, the ** honours of the Ciown " 
be transported to a remote and strong oastle 
in the Highlands; and, although no relieving 
f oroe was sent, it was bluntly added — doubt- 
less to stimulate Ogilvy's zeal — *' that it will 
be an irreparable loss and shame if these 
things shall be taken by the enemie, and very 
dishonourable for yourself.*' By this time, al- 
most every stronghold in the country was in 
the possession of Cromwell's soldiers, and it 
was found impossible to carry out the instruc- 
tions. Dunnottar itself was regularly invested 
by a powerful force, under General Morgan, 
and the i>osition of the goyemor was rapidly 
becoming desperate. The resource of his lady 
—Elizabeth Douglas — was equal to the occasion 
however. She was on terms of close intimacy 
with Christian Fletcher, wife of Bey. Jcunes 
Grain'ger, parish minister of Kinneff, and it was 
arranged that this lady should — in company 
with a friendly " gentlewoman, Anne Lindsay " 
(afterwards wife of Rey. James Willox, minister 
of Kemnay, 1654-95)— proceed to "Stonhyve," 
and purchase a quantity of flax. On their re- 
turn journey, the two ladies halted to make a 
call at the castle, and in the centre of their 
bundle of flax, the Regalia were carefully 
wr»tnped up. With their precious load the 
ladies then left for the manse, passing safely 
through the enemies' lines. The Regalia were 
then deposited by the minister in a hole pie- 

Sired for them tinder the pulpit of the Parish 
huroh. Anne Lindsay, on another occasion, 
successfully carried out of the Castle inrport- 
ant papers belonging to the King. There were 
also rescued in the same way valuable doou- 
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ments and lx>oks bedoii<gdnsr to t^ Duoh«cB of 
Hamilton, the Churaih, of Scotland, and the 
University of St Andrewa peeT)ectiv€ly. 

ThG small igarrieon. bein-? unable to with- 
stand bombardment, honourable terms of 
capitulation -weire adljusted. **The enemy 
mdssinsT the Regalia were mightily enra^d, and 
kept the governor and hda lady close prisoners 
[in the caetle] by the space of one whole year 
together, not allowing' them in all that time 
the freedom of a servant." The oounage and 
consistency of the Ogilvys at length induced 
Major-General Dean to grant them warrant — 
undler a heavy bail bond lodiced by Sir Robert 
Graham of MorphLe — to go tx> their house of 
Barras. but not to depart therefrom at any 
time beyond three males, and! to render them- 
selves prisoners on demand. Notwithstandin,? 
this partial froodom, Barras house was re- 
peatedly searched by tho Oromwellian soldi err. 
who used every poesible threat of torture an<I 
spoliation. "This bad usage and threateinia'^ 
quickly broke the heart of Mrs Ogilvy," who 
died within two years of the surrendej- of the 
castle. To all the inbcrroigations as to what 
had become of the Regalia, the answer was 
given that they had been carried to foreign 
parts by lion. John Keith, who afterwards "laid 
•hold of that innocent evasion — made by Gover- 
nor George and his ladiy (to slumi . . . thi» 
enemy) — ^to gresvten. himself." As well known, 
Karth ultimatelv secured the Earldom of Kin- 
tore. OgihTT a baronetcy, and the poor parson 
of KinnefF nothing whatever, or. — ^as Sir Walter 
Soott has it— "the hare's foot to lick." [Birk- 
wood MSS., etc. See aJso '* Sa\'in.g the Riegalia 
in 1662 " in " Scottish Historical Review," 
April, 1907.]

In No. 3 (May 6), Mr A. J. Mitohiell-Gill' of 
Auchinroath gave an interesting genealogical 
account of the family of '* Black of Water- 
idgemuir, Logie-Buohan."

No. 2 bore a sub-tiUe of 
City and County Advertiser, was dated Satur- 
day, December 6, 1873, also priced at one 
penny; size 22 x 14^, 4 pp., unpaged, 5 
columned; imprint: Printed for the Proprie- 
tors hy James M. Watt. 

As its title indicates, this weekly — of which 
only two i^ucs appeared — was published solely 
for the purpose of advocating the claims and 
interests of the working man, its promotei^ 
maintaining that the local press were not pay- 
ing sufficient attention to that large body. The 
employer and the employed were both alike 
invited to contribute to its columns. The pro- 
moters declared in the first number that it was 
a paper owned and conducted by working men ; 
might be justly called their own ; end should it 
partake of some of the faults and failings of 
the working class, it must necessarily possess 
some of the virtues, which are less ohar- 
acterifitic of those who live to labour, and labour 
to live. At all times the columns were to be 
found open for communications both from em- 
ployer and employed, on matters affecting 
either, when found to possess sufficient interest 
for their readers. Every facility was to be 
given to the discussion of trade matters, as 
well as social and political questions affecting 
the interests of everyone. In politics they were 
to be always found independent, liberal, and 
progressive; in religious matters perfectly neu- 
tral. Wliatever praiseworthy scheme should 
•happen to be propounded by th« working class, 
it would be their duty to help to promote. 
*' What is their duty to organise, should be 
our duty to advocate; and every useful scheme 
coming 'before U6 from this source shall have 
our beist attention." This was a good pro- 
gramone, but matters did not run emoothly. 

After the first issue, the printer declined to 
produce the second number, owing, as he stated, 
to the inability of getting experienced workmen 
and pressure of other business. Several local 
printing establishments having been tried with- 
out success, the second issue was published in 
Glasgow by James M. Watt. It latterly trans- 
pired that the stoppage was due to ine con- 
ductors, who had practically no capital with 
which to carry on the undertaking. 

The newspaper chronicles short items of 
^neral news, trade reports, local and district 
intelligence; two pieces of original poetry by 
James Hogg Gall, entitled "Golden Dreams," 
and "The Battle of "Life**; letters to tihe 
editor; ako Trial of the Tichbome Claimant, 
which created a stir tbrouighout the country at 
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the time. The advertunng ftpa<)e was fully 
taken advantage of. One entorprisin^ adver 
tiser in the firet iMue augmented his advertise- 
ment with the following encouraging verse — 

Up this world, and down in the world, 
And over this world cuid through, 

May " The Working-Man's Newspaper " 
Ever paddle its own canoe.

''Idle and Masterless Men" in 
Aberdeen. 

The leoontly-publiahed volume (VIII.) of the 
Register of tbe Priyy Council ol Scotland con- 
tains the following intererting entries:— 

aOth October, 1627. Supplication- by William, 
Earl of MairshftU, and William Dalgernc in 
Creichie, his depute, as follows:— He and his 
said bailie are charged, at the instance of 
James Blair, one of the captains in the re- 
giment of Alexander, Lopd Spynie, to deliver 
to him certain persons given up in roll as idle 
and masberlees men and wantini? competeivt 
means to live on, viz., Geor^^e Rannennan in 
Gevill, Alexantier Pondreich in Potfoure, Alex- 
andt*r Docker, smith in Kinnadcis, Thomas 
Hetheirweik there, John Bruce there, Thomas 
Mill in Elriff, John Browne, son of John 
Browne in Little Elrie, Robert Lobesn in Deir, 
John Hall younger in Creichie, Robcirt Murray, 
sometime cooper in Aberdeen, gardener in 
SkeilUmarch, and Robert Dal^a-rno, smith; yet 
theea pearsons are not idle end' masterless, but 
"all of thame ana outher husbandmen and 
labourers of the ground or then craftsmen livinrr 
opoun their handie craft and labour and ar not 
burdennable or chargeable to the countirio. but 
rather helpful and' charitable to othiers," and. 
besides, be'end his bailie are wrongfully charged 
to take and deliver these persons becaus? tbey 
are neither men, tenants, or servants to the said 
Earl nor dwefU on his lands; and furthar, as 
soon as they heard that his baiHi?» was cha.rt»>cid 
to apprehend them, these persons fled from their 
houses, and so the bailie cannot take them. But 
the Earl is willinsr to find caution to perform 
the change if found liable. Meanwhile he craves 
suspension of the homing, and to have letters 
for charging the 8ai<l Captain Blair and Lord 
of Spvnie for his inteneet to appxrar and cm 
this done, and also charging those who g«ive 
up these ipersons in roll to anewer for their 
error. [On the back] **Apud Halyruidhous, 
yicesimo die mensis Octobris, 1627. Fiat

James Irnesyde, and Michael Johnnestoun were 
rever given up as persons of that kind, being 
honest labourers of the ground, and having 
means sufficient to live, and the other persons 
are neither men, tenants, nor servants to the 
supplioant nor in any way persons for whom 
he is responsible, "and so I am wrangouslie 
chargeit to tak thaine, and could not eshew the 
imputation of a heigh presumption and mani- 
fest usurps tioun of his Majesties royall auth- 
orite yf I, who am a privat persoune, sail pre- 
foome to tak his Majesties free subjectis with- 
out power Or commissioun." He is content to 
find caution for taking them if he be I'ound 
liable therein. He craves suspension of the 
letters. [On the back] "Apud Halyrudhouee, 
pnmo Novembris, 1627. Fiat summonitio ut 
petitur to the xxii day of November instant, 
and to suspend and discharge ut infi* to the 
last day ot tno aa^ne monetii of November, be- 
caus the comT>lener hes found cauticun to the 
effect within writtin under the pane of vo 
merkis (Signed) Geo. Can. cells, I.P.D." 

From an earlier entry in the volume (3rd 
Angust, 1627) it would appear that "Capitane 
Thomas Beitoun and Capitane James Blair" 
were the "capitanis under Alexander, Lord of 
Spynie, his regiment" to whom had been as- 
signed " the numberis within tbe shirefdom of 
Aberdein." On 2nd October, a notarial instru- 
ment 18 lodged attesting that Sir Alexander 
Irwing of Drum had done his utmost to appre- 
hend masterless men in the parish of Logie, in 
Cromar, who had been delated for military ser- 
vice, in conformity with "his majesties laws 
derect for aprehending all eydell men and per- 
sones delet be the kirk and elderis of the mid 
parichone. 

Prayer at Laying the Foundation 
Stone at Union Bridge, Aberdeen. 

Bev. George Alexander Simpson EM.A., 
minister of Tyrie from 1812 till his death on 
23rd October, 1841], when a student at Maria- 
chal College-1801-05— preserved a volume of 
manuscripts and extracts relative to events hap- 
pening at that time. A descendant has oblig- 
ingly copied out and sent us the annexed 
prayer, which was delivered by Rev. Dr Gor- 
don, chaplain to the Lodge of Aberdeen, at 
the laying of the foundation stone of the New 
Denburn Bridge on 7th July, 1801— 

O God! We worship with gratitude and 
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yeneratioD on this interestinff oocasion before 
Thee, of whom, aiKl through whom, and to 
whom are all thmn. 

Thou hast founded the earth upon the eeaa, 
and tiiy right hand stretched over it the line 
and the plununet: thou didst say. Let there 
be a firmaineiit; end the morning stars sang 
together. In the formation and support of 
tni6 terrestrial p^iobe, we sea a part oX thino 
astonishing wisdom, and goodneas, and power. 
We look up with wonder and with awe to the 
canopy of heaven which thou hast erected, and

Behold us, thy servants, in love and in 
mercy, as we are here assembled. We would, 
like bretzhren in thy dear Son, do homage unto 
Thee, the Father of all. Among us may bene- 
volence, friendship, and harmony, the amiable 
characteristics of our society, established on 
the fear of thee, out God, as on their only 
solid basis, ever continue I Prosp>er, O thou 
Almighty Architect, and upholder of the world 
— prosper, complete, and preserve the great 
work which we this day commence. _ We 
humbly desire to begin and to carry it on, 
trusting in Thee: for without thy blessing the 
builders build in vain. May the stone which 
we lay be a sure foundation; and on it may 
there be raised a strong and durable super- 
structure, an ornament in our land, and a 
benefit to us and our posterity. Let Aber- 
deen increase and be popuknis! May the 
young and the old therein be bleet of l^cel 
in Union Street and King Street and in all the 
streets of our city, and all our habiilations, 
peace and plenty be unto us and unto our 
fellow-citizens, every one; and peace be unto 
all that we have. Let health and industry, 
competence and contentment dwell^ within our 
gates. May our riches be the rich<>s of the 
upright! May our dwellings be the dwellings 
ot the just I And in them let the voice of 
innooenoe and melody be h'card, with joy and 
thanksgiving. 

^ Bless our Magistrates: maintain to us the 
liberty, the happy order and good government, 
which we enjoy under our gracious King, our 
excellent Constitution, and our equal laws. 
Grant success to our manufactures and our 
commerce. Let learning flourish in our schools

The Irvlnes of Cults. 

In a succeeding issue we hope to give a 
complete genealogical account of the family of 
Irvine of Cults, from whom President Roose- 
velt is descended. In the meantime, we annex 
copy of a letter written from Aberdeen, on 
16th November, 1831, by Mr Alexander Irvine 
of Drum, and addressed to Rev. Adam Corbet, 
minister of Drumoak. It refers to the con- 
nection of the Cults branch of the Irvine famiK- 
with that of Drum: — 

Dear Sir,---! met yesterday Mr Fondvce in 
the coach going to Mrs Gordon's funeral in the 
old town. He said he had Srcen you, but that 
you had left at home the answer to his queries. 
We had some conversation about the Irvines 
of Cults, and I am not sure if I expressed' my- 
self accurately when tulkinig of the Drum en- 
tail. I perhaps may have said that the Irvines? 
of Cults were next in the entail alter my 
family, but I should have oalledi it our Artam- 
ford branch, for, failing my sons and their 
heirs male, there are male heirs of younger 
brothers of my grandfather who come before 
tho&3 of C'ult,«. I do not know the state of 
the family at Cults at present. The late Irvine 
of Cults had two sons and three daughter?. 
One of the sons, Robert, died unmarried' in 
London many years ago. The other (Joihn, T 
think) had been settled in Georgia as a medi- 
cal man, practised in London some years, wher-^ 
I was acquainted with him, where he had a 
family, if I recollect well, of sons and daugh- 
t>ers. I am not sure of his death, but suppotv^ 
he dieil either in England or America. His 
family went out again, and' I think I bavo 
heard that his son married in America. 

One of the diaughters of old Cults (who sold 
the estate) married Mr Fordyee of Ardoe. and 
her daughter can inform Mr Fordyee regardinv: 
her uncle's family. Another married Mr Bur- 
nett, late of Caskieben. Be so good as to shon- 
this to Mr Fordyee, — I am, etc.,

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Rapid Disappearance of Families. 

I bave recently li>ad' an. opportunity of 
perusing a copy of the Aberdeen Directory for 
1840 (courteously loaned mo by Mr Jaincs A. 
Beattie, C.E.), and! wae struck by it« long U='t 
of surnames which are not now to be found' in 
the city. This induced me to maks an analysis, 
from which I find that 968 aeparate family 
nanes arc mentioned. Of that number, no 
fewer than 219 do not appear in the current 
Uirectory, and this despite thd fact that the 
population is now almost three times greater. 
Removal to other districts may partly account 
for tho shrinkage, but it is evident that manor 
of the families have died out entirely. 

Customs and modes of living have likewise 
changed to a surprising degree. In 1840 many 
advocates and merchants ot standini? had th?ir 
offices and dwelling-housee in Gallowgate, 
Queen Street, Upperkirkgate, and Carmehte 
Street! A house renting £25 was then con- 
sidered almost a mansion, 

Gordon House, HIghgate, and 
Gordon Hlllp Enfield. 

Some years ago, questions were oaked in 
"Notes and Queries" (London) about the 
origin of Gordon House, Highgate, which was 
long used as an academy for young gentlemen. 
It was so named because the master, Andrew 
Mensal, was a protege of tba 4th Duke of 
Gordon. He was the son of Jam«i Mensal, of 
RoHestown, who had been "out** in th* Forty- 
Five, and waa born on January 5, 1764. He 
took his M.A. at King's College in 1785, and 
conducted Gordon House Academy for half a 
century with great success. One daughter, 
Frances Elizabeth, married Simon Thomas 
Bull, who was the grand-uncle of Sir William 
Bull, now M,P. for Hammersmith, and who 
built Fortress Terrace, Islington, and a great 
deal more in th&t neighbourhood. Another 
daughter of Mensal married the Rev. Mr John- 
eon, and became the grandmother of Dr 
Robinson, the present learned' town clerk of 
Shoreditch. Mensal was buried in Highgato 
Ooietery. 

Grordon Hill at Enfield has come into promin- 
enoe as one of the stations on the new line 
which the Great Northern Railway is construct- 
ing in that region. It is so called because 
Lord George Grordon* the rioter (a brother of 
the 4th Duke), had a house there; but all signs 
of the house have disappeared, being replaced 
by the eternal villa with which the Londoner 
covers the country round the capital. By the 
way, "Gordon Street,'* Silverhampton, figures 
in Mr Pinero's new play " The Thunderbolt," 
produced at the St tfames's on May 9.

5th February, 1751. Died to-day. in the 67th 

Ear of his age, James Gordon, of Banchory, 
q. ; he acquired a considerable Fortune by 
Merchandise with an irreproachable character.

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A Literary Aberdonian. 

The account given of Mr Jolm Robertson 
(No. 3 — May 6) may be supplemented by the 
following- extract from ** Centenary Memorials 
of th^ First Congregational Church in Aber- 
deen" (Behnont Street), by John Bulloch 
(Aberdeen, 1898). A chapter of that work is 
devoted to " Notabilia : Members of the Church 
Who Have Entened the Ministry," and, in the 
course of that chapter, Mr Bulloch eays — 

'• Mr John Robibtson. Amongst the young 
men who were encouraged to think of the 
ministry was John Robertson, who, in 1830, 
was recommended to the Glasgow Academy, 
'he having previously delivered his views of 
divine truth, and related his experience, and 
also the motives that influenced him to desire 
to become a preacher of the gospel, before a 
meeting composed of tihe pastor and deacons 
and other of the members that wetre willing 
to attend/ This was the usual course of pro- 
cedure. Mr Robertson s actual career was en- 
tirely different from what ipight naturally have 
been expected to follow this forecast of it. His 
father was a cooper in Al>erdeen, and gave his 
son, * a boy of parts,' e fair education. The 
lad went through the curriculum at Glasgow 
Academy, to which he was recommended by 
the Church. When his studies were finished, 
he preached once (and once only, I think) in 
Aberdeen. He specially invited his literary 
friends to hear him. The sermon was pro- 
nounced to be at once * philosoiihical and 
flowery.' Robertson almost Immediately went 
to London, and took to literary and journalistic 
work. He soon attracted the attention of John 
Stuart Mill, who at the time was busily en- 
gaged establishing the * Westminster Review.' 
and the marked change in Mr Roberston's 
opiniori<5 is shown by tho fact that he wns 
appointed its editor, at least for a time. Mill 
(* Autobiography '), referring to this episode, 
says— (Passage formerly quoted.] Robertson 
crossed Carlyle's path, and temper too. His 
verdict of Robertson was very <iifr<>rent from 
that of Mill. He says, writing of him — ' Have 
nothing to do with ' fools. They are a fatal 
species/ About this period Robertson paid a 
Msit to Aberdeen, got up m a most un- 
clerical Disraelian style, aiKl, with the view 
of wooing the Parliamentary constituency 
against a coming election, meaning to stand 
in the Radical int^erest. He did not, however, 
contest the seat when the time came. He be- 
came Paris correspondent for the great London 
daily newspaper, a post he relinquished at the 
ti ne of the coup d'otat,' when, as he averred, 
he was a marked man, and was shot at in 
the streets of Paris. On his return to London, 
he married, lor his second wife, a lady of 
means, with -whom he retired to the Isle of 



Wight, where he spent most of his time in 
scientific pursuita He died some^ years ago. 
There is one very credita)ble circumstance in 
Rdbertson's oaieer. iNot long after he went 
to London, Dr Wardlaw happened to be there, 
and iRobertson met him at dinner, and gave 
him a bank cheque adequate to defray his edu- 
cational expenses incurred at the Glass^ow Aca- 
demy. The 'iSoottish Congregational Year 
Book ' describes Mr Robertson as * Professor, 
English Literature, London.' All that this 
probably means is his engaging in teaching 
work in London." 

There are several references to Robertson 
in 'Dr Alexander Bain's " Autobiogra^phy * ' 
(London, 1904). Writing of the Summer Re- 
cess, 1839, 'Bain says — 

" Inmiediately on the dose of the winter 
session, I resumed my acquaintance with John 
Robertson, with whom I had some intercourse 
in my early school days. He had now -been 
aasisting Mill in the editorship of the * Lon- 
don and Westminster Review ' for about three 
years, and had. not quite ceased— ^he 'tReview^' 
being still in Mill's hands. He sent for me, 
talked over my intentions and prospects, and 
. . . . offered to &ixd an opening for my 
compositions." . 

In the beginning' c^ 1840, Mill parted with 
the "London and Westminster Review." One 
result, says Bain was that *' Robertson wieus 
cast adrift, and had to look out for some 
ether openings." In the end of August, 1841, 
Robertson visited Aberdeen and stayed many 
weeks; and in connection with this visit we 
have the following instructive passage — 

"Robertson, although making considerable 
pretensions 4i6 a thinker, was undoulbtedly 
stronger in literary style. The intercourse we 
had with him (Masson and myself) was emin- 
ently stimulating and valuaible in this respect. 
I can remember his taking up a number of 
tho 'Edinburgh Review,' containing Mac- 
aulay's article on <Ranke, and reading^ with 
admiration the 'iNow Zealander' paragraph. 
That, he caid, was the style which mode tin) 
literary name, and he used to couple Mac- 
SAiIay and Bulwer Lytton as the great literary 
successes of the day, and as his special envy 
in his own very unsuccessful career. In point 
of fact, if he had only possessed their industry, 
he might have ibeen a success too.'^ 

Roibertson's name disappears from the 
"Autobiography" with the barest mention of 
his canddd^ature for Kilmarnodc, 1844— a can- 
didature that evidently did not materialise. 

Dr James H. Wilson, in a series of articles 
on " Aberdeen Newspaper Life Fifty Years 
A'jjo," puiblished in the "Aiberdeen Free Press" 
in the later 'eighties, gives an account of a 
literary gathering — presumably in 1840, or 
thsreabout — *' when a nunLber of young men 
Bjid a few old stagers supped together in the 
Royal Hotel." 

"There were present '" (he continues) "James 
Adam, editor of the * Herald ' ; Joseph Robert- 
son, editor of the 'Constitutional'; John 
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Robertson, one of the editor* of the * We8t- 
minAter Review ' ; John Ramsay, of tho 
' Journal ' ; John IVavideon, editor of the * Ob- 
server*; John Phillip, the artiet; A. Foley, 
the lamed aculptor; John ImUy, (a Scotch 
poet, from London; Alexander Bain; and 
William Thorn, the Inverury poet, author of 
* The Blind Boy's Pranks • and * The Mither- 
iees Bairn.' In the course of an eloquent 
apeech, John Robertson referred; to thr3 fact 
that all but two were Aberdonians, and he 
adoed— ' I am greatly mistaken if some who 
are ^lere to-night will not yet make their mark 
in literature and do honour to the city of 
Aberdeen,' meaning Alexander Bain. He was 
a true prophet, but all who were present made 
their mark in literature and art, and alto- 
g'tether formed' what we may call « galaxy of 
talent which did credit to Bon-Acooro^" 

The Old Church of Rathen. 

To readers of an antiquarian turn of mind, 
it may be interesting to extend and erupplement 
tho necessarily concise account of the old 
Church of Ratlien as ^iven in Pratt's **Buchan.*' 
The Church of Ratncn was dedicated to St 
Ethernan, a well-known saint of Oeltio time?, 
who lived towards the olcee of the 6th century. 
He is supposed by some to have been the uncle, 
by others the nephew, of St Columba. He wa^ 
a bishop of Aberdeen, and several churcbos 
were consecrated to his menaory, including 
Moderty, Islft of May. and Leuchars, but the 
church with which he is more especially as- 
sociated is that of Rathen. There is a knoll 
on the farm of Middletack. called: St Oyne'i 
Hill. St Oyne is supposed' to be a corrupted 
form of St Adamnan, but what connection 
Adamnan had' with Rathen it seems impossible 
to discover. Let us therefore turn to St 
Ethernan. St Ethernan was a Scotsman by 
birth, but went over to Ireland to complete his 
studicA, and was made a bishop by the Irish 
clergy. When; he returned to Scotland, he 
laboured indlefatigably in the cause of the 
Gospel. It is said that in later Jifo he became 
a hermit, and mention is made of a den or 
hollow on Mormond, called i>t Eddran'e Slack. 
His feast was celebrated on the 2nd Deoembe-. 
ind the following is a translation of the collect 
for his dtey: — 

** O God, who by thy saints doet kindly 
grant unto us in this world whatever things we 
ask. give to us. we beseech Thee, through the 
intercession of the Blessed Ethernan, thy con- 
fessor and priest, what we have justly asked, 
that in thy sight we may be able to obtain 
mercy through the Lord." 

The old Church of Rathen is one of the most 
intero^tinjr in tha countv. We are told by 
Pratt that it was given by Marjory, Countess 
of Biuchan, to the monks of Arbroath ; and, m 
1328, the benefice was gifted by Robert tho 
Bruce to the College and Canons of St Machar. 
The church was originally in the form of a navo 
and south transept: there is no trace of a 
north transept, and north transepts, I am 



told, were not ' common 'in< Soottish early 
churches, especially in the north. Practically 
all that remains of the nave, w^ch was used 
as a place of worship up to 1870, is the west 
gable, with a door in the west end, a window 
above, and a belfry bearing date 1782. The 
initials A. L. S. on the belfry are supposed to 
represent Lord Abemethy and Saltoun; 
W, M. C. Magister William Cumine, minister 
of the parish at the time. The bell has an 
inscription *' Peter lansen, 1643.'* Although 
there is a fine new bell in the modern bhurcn, 
the old one is still rung at funerals. It is 
quite evident that the belfry is comparatively 
modern, giving no indication whatever of the 
date of the oldest remaining parts. The en- 
trance door of the nave itself is supposed to 
be very much older than the upper part of 
tho remaining gable. 

The portion most interesting to visitors is 
the south transept, or, as it is commonly 
called, the aisle. It may have been originally 
used as a place of sepulture and for masses for 
the dead. The entrance door of the aisle is 
Norman or semi-Norman in form, with 
champfer mouldings— i.e.. the stone-work is 
oanted or sloped off at the angles of the arch. 
The aisle measures 35 feet in length by 20 feet 
8 inches iA width. It contains an aumbry or 
Sacrament house, of cinquefoil form, showing 
foliation or Iraoery resembling the kiaves of a 
flower. It seems to have been used for hold- 
ing the S<iorament vessels.^ There is another 
recess with an old' inscription upon it^ which 
is supposed by some to have been originally a 
piscina— the place in Roman Catholic Churches 
where the priest emptied the water in which 
he bad washed his hands, and where the chalice 
was rinsed. The inscription upon the piscina 
is as follows: — 

HERE LYES OHmSTIAX' 

FRASBR DAUOHTEfR 

TO THE LAIRD OF PHILORTH AND LADY 

FBDDERAT AXD 

GRAXDM'Ol'HBR 

TO ALEXANDER CRAl^FURD OP 

RATHEN AND 

ER'DCnH>R OF THIS 

VAULT. 

The aisle has a date 1633. and above the 
aisle door is an inscription — "Alexander Fraser 
of Philorth; Patron," with the arms of the 
family, and their ancient motto, "In God is 
All." I think it ma:^ be safely affirmed that 
the date and inscription are insertions, {giving 
no indication of the actual date of the aisle it- 
self, or at least of portions of it. The entrance 
door of the aisle, the aumbry, which is not 
unlike many as old as the 13th or 14th cen- 
turies; the piscina (if it is one), the mouldings, 
tho appearance of the walls, ail point to a 
much earlier date. M'Gibbon and Ross say — 
"It may be that part of tKe church is some- 
what ,ixlder than this date, for there appears to 
have been buildingps and repairs going on. and 
an action was brought before the Privy Coun- 
cil to restrain Alexander Fraser of Philorth 
from putting up his arms on ihe newly-built 
kirk fliile. Wlkat was the result ol the case we 
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do not know, but Fieser evidently succeeded in 
getting his name carved on the church, together 
with his arms and his title of patron." 

I may conclude by mentioning the names of 
all the ministers from 1574 to tlx» present time. 
These are— Duncan Davidson, William David 
eon, James Moore, Alexander Ross, James 
Cheyne, Jamee Anderson, James Anderson 
(son of preceding), George Largue, William 
Cumine, William Cock, John F. M. Cock (son 
of the preceding, who died in 1895, and whom 1 
succeeded). 

It was in l(M that the people for diverse 
days heard the most navishing music inside the 
church, like a choir of voices, with organs and 
other musical instruments. One day they 
crowded to^ the church, and the minister- 
William Davidson— and others entered in, when 
all at once the music ceased, and died away in 
a long note, like the stroke of a viol-de-gamba. 

I have old tokens bearing the initials of 
George Largue, *ind also of William Ouraine. 

William Oook was appointed minister 'of 
Rathen in 1801, and as his son, the late Rev. 
Dr Cock, died in 1895, the ministries of father 
and son pmctically extended ove, the whole of 
the 19th oentury.

The " Pirley Pig." 

The following letter signed " W. G. Don, 
Hampstead," appeared in the "Pall Mall 
Gasette" of May 16— 

Among the exhibits of old pewter and other 
curious ware at Clifford's Inn, described in 
your issue of to-day (15th). you mention, with 
the "tappit hens," and "mutchkins" of old 
Scotland, a. "Pirley Pig," of James VI. reign, 
lent by the Lord Provost of Dundee. You call 
it one of the rarest exhibits, known (goodness 
knows why) as the "Pirley Pig." I think 1 
can enlighten you. 

Of course, it may have been used as a re- 
ceptacle for fines, etc.; but when a child in 
Forfarshire, alas I nigh 70 years ago, I, in com- 
mon with all my youthful contemporaries, had 
such a " Pirley Pi^:" as you describe— a spher- 
oid, as big aa a large breakfast cup. of coarse 
cheap gJciaed earthenw^are surroountedJ by a top, 
and having a slit in the shoulder large enough 
to, at least, admit the old copper cart-wheel 
penny preceding the bronze coinage; once a 
coin was in, it could only .be got out with 
the dexterous use of the blade of a dinner 
knife. This pussle diflBculty was designed that 
the child should, save up its coppers (silver was 
very rare!) untU the ''Tic" was full; then it 
could be broken, and the accumulated horde 
applied to some useful object. 

As to the name; the term "Pig" is applied 
in east Scotland at least, to all coKu-se crockery 
and earthenware; and is said— I cannot vouch 
for it— to come from the fact that such ware 
m oldan times was imported from Portugal, 



decorated with a rude representation of pigs, 
et-c. ; the word *' Pirley " is, no doubt, from the 
sound the shaken coins made m the " Pig.'' I 
have often been asked by kind friends to bring 
my "Pig," and "pirl" it as a preliminary to 
rh3 insertion of a ipenny in the slit. To this 
day hawkers with crockery carts are called in 
■Scotland '*pig" merchants; but have nothing 
to do with the "higglers" who buy young 



Alexander Gordon, Prisoner, 1719. 

The following letter was written in February 
9, 1719. by an Alexander Goidon to Charles 
iJolafaj^e, one of the Secretaries of State. No 
address is given, so that we oannot locate Alex- 
ander. The letter, which has not been hitherto 
published, is preserved at the Public Record 
Office (State Papers : Geo. I. ; Dom. : bundle 
20: folio 65):- 

I humbly beg i)ardon for my presumption 
m giveing your honour so much trouble, but 
haveing no other asylum to fly to but yourself, 
and my condition being terrioly deplorable on 
the account of my confinement (having a pros- 
pect just now of getting into bussieness 
whereby I may live, which if I mias. as un- 
doubtedlv I will if longer confined, I shall 
inevitaibly be miserable haveing nobody to 
provide for me), I hop your honour will for- 
give me, and, out of your ^reat goodness, be 
pleas d to discharge me, seeing the gentleman 
on whose account I was taken up has sur- 
r.?ndr'd, and I aver on my conscience I had no 
hand in his goeing of, neither did I know that 
he was gon untill I went to Mr Souire's house 
apurpose to see him. 1 likewise sincerely pro- 
test that if ever I doe anything in the futur 
disobloidging to the Government, I shall will- 
ingly, as well as deservedly, suffer the severest 
punishment your honour shall be pleased to in- 
flict on me. I hop you'l commiserat my condi- 
tion, which will be a singular act of charity 
don to him who in all respects is, honourable 
sir, your most obedient and bumble servant,

K>me partioulare regarding Colonel William

P&terson states that John, the second 
son of James FulUrton of that ilk, was bred 
to a. military life, and served several years in 
Germany, went to Franoe in 1639, and waa ad- 
vanced to the rank of Colonel in the French 
anmv by Louis XIII. He acquired the estate 
of Dudwiok, in the county of Aberdeen; was 
married^ and left a family who auooeeded him 
in the estate. '* This family appears to have 
followed the profession of arms, were highly re- 
spectedi and existed until the beginning of the 
present (XIX.) century'. The last was Greneral 
:Iohn Fullarton of Dudwick, a brave and gal- 
lant officer, who greatly distinguished himself 
in the Prussian and Russian service. . . .

TBEBi CBBTirr, That the Bearer hereof, John 
Kellas, Private Soldier in the 3d Regiment of 
Abbbdbbnbhibe Local Militia, has served 
faithfully in the said Regiment for the period 
of Four Years, for which he was enrolled ; and 
the time of his Service being now expired, his 
full Pay, Allowance, and Necessaries, paid 
him as they fell due; and also Four Shillings 
and Ei^htpence Sterling, in lieu of his Knap- 
sack ; his whole other Clothing and Neoessaries 
having been delivered to him ; he is therefore 
hereby discharged in terms of the Act of 
Parliament.

ABLB8."— Distributed gratis to subscribers. Al- 
though I have failed to locate a complete file 
of these reports, I am indebted to Mr Patrick 
C'oopcr, advocate, son of Mr. Patrick Cooper, 
the first secretary to the hospital, for permis- 
sion to inspect what issues r<>main in his pos- 
session. Their sizes are — 1866, 8vo, 14 pp. ; 
1869-1882, 4to, 4 pp. ; 1883-1902. 8vo, the num- 
ber of f>agos varying from 15 to 32, with covers 
additional. A view of the hospital has ap- 
i)cared on the covers since 1884. The printers 
have been— 1866, George Cornwall and Son, 
John Avery (latt<»rly John Avery and Co., pub- 
lifhers of th? Northern Advertiser ") ; 1871- 
1882. 1883-1886. Lewis Smith and Son. It bore 
no imi^rint 1869-1870. or from 1887 to 1902. 
Her late Majesty Queen Victoria waa patroness 
1884, and continu.3d so till her death, which 
took place 22nd January, 1901. The present 
president is the Earl of Aberdeen, G.C.M G., 
who is ably supported by th<» leading city 
fathcM and county gentlemen interested in the 
welfare of the hospital. Mr Patrick Cooper, 
^idvocate, 259 Union Street, is now secretary 
and treasurer. 

The Qpnstitution and rules of this hospital, 
as finally approved by the subscribers, 25th 
November, 1857, were printed by D. Chalmers 
and Co., Adelphi Court, Union Street, Aber- 
d'sen, MDcccLVii., 8vo, and consisted of 13 bye- 
laws. The object of this institution is to pro- 
vide moderate comforts and attendance for 
persons belonging to the town and county of 
Aberdeen labouring under incurable diseaee, 
and incapable of earning a livelihood, with the 
view of preventing the neoessitv of sucih peraonn 
becoming a burden on their friends, or being 
obliged to claim or receive parochial aid. The 
above constitution and rules were amended by 
the managers and subscribers at the annual 
general meeting" held on 2nd December, 1892. 
An alteration :n the designation of the reports 
took place in 1902 (see below).

46. Pbovost Davidson's Cap.— In a (MS.) 
History of Aberdeen, written about the year 
1806, an article dealing with the restora- 
tion of the West Church in 1751, has the fol- 
lowing:— 

" When the West Kirk was ordered to be new 
built, the grave of Provost Davidson (he was 
killed at Harlaw in 1411) was discovered, and 
a small silk cap, which he had on his head 
when he was buried, was taken up and given 
to Mr John Davidson, jeweller, who, upon ex- 
pectation of havine some business to transact 
with Mr John MH^wan— by the death of a 
friend— eent the cap as an introduction to pave 
the way, but the friend recovering, transacted 
the business himself. The cap was exceeding 
curious to the investigators, of the rise and 
progress of the arts of a country, as the cap 
showed the state of the silk manufactory at 
that time, and it ought to have been a present 
to the Antiquarian Society, either at London 
or Edinburgh."

46. OAFTAm Hugh Gbant, in Kinobd.— In- 
formation is wanted of the parentage, family 
(i* any), or other relationship of Captain Hugh 
Grant, in Einord, who died prior to 11th Feb- 
ruary, 1752. To distinguish this ofiioer, who 
may be known by different designations, I give 
a few particulars regarding him. Hugh Grant 
was appointed, 16th September, 1716, an 



enei^n in Brigadier-General Alexander Grant's 
Regmient of Foot, and was placed oa half-paj 
when the regiment was reduced in 1717. His 
name is found on tihe half-pay list in 1739, and 
in the notification -book the following memo- 
randum occurs on his oppointment as lieu- 
tenant in Colonel Chohnondeley's Regiment, 
aiAt JanuaiT, 1741 — " Ensign Huvh Giant, 
now on half -pay, to be lieutenant, Z2nd Jan., 
1740/1." (War OflBoe Records.) I am oot cer- 
tain of tne date of his appointment to the 
captaincy. He was a witxMSs to the first com- 
mission executed, 1st December, 1741, at 
Grantsfield Cdstle (Midimar), by Captain Alex- 
ander Grant of Graotsfield, Sheriff of Aber- 
deenshire, where he ia designated* " Lieutenant 
Hugh Grant of Colonel Cholmondeley's Regi- 
ment," while the second commission by Sheriff 
Grant, 8th May, 1744, was witnessed by Francis 
Gordon of Milne of Kincardine [G'Neil], and 
the Sheriff's brother-in-law, Charles (Farquhar- 
son of Inverey. (** Sheriff Court Records of 
Aberdeen.'*) Sheriff Grant and Brigadier- 
General A. Grant of Grant being second 
cousins, and the General having, at one time 
at least, power to fill up blank commissions for 
such friends as he thought proper, it is not 
unlikely that Oaoptain H. Grant was nearly 
related to these two. Among the documents 
recorded in Captain Hugh Grant's exeoutry, 
12th October. 1752, are a Roup Roll of 
Movables, and a Bond of Caution for the 
Executrix' by Samuel Gordon. Milntown of 
Braickley. The inventory states that Mrs 
Mary Giant, relict of Captain Hugh Grant, 
was appointed Executrix Dative conform to 
Decree of Executry 11th February, 1752, under 
protestation. There is no information in any 
of the documents as to Captain Hugh Grant's 
regiment or designation beyond " Captain Hugh 
Grant in Kinora." There is no reference to 
heritable property; and no Service of any 
heir in heritage is to be found. The Roup of 
Movables at Kinord (chiefly house furniture) 
was instructed by Charles Gordon of Blelack, 
the said Samuel Gordon, the Rev. William 
Mackensie, minister of Glenmuick. and others 
under a Warrant, and realised £786 15s lOd 
Scots money, and in many wAys is interesting. 
The only name of Grant in tne Roup is that 
of Alexander Gnant. Glenconry, who was a 
purchaser to a small extent.

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The Earldom of Mar« 

The lateet-ififiued volum© <V.) of th« new 
edition of " The Scota Peerage ** contains three 
artiolee on this earldom. The first, written by 
Rey. John Anderson, curator of the Historical 
Department of tho Register House, deals with 
"The Ancient Eaxls of Mar." Mar, which 
gave its name to what is now claimed to be 
tho oldest existing Scottish title, was^ says Mr 
Andorson, '* one of the original great divisions, 
afterwards called earldoms, into which Soot- 
land was divided, while its lord was one of the 
body referred to as the eeven earls, who are 
said to have acted as advisexB of the King." 
Tho district exten<ded east and west from Brae- 
m&r, or the Braes of Ma<r, to Aberdeen, and 
north and south from the Braes of Angus to 
the Don. At lan early historical period it was 
under the rule of & Mormaor or H(igh Steward ; 
and mention is made 6f a *' Donald, son of 
Emhin, son of Cainoiech," Mormaor or Great 
Steward of Mar, who went to Ireland to assist 
King Brian Boniimha against the Danes, and 
fell at the battle of Clontarf in 1014. 

There is, however, Mr Anderson A&ys, *' a 
long space of silence" between him and Ruadri 
or Kotheri, who appears on record as the first 
£arl of Mar, *' and who is also styled Moor- 
maor, thus forming a link between the old 
Celtic e^'fitem andi the new feudal ideas of ter- 
ritorial diprnities." His name figures in con- 
noction with charters dated 11^, 1128, and 
1132. The next Earl on record is Morgund, 
designated (somewbsA doubtfully) '*son and 
lawful heir of Gillocher, E^l of Mar," and 
conjectured to have been in possession of the 
earldom from 1141 to 1182. Gilchrist was the 
third Earl, but his jplsoe m the line of earls 
is somewhat mysterious, *' and so far as is 
reoorded he disappears as mysteriously as he 
appears." He is said to hiave had issue a 
daughter, married to Malcolm of Lundin, the 
Hostiarius or Doorward, and the Doorwards 
claimed the earldom at Gilchrist's death and 
afeo several times later. The fourth Earl, 
Dunoan, distinctly describes himself as son and 
heir of Earl Morgund. He was succeeded by 
fats son William (1243-4—1281), who married a 
daughter of WiUiam Comyn, Earl of Buchan. 
The subsequent Earls of Mar are thus 
enumerated: — 

6. Donald. 1281-1297. Was an adherent of 
Bruce, and in 1296 joined the Earl of Buchan 
and otheie in their revolt against Edward, and 
was taken prisoner at Dunbar. 

7. Gartnet or Gratney. 1297-1305. Married 
Christian Bruce, sister of King Robert. 

8. Donald. 1305-1332. Elected Regent of 
Scotland in succession to Thomas Rs^ndoJph, 
Earl of Moray. Fell at tho battle of Dupplin. 

9. Thomas. 1332-1374. After the deatih of 



his grandmother, ChriaUaA Bruoe, he had a 
charter oonfirmiDg to bini> the lands she hod 
held, the lordship oi Garioch, and thiMioef orth 
he added the stvle c£ Lord of Garioch to his 
title of Earl of Mar. Was Great Chamberlain 
of Scotland in 1358 and 1359. In 1361 Kiog 
David besieged and took the Earl's castle of 
KildrumxDiy. 

la Mkwrgareb, Countess of Mar, sister and 
direct heir of Earl Thomas, 1374-1393. Married 
Sir William Douglas of DougiLas, afterwarda 
created] Earl of Douglas. 

11. Isabella, Countess of Mar. daughter of 
Margaret. 1393-1436. She was married 
(secondly) to Sir Alexander Stewart, eldest 
natumi eon of AieoDander, Earl of Buohan, the 
"Wolf of Badenoch." He is said« to have 
seised the person of the Countess as well aa 
her castle of Kildmxmmy, but she subsequently 
(1404) ohoee him pubdicy as her hnisband, and 
made over to him all her earkibrnf and kuida. 

Sir Alexander Stewart, after his marriage, 
was styled Lord of Mar, and after the Royal 
confii-mation he appears as Elarl of Mar and 
Garioch'. He distinguiahied himself in public 
affairs, both a/t home and' abroad', and in 1411 
he oonunandied the force w^iioh checked at 
Harlaw tlhe advanoe of Donald) of the Isles and 
his Highlanders. Tbs Countess havin? died, 
he married Miarie van Hoeme, the heiress of 
Duffel in Brabant. The Earl liad: no family 
by leither of his wives, but he had! a natitraJ 
son, Thomas, and he obtained' from King 
James I., on 28th May, 1426, a chaxter grant- 
ing: t^ earldom of Mar and) ifhe lordsftiip of 
the Garioch to hiinself and^ his son. with 
reversion to tho King and his heirs. The 
King also in the following' January granted 
or continued to him ihe lordlEiha'p of Badenoch 
for life. He died in 1435, his son Thomas, 
who had married Elizabeftb Douglas, widow 
of John Stewant, Earl of Buchan, having pre- 
deceased him witSiout leaving- issue. The 
history of the andent earldcoai of Mar here 
endsL

The Newton Stone. 

*' I think it was in the year 1804," writes the 
(fourth) Earl of Abeirdeen to Dn John Stuart, 
'* that I first saw the. Newtnn Stone, the in- 
scription on whidh I believie had been dis- 
covered by tKone shepiberd boys in the preoed- 
ing year. The stone, at tliat time, was 
situated in a fir plantation, a few paces distant 
from the hieh road, and near to the Pitmadhie 
tum.pikeL The trees have since been cut down, 
and the stone nemoved to the House of Newton. 
. . . This nMmument is probably the most 
interestiniGr of the soulpbared stones discovered in 
Scotland." 

It is certainly tnie tihat no Scottish inscrip- 
tion has been so often reproduced, or inter- 
preted in sudb diverse ways. The earliest en- 
firravin«8 are in Pibepton's "Inquiry into the 
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History of Sootland,'* 1614; and odners appear 
in the *' Archceologi* Sootica," Vol. II. (accom- 
panying a paper read' in 1821 by Pirofessor 
Stuart of 'Mea&dtaA CoUege), and in Daniel 
Wilson's -'Pi^aiistorio Annals,'* 1851. The Erat 
plate of the Spalddner Club's *' Sculptured 
Stones," 1856, is dlevotod to the Newton in- 
scription; and other lepresentiations will be 
found in the " Prooeedinn of the Society of 
Antiiquaries of Scotland," Vol. V. (papera reed 
by Aleoconder lliomsofn of Banchory and W. 
F. Skene. 1864); Vol. VII. (paper by Mr Ralph 
Carr 1866) ; VoL XVU. (paiper by the Earl of 
Souitheek, 1882) ; Vol. XX. (tpaper by Bishop 
Grav^, 1886) ; Vol. XXVI. (paper by Profee*of 
Rhys, 1892) ; also in Emii Huebneir's " Inecript- 
iones BritanniceB Cl^ristianie," 1876, Dr Joseph 
An<iereon's " Scotland in Early Christian 
Tiroes," 1881. Mr RomiUy Allen's "Early 
Christian Momizments of Scotland," 1903; and 
Mr E. W. B. Nicholson's "Keltic ReseaTchee," 
1904. 

The \«<Rdons attempted of the inscription are 
aittusin^r in tiheir vanety. Pinkerion and Pro- 
fessor Stuart has&rdcd no conjectures. Aocord- 
ini? to Dr Mill, of Caonbrjdl^e (rei)oiit of 
British Assooiationr, 1862), the ktterintgr is 
Phoenician, the ineaning — "To Eshmun [God 
of Health] by this moiMimental stone may tihe 
wandering^ exile of me, thy servant, go up in 
never-ceaoimsr memorial." Dr Davis, the ex- 
plorar of Oarthage, also (thought the letteiv to 
be Phoenician, but extracted ths meaning 
" Guard tihe grove of Atalthan, son of Pasach. 
a man of renown; behold a mother lamenting 
the treacherous calamity t>hey have inflicted oi^ 
^••« " The Abate Ceriani Mjlan, pronounced

the inscription to be Bahnyrene, while Mr 
Vaux, of the Britiirh Museum, considered it to 
be in medasBval Latin. Othier experts recognise 
letters of the Greek and! Arabic alphabets. 
Biflbop Graves' TemHsrinfir is "Aedh, dhief lord 
of Athole and of the Orknevs . . . despiser 
of the laws"; Lord Southeek's, "Aedih of 
Oirir, a&rvant of Jesus, deso&ndiajit of Eolais, 
the son of Lugnatan " ; Mr Whibeley Stokes's, 
" After Ecaun 49ie Great, Casaflisi, descendant 
of LocuBS, mad9 tinee© words." Professcr Ranv- 
siy discusses ibe viewe of Lord Southeesk and 
Mr Stokes in the " Aoademjy," 2nd July an<l 
17th Septemher, 1892, but throws little now lig:ht 
on the subject Mr Niahcdson*s version is — 
" Dwell im? of Mac Nun Mor, with the ^ood 
wish of Lord Maelisiue and oif Ung^gus newl>- 
made." 

After all these wild and mutTuaUy dectructive 
experimental guesBee, it as refreehinsr to turn 
to a seemi-Dgdy sane reoderixig', wh>idh ihas been 
lately submitted to 4ihe Society of Antiquaries 
of Scotland by Dr Willaam Bannerman, Edin- 
burgh, a native of Banff, and a graduate in 
arts and medicine of tihe Univereity of Abep- 
deen, who has paid mnsch attentnon to Celtic 
antiquities. "l%e conclusions arrived at" by 
Dr ^zuierman "differ in some important re- 
spects from others, already brought forward, 
and it is Iboped tbeiy 'may be found not un- 
worthy of ooDsidentioiz and criticism, if not of 



aooeptancet. The first of these is that the 
letters, debased aa they are in form, follow the 
Celtic rather than the Roman type." On this 
supposition, Dr Bannerman. subjects the in- 
scription, line by line, and letter by letter, to 
a very careful scrutiny, which leads to this

This Dr Baimerman proceeds to demonstrate 
in a series of lucid and convincing arguments 
combining to yield a result having a show of 
reasonableness possessed by no previous ren- 
dering.

"The history,*' adds Dr Bannerman, "of Saint 
Moluag and his connection with Lorn and with 
the mountainous parts of the shires of Aber- 
deen and Banff are too well known to call for 
more than the briefest notice. He built his 
head church, as our inscription recalls, on an 
island in the Firth of Lorn, which from that 
circumstance acquired the name of Lismore, 
He also founded Rosmarkie ; and in the north- 
eastern district his name is associated with 
Mortlaoh, with Glass, with places in the lord- 
ship of Strathbogie. with Logie-Mar, with 
aatt, and others. The Collect for his day in 
the Breviary of Aberdeen sounds like an echo 
from the Newton Stone. 'Deus, qui per pre- 
dicationem beati Vokx>i confessoris tui atque 
pontificw populum in tenebris ambulantem a 
cultu ydolorum convertisti ; presta ut pia ejus 
intercessione omnium nostrorum corda ad cul- 
tum vere leligionis convertantur. Per 
Dommum.' The * Annals of Tighernae' thus 
record his death— A.D. 592. OWtus Lugdach 
Lissmorr. i. Moluoc."

Referring to the remarks on General Scott 
and his family which appeared in Nos. 1 and 
3, the following additional facts me interest- 
ing:— 

(paries Keith, oounn of Mr Keith of North- 
field, Gamrie (Keith of Northfield proved de* 
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soent from the second Earl Mariscbal), being 
desirous of settling on a good farm, went to 
Potodem in tiie spring of 1773 in the hope of 
enlisting Earl Mariechars aeaistanoe. He w.-i9 
kindly entertained by the Earl, and by James 
Soott, who afterwaxdB became General. The 
latter, who v^as then acting aa Secretary, or 
Orderly, to the Earl, transmitted the following 
letter to Keith, who was taking a look round' 
tho country prior to returning: — 

Sir.— 

My Lord MaTshall desires you to 'writo 
him and Jett him know how you take vour 
farm© and how affairs go on with you, I think 
you snould not forget doing that, as it is pro- 
bable his Lordship will be further assisbable. 
We hear how that j'ou manage well, which I 
make not the least dout of. Lett ua know when 
you may think to sail. 

My best compliments to Mr and Mr.^ 
Stepnem, — 

I am, etc., 

James Scott. 

After I had wrote this, My Lord^ sent me the 
enclosed to send- you. 

The enclosure was as follows: — 

Potsdam, 30 May, 1773. 

The more I consider the reasons of pxefering 
ing your being in the estate of Mr Seton of 
Touch, I am the more oonArmed' in that opinion. 
Where cultivation is best practised, most is to 
be made in wast lands. Mr Seton is a worthy 
good man, my good Friend and relation. I 
know that from his natural inclination to do 
good, and also on accoimt of my recommenda- 
tion, you will find in Mr Seton Friendship and 
assistance. Do not neglect to apply to Mr 
Seton of Touch, and let me know your circum- 
stances from time to time, even if you shouki 
not live in his landb.

In plao© of going to Appin, Argyle«hire, «<» 
reoommendod, Mr Keith became tenant of 
Claystiles, in Rathen, where he died in 1846 
at the advanced age of 96.

Part 3 of " Surnames of the United' Kin*?- 
dom, A Concise Etymoiogioal Dictionary,'* V-y 
Henry Harrisoni, deals with upwards of WO 
family names from Bonvallet to Bullworthv, 
inclusive. Among the local names are Booth, 



meaning dweller at a hut or stall; Boswell — 
the woodtown; Bower — the dweller at a cot- 
tage; Bowie and Boyd— yellow -haired ; Bow- 
man — archer; Boyes— -dweller in a wood; 
Brabner^ Brebner, and Bremner— the agent; 
Brooke—a streamlet ; Bryoe — quick, speedy ; 
Buchan— little, small; Bruce— the brushwood. 
The author explains that the name Bruce is 
synonymous with Bruis, Bruys, Brue or 
Brousse (France); and adds the following ex- 
tract from Burke's "Dormant and Extinct 
Peerages" — "Robert de Brus was a wealthy 
baron in Yorkshire, in the leig^ of William 
the Oonaueror, with whom he had come from 
Normandy. He had the castle and manor of 
Skelton in Yorkshire, and Hert and Hertness 
in the Bishopric of Durham. . . His son 
Robert de Bruce, lord of Skelton, made a 
figure at the Court of Kin^ Henry I., where he 
became intimate with Pnnce David of Soot- 
land, that monarch's brother-in-law. When 
the Prince became King of Scotland, as David 
I., in 1124, Bruce obtained from him the Lord- 
ship of Annandale and great possessions in the 
south of Scotland. . . . His second son, 
Robert de Bruce, became Lord of Annandale, 
as his father's gift, and was founder of the 
great house of Bruce in Scotland. He 
flourished under David L, Malcolm IV., and 
William the Lion."

He retained his 
senses to the last. 

Buried at Nigg an honest 
old woman — Duncan — in the 96th vear of her 
age^ who has left issue forty-five children and 
grandchildren. 

15th July, 1751. Died of the smallpox at 
Logie, in the 22nd year of his age, James 
Gumming of Bimies, Esq. . . . His estate 
devolves upon the family of Dr James Gordon 
of Pitlurg, 

17th September, 1751. Died last week the 
Rev. Mr James Lautie, njinister at Cullen (as 
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he was rising from family worship), <rropt down 
in an Apoplectic Fit, and immediately expired. 

24th September, 1751. Died (at Inglismadie) 
of a tedious illness, the Right Hon. David, 
Lord Halkerton, a nobleman possessed of all 
the virtues that adorn public or private life. 

8th October, 1751. By letters last week we 
have confirmation of the loss of the Hopewell, 
of and for Leith . . . with the loes of ten 
passengers, among whom were— M'Kenzie, 
brother to the Jate Earl of Oronuurtie, and 
George Forbes (eldest son to the Hon. Sir Alex- 
ander Forbes of Foveran, Bart.), both officers 
in the Dutoh Service. . . .

The late Captain M'Donald, of St 
Martin's and Glenshee, who died a few years 
ago, was the representative of the ancient 
family of M'Dpnald of Rhinetton, occasionally 
visiting the "aisle" or burial place there still 
belonging to the family, and was not only a 
genealogist, but maintained the traditions and 
practised the customs of his forefathers and 
clan to the extent of making himself lidicu- 
lous; therefore, it is not unlikely that his hei- 
or next of kin may possess some information 
regarding relationships that would throw some 
lignt on the subject or suggest a line of in- 
quiry.

34-. The Mobtikebs of Craioievab. — The 
pedigree of this family is much involved, but 
the following particulars may assist "B.'' Be- 
fore 1400, Bernard Mortimer was proprietor of 
Craigievar, and his daughter Isabel morried 
Sir Andrew Leslie of Balquhain, who was slain 
bv the Sheriff of Angus, 22rd January, 1420 
•Antiq I., 527). In 1436, Edmond -N^ortimer 
was on an inquest at Kildruramy (Ibid TV'., 350). 
In 1457, he had a charter to Craigievar, etc., 
•under the Great Seal, upon his own resigna- 
tion (Ibid). Between 1495 and 1513 Alexander 
Mortimer was proprietor (Ibid ; and II., 11 and 
44; and III., 33, 65, and 375). In 1513, William 
Mortimer had sasine on Craigievar, Wester 
licochel, Bawdene, and Knockando, with mills 
(Ibid IV., 360). In 1528, Alexander Mortimer 
(son and heir-apparent of the last mentioned 



William Mortimer), and Margaret Mensie6,his 
wife, bad a charter from James V. of the land 
and mill of Innyntere (Ibid). John 

Mortimer, their son, had a charter of 
sile of Craigievar, eto., which, was confirmed 
by Qupco Mary in. 1554 (Ibid, 363). Tthe last 
of the line to poesees OraLsievajr was John 
Mortimer, who m&rriedi Helen SynMririr, 
daughter of Geos^e Symmer of BaJyordje. He 
oommenoed tihe erection of the oasthi, but lack 
of funds prevented' hie oompletin^ it. Has 
father-in-law, on 1st May, 1608. granted him 
and his wife a <^arter to a house in Brechia, 
whctre tlhey took up their jiesidencc, *' havin.'^ 
a desk and deat in tihe kark of Breohin."

He 
fell at Pinkie in 1647. survived' by eix ©o«s 
and three daughters. The third of these sons, 
Robert Irvine, became proTwri»9tor of Tillielair, 
and was the father of Irvine of Forfcrie. laho 
had issue three daughtoirs. On 2nd' Deoeniibei, 
1505, William Irvine of Pitmiurchii? had sasine 
on Fortrie and mill thereof. In 1633, John 
Irvine cf Torrielcithi was indebted to Aieoc- 
aiidcff Irvine of Fortrie in 1200 morks. On 
14lh July, 1685, Alexander Irvin>? cf Fort.ri(3 
witn<^sed a disposition by Alexander Irvine of 
Murtle in favour of John Irvine. William 
Irvine, son of Alexand<^ Ir\in© of Fortrie, was 
one of the Scottish Bishops consecratcfl aft'Cr 
1688. He was at Killieorankie. for which he 
suffered imprisonment at Dundee. Ho w«s 
taken prisoner at Preston in 1715. and again 
suffered imiprieonment. He dSeai in Edin- 
burgh, 9th December, 1725, and was buried 
beside Bishop Ross at Restalri^.

The Earldom of Mar. 

(Contiimed from No. ft— June IC.) 

On the death of Sir Alexander Stewart, the 
husbaiKl of Isabella, Countess of Mar, in 1435, 
the earldom was eeiaed by the Crown, but it 
was claimed hj Sir Robert Erekine; and a 
second article in the " Scots Peerage"— also 
written by Rev. John Anderson— is devoted to 
the Erakines, Earls of Mai. Erekine as a eur- 
name is supposed to be derived from the parish 
or ibof oay of tbat name in the county of (Ren- 
frew, but the family, which dates from 1226, 
ultimately (became possessors of the lands of 
Alloa. Sir Robert .Erakine claimed the earl- 
dom of Mar through his mother, Janet Keith 
or Barclay, widow of Sir David Barclay of 
Brechin. "She is therefore the mcst important 
link between the ancient and the modern 
Earls of Mar '* ; and the following particulars 
regarding her may ibe quoted — 

•*Sbe is said to have been the daughter of 
Sir Edward Keith of Sinton and of Christian 
Menteith, daughter of Sir John Menteith (the 
second), Lord of Arran, Strathgartney, and 
Knapdale, by Ellen of Mar, daughter of 
Gratney, Earl of Mar. There ia good 
evidence of the relationship of Ellen of Mar 
to Earl Gratney, and of her marriage to Sir 
John Menteith. There is also evidence tlvat 
Christian Menteith wife, first, of Sir Edward 
Keith, and, secondly, of Sir Rcibert Erskine, 
was the daughter of Sir John Menteith and 
Ellen of Mar. There is very poeitive proof 
that Sir Thomas Erddne married Janet, widow 
of Sir 'David Barclay (the second) of Brechin. 
But the proof that her name was Keith or that 
ehe was the daughter of Sir Edward Keith and 
Christian Menteith is very meagre." 

Sir Thomas Erskine, in 1390-1, protested that 
one-half of the earldom of Mar and of the lord- 
ship of Gariooh pertained to hie wife in right 
of heritage, probaibly holding her as a co- 
heiress with Isabella, then Countess of Mar. 
Sir Robert Erskine, however, claimed the whole 
earldom, and in 1438 he obtained service as 
heir of Isabella, the last legal possessor. "Fol- 
lowing on this and- other formalities, he as- 
sumed the title and designed himself, in various 
charters. Earl of Mar and Lord Erskine, and 
Earl of Mar and Garioch. and Ijord Erskine. 
It must be stated, however, that the Crown only 
d^ribed him as Robert, Lord Erskine. 
On the other hand, in the Exchequer Rolfe his 
son IS, in 1446, styled * Thomas, Master of Mar,' 
and according to the Aberdeen burgh records of 
^th Deoemtber. 1439, he was made a buigess as 
Earl of Mar and Lord of Erskine." 

The title of Sir (Robert Erakine (the first 



Lord Erskine) and of his son Thomas (the 
second Lord Erskine) to the earldom of ^lar 
was disputed by the Crown ; and at a Court of 
Justiciary held in Aberdeen in 1457, a jiuy 
decided against the latter, finding that Robert 
Ijord Erskine, was not at his death seised in 
the half earldom of Mar, but that it was in 
ihd King's hands by the death of his father 
King James I. Even before that decision 
James IL had bestowed the earldom of 
Garioch on his consort Queen Mary of Gueldres. 
Between 1458 imd 1459 (we are now quoting a 
third article— "The Stewarts, Earls of Mar"), 
he created his third surviving son, John 
Stewart, Earl of Mar and Garic^. The title 
passed in 1482 to John's elder brother Alexander 
Stewart, Duke of Albany. John Stewart, third 
son of iCing James III., had a grant of the 
lands and earldom of Mar and Garioch, with 
the castle of Kildriunmy from his father in 
1485-6. He died in 1502-3. James Stewart, son 
of James V. by Margaret Erskine, was made 
Earl of Mar in 1661-2, receiving the earldom 
to himself and his heirs male ; but he resig^ned 
it before Ocftober, 1562, resuming the title of 
Earl of Moray. 

In June, 1565, Queen Mary granted to John, 
sixth Lord flrskine the earldom of Mar, com- 
prehending Strathdon, Braemar, Cromar. and 
Strathdee, also the lands of the lordship of 
Garioch. " This she did because Lord Erskine, 
as heir to Robert, Lord Erskine, had the un- 
doubted hereditary right of the earldom, not- 
withstanding that his predecessors had been 
kept back from possession of the same, and 
because, in addition to his services to the 
Crown, she was moved by conscience to i^- 
store the heirs to their just inheritaiice." To 
this Earl of Mar was entrusted the care of the 
young Prince, and he was Regent of Scotland 
from 5th September, 1571, till his death on 
^th October, 1572. His son John (1572-1634) 

was gerhaps the mast prominent of his family, 
and remarkable in his long friendship with 
King James VI." He had to institute a num- 
ber of legal processes to obtain actual possession 
of the earWom granted to his father, and to 
compel surrender of the lands by a variety of 
own^ The successive Earls of Mar have been 
as follows:—

16. John Francis Erskino Goodcve-Erskinc, 
Earl of Mar and Baron Garioch, eucceeded his 
uncle (15). 

The earldom of Kellie passed to the noxt 
heir-male, Walter Coningsby Erskine, cousin 
of 15. This Earl of Kellie claimed the earldom 
of M<ar as conferred by Queen Alary on the 
Regent Eaxl in 1565, but died before his claim 
waa allowed by the House of Lords (1875), the 
title of Earl of Mar and Kellie passing to his 
eldest eon. The finding of the Committee of 
Privileges regarding the earldom of Mar 
claimed by the Earl of Kellie having given rise 
to doubta whether the ancient dignity of Mar 
bad not been by some means " surrendered or 
merged in the Crown," an Act of Parliament 
was passed in 1885 to remove these doubte by 
confirming the old title as fully as if there had 
been on such surrender. 

Camrie Churchyard.

This is an illustration of the old pariah 
churchyard of Gamrje, which stands on a high 
cliff, on the sea side, at Gamrie-Mor. It has 
been rendered classic by the late Principal Sir 
William D. Geddes, who for some time was 
schoolmaster of Gamrio. He composed the 
well-known verses, which first appeared in the 
" Banffshire Journal " of 26th August, 1856, 
beginning— 

Hast seen the old lone churchyard. 
The churchyard by the see, 

High on the edge of a windswept led^e, 
And it looks o'er Gamerie? 
The ruin within the graveyard is that of the 
old ohurch, the eastern half of which ia be- 
lieved by many to have been built in 1004. 
It was dedioated to St John, the Evangelist, 
and, according to tradition, its erection took 
place through a vow having been taken by a 
leader of the Scots when aoout to enter into 



a conflict with a force of Danes, that if victory 
should declare in his favoui:, he would forth- 
with erect e church at the spot where his 
eneniice had landed. Weig^ht aittachee to the 
traddtion through there having been preserved 
(till the churcK became rumous in 1828) in 
niches in the wall on the east side of the 
pulpit, three skulls, alleged to be those of 
three of the fallen Danish ohiefs. A portion 
of one of the skulk is still to be seen in t^ 
Museum at Banff. A label attached bears 
that it had been ** Taken from the wail of the 
old Church of Gamrie (1828), into which it had 
been built at the eorection of the edifice in 
1004." 

A quaini monument built inito the east wall 
of the churoh bears -an insoriptioo in Latin, 
which may be translated into English- 
Here lie an honourable man, Patrick 

Barclay, leird of Tolly, who died on 

the day of anno Domini, 15—; 

and Janet Ogilvy, his spouse, who diied 

January 6, 1547. 

The Barclays of Tolly, or Towie, Auohterlees, 
possessed the lands of Melrose before 1399. 
and the reaidenoe of the family before 1547 
was at CuUen. both in Gamrie. The date of 
Patrick Bedrclay's death has not been in- 
soribedi, but it is known t^at he died in or 
before 1535. His wife, Janet Ogilvy, was a 
•daughter of Ogilvy of Boyne. 

Of a haxidsome marble monument which 
formerly stood within the church to the 
memory of Lord Gardeneton, who died in 
1793, all that remains is the framework. 

There is also a stone showing the Keith 
arms, with a boar's head in base, the initials 
A. K., and the following inscription round the 
margin- 
Heir lyis the ryoht honorabil Alex- 
ander Keyth of Trvp, depadrtit yis lyf 
the XXV of Marche, 1605. 

The above-mentioned Alexander Keith was of 
the family of Keith of Northfield, who traced 
descent from Earl Mariscdial. 

Among later proprietors of Troup buried in 
the church was Major Alexander Uarden (son 
of Alexander Garden, laird of Banchory- 
Devenick, and his wife, Janet Strachan), who 
after serving with disbinction in Sweden, 
returned to Scotland in 1654, and purchased 
the estate of Troup. He married Betty, 
daughter of Alexander Strachan of Glenkindy. 
According to Principal Row's Diary, '* he was 
a good man and charitable," and "deceased 
about Maie, 1662." 

One of the most interesting monmnents in 
the graveyard is that to Alexander Chalmers 
of Clunie, who died 11th August, 1835. when 
£70,000 became available for the founding of 
Chalmers' Hospital, Banff — an institution 
which has done an immense amount of good 
m the distriot. 



A correspondent who recently visited the 
old ohurohyard fumisbes us with the following 
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sets of lines he found inacribed on tomb- 
stones : — 

How lov'd, how valu*d once, availe thee not : 

To whom related, or by whom begot. 

A heap of duet alone remains of thee — 

Tis all thou art, and all the proud shall be. 

Oppressinff ^n, thou now hast done, 

And hast for mo my freedom -won, 

And laid me low into the dust. 

In hopes to rice among- the just. 

Weep not for me, my glass is run, 

It*s the Lord's will, so be it done. 
The first of the two is also to be found in 
Strichen Churchyard (see Jerviee's "Epitaphs 
and Inscriptions," Vol II.), Here is a some- 
what singular inscription— singular in respect 
of the relationshrp indicated: — 

Here Lyes the Aahee / of Jamee Dockar / 
sometime in Darfae / h 'who died Febry 13 / 
1697 As also Christi / an Fraser His Spou / se 
died October 4 1718 / Ae also a young man / 
called William Dockar / who died April 25 1728 
/ This is done by Jamee / Dockar Father to the 
/ said William. 

Our correcipondent adds a word of warning 
to visitors to the churchyard. The key of the 
gate is kept 'by the sexton, who resides fully a 
mile away; aiid as the churchyard wall is a 
high one, the (process of scaling it, undignified 
at the best, ^is attended with some difiiculty, 
especially on the part of any one who is *'fat 
and scant of ibreath.*' The inscriptions on the 
great majority of the etones are undecipher- 
able — which is hardly to be wondered at, 
looking at the exposed position of the church- 
yard. 

Gardenstown is a quaint village, with an 
ascending lane strongly reminiscent of 
Clovelly, in (North Devonshire. The adjacent 
village of Crovie, nestling- at the foot of Troup 
Head, is picturesquely situated. 

Cordons with an Alias. 

The student of genealogy is frequently 
puzzled by an alias, for it is often impossible 
to say which is the real and which is the 
assumed name. Here are cases in point: — 

George Gordon, alias Gray, alias Young, de- 
serted from the additional company of the 
75th J^egiment at Aberdeen on -Sunday, October 
11, 1789. His age is given as 27, but he 'looks 
old at that age." He was 6ft. llin. ; **v€ry 
brown comjplexion; lon^ visa^^e; long, black, 
tied hair ; walks very etraight, and has a very 
long neck; says he was born in the parish of 
Ellon, and calls himself a son of Lord Afber- 
deen? who had several illegitimate children] 
He plays the bagpipes, and goes very often 
amongst the tinkers; had on, when he deserted, 
a short, white nankin jacket and white cloth 
waistcoat; tartan Idlt and hose and cocked 
bonnet" (** Aberdeen Journal," October 26, 
1789J. 

James Gordon, alias James Connolly, vag- 
rant, with three others, were apprehended as 



vagrants. They were said to assume the char- 
acter of dumb fortune-tellers, and doctors and 
prophets, when their confederates were thieves 
("Aberdeen Journal," April 21, 1785). 

James Gordon, alias William Fonbre, alias 
Petetr yiaodonMt, an Iriehonan, pretended to 
be an American of South Carolina. He was 
judged to be a ** proper object to »?rve in tfhe 
Navy, and was confined until a proper office: ir 
arrived in Abercleei> to take aharge of him and 
four others " (** Aberdeen Journal," May 17, 
1790). 

John Gordon, alias M*Rob, Craggan, Pro- 
tc«4Ant, had by his wife, w'ho was a Catholic, 
a ««Qn. Jclhn. and a daughter, PJlisabeth, who 
were baptised as (Vtholios August 16. 1721. 
and D-ecomber 1. 1724, respectively (Braemar 
Catholic Register). 

Patrick Gordon, ** commonly called Patrick 
Gow," living *' luxury nea»r to Delhnor House." 
wa« a Protestant, and married a Carhokc. 
His child John was baptised .by the rites of 
th^ Roman Catholic CTitsrch, Deoem.ber 22. 
1723 (Bractnar Catholic Registeor).

imprlsonmont for "insult." 

On 14th May, 1753, George Mark, in the 
pariafti of Kincardine O'Neil, was tried before 
His Majesty's Sheriff-Depute of Aberdeen«ftiirp 
at an Itinenrant Court iheld at Charlestown of 
Aboyne **for insulting^ the miniaber of Kin- 
cardine in his own Church Session," and tihe 
charge being hekl proven, Mark was sent 
prisoner from tihe bex to the Tolbooth of Aber- 
dyen " to lie in said prison for the space of two 
weeks," and thereafter till the expenses of 
process were paid. 

Tho Candle Tax. 

Apropos of the Window Tax (Nos. 3 and 5), 
reacPe-rs -may be interested in die Candle Tax. 
A tax on the manufacture of candles was im- 
posed in 1709. Thds tax inchided wax and tal- 
low candles, end the rates were 4d per lb. for 
wax, and ^ for tallow. The uee cf oiMam.ps 
in dwelling-houses was prohibited', unless the 
oils were made from fishes wit«hin Great Britain, 
and the sale of candies was prohibited! any- 
where except in a public dhop or warehouse, or 
in a public fair or market. The private making 
of candles for home, consumption was allowed 
under a composition far the disty — Is per annum 
for ev€*ry head which at any time or times 
during the continuaince of the coneumptJou 
should be of the family compoundiing. 

Rushlights (see '* WhiWs Natunal History of 
Selborne," Letter Ixviii.) were strips of rush 
pith. dii)ped in fat, and were exempted from 
taxation if nudb for private use andl not for 
sale. Dips or tapers of ameHl aise, onoe dipped 
in or drawn througih grease and not throutch 
any melted or refined tallow were exempt from 
duty. 

It was ddffioult to prevent the fraduJent 
practice of making candles in secret without 
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p&yimST the duty, whilie in tibe case of -wax 
candiles tiho high rate of dhity foeteredi tho secret 
maoiuiaoture. In the hope of cib?ck.ing such 
stfuugg^ling, the Budget of 1784 lovneneri tbe duty 
to 5d per lb., imi>osing an additioniai ^d per lu. 
on tallow candle«. Tnis pressed heavily on the 
people, and it was taken ofF in 1792. 'Ihe diffi- 
culty in preventin.^ tho illicit uee of tho 
"mould" continued to be a grave objection 
to the tax, and it was repealed in 1851. The 
present writer recollects the care with which 
his g^randmother hid the mould away out of 
sight, even lon^ after the duty was removed. 

Tax on Bricks. 

It ia, perhaprs, not generally known that 
Parliament, during the reign of George III., 
imposed a tax on bricks, itiles, etc. It wiis com- 
prised! in the list of taxes proposed by Mr Pitt, 
in 1784, to provide for the payment of interest 
on the dehs incurred by the Amisrican War. 
At first fixed at 2s 6d per 1000, it was gradually 
raised to 10s. The revenue was protected ly 
branding the interior of the mould with the 
word " Excise," £o as to impress the brick. 
The impost was repealed in 1850. It was pro- 
vided^ tnait tiles could be made duty free for 
draining marshy land when moulded in the 
making with the word " Drain " on the centre 
of the aurface of the tile. It may be added 
that bricks for buildinqr, Tepairin.'j. or enlarging 
churches were not charged with duty. 

Ancient Privileges of the Poor. 

Prior to the passing of the Poor Law Act 
for Scotland, fundis for the relief of the poor 
were raised from various sources. Anytnin/j: 
found within a parish graveyard was rocoanisod 
as ** poor's property," and had to 'be sold to 
the best advtmtace? A lucky windfall of this 
description fell to the poor of Lumphanan in 
the spring of 1750. While workmen were in 
course of excavating a new entrance to tho 
graveyard, they unearthed a pot, full of ancient 
BilY<er Scottish coins. Many of the pieces were 
so consumed by rust that on being handled they 
crumbled away. Others, however, were in 0< od 
preservation. They bore the heads of Kino: 
Robert and King I)avid, and had been struck 
at Edinburgh, Perth, and Aberdeen. The 
pariah minister — Rev. Francis Dauney — realist 
a goodly sum from the ^ale of the coins — five 
shillings each beinT obtained for those struck 
at Edinburgh and Perth, while ten shillinj^s per 
coin was the price secured for all struck at 
Aberdeen. The writer, being interested in this 
matter, would be glad to be informed if any 
of 'these coins yet remain in Aberdeenshire.

Both Tom- 
more and his father-in-law appear to have been 
successively chamberlain of Huntly.

An Aberdoan Provost and His 
Desoondants. 

In 1728-29, and agiain in 1732-33, the Prorost- 
ship of Aberdeen was held by William Cruiok- 
shank, merohant, and burgem of Guild, son of 
James Oruickshankp merchant, a lineal 
descendant of the ancient family of Oruick- 
shank of TiUymorg^an. Born in 1679, he early 
interested himself in civic affairs, holding the 
offices of treasurer in 1717, Dean of Guild in 
1718, and baillie in 172L He married, on 11th 
February, 1703, Isobel Phanes, daughter of 
William Phanes, some time (>onvener of the 
Inoorporated Trades of Aberdeen, and had a 
family of sixteen — George, baptised 21st 
November, 1703, and died in childhood; Wil- 
liam, baptised 21st Feburary, 1705; , bap- ^ 

tised 22nd May, 1706; James, baptised 29th 
November, 1707, became a shipmaster, and 
died 18th August, 1779; Isobel, baptised 25th 
December, 1708, and died in 1741; Patrick, 
baptised 2nd Ap^l, 1710; Helen, baptised 10th 
April, 1711. survived her father, and died un- 
marriedj John, baptised 12th August, 1712, 
and died in childhood'; Alexander, baptised 
24th September, 1713, and died in childhood; 
Marjorie, baptised 26th September, 1714; 
Joseph, baptised 7th March, 1716, and died 
in childhood; Janet^ baptised' 7th March, 1717, 
and died in childhood; Thomas, baptised 5th 
October, 1718, and of whom afterwards; David, 
baptised 18th November, 1719, and died in 
childhood; Anna, baptised 7th May, 1721, and 
died in 1748; and Nathaniel, baptised 16th 
August, 1722, and who married Ann Lunan, 
dauk^ter of William Lunan, Kirkton of Mony- 
musK (son of Rev. William Lunan, minister of 
Mon^rmusk, and subsequently of Kintore, and 
his wife, Jean Forbes, daughter of Sir William 
Forbes of Mpnymusk, first Baronet), and his 
wife^ Isobel Thain, daughter of William Thain 
of Blackhall. Mn Cruickshank died in Feb- 
ruary, 1736; while Mr Cruickshank's death in 
reooixled in the "Aberdeen Journal*' as hav- 
ing occurred on the evening of 2nd June, 1760, 
in the 8l8t year of his age. The same 
authority states that he was ''a Gentleman 
who for several years bore the sway in our 
Magistracy and Councils, and who conscien- 
tiously discharged the duties of his station, 
both in publick and private life. Let it like- 
wise be mentioned to his honour that he firmly 
adhered to the Reformation Principles of the 
Church of Scotland, of which be has given 
several sincere and very sensible proofs. In 
short, so many were his valuable quahties that 
his death, or, rather, decav of nature, is much 
regreted, and he was interred with that de- 
cency and those publick marks of esteem and 
regard which belonged to his station and 
character." 

TlK>n]As Cruickshank, merchant, son of the 
preceding, married, first, on 30th June, 1760, 
Elizabeth Thain, daughter of William lliaizL of 



Blackhall, and his wife, Msffgaret Davidson of 
Cairnbrogie, who suooeeded to Caimbrogie in 
1722 after the de»th of her brother George. 
Th<*y had one child*— Helen — who died un- 
married. Thomas Gruickshank married, 
aeoond'iy, 9th May, 1763, Elizabeth Dutrno, eldest 
daughter of John Duamo, elder, of Cattio— 
now Whitehouse— in the parish' of Tough, and 
his wife, Lilias Gikhrist. 

Elizabeth Cruickshank, eldiest surviving 
daughter—born 3rd December, 1765— wae mar- 
ried SOtlh ApriJ, 1791, to Williami Copland, advo- 
cate, Abejtfeen, eome ti-me Sheriff-Substitute, 
Town Clertk Depute.

Jane Byres Copland, younger daughter of 
the precxNiing, was mai;ricd to J<umes Forbw 
Beattie, cinl engineer, Aberdeen. Theur 
children were— CD William Coptland Beattie, 
now of the Wilderness, Peteroilter, who, in 
1877, married hss cousin. Margaret Katherine 
Jopp (elder daii?hi«r of Keith Jonrp. M.D., and 
his wife, Rachel Chambers Hunter, eldest daugh- 
ter of William Chambers Hunter, of Tillery, 
Auchiries and Coldwells, with surviving child- 
ren—William Forbes Beattie and" Rhoda; (2) 
Andrew Beattie, wiho dried in 1861 ; (3) James 
Alexander Beattie, civil engineer.

(Land Division^, of Dalbeattie, Muirtile, who, in 
1880, married Janet Christian An^us (youiiigeet 
datiighter of the late John Angus, advocate iii, 
and for rnany yeara Town Cleirk of, Aberdeen, 
and his wife, Ka^herine Ann Forbes, with issue 
a son, Walter Roland) Jardine Beattie, and a 
daughter, Lilias Berkely; (4) Charles Ada.ms 
Beattie. who died an 1859 ; and (5) Eliaa, who 
died in 1880. 

The Widening of the Bridge of Dee. 

An Edinburgh correspondent has favoured 
us with an iiispection of a bound copy ol 
several numbers of the "Surveyor, Engineer, 
and Ardhitect," or ** London Monthly Journal 
of the Physical and Fraotioal Srienccs in all 
Their Departmeints," directed by "a comjnittee 
of practiod surveyors, engineers, and architects 
of much eoLperienoe and in active empioyment," 
Mr Robert Mudie being the literary conductor. 
In the numi>er for Au'gust 1. 1842. there is an 
article on the Bridge of Etee, in connection 
with the widening then in contemplation. The 
present roadway over the bridge, it says, is 
exccedintgly narrow and inconvenient, bein? 
soniothing leee than i5 feet in width between 
the parapets. In consequence of this, the pro- 
vost and majJiistrates of the city determined, 
about the close of the year 1840, to widte-n the 
bridge to the extent of lift. 3in, at one end, 
increasing to lift. 6in. at the other end. 
making a clear width of 26 feet between thd 
pairapets. "The designs were made by Jdhn 
Smith. Esq., tKe town architect, under whoso 
directions the work is now in iprogress. In a 
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letter with which we have been favoured from 
Mr Smith within the last few daya, he ex- 
presses his opinion that the boridge will be 
recKly for opening to the publio in October 
next." The journ«l pubhshee the complete 
specification for widening the bridge, from 
which we excerpt the following: — 

'' The additional width is to be made on the 
west side of the present bridge, and is to be 
lift. 6in. a<t the north end. and lift. 3in. at 
the south, from the outside of the present west 
parapet to the outside of the new one, as repre- 
sented and marked on the plan; and the taoe 
line is to be perfectly straLght between thosa 
points. The west round turrets, side of abut- 
ment and wing-walls belonging to the old 
bridge, part of starlings, and half octagons of 
piers 4ind parapet, are to be carefully taken 
down. The cornice, the different escutcheons 
and inscriptions, and all the face or outside 
stones of the arches and spandrils, are also to 
be o&refully removed and laid aside; *And all 
the outside ashlar stones and panels of the pre- 
sent west side of the bridge and wing-walls 
which are sound and good, are to be rebuilt in 
their places in the new facade, and all de- 
ficiencies made perfectly good with stones of 
similar quality and colour, whether of granite 
or freestone. A small part of the south wing- 
wall is to be left standing below ground, to act 
as a counterfort, only the face stones are to be 
removed from it. The iron railing and plinth 
on the present circular retaining wall at north 
end are to be removed ; the wall reduced about 
three feet in height; the rubble face stones 
taken out for bein-g rebuilt in the new wall, 
and the remaining part to be left standing." , 

" There are to be four additional ribs in each 
arch, of best hard liver freestone from the 
quarries of Covesea in Morayshire, polished 
and champhered similar to the present ones, 
and to be of the dimensions shown on the sec- 
tion; ojid the stones forming them are to have 
fair and flush droved upper beds, close radiate 
ing joints, and all to be straight and fairly 
thrown, well built, and bonded into the piers 
and abutments, and to correspond in every way 
with the present ones. 

** The arches over the ribs are to be of 
granite and the stones composing them are 
to be 18 inches in breadth of bed, and fairly 
pick-dressed in the raidii of the curves, and 
also on the under side or soffit, and abutting 
joints, and the three lowermost courses on each 
side of the arches are to be tailed in to abut 
against the rubble hearting. Each course is 
to be of equal thickness throughout^ and the 
stones are to be in lengths to reach from centre 
to centre of the ribs, all Vaid in good lime 
mortar, and well and fairly thrown, and 
brought to their beds with a wooden mallet ; 
the present outside champhered ringoourse is 
to be again used, as before stated, and the 
whole to be well grouted with thin lime mortar 
on the top. The faces of the starlings and 
ftcmi-octagons of the piers and spandrils, abut- 
ments, turrets, wing-walls, and buttresses, with 
all their intakes and stringcourses, axe to be 
closely and neatly built in tneir present form. 



and with the present stones, 00 far as they 
are sound and good, and will answer; only that 
the .points of the starlings and projecting fiaoes 
of the semi-octu^ns are to be averaged and. 
made in a straight line; and all broken or 
faulty stones are to be replaced with new ones 
to match. The backing of the abutments and 
piers behind the arches, sipandrils, eemi- 
octagons, and wing-walls is to & of good^ well 
bonded, and paioked rubble work, laid in 
regular courses in good lime mortar." 

'*The contractor must turn two of the 
middle archefi, or any other two which may bo 
directed, on trussed centres, as no uprights or 
8^lpporte in theee will be allowed to stand on 
the bed of the river, as they would tend to keep 
the salmon from getting through; and the 
covers of these centres must be close, to pre- 
vent the lime or mortar -from falling- down, 
and great care mu3t be taken to give as little 
obstruction as possible to the salmon fishing. 
• " It is also to be understood that the present 
bridge is to be kept open for the passage of 
carriages and the public, so long as it can be 
possibly done with safety, and, without inter- 
rupting the necessary operations and con- 
venience of the contractor." 

There is also given the detailed estimate of 
the contractor to whom the bridge was origin- 
ally let, "but who, from ill4iealth, was 
obliged, with the con-ourrence of the provost 
and magistrates, to abandon the work before 
entering into the contract." The various

A Famous Aberdeenshire 
Eduoatlonlst 

William -Smith, .prineipal founder and first 
Provost of the College and University of Penn- 
sylvania (Alumnus of King's College, 174-3-7). 
—Though his name has not been perpetuated 
like thoee of John Harvard and Elihu Tale, 
the direct influence of William Smith upon the 
American University system was undoubtedly 
greater than that exercised by either of the 
earlier founders. A native of Aberdeenshire, 
and educated at King's College, Old Aberdeen, 
Smith accompanied two pupils to New York 
in 1751. In 1752 he published " Some Thoughts 
on Education, with Reasooa for erectinff a Col- 
lege in this Province"; followed in 1753 by 
"A General Idm of the College of Mirania, 
with a Sketch of the Method of teaching- Science 
and Religion in the Several Classes, and some 
Account of its Rise. Establishment, and Build- 
ings," wherein, under the guise of an allegory. 
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he elaborated his scheme of University educa- 
tion. This remark&ble pamphlet attracted the 
attention of Benjamin Franklin, who writes: — 
"For my own part I know net when I have 
read a piece that has affected me more— so 
noble ana just are the sentiments, so warm and 
animated the language." Through Franklin'e 
influence Smith was appointed to a post in the 
Academy and Charitable School of Philadel- 
phia, which, mainly through his exertions, was 
transformed in 1755 into a college empowered 
to grant degrees— iim it h's naaie, as I'rovost. 
appearing in the charter. In the following 
year was i»sued hia *' Plan of iCducation for 
the new college— a programme in great measure 
based ou the curriculum of the Provost's Alma 
Mater at Aberdeen, which had been recast m 
1753-4 (in which years Smith revisited Scotland) 
under the guidance of the newly appointed 
Regents. Thomas Reid and Alexander Gerard. 
Recent American educational historians agree 
in recognising the profound significance of 
Smith's "Plan." "It may be safely affirmed," 
writ<'«» Provost Stille, of Pennsylvania Univer- 
sity, 

** that iu 1756 no such comprehensive scheme of 
education existed in any college in the Ameri- 
can colonies... Its best eulogy is that it haa 
formed the basis of ouf present American 
College system." 

And so Professor Snow of Columba Univer- 
sity— 

" Well was it that in 1756 the clear individual 
thinking" of Williain Smith, or the accident of 
his earlier association with Scottish educational 
reform^, hadi provided the American College 
with a program adequate for its immediate 
needs... Previous to the publication of the pro- 
fi^m prepared by the first Provost of the Uiii- 
vers it J' oi Pennsylvania, thero was nothing in 
the United States that in any way resembled 
a modern course of study. 

Dr Smith (he received honorary degrees from 
Aberdeen, Oxford, and Diiblin) did not finaUy 
aever his connection with the college till 1791, 
when it was reconstituted under its present 
title of the University of Pennsylvania. He was 
one of the founders of the American Philos- 
ophical Society, the oldest American Academy, 
served as its first secretary, and contributed 
many papers to its "Transactions." He died 
in 1b03, aged 76. In the flan:ie year appeared 
a: collected edition, in two Tolumes, of his 
numerous writings. The University of Pennsyl- 
vania has his portrait.

Mrs 
Pollock, spouse to the Rev. Mr Robert Pollock, 
Professor of Divinity in the Marischal College, 
and eldest daughter to Alexander Robertson, 
Esq. of GlflAgowe^o. 

7th December, 1753. Died of this date after 
A few days' illness in the 38ih year of his age, 
the Rev. George Bartlett, one of the Ministers 
of Old Machar, justly regretted by all who 
knew him. 

27th December, 1753. Died of this date at 
his country seat, Alexander Duff of Hatton. 
Esq., in his 66th year. . . . He is suooeeded 
in his estate by Alexander Duff of Balquhollie. 
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55. A Vbtbran Pbscbntob.— Mr James 
Paterson, master of the Music School, session 
clerk, and precentor of Old Aberdeen, died 
there on 5th November, 1806, in his 88th year. 
He held these offices for the long period of 62 
years, in addition to which he acted for several 
years as assistant to his predecessor. " In the 
course of nearly 60 years he was not prevented 
from officiating^ as Precentor by bad health a 
single day, and he was absenc only one Sunday 
while on a visit to a friend. He was a worthy, 
inoffensive man.** These periods of service 
surely establish a record ! (From " Aberdeen 
Journal*' of 19th November, 1806.) What is 
known of the family history of Paterson?

56. Aaron Jbffebt. — Wanted: information 
concerning the family of Aaron Jeffery, who 
was implicated with Prince Charles Edward in 
1745, and had to leave the country when his 
estate was sequestrated. He settled in the 
colony of Virginia. In the early part of the 
last century, his grandson. Captain William 
Jeffery, brought suit to recover the sequestra- 
ted lands of his grandfather. His suit was 
successful, but the costs were so great, and the 
cousin then occupying the estate had such 
large claims for improvements etc., that Cap- 
tain Jeffery brought back to Virginia only the 
Family Bible and an old prayer-book, the 
latter of which was destroyed by fire in recent 
vecurs; wliile the former was lost in the Civil 
War. Aaron Jeffery's coatof-arms bears on a 
shield three leopards* heads in a row, over 
three lilies arranged thus * » ♦. " The crest is 
the figure of a bird on a ' wreath,' with wings 
extended.**

Tbairfor, the King's Majestie, wiifli advioe 
of hds Batatea o( Paxlkxneot, Doe appoint ijm merka 
Soota to be forthwith payed unto her be hia Uajeatie'a 
Thesaurer out of the rtwdiest of his Majestie'a rents 
as a testinwny of their sense of her service afor- 
meotioned. 

Bev. James Crrainger died in ^e spring; of 
1663, and a mutilated tombstone in the Do:th 
wall of the church hears his and his wife's 
initials—M. I. G. ; C. F.— together with a Latin 
inscription, which may be translated into Eng 
lish— 

Heps lie the remains of Ojaiinger, to whom Sootland 
is indebted for the preaerratioa of her Bojal Insignia. 
Ihfsse, when on the very e\e of capture, he removed 
from Dunotter during the siege, and concealed in the 
aacred ground in wbich be is interred. He enjoys hie 
reward a<bove; the heroic preserver of his country's 
honour now waelds a scefitre omdd the oeleatial choirs 

Surprise haa been expressed that the name 
of Mrs Grainger was not aubeequontly added, 
but an explanation is afforded from the fact 
that within less than one year of her husband'a 
death she was married (as second wife) to a 
reckless and debauched spendthrift, in the per- 
son of the first Lord Abercrombie, regarding 
whom the "New Scots Peerage" (vol. i., pp. 
78-81) furnishes the following intereeting- infor- 
mation. 

6i-r James Sandilands, son of 8ir James San- 
dilands, and his wife, Agnes Carnegie, eecond 
daughter of Sir David Oarnegie of Kinnaird, 
ftrst Earl of Souiheek, \^as kni-ghted before 
1643. He married, first, in, or about, August, 
1643, Jean Crichton, daughter of Patrick Lich- 
toun of Dunninald, and on 16th December of 
the aame year they had a ohartor to the barony 
cf Ferniflat, Kincardineshire. They had also 
a charter to the barony of Abercrombie, in 
Fife, on 10th July, 1646. Sir James was, by 
patent dated 14th December, 1647. created 
Lord Abercrombie, with remainder to heirs- 
male of his body. " Being a riotous youth, he 
wasted his whole estate in five years aftor his 
anooession," which necessitated the sale of St 
Monans in 1649, and the barony of Aber- 
crombie in 1660. By 31st December. 1666, he 
was paractioally bankrupt when he executed a 



diapoBitioo d hia eataie in favour of 
oreditors. Havinir aoeuBedi his wife of 
tinenoy in 1649. ibe asaMiltedl an ekier and ttoe 
kirk beadla of Hbe pariah* of Aberaromhoe, who 
had been aeot to aeoura Lad(y Aberorookbae'e 
appearanos 'beiore 4ibe kirk m—ion. The Pres- 
bytery of St Andmaws aummooed him* to aip- 
pear and "answer for 4h» assault and for liia 
soandaloua intecmperanoe and other misoaav 
nagea." On 12th Septemibetr he appeared; cuu- 
fesaed his laoits ,and' promised ameodaneot. sob- 
aequently admitting that the charges he had 
prafco^red sf ainst his wi£e wena " ^uito ground- 
less and had been invented " by lumself. loidy 
Abercrombie left the oountry, and the date 
of her death is not known. Lord AbevcrombJe*8 
marriage to Mia Grainger took plaoe prior to 
5th January, 1664, wben he granted her a life- 
rent oberter to the lands of Largie, under the 
designation of " Dame Christian Fkrtcber, Lady 
Aberoromtie '' (Aberdeen Sasines II., 636). 
James, second Lord Aberonxmibae (oniy son of 
the first lord's fitrst marriage), waa the last 
holder of the title. He died unmarried, in 
obscurity and poverty, at Kinneff, in 1681, wlhen 
the peerage beoaane extinot. 

The Old Church of Rathen. 

In my note upon this subject in No. 7 (June 
3) refenenoe was made to the action brought be- 
fore the Privy Council to T«sbrain Alexander 
Fraser of Phnorth from putting up his srms 
on the newinr-built kirk style. The CoUowin^ is 
a copy cf tibe oompdaint by Lord Fraser, with 
judgment annexed, as extracted from the Privy 
Council Register, voL vi., pp. 391-92, diated 23rd 
February. 1637— 

■H<ifl iMaJesty was pleased bo promote the deceased 
Andrew, Lord Fraaer. tiM fatKer, to the tiitle and 
dignity of a baroa and lord of Parlkunent, aad gave 
him his arma and cognisance, which his said father 
acootxlmgly enjoyed until bia death. '* As the oooa- 
aioQ tell out, be set up his armes in all places qufaair 
bis ocoasiocs iuTited him. aad tberwes never anie 
question roored aganis him thairaaent till now 
UtteOia that the kirkyard dylce of Uethin being alto- 
gether ruinous snd decayed, the gentlcmea and others 
in the parish, out of thair respect to the honour of 
Qod aad credit of the pariah, reaolved and ooucludit 
to refMdr sod big up the korkyaird drke, aUotteg to 
everie plevche la the aaid pariah suone a proportioa 
of the said dyke as sould fall to thair soair except 
that part quhair the kirk style wea of old and ia ytt, 
with certain footes of wall nelrest the style on both 
sydes, quhilk wes designed and appoynted to be 
bigped and repaired be the late Lorda of Lovat and 
Fraser. And, quhairas, in the mesne tyme. before 
tfae perfytting of this worke, it pleased God to call 
the late (Lord I>oTat to his meroie from this lyffe, 
iibs charge and burden of the reparaitJoun of tbe 
haill works formerlie deaigiked for the late Lorda of 
Lovat and Fraser wes tlien layed upon the late Lord 
Fraser, and he wea eameittte delt with be the 
minister and session of the kirk to undertake it, and. 
upon hia awne proper cfliarges snd expenses, wlth- 



out sols kynds of helpe cr suppli , 

pliabed and perfytted it; and so tbe worke being 
hia awne worke. bygid and perfyUed be him. he 
caused putt up upon, aad above the aaid kirk stylo 
hia oatne and armes in carved stoaes alter a decent 
and comelie order, never thhikeing that anJe man 
would have been so voyde of modsstls sad diseretion

The Irvlnes of Drum^ 1498. 

The following marriage contract has been 
transcribed by a northern antiquary, who is 
no longer aTailable. Where the original is to 
be found, we cannot say ; but the document is 
suflSciently important to find a place here—

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A Majority Entertainment In 1807. 

The following extract i« «iv«n to show the 
method of entertaining a century «go— 
. 8th April, 1807. Mr Grant of Efchies, having 
oompleted his 21st year, gave an elegant en- 
terteinment on the 30th ulto.^ to a numerous 
company of Gentlemen at hw House, and a 
plentiful dinner to his tezLants, end the Knock- 
ondo Volunteen (bemg in all about 350 i>er- 
eoa»), with am much good ale end< porter and 
real Highland Whisky as tihey could drink. 
The Voluaiteers fined three volleys, and gave 
three hearty oheera when his health wa« drunk, 
and the festive oooasion concluded with Bon- 
fires, Dancing, and other dt-monstratione of joy. 

''The Cogle." 

In the first volume of "Scottish Notes and 
Queries " (pp. 2, 3) there apipeared a very able 
ajtide on the well-known and oft-repeated song, 
"Chiuld Kail in Aberdeen." There are two ver- 
sions, however— the first printed- in 1776. and 
another wbioh was referred to by Robert Burns. 
But here is a parodv which I discovered in the 
''Aberdeen Journal,^' November 16, 1815, which, 
according to that paper, was described as new 
words to *' The Cogie," sung on 4th November. 
1815. As it is by no means a lengthy song, I 
append i*— 

The beam of joy's in ever;^ eye, 

And every heart is vogie ; 
For we have got a bonny bridle 

To graoe the Banks of Bogie. 
Bkx>m long, fair flower I on Bogie's side, 

May DO rude bkwt come near thee;

'' Aberdeen Journal " Obituary 
(1754). 

13th January.— Died of this date, in the 82nd 
year of his age, the Rev. Mr John Gilchrist, 
Minister of we Gospel at Keith. He was 
ordained and admitted minister of South Leith 
in 1605. though then below the usual age at 
which persons are appointed to be ordained: 
he was transferred to Alves, in Moray, in 1698. 

9th March.— Died of this date at hig hou^<» 
in London, the Hon. Alexander Brodie of 
Brodie, Esq. Lord Lyon King-at-Arms for 
Sootland. He was lineally descended from 
Malcohn Brodie of that Dk, whose charter of 



those lands was granted to the fanuly by Rcdiert 
de Bruce. By the different inier-marriages 
of his ancestors, he was allied to most of the 
noble families in Scotland. On the demise of 
James, his eldest brother, in 1720, he was 
chosen member of Parliament for the County 
of Elgin, and 'has continued in Farliament ever 
since. In the year 1727 he was appointed 
Lord Lyon. In 1725 he married Mary, only 
daughter of Major Samuel Sleigh, who survives 
him, and by whom he has left issue, one son, 
Alexander, aged 13, who succeeds to the es- 
tate, and one daughter, Aemilia, lately mar- 
ried to the only son of Norman M'lJeod of 
M'Leod, Esq. ; and his body is to be carried 
to Scotland to be deposited in the family vault 
in the parish of Dyke with his ancestors. 

20th. — March. — ^Died in Aberdeen, of thie 
date, aged 105, Rebecca Tulloch. She read and 
worked without spectacles, and enjoyed the 
full use of (her senses and a good state of health 
till two days before her death. 

4th April. — Died of this date, at his house of 
Freefield, at 7 o'clock in the mominff. Alex- 
ander Leith Esq. of Freefield, aged 90 years. 
5th April. — Died at King's College, in the 
afternoon of this date, a^ed 66, Mr Daniel 
Brodfut. fie was admitted Professor of 
Philosophy in 1717, and Professor of Greek in 
1734. 

28th May.— O^ied lately at Dillievaird in the 
parish of Fordoun, aged 105, John ^Itewart. 
He was twice married, but for the last time 
when upwards of 80 to a woman for whom 'he 
had long retained an ardent affection. By her 
he had ten children, the youngest of whomi wss 
begot in the 100th year of bis age. This is a 
sufncient proof of John's mettle, and that he 
retained his memory and senses to the last. 

5th June. — Died at Montrose, of this date, 
in the 66th year of (her age. Dame ^<ury- Car- 
negie, daughter of the deceased Sir Thomas 
Burnett of Levs, Bcurt., and widow of Sir John 
Carnegie of Pitarrow, Bart. . . . 

7th June. — Died of this date at his Hoi»e at 
Clova, in the 69th year of his age, Hary 
Lumsden of Cuahnie, Esq. 

2nd July. — Died lately on his return from 
Moffiat, in the 23trd year of his age. John 
Farquharson of Inverey, Esq., who succeeded 
to that estate by the deat/h of James Farquhar- 
son, Esq., of Inverey. 

27th June.— Died at Aberdeen of this date, in 
the 88th year of his age, Geoi^e Read. M.D. 
He served on board the Navy in K. Williaok's 
and Q. Anne's Wan, and was for some time in 
the service of the East India Company. In 
1707 he settled in London, wlhere by his great 
skill and extensive knowledge in his profession 
he acquired a handsome fortune. . . . 

21st July.— Died of this date, Mr John 
Murray, Writing Master, Aberdeen. 

9th November. — Died of this date, in the 
87th y«ar of his age, Mr Jdhn Lumsden, the 
oldest shipmaster Mlonging to this place. He 
has been married to his surviving spouse nearly 
sixty years, and had by her twenty-one 
ohildMo.

The late Sir Keoneth S. Mackenzie of Gair- 
loch, with a singular lack of humour, speaks of 
the lines as a *' silly panegyric" {Invemees 
Field Club's Transactions, Vol. V.. p. 170), but 
there can be no question that they nave secured 
an immortality for Wade which we cannot 
hope for his roads. In the 1818 edition of 
Burt's Letters, Mr P. Jamieson, the editor, 
states (Vol. II., p. 220) that the couplet is in- 
scribed on an obelisk erected near Fort- William 
in commemoration of Wade.

Alexander Grordon, of Princes Street, Lon- 
don, merchant; Robert Skinner, of Throgmor- 
ton Street, London, merchant; and Henry 
Lindsay, of Queen Street, London, merchant, 
do severally make oath as follows:— " And, 
first the said Alexander Gordon doth by him- 
self depose and say that the note of hand 
which he gave to Alexander Mitchell, senior, 
of Aberdeen, merchant, for £60, dated Nov. 18 
last, was for value received of the said Alex- 
ander Mitchell, senior, by him, the said Alex- 
onder Grordon, in London ; and that during the 
correspondence and conversation he had with 
him he never found or perceived the said Alex- 
ander Mitchell, senior, to be any ways dis- 
affected to the present Government. 

And the said Robert Skinner does by himself 
depose and say that he and his partners have 
dealt with the above-named Alexander Mit- 
chell, senior, of Aberdeen, merchant, for some 
thousand pounds' value; that the said Alex- 
ander Mitchell, senior, was in London in the 
month of November last, when he paid him, 
the said Robert Skinner, £100 for a debt due to 
him and his partner, Andrew Hunter, from ot 
person in Edinburgh, in Scots bank notes. And 
the said Robert Skinner doth depose that he, tbo' 



he often oonrvened with eaidi Mi<lirihiaH while in 
London, never foundl or heard him express the 
least inclination or yriak for the Rebels; but, 
on the oontiary, decslAted tihat he oould not see 
how it was possible for theon to subsist; and tibe 
said deponent dio's not think it was in the 
power of the said Alexancber Mitoihell, senior, 
to give any information prejxidicial to the pre- 
sent Government, ibut has beeii a larse trader, 
and has a wife and> five or six dhildren, and 
is ^vnell esteemed among the tradere in Abes^deen.

50. Albxandbb Maodonald, Advooatb, 
Abbbdbbn.— He was the son of Alexander Mao- 
donaJd, flhipmester, Aberdeen, studies at 
Marisdhal College in session 1815-19, was ad- 
mitted a nuamber of the Society bf Advocates 
in Aberdieen, 10th July, 1829, and died— a 
widower^-on 29th January, 1878. He was the 
author of numerous short poems, and oocasion- 
aJliy wrote, anonym,oufld7, for the looal pies. 
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A Noted Aberdeenshire Dipiomat. 

In the parish of Premnay, AberdeensBire, on 
15th September, 1751, was born James Durno, 
who was destined to become a leculing Contin- 
ental representative for the British Govern- 
ment, the proprietor of Artrochie, and finally 
a British Knight. He was the son of John 
Durno elder of Cattie (now Whitehouse), in 
the parish of Tough, and his wife. Lilias Gil- 
christ. Having received a good eaucation, he 
reeolved to enter into m^rchantile business, and 
an appointment lor him was secured before 
1772 with a firm of merchants and shippers at 
" Memel, in maritime Prussia, the best seaport 
for trade— interior and exterior — on that side 
of the Baltic." Proceeding thither, he dis- 
played such energy in ihe discharge of has 
duties as not only secured approbation, but led 
to his being approached to become Vice-Consul 
for Britain at that port. Before 1782, he was 
promoted to the Chief Consulate, and six MS. 
volumes now before us show with what consum- 
mate ability and foresight he planned to fur- 
ther British interests by making Memel and 
Konigsberg the leading channels for the distri- 
bution and collection of goods dealt in by the 
British. Had his proposals for the securing of 
raw materials been adopted in full, an immense 
saving would have i«sulted. Unfortunately, 
however, iealousies on the part of foreign digni- 
taries ana a want of business grasp by Minis- 
ten at home rendered his schemes almoist nuga- 
tory. That he held the confidence of Cabinet 
Ministers in no ordinary degree is shown by 
the correspondence still extant, <uid his reports 
on -the special missions he made to Poland and 
oUier districts by Government orders manifest 
the master-hand of an expert. 

On 29th April, 1788, Lord Carmarthen wrote 
Mr Durno — 

I have the satisfaction to inform you that 
the Lords of the Committee of Privy Council 
for Trade highly approve of the acoounte which 
vcu have transmitted of the trade between 
England and Memel, and your reflections made 
thcrreon; and their Lordships, bein^ desirous 
of the further information you promised, I am 
to desire you will eend it to me as soon as you 
are able, and in as great an extent as possible. 

On 17th May. 1789, Mr Dandas wrote— 
I have this day perused with much satis- 
faction the papers you left for me yesterday 
at the Board. The Public is, in mjr opinion, 
much indebted to you for your seal in its ser- 
vice, and for the very accurate view you have 
exhibited of the subject of the Prussian and 
Polish trade. . . . 

At a conferenoe on 15th June with Mr Pitt, 
Mr Dundas, and Mr (afterwards Low!) Gren- 
ville, the first-named, in addressing Mr Durno, 
•aid— 

We are convinced. Of the national utility 



of your plan there never could be a doubt. 
You have now proved the practicability of it. 

That Mr Durno was held in high regard by 
the King of Poland is shown by the following 
holograph letter, transmitted 24th June, 1792— 
I have (but few words to send you. Pray do 
that what Mr Olenski . . . will request and 
entreat you to do. I trust you will receive 
willingly the confidence with which I relie on 
you. Tlio' this writing of mine may be broken 
English, I hope you will understand. 

Through the intriguing of Prussian Ministers, 
Mr Durno' s commission as Consul was with- 
drawn in 1798, .but to mark the British appre- 
ciation of his services, George HL conferrod 
on him the honour of knighthood on 13th 
March, 1799. He died on 16th May, 1807, and 
the "Aberdeen Journal" of the 27th of that 
month notifies the event thus- 
Died, at Osborne's Hotel, London, Sir James 
Durno, His Majesty's Consul at Memel, etc. 
He wa« a man of great commercial abilities 
and was several times entrusted by the Minis- 
try with special commissions of political im- 
portance, which h-e executed with much ad- 
dress and integrity, and gained him the appro- 
bation of his Sovereign, who, on his return, 
waa pleased to confer on him the honour of 
knighthood. He died in the 58th (56th) year 
of hie age, universally lamented. Leaving no 
issue (he was never married), his -brother suc- 
ceeds to his estate in Aberdeenshire. 

An excellent full-length painting of Sir 
James (said to have been presented to him by 
the King of Prussia) is now in the possession 
of his representative, Mr William Copland 
Beattie, The Wilderness, Peterculter. 

General Wade's Roads. 

Much oon fusion exists as to the Highland 
roads made by Wade, even the Ordnance map^ 
not being free from inaccuracy. Thus I find 
lettered " General Wade's Military Road " the 
road from Dulsie Bridge to Port-(3eorge (one- 
inch map. No. 84), the road from Port-Angus- 
tus to Bernera (Nob. T2, 73), and the road south 
from Fort-WHlliam via the Devil's Stsircase 
^o. 53); while, as a matter of fact, all these 
roads were constructed after Wade's death in 
1748. 

The Highland roads made prior to the Act 
of 1862, which transferred the euperintendence 
of roads and bridges to the Oommiwioners of 
Supply* fall into three groups: — 

A. General Wade*s Roads, also styled the 
"Old Military Roads," constructed between 
1725 and 1733 ; about 250 miles in all. 

B. The "New Military Roads," constructed 
between 1744 and 1770; a'out 800 miles in all. 

C. The "Parliamentary Roads," constructed 
by the Commiesioners under the Highlan*^ 
Roads and Bridges Act of 1803 ; about 930 
miles. 
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The principal roa«ia falHiiflr under the first 
two heeds are as follows: — 
A. Crieff, via AmuLxee and Aberfekly, to 
Dalnaoardooh.

Rioting In Cromar. 

In former times the district of Cromar and 
Tarland was noted for the fierce fights which 
took place between rival factions. On 17th 
February. 1808, five persona were found guilty 
" for .being oonoemed, actors, or art and part 
m a most outrageous Riot, Bloodwit and 
Breach of the Peace which happmied on the 
evening of a public market at Tarland, and 
they were eacn bound over to fioeep the peace 
for the space of two years, under a suitable 
penalty. ' In passing sentence, the Sheriff 
obeerved— 

, From the proceedings that have taJ&en place 
m regard to this very outrageous affair, I hope 
that the parties more immediately oonoemed, 
and the people of the district of country where 
*k? *^™y hafppened, will be convinced that 
they have not the power of engaging in such 
"^ *?^ quarrels with impunity. The district 
alluded to has long .been famed for riots and 
tamfly feuds, similar to those among chieftians 
of old. Many clans in Cromar and the neigh- 
bourhood appear to have their hereditary 
feuds, and are noted for fighting and quarrol- 



ling, especially at puiblic markets. This is the 
second instance of such atrocities within the 
short space of twelve months. The first had 
fatal consequences; a young man was killed in 
a market at Kincardine O'Neil, on which ac- 
count one of the opposite clan, who, by flight, 
has taken guilt upon iiim, is at present an 
outlaw. The broil now under cogmsance was, 
^or many days, likely to be attended with the 
, loss of another life, and in all human proba- 
I bility would have been so, but for the great 
I attention and skill of the surgeon who 
attended the person appearing to nave been 
singled out for vengeance I Such proceedings 
are a disgrace to a civilised nation. . . . 

Earl Marischars Pardon. 

It is matter of history that Greorge, tenth and 
last Jilarl Marischal, wa« attainted for having 
joined the rising of 1715; that, after many 
vicissitudes, he secured service under Frederick 
the Great Prussia; and that, having revealed 
to the British Ministers certain informa- 
tion which was deemed of advantage to British 
interests, a Iree pardon was granted to him 
by George II. Tlie "Aberdeen Journal" of 
13th February 1759 hafr- 

"The accounts bv Thursday's post of Earl 
Marischal having obtained His Majesty's most 
gracious pardon was received .here with uni- 
versal satisfaction. But nowhere were the ex- 
pressions of joy on this occasion more lively 
than at Peterhead. The welcome news arrived 
that night; and early on Friday the shipe in 
the harbour displayed their colours; at 12 the 
bells were set a-ringing; at 2 o'clock about 
forty of the principal inhabitants dined at 
Mrs Forbes's, and after dinner drank His 
Majesty's health, the King of Prussia; Earl 
Marischal, and several other tosses, at each of 
which there was a discharge of eight cannon 
planted on purpose at the Cross. At five the 
wmdows were illuminated, and bonfires made, 
and the evening was spent with the greatest 
harmony and pleasure." 

The "joy" was by no means universal. 
There is a story that the bell of Longwde 
Parish Church, which was alwavs rung on the 
birthday of the Earl of Marischal, cracked 
when the news of the Earl having taken the 
oath of fidelity to Georce III. arrived. " Ken 
ye what the bell says by that?" inqufred a 
aealous Jacobite of fiis companion ; " Even the 
deil a cheep mair sail I speak for you, Earl 
Marischair (See Pratt's *^Buchan.'^ revised 
edition, 1901. p. 209.)

Readers of the *' House of Gordon" (vol. ii., 
347) may remember that young Terpersie peti- 
tioned the King, July 14, 17^, for « pardon. 
The precise identity of the petitioner is there 
given rather tentatively. The following 
memorial from Rev. Walter Symie, minister of 
Tullynessle, whioh accompanies the petition 
(but has not hitherto been printed) settles the 
point (S.P., Dom., Geo. II., bundle 82) :— 

"These teotifie and declare to all to wliom 
their presence may came that James Gordon, 
eddest Lawful! son to Charles Gordon of Ter- 
persie, lived in this pariah of TuUieneele from 
his infancie to the term of Whitsunday javii 
and ifourtie three, at whidh term his father 
with his family removed from this place to 
Garthly. That while be liv'd here nothing 
in his conduct or conversation did manyfest dis- 
loyalty to His Majesty King* Creorge or disaffec- 
tion to his Government. And I, having 
ffrequent occasions of seeing the said James 
Gordon at thid place, even when the let 
wretched and unnatural rebellion broak out, 
that in his conversation ivith me upon that 
subject bo seemed to abhorr and detest the 
same, and often declared them madmen that 
-would take concern in it. This, as consistent 
with my knowledge, I think miy duty to testifie 
of him. Given under my hand at Manse of 
Tillienesle this ffourteenth day of July. 1746 six 
years [sic].

Notes Applicable to Strathdon. 

About 1808 ihe oU P&rwb Church of Str&ih- 
<ion was refurnished, and among thoee en- 
gaged in the work was an Englishman named 
JBbeneaser Ramsay. Becoming attached to the 
beautiful district, he reeolTed to remain in it 
permanently, aJMl ea a means d subaistenoe set 
up as a cabinetmaker and superior joiner. His 
productions are still to be met with. He 
married Ann Tawse (daughter of John Tawse, 
Milltown of EdinglasKJe, and sister of Alex- 
ander Tawse, M.A., M.D., who attained to the 
rank of surgeon-general in the Honourable East 
India Company^ service); and they had a 
i&wdly of one son and tour daughters. The 
engaging manners of Ramsay proved a stumb- 
ling-blocK to him, for no eniertainxnent was 
considered complete at which he was absent. 
Tb-UB he graditally became unsteadv in his 
liabits, and business fell off consLderaoly. Mrs 
Ramsay's brother, Dr Tawse, despatched a gift 
to her from Iitdia in 1843. On its affrival afc 
Strathdon it was examitied by Mrs Ramsay 
with care^ bands. Within a few days there- 
after she wss seized with illness, which medical 
•kill diagnosed as a virulent type of black fever. 
She quickly suooumbed, and was soon followed 
by a daughter of 15. When the funeral com- 
pany bad assembled preparatory to the inter- 
ment of ihe latter, 1^ maternal grandfather, 
John Tawse, entered the room and ejaculated 
in clear terms— " If it bad pleased the Lord to 



have ta'en the father andl spared the lassie, 
we would ha'e a' been satisfied, but as it is 
we maun just submit!" Within three months 
four other members of the family shared the 
same sad fate—the father alone surviving. All 
that remains to tell the story is a grey granite 
headstone in the parish graveyard, which bears 
the following inscription: — 

In memorv of Ann Tawse, spouse of Ebeneser 
Ramsay, wno died of malignant fever, 15th 
March, 1844. aged 49 years, and five of their 
children, wno fell victims to the disease, 
nan;ely : —

Gordons In the "Thomason 
Tracts." 

The magnificent collection of tracts made by 
George Tnomason, and now in the British 
Museum, have just been catalogued. This man. 
George Thomason, was a bookseller, who set 
himedf to collect and preserve "books of an 
hour " ; and in the twenty years, beginning 
about 1640, amassed 22,255 pieces— 14,942 pam- 
phlets and 7216 newspapers, together wi& 97 
manuaicripts. These were bound up in 2008 
volumes. Almost every piece has noted upoa 
it the day upon which it was received. During 
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the Civil War the ooUectiou was often in danger, 
and was moved from plaoe to place. Finidly, 
in 1762, it waa bought by George III. for £300 
And presented to the British Museum. The

Afforestation. 

In the middle of the eigtheenth oentory, 
premiums, as an encouragement to farmers, 
were offered in various parts of Scotland. One 
of the most sensible was that intimated by ad- 
vertisement throughout Aberdeenshire, in 1762, 
offering "to the farmer who shall plant the 
gspeatest number of timber trees— oak, ash, 
plane, and elm — ^not less than one thousaiid, at 
€he distance of ten feet fron^each other, be- 
fore the Ist of March, 1763, Ten pounds ster- 
ling.*' The prize was awarded to Francis 
Douglas, tacksman of Drum, who had planted 
2700 trees, consisting of 700 oaks, 700 elms, 700 
ash, and 600 plane. 

The Origin of tlie Name 
" Alberta." 

The following, signed John Hebb, appears 
in "Notes and Queries" (London), June 20: — 

It appears from a statement in the " Tablet " 
that the province of Alberta, in the Dominion 
of Canada, owes its name, not to the late Prince 
Consort, as might be supposed, but to Father 
Lacombe, O.M.I., the last representative of 
tile old heroic daya of missionary effort, when 
the priests had to live the lile of the Indians 
whom they evangelised, *' sharing tiieir suffier- 
ings, their hunts, their summer joumeysL and 
their winter camps, sharing even, unwillingly 
their war-forays and night assaults.^' 

The name of the. district of Alberta (as well 
as that of the eoolesioatical territory now known 
as the diooese of St Albert) is, in fact, derived 
from the veteran Oblate's Christian name. 



The Arte Curriculum at Aberdeen 

Mr P. J. Anderson, the University librarian, 
has prepared and had printed at the Aberdeen 
University Press a pamphlet titled—" Notes on 
the Evolution of the Arts Curriculum in the 
Universities of Aberdeen." It is intended a^ 
an aid to the discussion of the "three terms 
session" question; and ionaa an admirable 
synopsis regarding the curriculum at different 
periods. Statutes are referred to showing that 
when Kin^s College waa established by Bishop 
Elphinstone in 1494-5, the curriculum was 
largely confined to the study of the works of 
Aristotle. Ail was given in Latin, Greek not 
having been then introduced. At the Reforma- 
tion in 1560, the University was remodell-ad in 
accordance with the views of George Buchanan 
and Andrew Melville, the Greek language being 
added to the curiculum. At Marisclml Col- 
lege, founded in 1593 by George, fifth Earl 
Marischal, due provision was made for profes- 
sors of Greek, logic, Moral Philosophy, and 
Natural Phik»ophy, the instruction Iwinj car- 
ried on for practically the whole year. Man? 
changes have fbeen enacted, tUl now the nuni- 
ber of alternative curricula open to the Aber- 
deen student has been estimated at 617. Mr

A oentury anid a half ago, tbere was a wide- 
spread belief in the curative properties of 
goats' milk for coneumptioii and oljher ail- 
ments. The following advefiiisemenit appears 
in the " Aberdeen JourzKal " of 9th Maroh, 
1761. "Goat. Whey Quartore. That Arthur 
Copland of Braeline, in the Ixxrdship of 
Aboyne, upon the river Tanner, has newly 
fitted up and furndshed bis HoiMse in a com- 
raodious manner, for the Reception and Enter- 
tainment of those who choose to drink Goat- 
Whey this season. There aire Five Fire-Rooms 
furnished at Five Shillings per week each 
room, the Lodgers furnishing their own Bc-d 
and Table Linen: the Goat-Milk is fourpence 
per Pint, cbnd other proviaionB are to be had 
in plenty. The goats are milked within an 
hundred yards of the Hoise. Such whom the 
premises may suit are cleeired to apply 'twixt 
and the last week of April, to tihe said Arthur 
Copland, who will spare no ^ins nor trouble 
to serve all who are so good as favour him 
with their Companv."

SIcono Kirlc-Session Rocords. 

These records, which commence in 1676, giv<^ 
side-lights on many poinds. Collections were 
taken and disbursements made for a variety 
of objects^ thus — 

20th Feb., 1678. £2 18s for " those who were 
captivated by the Turk, living in Montrose." 

7th April, 1678. ''12s to Mester James 
Third having the King's Evill." 

30th March, 1679. " 30s for the upsetting of 
the harbours of Stonehyve and Peterhead." 

19th Oct., 1679. " £2 10s for the persons in 
Pittenweem, captured by the Turk.*^ 

8th Aug., 1680. " 4 merks 4 pence for up 
setting the Bridge of Inverness.^ 

28th Sept., 1684. Given to James RonaWeon, 
a fool, £1 6s 8d, and a like sum to James Robb, 
bedrid. 

let Oct., 1815. CoUectad £13 3s for the 
relatives of those killed at Waterloo. 

The following general extracts explain them- 
selves: — 

26th April, 1680. Intimeticn made of a fast, 
" which was not keeped the former appointed 
day by reason of the death of the liuird of 
Skene his eldest Daughter, called Mistress 
Elizabeth." 

3rd June, 1683. William Duncan and Alex- 
ander Chalmers were rebuked for slandering 
and miscalling one another in church. 



25th iMiay. 1664. Act s>a8sed that whosoever 
should in -future put their horses into the 
churchyard to graze pay 20b penalty. 

30th January, 1687. Comiplaint given in by 
Matthew Paterson (fwhose house was molested 
with an evil spirit) against Barbara Fraser "for 
having vented some malitius speeches, wherM>y 
it seemed she did rejoise in his molestation. ' 
Witnesses were examined, but no further action 
was taken. 

16th ^pt., 1688. Proclamation read ordain- 
ing all heritors and •wadsetters to meet at the 
Links of Aberdeen, furnished with horse and 
armour, ujpon 21st inst : ''for thiings ibest 
known to His Majesty." 

9th Oct., 1602. All beggars ordained to keep 
their own parishes. 

28th April, 1723. No aftennoon sermon, by 
reason of a rainy day and a ruinous church. 

5th May, 1723. John and George Clark com- 
peared and confessed' attending a meeting of 
the Quakers in the neighbourhood uipon the 
Lord's Day, owning it to be a great fault; 
and, ipTomising to abstain from sucb^ irreguJar 
practices in all time coming, were sessionallv 
rebuked. 

20th May, 1726. The session being informed 
that some in the congregation frequented the 
taverns in the Kirktown in time of sermon, 
appointed such elders as collect for the tpoor to 
visit these houses in order to the suppressing of 
such soandaloue practices. 

17th Nov., 1771. Session having considered 
the great nuisance of dogs worrying one another 
in the church, and, in doing so, biting people, 
resolved that there should he an instrument for 
catching hold of them, and one to make use of 
it. 

4th Oct., 1779. Population of parish of this 
diate was 1306 (240 less than in 1901). 

12th July, 1801. ;^o sermon to-day, the 
church Ibeing down and the day rainy.

The History of the Cordons. 

Those interested in the Gordons cannot t>uc 
feel gratified that it waa left to Mr John 
Malcolm Bulloch to write the iiistory- of the 
clan. His work is all the more oreditable, fol- 
lowing, as it does, a oentAiry and a half after 
the annexed advertisement appeared-: — 

8th January, 1754. Intimation is given "That 
Captain Andrew Gordon, Ooidet of the ^Family 
of Huntlv, intends to make out a euocinot His- 
tory of the Genealogy of the Gordons (wherein 
he goes farther back than any who has hitherto 
wrote on the Subject), to be published by Sufar 
scription, and to be begun by the first of March 
next. As he is to come to this Country for 
tliifl Purpose, he bege the favour of all the 
Materiala and Intelligence -the Gentlemen of 
the Name or others can afford him, which he 
desires may -be directed to the Care of the 
Publisher of the " Aberdeen Journal.*' 

This Announcement undoubtedly refers to the 
little book '*'A Concise History of the Antient 
and Illustrious House of Gordon." By C. A. 
Gordon: Aberdeen: Printed for the Author. 
How be came to be described as C. A. €k>rdon — 
unless the " C* was intended «e a contraction 
for Captain— ia not clear. When Mr A. M 
Munro reprinted the book in 1890 he was quite 
unable to identify the writer. He was, how- 
ever. apparently ''Andrew the III. Count of 
Gordon adjutant general in the Bohemia, under 
the command of the Marishal duke of Broglie 
and captain of the horse. He is still unmarried." 
These Ck>unts of €k>rdon irere deeoended front 
Alexander. 3rd £arl of Huntlv. 

Ancient Wishlng-Well. 

In my boyhood days in Aberdeenshire, the 
" Melfthach Wall," a lonely <«pring on the 
Wardhouse moors, had a wide reputation as 
a healing shrine, pilgrims going to it from all 
parts to be eased of their ills ; and^ here, as 
at other healing springs, votive offerings were 
left in the shape ol pieces of clothing, buttons, 
and smaU coins. 1 had an interestinir re- 
minder of these old stories last April while on 
a fishing holiday on the Don. I had secured 
the eervicce ae guide and attendant of a re- 
tired gamekeeper, Thomas Kennedv, "who, 
daring our lunch on the bank one day. told 
me the following interestini^ tale. 

Forty vears ago, while he was gamekeeper 
at W*rdhoufe. Kennedy had gone on the 
moors on the first Sunday of May with an ex- 
pert from Aberdeen to investigate the grouse 



disease, which that year waa very prevalent. 
From a distance they saw a crowd of women 
round the well, ancL interested in their move- 
ments^ t^y stalked them till they got near 
enough to be able, with the help of a telescope 
to make out their doings. A number of 
women, with their garments fastened right up 
under their arms, with hands joined, were 
dancing in a circle round the well. An oltl 
woman eat in the midst of them, end, dipping 
a smaJl vessel iin tflie wiell, kept st>rioklin;^ 
them with water. Kennedy said that the circle 
was made up of married' women from near ami 
far, who had failed to present their husbandry 
with ohildren, and that this ceremony at the 
MeJehach Well was undiertaken in the hope 
thait the ban would be lifted from tkeni, and 
that they would be blessed with offspring.

A Point for Roman Catholios. 

Now that 80 much store is placed on geneti 
logy, it may interest searchers to know that it 
is next to impossible to prove marriages in 
Roman Catholic families in the north. A strik- 
ing case in point oocurred in 1819, when Mag- 
dalene Oumminff, the widow of Major J<^n 
Grordon of the Minmore family put in an ap- 
plication for a pension to the War Ofiice. Sne 
was in ** indigent circumstances," but it was 
wiiib great dimoulty that she satisfied the auth- 
orities, as one can still see from the bulky dos- 
sier now at the Puiblic Record Office in London. 
She had to bring before the Commiesary at 
Aberdeen (July 8. 1819) witnesses to say that 
she and Gordon (both of them CSatholics) were 
habit and repute man and wife while residing 
in the Upperkirkgate, Broadfoid, and Frederick 
Street, Aberdeen; and William Grant, the 
parish minister of their native Kirkmichael, 
forwarded the following very interesting 
note:— 

"These certify that the late Major Gordon, 
of the 8th West India Regiment, and also his 
relict, Mrs Gordoo, now residing in Tomintoul 
of this parish, were of the Roman Catholic per- 
suasion; and' it has not been customary here 
for some time past, when both parties are of 
that persuasion, for them to be married by a 
clergy-man of the Established Church, and 
ooneequently the registration of their marriages 
in the parish records has been almost wholW 
neglected. Given at the Manse of Kirkmichael. 
the 18th day of August, 1819."

The foregoing tranacript is interesting. 
Alexjofider Robcirtson of Glasgoego was Pro- 
vost, 1766-67. The orincipal work carried out 
by the Council during these years was the 
erection of a new Grammar School, a little to 
the west of the old school in Sdboolhill, on the 
site now occupied by Gray's School of Art 
(Munro's Provosts, p. 238). An illustration of 
the school buildings, 1767-1863, and Dr James 
Dun, master, 1732; rector, 1744-1798. appears 
in Mr Morland Simpson's timely work ** Bon- 
Record.** poiblished by D. Wyllie and Son. 
Aberdeen, two yesTs ago. In order to preserve 
the document, I presented it to the school, 
and the rector has had it suitably framed and 
placed in the school ball. 

The loft occupied by the Grammar boys :n 
those days i» repeatedly mentioned in the 
Town Council records. Mr Robert Thomson, 
who signs the document, is probably the Town 
Clerk of those days. On Taylor's Map of Aber- 
deen, 1773, James Thomson is entered as pro- 
prietor or tenant of Clerkseat, a title which 
appears in the map of 1746. In the famous 
map, ^ Alexander Carnegie, Esq., occupies 
Combill House and estate, the house having 
apparently been built after 1746. Prior to 
the building of Cornhill House, the whole road 
was '* to Forresteribill " or ** to Inverurie."

73. GoBDOH G-BNBALOOT.—In "Scottish Notes 
and Queries" for August, 1900. Mr J. M.

1796), Catherine Gordon, who married' "a 
worthy and amiable farmer in Auchline,*' who 
bad two eons andl a daugihter Forbes.

Eral. Incidentally, this solves the difficulty 
"Notes and Queries,*' 1®9] over these two 
Klore Gordon doctors. But who was the 
father of these three^Forbes Anna. Hug^h, and 
Theodore Gordon? They seem to have been 
possessed of some means, which Mr Harper 
held in trust for them. In "l^e House of Gfor- 
don," vol. II. (New SpaWing aub), there is a 
reference to a George Gordon, who was seem- 
inglv the Ust Gordon "of Auchline."

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58. Rev. Albzandeb Farquhab, Pitslioo.— 
Mr Andrew Jervise, in hie "Epitaphs and In- 
scriptions" (II., 399, 400), quotes from a tomib- 
stone in the parish churchyard of Fitsligo — 

Within this endosure ore the graves of Rev. 
Alexander Fasquhab, who died on the 26th 
March, 1834, in the 72nd year of his age, and 

31st of his ministry 

And of Ann Fabquhab, widow of the eaid Rev. 
Alexander Farquhar, who died 31st May, 1869, 
in her 75th year. 

Mr Farqubar (adds Mr Jervise), who was a 
native of New Deer, was at first a parochial 
schoolmaster, and after being for some time 
minister of the quoad sacra church of New 
Pitftli.go, he was tranelated to this church 
[Pitsligo] in 1804. He married Ann Crooks, 
only daughter of the late Mr T. Crooks, E<lin- 
buTf^h, by whom he had a family of five sons 
and seven daughters. One of the sons studied 
divinity, two medicine, one law, and a fifth, 
James, died young. Four of -the daughters 
were married — one to Mr J. B. Spottiswood of 
Muiresk ; a second to Mr D. Souter-Robertson 
of Lawhead and Cookston, W.S. ; a third to Mr 
J. Anderson of Westhills; and a fourth to 
Ma^or Craigic. H.E.I.C.S. The death, in 1864, 
of Mr Farquhar's daughter Leslie Fraser, aged 
38. is also recorded upon her father 'a tombstone.

In 1892 he ofune to Phila- 
delphia, and became editor of the 'Churoh 
Standard/ and. later, FrofesBar of Canon Law 
at the Fhiladedphia Divinity School. He re- 
ceiT«d the decree of D.D. £roim the University 
of Georgia and from ^le University of tba 
South, Lli.D. from the University of Ala- 
bama, and D.C.L,-from the University of the 
South. Dr Fulton waa the author of many 
books, chief of which are — * Letters on Christ- 
ianity ' (1868), ' Index Canonium * (1873), * Laws 
of Marriage' (1883), 'The Chaloedonian- De- 
cree ' (1590), and * Palestine.* He was a deputy 
to seven (jleneral Conventions, and a]>ways oc- 
cupied an important place on committees. Dr 
Fulton was a Thirty-Second- Degree Mason, 
and, when at Mihvaukee, was Grand Prelate 
of the Wisconsin Commandlery."

A Danish Vessel In Aberdeen. 

The future historian of the hairbour may 
like to know that the Publio Record Office 
possesses a nanrative of the Danish vessel the 
St Michael, boundi for Ostend, which was 
forced by stress of weather into Aberdeen Har- 
bour. April 20, 1758 (S.P., Dom., Geo. II. 
Bundle 139). 

Reoord Catches of Salmon. 

It is well known that in the eiighteenth cen- 
tury the river Dee yielded large quantities of 
Salmon. The "Scots Magasine" states that in 
one day in April, 1749, the Raick fishin^cs ak)no 
yielded 900. The "Aberdeen Journal" de- 
clares that on 7th June, 1760, no fewer than 
400 were landed at one dorai^ht at one of the 
Spey BshingB. Two moothB later a reoord oatdh 
was landed from the Ythan^ at Newburgh. 
" There being 250 from one draught, all of 
which — except ten — weighed upwards of 301bs," 
The same nver io Julv, 1755, yielded* a mam- 
moth fish, measuring 4Tt. 4in. in lenigth by 27in. 
in breadth, and scaling almost 701bs. EHfficulty 
and expense of transit kept down the price, an<l 
supplies were frequently a glut in the market. 
Indeed, so accustomed were the lower orders 
cf Aberdeen andf district to salmon dinners, 
that it was oustomaTy for farm servants, when 
bein«r encraged. to stipulate that salmon would 
not be served >beyoixl three times a week. 



Village Genealogy In India. 

Sir Henry Craik, M.P., in his volume of "Im- 
I>rer,*ions ot In<i^ " just published^ narrates the 
following in describing the visitation of town 
ships which is i)eriodioally carried on- by on 
administrative ofl&oer: — 

One of the most curious of the dooumentb 
inspected at these visits of supervision is the 
table of the village genealogy. It is ekbomtelv 
drawn up and prmted on a linen ««heet, which is 
sometimes 10 or 12 feet long. In some cases 
we found it went back for twenty or more 
generations. Each step in the dtesoent is ao- 
curately recorded, and is familiarly known not 
only to every member of the family, but to nil 
its branches. In one case we found that the 
genealogicai table of a Jat village of some 400 
inhabitants traced each man back through 
twenty-one generations to a single progenitor. 
It estkblished for each his rights of srucoession 
in case of the failure of another branch, and 
served as a sort of title-deed to his actual hold- 
ing. Some of the entries were tested' by a care- 
ful questioning of the men selected, in not a 
single oase did the questions reveal any doubt 
or hesitation as to the long table of descent, and 
if there were any need, the answers were 
supplemented by a dossen attestants. Yet they 
rarely could! tell the actual amount of their 
own holding or of the taxes they paid. This 
table, carefully corrected' and kept up to date, 
forms the Real Property Register. By its 
means disputes as to snocesBion are settled, and 
quarrels and litigation are avoided. I wonder 
how many of our landed aristocracy could boasr 
a genealogry so amply attested ancD so carefully 
recorded! 

DIsoovery of Disruption Relic. 

W^ile workmen were excavating in connec- 
tion with alterations at the Albert Hall Build- 
ings (originally Gilcomston Free Church), on 
8tn inst., they displaced a stone, beeid^ which 
was a glass vessel containing a print, dated 
May. 1843, of the Acts of the General Assembly 
of the Free Church of Scotland. The docu- 
ment, which is in a bad state of preservation, 
contains the CMicCress of that Church to Hoi 
Majesty Queen Victoria. It is signed by 
Thomas Chalmers, moderator. 

George Leggi Theologloal Bardf 
Aberdeen. 

Under the heading " Aberdeen Literature,' 
half a column in the "Aberdeen Herald," 
September 11, 1841, is devoted to a review of a 
work by this bard, who was nearly four-«oore. 
He is the same author as published at Aber- 
deen, in 1819, a work entitled. *' On Predestina- 
tion." The contents, according to the review 
mentioned, are: —

North" (Abd., 1886), and in a small work, 
"Craicdam," by Mr George Walker. Mr 
William Walker in his " Bar: s of Bon-Accord " 
has something to «y of Mr Leng's work of 
1819, at page 660.

The Hereditary Standard-Bearer of 
Scotland. 

The First Division of the Court of Session, 
on July 18, upheld the claim of the Earl of 
Lauderdale to the ancient office of Hereditary 
Royal Standard-Bearer for Scotland. Tho fol- 
lowing exposition of the liti«ration appeared in 
the "Scotsman" of July 20: — 

The office of Hereditary Standard-Bearer of 
Scotland, the title to which was the question 
at issue, was originally bestowed on a knight 
of the name of Sir Alexander Carron by King 
^Malcolm III., or King Alexander I., towar:'& 
the end of the eleventh century for a deed of 
<tonng performed in the van of the Scots Armv. 
the nature of which seems to have "won for 
him not only the office, but also the so^rxiquet 
of the Skirniisher." Certain it is, at anv 
rate, that thenoeforth his family became 
known by the name of which the 
present form is Scrimgeour, a name under 



which successive meanbers continued to acquit 
themselves with crectit in the history of the 
nation. The dignity of Standard-Bearer was 
from the first hereditary, and is alluded to in 
various charters. Thus in a charter granted in 
1298, reference is made to " the past services as 
Koyal Standard-Bearer" of the Scrimgeour of 
•:he djy, and in a charter granted to Dundee in 
1458 tne then repreeentative of the famil]^ is 
alluded to as " vexillator domini nostri regis." 
It is also clear that Jong before 1600 the office 
; had become a hereditary dignity in the Scrim- 
geouT family. But. as was the cafe with most 
ofli ovs, it had also taken on a feudal form, and 
made its appearance in various feudal charters, 
the dastination of some of which was in general 
terms to heirs, and, in at least one to certain 
named subfirtitutes. Finally, in 1600, it was con- 
firmed and of new granted by an Act of the 
Scots Parliantent to Sir James Scrimgeour of 
Dudhope and his heirs male. 

It is to this Act that the present question owes 
its origin. For, in 1668, John Scrimgeour, Earl 
of Dundee, died without male issue; and in 
1670, King Charles II. by Crown Charter 
granted to John Maitland, second E^arl, after- 
wards Duke of Lauderdale (the ancestor of the 
pursuer of the present action), among other 
things, the Standard-Bearership. This grant 
appears to have been made on the footing that 
the Earl of Dundee had died without heirs 
naale. The defender, Mr Scrimgeour Wedder- 
•burn, maintains, however, that the family of 
Scrii^Lgeour of Kirkton. which he now repre- 
sents, were heirs male of ithc Earl, and that 
aiccordinglyi the office never revested in the 
Crown, and could not be bestowed on the 
Lauderdale family. He alleges that on the 
death of the Earl of Dundee in 1688, the Duke 
of Lauderdale surrounded the house of Dud- 
hope, on which Kirkton had entered as heir, 
and seized the family papers; and it seems 
certain that some curious proceedings charac- 
teristic of the troublous times did then take 
place. However this may be, in 1671 the repre- 
sentative of the Maitland family bnought an 
action of declarator, in which he in effect 
obtained a derree that the office belonged to 
him. From that time onwards, there dc»s not 
seem ito have boen any such continuous exercise 
of the office as to give risie to a prescriptive 
right to it; but the decree referred to has 
proved the determining factor in the present 
litigation. 

On (the accession of the present King, com- 
peting claims were put forward by Mr Scrim- 
geour Weddorburn and the Earl of Lauderdale 
to appear at the Coronation as Hereditary 
Standard-Bearer. The matter was referred to 
the Court of Claims, which in 1901 derided in 
favour of the claim of the former for the occa- 
sion. Lord La.uderdale accordingly raised an 
action in the Court of Session to have the ques- 
tion of right permanently settled. In this he 
has now been successful." The Court has not 
found it necessary to decide upon the difficult 
questions arising out of the historical transactions 
narrated, having held that it was boiind bv 
the decision of the action of 1671, The pro- 
cedure in thia action was keenly criticieed by 
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the defender, bodi on proundB affecting tbe 
imioartiality of tho court and ths procedure, 
and it 00ema that Sorimgeour of Kirktoii. 
having c^ppeaied withdtew from the proceu 
for reasona whioo are not very aatiafactorily 
explained, but which, it is suggested, had' to 
do wilAii the pieponoereting tnnuenoe of ttbe 
lAiiderdale family at tfiett period. Thf* 
juc^pes of the First Division have been oou- 
stnained to hold', however, that the oritici«n«, 
even if sound, go to no more than thie— that 
the judgment then pronounced' wae wrong-; 
andf that this cannot now be entertained- by 
them owin^ to itbe operation of the long negA- 
tive prescrnption.

Forty yeazB ago, in the central parts of Aber- 
deenshire, when *he evening fireside talk took 
an eerie turn, and ghostlv visitation^ and the 
supernatural were solemnly discussed, the un- 
canny doings of " Old Scares '* or *' Scarey *' 
were sure to be recounted. This old gentleman 
—who, I presume from his name, lived in the 
parish of Culsalmond— moist have been a pa.«r- 
master in *' black airt." He was cred<ited with 
the power to stop mills, " reest " horses, mako 
the charmed oow yield her milk, and tho 
ciharmed cream answer to the chum. At the 
time I speak of there wae little doubt in th^; 
mind of the Aberdeenshire peasant that such, 
powers were i>ossessed by certain individuals. 
Though .now such superstitious beliefs are doubt - 
Jess as dead as the wife of Cesar, it would be 
intorestin]? to many, I am sitre. to have some 



partioula4rs of Old Stsuey and his reputed doioss 
recalled. There are doubtless old Aberdonians 
who are in a position to dk> this. Would they 
oblige ?

Peterhead. 
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The Last Camp at Aberdeen. 

Recently, Sir George Beataon unearthed an 
old pamphlet, "Hints Reapecting the State of 
the Camp at Aberdeen^ 1795" (London: 
Printed for T. Egerton, Whitehall. 
MDCCXCVL), written by Dr Robert . Somer- 
▼ille, surgeon to the Caithness and Rothesay 
Fencibles, with an introduction by Sir John 
Sinclair, Bart.. Colonel of that regiment, 
which speaks of the camp at Aberdeen in 1796. 
Sir John remarks clearly indicate the locality 
of the camp, which the current numbers of the 
** Aberdeen Journal'* prove lasted from July 
until October. 1769, and which is of interest as 
probablv the last encampment in Aberdeen, 
and. with the exception of that of Sir John 
CopMS, the only one during the eighteenth 
centuc£. Prince Qiarlie's troops and those of 
C\i liber Land, it is almost needleeg to say, were 
not encamped, but billeted on the town or 
housed in Gordoirs Hospital. Later, the 
necessity of camping was obviated by ihe 
building of CastlehiU Barracks, the ground 
there being feued by the town to the Crown in 
1793 or thereby. 

The raising of the Fenoible Regiments was 
due to the French invasion scare, and it is 
noteworthy that Aberdeen was guarded by 
troops from distant parts of Scotland, the 
Bread albane Highlanders, the Caithness and 
**Roth8ay" Fencibles, and the Perthshire 
Cavalrj^, " while the Jocally raised trooi>s, the 
Princess of Wales or Aberdeenshire Fencible 
Regiment, under command of Colonel Leith, 
got the route for Ireland. 

The following extracts from the pamphlet in 
question are probably the only ones of local 
interest — 

Having been sent by His Excellency Lord 
Adam Gordon, Commander-in-Chief of His 
Majesty's Forces in Scotland, to take charge 
of the cami) at Aberdeen durin^f the absence 
of Lieutenant-General Sir Hector Munro, I 
was thence led to pay more particular atten- 
tion to the situation of that encampment than 
otherwise I probaibly should' hiave done. . . . 

On examining ine camp at Aberdeen, I 
found the place pitched upon . . . was a 
situation near the coast, which mi^ht protect 
the town and neighbourhood from insult, and 
at the same time might be healthy, and con- 
venient for the troops I had the 

pleasure of finding the camp in question placed 
at a proper distance from the town of Aber- 
deen (nearly a mile) on a sandy soil, and with 
an abundant supply of water.* 

*The only material objection to the situation 
seemed to be two pools of water in the camp, 
the efiluvia of which I wxis apprehensive migh* 
prove detrimental to the health of -the men; 
but I underetaiid that no material inconveni- 
ence was felt from that circumstance 



In Highland regimentd, it is essential to 
make the men live better than they are com- 
monly inclined to do. I found that some of 
the soldiers in my first -battxilion had actually 
reduced their strenjjth and almoet starved 
themselves in order to send money home to 
their friends; one man in particular, not for 
hia parents, nor for his family, which was very 
common, but for hb sister. 

In the camp at Aberdeen I found the soldiers 
thad their beds made of heath, which, when 
properly constructed, answers well, but is apt 
to get harsh and to be destructive of their 
clothes. 

[The clothes, by the way, did not include 
the kilt, but tiie trows, which 8ir John 
(Sinclair rightly dedaiea to -be the more 
ancient form of Celtic dress.] 

The files of the "Abeideen Journal" for 
1796 supply further information about this al- 
most forgotten encampment- 
May 19th. — We bear there is to be a camp 
in this neighbourhood of 1000 infantry and four 
troops of horse; and that contracts for foraf^e, 
etc., are alreadty entered into. 

June 23rd.— Preparations for the camp are 
going on briskly. The situation is one of the 
beet possible, in dry, healthy ground on the 
Old town Links and a fine stream of water will 
afford the soldiers an aibundant supply of that 
most necessary accommodati(Hi. 

July 14th.— On Tuesday, Wednesday, and 
Thursday Srrrived three troops of the Perth- 
shire Fencible Dragoons, and on Saturday they 
encamped on the Oldtown Links. The second 
battalion of the Breadalbane Fencibles are also 
encamped. A camp is a novelty in this neigh- 
bourhood ; the last was that of Sir John Cope 
in 1745 on the Windmill Brae. 

July 21st.— A petition has been presented to 
the magistrates by a number of citizens pray- 
ing that the Park Road which leads to the 
camp may be repaired. 

September 1st.— On Friday, the Aberdeen 
Volunteers were reviewed by Lord Adam Gor- 
don, commander in chief for Scotland, attended 
by the Duke of Gordon, Sir H. Monro, Sir 
John Sinclair, the Earl of Glasgow, Lord Banff, 
and many of the officers from the camp. 

September 22nd.— General Sir H. Monro has 
•permitted the soldiers in the camp to be 
employed in cutting down the corns round 
Aberdeen. 

October 20th.— Yesterday the cainp near this 
place broke up, and the first division of the 
second battalion of the Breadalbane Fencibles 
marched for Fort-George to winter quarters, as 
did the first division of the Perthshire Fen- 
cible Cavalry for Stirling. The first battalion 
of the Rothsay and Caithness Fencibles also 
march to-morrow for Fort-George. 

October 27th.— We cannot omit to mention 
the general good behaviour of the troops, as 
weU as the nigh sense which the inhabitants 
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of all ranks entertain of the politenees, atten- 
tion, and exemplary conduct of the -worthy 
veteran commander Sir Hector Monro, K.B. 

Clearly Sir John Sinclair's " two poole of 
water" were the Canny Sweat Pots on the 
Oldtown Links, tnarked on a contemporary 
map as the *' Cany Sweats Pots " ; the 
•* abundant supply of water " was obtained 
from the adjacent Powia Burn, which at that 
point ifl (or was) iK>table, the Tile Bixm, en 



the other hand, being tidal. The referencee to 
the Park Road and the distance from the town 
("nearly a mile") help to fix the exact spot 
on which thie old-time camp was pitched. 

An interesting reference to the earlier camp 
is found in Rev. John Bisset's Diary (Spalding 
Club Miscellany, Vol. I.)— 

Some say General Cope, with the forcee 
under his command, will be here at farthest 
on Monday, and are to encamp on the level 
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gTOUDd! beside the Windmiil. I am told 8om€ 
offioers oame yeeterday to town to pitch out 
the plaoe of their oncctrnpntent, but how long 
th«y will etay here I ciannot tell. . . . Tell 
Joknie to oomo home on Tuesday. It wouki 
be stupid in him not to incline to oee a oamp.

p. Finiayson, ** the observing farmer," puo- 
lisbed his *' Travels Through Scotland " in 1834. 
Wliat he says about Bennachie is worth know- 
ing, and, as Finlayson's book is raie, we give 
the following extracts from it : — 

''There is a. hill in the Gerioch called 
Beuahee, but the proper name is Ben-up-high. 
It rises almost perpendicular in the south-east- 
and very high. TTiere is an excellent quarry 
on the top of it, containing a beautiful granite. 
It is out of that quarry the stone was taken of 
wbidb Geor|fe the Fourth's Monument in Edin- 
bnrgh is built — a beautiful building ; but it hab 
no appeaiiano& to Lord Melville's. Among 
all the monuments in Edinburgh, Lord Mel- 
ville's has th» most splendid' appearance. But 
there cannot be a mone 'beautiful stone got for 
building than Bend-up-high stome— bird's eyeft 
sparkling through it like silver. . . . Many 
of Bend-up-iiigh stones are sent to London.*' 

This ** observing farmer" thought much of 
the hospitality of Aberdeenshire: — 

** They are such people as I never can forget 
— a free, 'hospitable people in general; and 
those of Buchan excel all people I know of. 
.... I was, in short, ashamed of the kind- 
ness. In Aberdeen and Banffsbir^s are the 
freest i>eople I ever met with in Scotland — an 
industrious, thrifty people." 

Of Buchan he says:—- 

** There is not a tree in it to shelter a bird, 
which is gfreatly against the look of the 
country." 



Desoents from the Barclays of 
Mathers. 

In the "Aberdeen Daily Journal," of 22nd 
February, 1907, I gave an article on the above. 



It 'bore that the two ekiest sons (John and 
Alexander) of David Barclay, last of Mathers, 
did not die young nor unmarried, as alleged in 
tbe " Genealogical Account of the Barclays of 
Urie," and other xecords. On 18th April fol- 
lowing. ''B"— a descendant - replied th:it I 
had made the mistake of placing John, instead 
of Alexander, as the eldest son. He affirmed 
that the title-deedt> in the charter-room at 
Kirktonhill would prove this. Several 
geneaJogists^whose opinions and advice I ap- 
preciate—looked into the matter, and havin,? 
perused tbe references in Rev. W. R. Eraser's 
*• History of Laurencekirk," the late Mr 
William Watt's articles on the "Barclays" in 
the "Aberdeen Free Press," and the MS. of 
the late Provost Barclay of Montrose, signi- 
fied their view that "B" was correct. 

I determined, therefore, to probe the matter 
to the foundation, and was courteously allowed 
bv Mr L^ell, solicitor. Montrose, factor on 
KirktonhiU, to examine the titles in his 
office. Deed No. 14, of bundle B (it was on 
this that " B " chiefly founded his allegation) i« 
hacked "Instrument of Resignation of Kirk- 
tonhiU in the hands of the Archbishop of St 
Andrews by David Barclav and Alexander 
Barclay, his son, dated SSth November 1632." 
On reading the deed, however— which is in ex- 
cellent preservation— I found Alexander de- 
signed aa I>avid*8 "second son." Thus the 
point is settled beyond challenge, and it is a 
proof of the desirability of reading deeds in 
full. Abridged extracts and backinjrs of deeds 
can never be depended on 

It may be added that there was wcentlv 
erected in the Parish Church of Marvkirk s 
(originally Aberluthnott) a beautiful bra*»fi ' 
teWet, commemorative of the Barclavs. It 
bears the following inscription in raised let- 
ters : — 

ERBCrrED BY DESi^ENDANTS AS A 
MEMORIAL OP THE BARCLAYS OF 
MATHERS, KIRKTONHILL, AND NEW- 
TON, WHO FOR MANY GENERATIONS 
WERE LAID TO REST IN THE EASTERN 
AISLE OF THE OLD KIRK OF ABERLUTH- 
NOTT.

8t Fergus—" The Nine Maidens." 

Mr J. M. Mackinlay, in an article on the 
"Hagiology of Angus" in the "Glasgow 
Herald '* of July 11, says— 

On the north of Glamis Churchyard is a 
pathway leading to a shady dell, where is to 
be seen a spring dedicated to St Ferjfus. The 
saint who gave name to the parish of St Fer- 
gus in Aberdeenshire had a wandering life, but 
in his old age he seems to have settled down at 
Glamis, where he died TMrobahly about the 
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middlle of the eighth century, adxI yAnere much 
j>e8peot waa paid to hia relics. Hifi head was 
taken to the Abbey of Scone; and later a silver 
OB«e was made for it by ordeu: of Jamee IV. 
The Church of Glamia wa» dedicated' to St 
Fergus, and there -wias at one time a cave in 
che parish osBociated with hia name. The 
I>ari6ih of £«a69ie, now united to Nevay. had 
alao St Fergue ae ita patron. 

Glamia Burn, on ita way to ioia the Dean, 
flows through the Glen of Ogiivy, where an- 
other reduae, called Donivald or Donalds took 
up hia abodte, probably some 50 yeara before 
St Fergus settled in the district. St Donivald 
waa accompanied by his nine daughters, who 
became celebrated in after times aa *' The Nine 
Maidena,** and to whom several places of wor- 
ship were dedicated in the Ea^t Coast of Scot- 
land, between the Tay and the Moray Firth. 
As an old chronicler tells us, they all lived -n 
the Glen **aa in a hermitage, labouring the 
ground' with their own hands, and eating but 
once a day, and then but barley bread and 
water." On the death of their father they re- 
tired' to Abemethy, on the £am, and were 
eventuallv buried there at the foot of a l&rge 
oak, which waa resorted to by pilgrima till the 
Reformation, and' even later. A apring, known 
as the Nine Maiden Well, is still to oe seen 
within the grounds of Glamia Castle. There is 
another Nine Maiden Well in the united parish 
of Mains and Strathmartin, on the aouth aide 
of the Dichty, where nine sisters, wftio went 
to draw water for their father, were aucoes- 
sivelv killed' by a d^nagon. The legend ia evi- 
dently the story of St Donivald'a daughtera in 
a distorted form — the dragon adding pic- 
tureequeneaa to the tale.

841. A Rebel of 1745.— In June, 1747, more 
than a year after Cullodea, an Act of Indemnity 
was passed by the British* P&riiament, granting 
Mirdon to t&ose concerned in the '45 Rebellion. 
F>rom the h&aueAt of this Act about 80 ^rsona 
were specially eixenvpted*. Browne, in his 
''Hiatary of the Highland Olana,*' names 67 
of thorn, while Chambers, in hia "History of 
the '45 Reibellion,*' giTes a fuUor and, pre- 
sumably, an exhaustive liab of 86 persons. No 
such name aa Simpson appeora anx>ng them. 
A volume pubJiahed in 1890 by 4he Soottiah 
History Society, entitled " List of Persona Con- 
cerned in the Rebellion (1745), with a Prefaoa 
by Lord Rosebery,** roav poasihly aflPord addi- 
tional information. The namea given weir»& 
mainly thoae of nohlemen, chiefs of dans, and 
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landed piopri«ton who had taken a leading 
part in the rieing. It must not, however, be 
inferred from anything here said that the tracti- 
tion to which Mr Henry ^mpson alludes is 
without foundation. Thore was another Act— 
a Disarming Ad^— requiring all Highlander to 
surrender their arms by the first of August, 
1747. It is plain that Mr Simpson's ance&tor 
did not choose to comply with this order. 
Naturally, therefore, he would be pursued by 
the forces of Government with relentless 
animosity.

842. Captain William Gobdon. Minmobe.— 
With the help of Shaw's " History of the Pro- 
vinoe of Moray '' (edited by Dr Giordon in three 
vols.), and sundry old copies of the *' Edinburgh 
Ahnanac" during the early years of last 
century, I am able to verify most of the state- 
ments made by J. M. B. about Captain Gordon, 
with the exception of the last of them. Captain 
Gordon, who nad been put on half-pay, is stated 
to have returned in 1803 to his old regiment and 
resumed his former rank of lieutenant. This 
as&2rtion I am unable to verify. It is hardly 
borne out by any document that I have seen, 
and, on the face of it, is somewhat improbable 
in view of Captain Gordon's admittedly ad- 
vanced age in 1803. I incline to believe the 
William Gordon, lieutenant in the 92nd in 1803, 
a different person from Captain Gordon of Min- 
more.

845. GiLBBBT M. Gibson.— According to 
"Peasant Poets of Scotland," Gilbert M. 
Gibson was sector of Bathgate Academy in 
1845.

By 
all accounts, ho was a careful, painstaking con- 
flcientiouB teacher, with tastes decidedly clas- 
sical. He bad under him, among other pupils,

Deans," and Professor Alexander Simpson, who 
subsequently filled the Chair of Midwifery m 
Edinburgh University. A copy of Mr Gibson's 
** Eutropius " is in the Advooatee' Library. 
Previous to 1851, he had also written an "Etym- 



18mo. All three were issued from the press of 
Simpkin, London. I am unaUe to give the 
date of his death. In th^ autobiographical 
memoir contained in Mr Shanks's "Peasant 
Poets of Scotland," a few references are made 
to Mr Gibson. A man of undoubted scholar- 
ship, he does not seem to have inspired excessive 
enthusiasm as a teacher.

Gordon*' was undoubtedly John Thomson 
Gordon. Wilson's son-in-law. He studied at 
Edinburgh Academy about 1826, attended Wil- 
son's class in the University in 1830, married 
his second daughter, Mary (who wrote her 
father's lile), and resided for eleven years in 
his father-in-law's house. Being a. WTiig, Mr 
Gordon was the means of introducing Wilson 
to manj notable men of the Whig party, thus 
opntrivmg sensibly to modify the asperity of 
the professor's afOTOtime rabid Toryism. The 
death of Sheriff Gordon took place, I believe, 
sometime in the early sixties of last century.

852. John Monoribf of Tipfebsiallcch.— 
Sir John Moncrief, created a baronet of Nova 
Scotia in 1626, was succeeded in the title by 
his three sons in succession, all of whom died 
without issue. On the death of the last of 
them, the dignity of 5th baronet reverted to 
John Monoriet' of Tippermallooh, mentioned 
in the query, and directly deeoended from a 
brother of the Ist baronet. He was an eminent 
physician, married to a daughter of Moncrief 
of Easter Moncrief, and died about 1710. His

popularly known as " Tippermalloch's Reoeits"

853. DiPPiE Fahilt.— One might have sus- 
pected a misprint in this query, were it not for 
the {act that the name, or something like it, 
though exceedingly uncommon, is not alto- 
gether unknown in Scotland. There is no 
trsoe^ so far as I have seen, of the name 
Dippie either in Aberdeenshire or Berwick- 
shire annals. With Edinburgh, however, the 
case is different. The following notices occur — 

(1) Katharine Dippo was married to Alex- 
ander Moresone, 19th November, 1595. 

(2) The will of Robert Dipi)0. trunkmaker in 
Caldton [Calton], was proved, 23rd April, 1671. 

(3) Robert Dipie, Frenchman, was buried in 
Greyfriars ChuTchyard, 2l8t January, 1676. 
These lare all the notices I have seen of the 
name, and on the rather slender foundation 
they afford I wo«ild venture to conclude that 
the Dippie family came Irom France, and 
settled in Scotland, at least as early ae the days 
of Queen Mary. They were probably not 
Huguenots, but rather servants of the Court 
attending on members of the Scottish royal 
iamilv.

Pitfalls for the CeiiMloglst and 
Topographer. 

Mr J. M. Builoob'A note of 20th June showed 
thai, in former timee, it was not unusual for 
persons to be known almost exoluwYely, by :iT! 
alias. The name of the individual'e iaxm or 
estate wae also frequently used, all mention 
of his pr^>er name and surname being su im- 
pressed. To those snares for tihe genealogist 
das to be added the still more awkward ono 
of changing the surname altogether. Amon;; 
numerous Abercfeenshire and ICinoardineshir^ 
illustrations may be cited — LegaiL into Logan 
(Christ's Kirk); Goldsman, into Grockman (Did 
Deer) ; Mamo, into Mamoch (Nigg) ; Joiner, 
into Joyner nLonmay) ; Etbershank, mto Ette: - 
eliank ; and Nipper, into Napier (Maryoulter) ; 
Huiton, into Button (Turrifif) ; Winehouse, into 
Wynees (Kemnay); and Heriegerrie, int«» 
Gerrie ana Geriooh (The Gariooh). 

The topograplher exi)erienoes no less diffi- 
culty. In Aberdeenshire he has to differen- 
tiate between at least five Towiee, four Logics, 
four Hattons, three Crichies, three CulU, two 
Gtasks, two Invernettico, and two Cushniee. He 
has, further, to bear in mind that Drum in nor 
waa formerly Oa&tle Forbes, that Keith-hall 
was formerly Caskieben, that Midmar w«« for- 
merly Ballogie (also Grantafield for a brief 
period) and that in each of these cases tlie 
mansion, as also the estate bearing the now 
title, is miles apart from the former one. Bal- 
gownie has been honoured, with nuuiy changos 
of name, including Oaimfield and Fraserfield ; 
but the old title of Balgownie has been re- 
verted to. 

Till the last century, no rule wae observed in 
spelling. This is shown by tombstone m- 
soriptions at Banohor^-Teman giving three 
forms to one estate— Tilliwhilly^ TilwJhfllv, and 
Tilquhlllie. Strathdon shows Kandocraig and 
Candaoraig; Aldinlaire, Allerg, and' AJlargue; 
whilst Glenbuidhat and> Strathdon furnish five 
forms for <Mie holding— Tolduchull, Toldhuqu- 
hiU. Toldquhill, Toldlquhill and Toldaquhill. 

Similarity of wordb in MSS. is responsibio- 
for many mistakes. Dou'btless this is the ex- 

Ilanation of the unfortunate blunder which 
as crept into Rev. Dr C?harles Rogers's 
*' Monuments and- Monumental Inscriptions m 
Scotland,'* vol. ii., p. 311. where all the matt<M' 
devoted to the parisfti of Abovi>e should have 
appeared under that of Alford.

Stoneywoed Churchyard Epitaphs. 

Our correspondent, Mr Robert Murdoch-Law- 
rance, Aberdeen, has published in. pamphJ<»t 
form a brief history of the old' diapel of Stoney- 
wood, annexed to whidhi are given the inscrip- 
tions upon the various tomb^nes, numbering 
about eighteen. The author, who has done ^i.^ 
work well, expresses regret that so little la 
known of the ancient history of the place. 



To the inaoription to Franois Fordyoe, far- 
mer, Oraigton (oalled CraigBftown on stone), 
Kennethmanty and his wife, Janet Walker, with 
their daughter Barbara, and son, James, sur- 
geon in Laurenoekirk who died 7th December, 
1833, aged 91, is added the following extract 
from the " Aberdeen Jourckal " of 8tih January, 
1834- 

The last month's obituary includes a very old 
eccentric character, Dr Fordyce of Laurence- 
kirk. The I>octar was bom in the parish of 
Kinnethmont. sometime in the first half of the 
last century. Hie exact time wae not kLown 
to any one but himself, and which he V'ould 
nipver reveal. All fibe information ihat could 
be learned from him was, ' t;hat be was a stately 
oallant in forty -five.* The Doctor was both a 
surgeon and a preacher. Hia pulpit eloquence, 
however, has ibeetn at rest for nearly thirty 
yean. We presume be studied' medicine fi<m 
his want of success in the pulpit, where it was 
never fitting that he should have appeared. 
After foUowinpr a. somewhat itinerant Hfe, he 
settled' in Bervie as a medical praotitioiMr. The 
length of the time he remained there is not 
certain, but it is upwards of forty years since 
ho removed to Laurencekirk. He has left up- 
wards of £5000— all of which, except four small 
legacies, go to his relatives m the north. 

How the Risings of 1715 and 1745 
affected KInoardlnestilre. 

Garvock.— In January, 1746, the Jacobite 
party in arms carried off, as prisoner, Rev. 
James Smith, parish minister. He managed to 
escape, however, and within a month was in 
attendiance ui>oa the Duke of Cumberland. 

Bbkholh.— In 1745, the fiefbermen and in- 
habitants of Johnibav^i, being suspected of 
seeding provisions in boats to the troops of 
the Pretender as they were passing ly sea, 
the frbops under command of Cumberland re- 
venged themselves by burning many of the 
boats and pilfering valuables, as well as de- 
stroyinfif the village. 

Bbbvib. — Rev. Thomas Dow, minister of 
Bervie, hearing of the veog«aooe being 
wreaked at Johnshaven, determined to take 
time by the foralook and set out on foot to 
meet the Duke. Coming upon the army about 
tiiTee miles off, and making' his errand- known, 
be was honoured with a seat in* the Duke's own 
coach, which drove to the msnse. Here hib 
Grace remained for the night, and the oi[toor- 
tunity was emhnaced by the minister of giving 
every assurance of tho loyalty of the 
parishioners. Thus the dreaded' mischief was 
wboUy averted. 

St Ctbus. — ^Rev. James Ledie was dieforoed 
while proceeding to church on 9tb October, 
1716. The band of armed ruffians oompellod 
him to return, to the manse, and it was not till 
5th February following that he got re-po onoaB ion 
of the pulpit and church. 

Dttbbib. — Rev. John Reid was deposed in 
July, 1716, for fomenting ond concurring m. the 
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late lebelUon, and for contumacy. Hb 0Ug- 
oeflsor, Rev. Robert Melville, hod hie manee 
invaded, hia oabineta broken open, and hie 
moat valuable «ffec-ts carried off on 28th 
February, 1747, by five armed men, of whom 
*' the famous Mr Davideon " waa executied and 
hung in oikaina in the following yeojr. 

Laubsncbkibk.— Rev. William Dunbar, who 
waa deprived in 1693 for not praying for Their 
•Majestiea William and Mary, ia alleged to 
have ** obliged his parishioners publickly to 
awear in church that they should never bear 
armes against any of the race and name of 
Stewart^' 

Finding of an Ancient Oaic Cofnn« 

The "Aberdeen Jouxnal'* givei> the follow- 
ing lucid desoription of "an oaken coffin" 
found on the farm of Mill of Williamston, 
AbeideenshiTe, in May, 1812: — 

This most curious Monument of Antiquity was 
found underneath a huge mass of small stone*, 
which Jamee Stephen, as occupier of the land, 
applied nearly thirty years ago to the purjioee 
ot building dykes; and afterwards, m clearing 
oflf the rubbiah, and in leveUing the ground, 
came to some immovable substance, which he 
at diat time passed over unnoticed. This sub- 
stance, however, being by every succeeding 
crop opposed to the shock of the Plough, was 
^ laat torn up. This had been the lid of the 
Ooffin. No farther attention was at that time 
paid to the spot, until the month of May. wh?n. 
in fallowing and preparing the ground for tur- 
nips, a more serious check was given to the 
plough, whicli induced Mr Stephen to dig up 
this new obstacle with pick an<f spacb. which, 
After a great deal of labour, he oompleatly 
eff^eoted, and discovered an Oaken Coffin of 
great magnitude. From the proportion the 
several parts of the coffin bear one to another, 
it mfy be inferred that it had been formed out 
of the trunk of a ywy large Black Oak Tree of 
at least 2A feet in length and 2 feet 3 inches in 
diwneter. The ends were 3 feet in breadth, the 
bottom and lid 6 feet, end the sides 11 feet in 
length: each separate piece being about a foot 
in thickness, llie whole Coffin contains nearly 
70 solid feet of wood. It was laid on a stratum 
of Uue da^. 3 inches in depth, and firmly built 
around wito rabble stones. There was an 
earthen Urn in it, in which the ashes of the 
bodj had been deposited, but it was, unfor- 
tunately, broken to pieces. The Urn had not 
been formed in a mould but merely by the 
hazkd, as evidently appeared from the pnnt of 
the finjgers upon it. There were about 4 feet 
on one end ot ihb coffin in which the day was 
burnt as haird as brick. Here, it may be sup- 
posed, a Funeral Pile had been erected, and 
the body reduced to ashes. . . 

Case of Body-8natolilng at Keith. 

At theapffing Circuit Court, opened at Aber- 
deen on 22nd April, 1817, the presiding judges 



being Lords Pitmilly and Reston, the first case 
dealt with was that of three apprentices to Mr 
John Gordon, surgeon in Keith, who were 
arraigned on the charge of viola^inx the sepul- 
chre of the dead, by taking up the body of 
John Bremner. which had been recently in- 
terred in the cnurohyard of Keith. Admitting 
the offence, they were each sentenced to four 
months' imprisonment. 

"Old Houses In Edinburgh."

49. SiLYiB Pin Pbieb.— The following ap- 
peared in the "Aberdeen Journal/' 27th 
March, 1901:— "The 'silver pen* which has 
been revived by the SenaiOB of Aoerdeen Uni- 
veruty as a distinction for the first prizeman 
of the Senior Greek Class, is an obiect of con- 
siderable interest. It was presented in 1770 by 
the Earl of Buchan to Marisohal College, and 
is thus described in the Universities (x>mmi8- 
sioners' report — 'A premium given annually 
by comparative trial to the studenta of the 
junior Greek class, 4)he successful candidate 
receiving at the expense of the Library Fund 
a book of about one guinea value, ai^ his 
name being inscribed on a silver plate and at- 
tached to a silver pen kept in a large gold 
box.' It was first won in 1789 by a son of 
Bsattie, the poet, and the plates or medals 
bearing the names of the successful candidates 
are complete from that date to the year 1838. 
The eeries has now been completed, up to the 
vear of the union, of the Colleges, the medals 
being arranged under the pen and enclosed in 
a case, which has been transferred to Kind's 
College. A new series of medals begins with 
the present vear. the first student to gain the 
distinction oeing William M. Calder, Edin- 
killie. It may be mentioned tbat, in order to 
fill the gap between 1860 and 1900 a brassplate 
has been sei up in the Greek classroom, King's 



Colle^, bearing the names of the first prise- 
men m the junior Greek class of the University 
for the years in question. It is balanced by 
another containing a similar list for King^ 
CoUege from 1820 to I860."

58. Rkt. ALKXA2n>BB Fasquhab, Pitbligo. 
—Further to the reply by " A." (22nd July), it 
may be stated tliat Mr Farquhar was the son 
of Alexander Farquhar, farmer, Aucheoch, 
New Deer, that he graduated M.A. at Maris- 
ohal College, in 1785, and that he acted as a 
schoolmaster at CoUieston, Rathen, Turriff, 
and Banff respectively. The headstone in Pit- 
sligo Gravevard records the death of his son, 
James, on 13th August, 1829, in his 9th year, 
and of his daug[hter, Leslie Fraser, on 14th 
February, 1861, in her 38th ^ear. Alexander 
was a surMon and a captain in the Royal

interesting to learn what place is referred to 

by " B ." The fact of the '* Black Colonel " 

having reside :i for a time in Boharm (1670-2) 
seems to suggest his relationship with 
Katherine, and, as it apfpears from *'A. M. 
M/s" note in the December, 1906, number 
that the "Black Oolonel" had two sisters 
iiamed Kaiberine and Margaret, I give below 
my references to the Farquharson ladies of 
these names taken from the Bohaim Barochial 
Registers : — 

January 29, 1693.— Margaret Grant, D.L. to 
Patrick Gmnt and Elatherine Farqrson in 
Easter <Taldwall, was baptised. Mr Wm. Law 
of Newton, Mr Adam Harper, and Archibald 
Grant in Delmoir, wits. 

8 July, 1694.— Jean Grant, L.D. to Patrick 
Gr<int in Galdwall and Kathrin Farqrson, was 
baptised Walter Grant of Arndilly, Archibald 
Grant in Delmore, John Grant of Boat of Fid- 
dich, Jean Boyl, Jean Anderson in Kailiemor, 
Margtt. Farqrson, wits. 

7 May, 1695.— Kathrin Farqrson was one of 
the v^itnesses at the baptism of Kathrin, *' D.L. 
to Rob M'William and Margtt. Innes." 

22 Septer, 1704.— Kathrin Farqrson was one 
of the witnesesses at the baptism of Kathrin, 
"D.L. to Wm. M^William and Bessie Gordon 
in West Galdwall." 

22 Aprile, 1705.— Kathrin Farqrson and 
Margtt. Farqrson were two of the witnesses at 
the baptism of Kathrin " D.L. to James Gordon 
and Jean Ray in W. Galdwail." 

3 March, 1707.— Margtt Farqrson was one of 
the witnesses at the baptism of -Margaret, 
"D.L, to Will. M'WiUiam and Bessie Gordon 
in W. Galdwall." 

27 March, 1707.— Kathrin Farqrson was one 
of the witnesses at the baptism of William, 
** S.L to James Gordon and Jean Ray in Wes- 
ter Galdwall." 

15 June, 1707.— Margaret Farqrson was one 
of the witnesses at the baptism of Margiairet. 
"L.D. to James M^Chatie and Jean M*Wm. 
in Easter Galdwall." 

17 Feb., 1712.~Kathrin Farqrson was one of 
the witnesses at the baptism of Patrick, " L.S. 
to James Gk>rdon and Jean Ray in Wester 
GaJdwaU." 

10 6epter, 1717.— Kathrin Farquharson, good- 
wife of East Galdwall, was buried. 

Sinoe my note in the September, 1906, num- 



ber o! *' Scottish Notes oAd Qaeri^/' * cor- 
respondent has pointed oat that, according to 
the Brouchdearg MS. the '* Black Coloners" 
wife was '' daughter to Leaoachy," and that 
her name was Mary, ajid that this name is 
also given in '* Legends of the Braes o' Mar.'* 
Leacachy is presumably the place of that name 
iu the parish of Mortlach, as it appears to have 
belonged to a Gordon familv in the seventeenth 
century, but I am doubtful whether the place 
namo is now known in Mortlach. With the 
Tammore M8S. is preserved as assignment, 
dated 28th May, 1673, granted by Oaptain 
Patrick Goidone of Legnoohie (Lequochief) to 
Robert Cuming of Redetioh of "Ane decreit 
obtained befor ye Shreff of Banff at my in- 
stance against Andrew Rose, then of Lynmore, 
daitit ye twentie day of Der. jajTJo and sea- 
ventie one seirs,". and was subscribed at " Mort- 
jich " before David M^WiUiam younger of Acii- 
move. Hugh Gordone in Legiochie, and Robert 
Imlach, notary public. Gaptain Patrick Gor- 
don was probably therefore a near relative of 
the '* Black Ooloners '* wife, her marriage hav- 
ing taken place shortly before this time. On 
March 6th, 1689, sasine was given to Gethrad 
Abraham, spouse to Captain Alexander Gordon 
cf Leachie in Liferent, and to George and 
Platrick Grordon, their children, in fee of the 
lands of Leaohie and others (Banffshire Sasines). 
Leachie is doubtless the same place as Leak- 
achy, the spelling of which varies greatly. In 
the index to the Aberdeen Conunissariot 
Record is the entiy "Robert M'Pherson in 
Lachie, par. of Mortlach, lltfi June. 1742." I 
shall be glad if any reader can throw further 
li^ht on the "Black Colonel's" connection 
with the parishes of Boharm and Mortlach, 
and on the history of the Gordons of Leakachy.

The Frasers of Fraserfleid. 

The following notes of births, marriages, and 
deaths of the Frasers were chiefly extracted 
from the pages of a Bible and Prayer Book, 
dated 1717, belonging to the Hon. William 
Fraaer of Fraaerfield, and were printed in 
1860, in a small private volume, a copy of 
which was generously loaned by a descendant. 

William Fraser, Lord Saltoun, who died at 
Philorth on 18th March, 1715, had by his wife, 
Margaret Sharp, a large family, of whom the 
•econd son, Wuliam Fraser (horn at Philorth, 
19th November, 1601, and died at Fraaerfield, 
23rd Biarch, 1727), married Lady Catharine 
Anne Erakine, by whom he bad an <MiIy son, 
William, born 28th September, 1725. He mar- 
ried, 5th January, 1752, Rachael Kennedy, by 
whom he had the following children— 

1. William, .born, igth December. 1752, and 
died 25th October, 1789. 



2. Margaret, born 21st April, 1754, and was 
married 15th October, 1771, to David Stewart. 
6th Earl of Buchan, of the Erfikine family. 

3. Catherine Anne, born 22nd February, 
1756, was married on 27th March, 1777, to Dun- 
can Forbes Mitchell, of Thainston, second sur- 
vivinff son of Sir Arthur Forbes of Craigi€var 
end Fintray, Bart. 

4. Hugh, born 10th February, 1757. and 
died 3rd April, 1759. 

5. Anne Alexia, born 8th March, 1758, and 
died 5th April, 1759. 

6. Rachel, born 14th Septem'..er. 1759, died 
unmarried at the Earl of Buchan^s House, Ed- 
inburgh, 29th May, 1816. 

7. Alexander. >born 8th January, 1761, of 
whom afterwards. 

8. Henry David, born 27th April, 1762. and 
married on 6th October, 1800, Mary Christina 
Forbea, eldest daughter of John Forbes of 
Skellater, Field Marshal in the Portuguese 
army. 

9. Kennedy, born 20th June, 1763, aid died 
4th May, 1819. 

10. Hugh, born 25th December, 1764, and 
died Rector of Woolwich 12th April, 1837. 

11. Eiskine, born 23rd June, 1766^ died 21st 
January, 1804. He married, 3rd -viay, 1794, 
Elizabeth, youngest daughter of the late 
Thomas Forbes of Ballogie. 

Alexander Fraaer, who succeeded aa fourth 
Laird of Fzaserfield, married 20th April, 1795. 
Mary Christian, daughter of the late George 
Moir of Scotstown, by whom he had issue four 
daughters— 

1. Margaret, born 6th July, 1796, of whom 
afterwards. 

2. Rachel, born 2nd March, 1798, and was 
married on 15th July, 1828, to William Maxwell, 
of Maxwell and New all, Bordeaux, and died at 
Liverpool 13th February, 1867. 

3. Cathaiine Isabella, born 4th November. 
1799. and died unmarried at Aberdeen in 
September, 1867. 

4. Mary, born 20th January, 1802, and was 
married to her cousin William Urquhart of 
Craigston. 

The above-mentioned Margaret Fraser. as 
eldest daughter, succeeded to Fraserfield. She 
was married on 27th May, 1816, to her cousin. 
Henry David Forbes, son of Duncan Forb3s 
Mitchell of Thainston, with issue— 

1. Duncan, born 7th October, 1817, and mar- 
ried 23rd March, 1847, Janet Dyce, only daugh 
ter of the late Robert Forbes of Castleton. 

2. Alexander, born 9th and died 18th No- 
vember, 1818. 

3. Mary Isabella, born 27th December, 1819, 
and died 22nd December, 1829. 

4. Henry Erskine, >born 14th July. 1821, 
entered the service of the Honourable East 
India Company, and married 12th April, 1855. 
Letitia Angelina, eldest surviving daughter of 
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LieutonADt-Coloiiel Gr«orge St Patrick Lew- 
lenoe. 

5. Catharine AnEe, bom 26th February, 1823, 
and died 12th March, 18^. 

6. Margaret Moir, born 26th NcvemLcr, 
1824, and was married to her cousin, Alexander 
Kinloch Forbes, of the Bombay Civil Service. 

7. Rachel Louisa, born 6th April, 1826, and 
waa married to ber cousin, Francis G-regor Ur- 
quhart. brother ol William Urquhart of Craij(- 
ston. 

8. Emmeline, born 29th May, 1827, and wafi 
married to Rev. John Gabriel Ryde, M.A., ot 
St John's College, Oxford. 

9. Greorgina Mary Agnew, bor.i 12th Mtirch. 
1833, and was married on 24-tn December, 1857, 
to Robert Spottiswood Farquhar Spcttiswocd 
of Muiresk, advocate in Aberdeen. 

It waa during the la&t-mentioned proprietor- 
ship that the name of the estate was altered 
to its original title of Balgownie. 

Estate and Baromtoy of Park. 

The succession to the estate, and the wrong- 
ful assumption of the baronetcy in the 18th 
century has always given trouble to geneo- 
logiflts. When Sir William Gordon, the third 
baronet, was attainted, his brother, John, as 
captain of Powlett*e Marines, stepped in and 
got the estates, while another brother's son, 
Erne«t, assumed the baronetcy in 1782, al- 
though the fourth baronet. Sir William's son, 
John Bury Gordon, the founder of Gordon's 
Horse in the Indian army, was alive. Cap- 
tain John left no stone unturned to get the 
estate. In 1751 he sent the following petition 
— hitherto unpublished — ^to the Duke of New- 
castle, oa one of the princinal Secreiuri'^s of 
State (P.R.O., S.P., Dom. €ko. IL, Bundle 116, 
No. 36):— 

The memorial of Captain John iiordon, 
second eon of Sir James Gordon of Park. 

That your memorialist has been in His 
Majesty's service ever since he was sixteen 
years of ctge, and in every part ol hie life hath 
acted with the striofceet loyalty. 

In the year 1745 when the late unnatural re- 
bellion broke out, your memorialist was on 
board His Majesty's fleet in Sir Charles Paw- 
lett's Regiment ; tnat on his return to England 
your memorialist wrote two letters to his un- 
happy mislead brother Sir William Gordon, 
desiring him to wait upon Sir John Cope and 
give his example of loyalty. 

That your memorialist offered to goe a volun- 
teer with Sir Charles Pawlett into Scotland ; 

That your memorialist to preserve the estato 
of his father did enter his claim before the 
Court of Session, on the settlement made b.v 
Sir James, and they decreed him to have th«» 
estate after the death of Sir William But by 
a judgment of the House of Peers (May 21. 
1751) on an appeal brought by the Crown, it 
is declared and adjud^d that Sir William Gor- 
don tbe person attainted being un<ler the se^tl<^ 



ment made by his father Sir James Gordon, 
dated 19th of October, 1713. seized of an estate 
tailzie in the lands and barony of Park, did by 
attainder forfeit the said estate and lands dur- 
ing his own life, and the continuance of 9uch 
ifisue male of his body as would have been in- 
heritable, and that by virtue of the substitu; ion 
to the heirs male of the said Sir James Gror 
don's bodv, your memorialist hath right to suc- 
ceed to the said estate after the death of Sir 
William Gordon &nd failure of issue male of 
hie body. 

Sir William Gordon died at Doway (May 25, 
1751, O.S.), a lieutenant-colonel in the French 
service, without leaving any issue male, except 
it be a eon born in France since his father's 
attainder, who being an alien is not inheritable. 

Your memorialist to preserve his right hath 
entered a claim before the Court of Sc^ion for 
the possession of said estate, but being very 
unwilling to be enraged in a process wherein 
the Crown is thougnt to be anyways concerned 
he most humbly begs you would be pleas'd to 
move His Majesty in his behalf for a ^rant of 
the right that may be in the Crown, tbat your 
memorialist might have the happiness to owe 
it intirely to His Majesty's goodness and 
bounty. The said lands are of small value and 
much encumbered, and lye in the east coast of 
Scotland, no ways connected with the High- 
lands or Highlanders, but the people in general 
are well affected to the present happy establisn- 
ment, which principal your memorialist shall 
always thing it his duty to encourage and culti- 
vate among them.

A Famous Dean of Guild of Aber- 
deen. 

With reference to the note on Dean of Guild 
Captain Thomas Melville, which appeared in 
Part 2 (1st wA.pril), Mr Alexander M. Munro, 
City Chamberlain, kindly informs us that tho 
Dean's eldest son. Walter Melville, goldsmith, 
was admitted a burgess of Aberdeen on 10th 
October, 1649, while the admission of the second 
son is thus quaintly chronicled — 
1660. May 12. Capitane Georij Melvili, 
. second son to Capitane Thomas M., late Deane 
of gild—*' for the special favor and respect that 
the magistrates did bear to the sd. Capitane 
G«org<e for his good service this day in exer- 
ciscing ordering and traineing vp the inhabit- 
ants ot the burghe being vnder armes at ther 
solemnitie and rejooeing for our Soverane 
Lord the King's Majestic his happie and sate 
retume to the injoyment of his dominions." 

Old Houeee In Aberdeen. 

Perhaps no better proof of the primitive 
character of tihe houses in Aberdeen in former 
times could be adduced than the terms of the 
Act of Parliament passed by Charles II . in 
1681, ordering the houses in the city to bo 
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thatched with lead, slate, or tiles, instead of 
with straw a« hitherto. 

An idea of the rent of a ^ntleiuan'e hou8€,> 
may be formed from an advertisement which 
appeared in February, 1763 offering *' Provost 
Robertson's Lodgings on Weet side of Gallow- 
gate, containing large dining room (wainscoated 
and painted, within the boxing of which is a 
stand for a large bed), two bedrooms. Ivd 
closet-garret, kitchen, and two oellars. Rent, 
seven guineas.*' The " Lodgings " remained 
unlet and were occupied by the Provost's 
dougnter, Barbara Robertson, who died .he'*c 
on 26th May. 1803, in her 75th year.

(1759). 

The Rev. Mr Alexander 
Forbes, minister at Fottereseo, died last weok 
of a lingering consumption. 

2nd January. Died last week, in the parish 
of Monymusk, Janet Blair, in her 112th year, 
which can be attested by the parish registers. 

Died on the night of this date 
of en apoplexy, in the 46th year of his age, 
Mr John French, advocate, and procurator- 
fiscal to the Sheriff Court. [In a letter which 
appeared on 16th January, a high tribute to the 
character of Mr French was paid by a corres- 
pondent.] 

22nd January. Died of this date, much re- 
gretted, the Rev. and pious Mr James Molly- 
son, minister of the Gospel at St Cyrus. . 
He preached the day before in his ordinary 
health. ... 

23rd January. Died of this date at Brodie 
House, of a few days' illnese, William BiaJ*ns, 
aged upwards of 100. He was servant in that 
family for 70 years, and retained his natural 
vigour to such a degree that (being an ex- 
cellent swordsman in his younxer days) about 
a fortnight 'before bis death he played a match 
at cudgels with a young man of six feet in 
height. 

24th January. Died of this date at Pitty- 

veagh, in an advanced age, Mrs ChaJmers, 

relict of the late Baron of Lesmurdie. The de- 
ceast gentlewoman's mother is still alive, and 
enjoys an ordinary state of health, though 
above an hundred years of age. 

25th January. Died on the evening of this 
date, of a nervous fever, Mrs Elizabeth Bur- 
net, spouse to Mr Alexander Walker, mer- 
chant. Aberdeen. . . [She was sister to 
Lord Monboddo.l 

27th January. Died at Aberdeen, of this 
date in 42nd ^ear. the lady of Major Arthur 
Maitland of Pittrichie. . . . 

30th January. Died of this date. Mrs Isobel 
Strachan, spouse to Andrew Walker of 
Torrieleith, Esq. . . . 

4th February. Died of this date, after a 
few hours' illness, at Laurencekirk, the Rev. 
Mr Andrew Thomson, minister of that parish, 
in the 59th year of his age, and 32nd of his 
ministry. . . , 



6th February. Died of this date, in the 
parish of Udny, aged about 100, Gavin Argo, 
blacksmith. He retained his strength so long 
that he wrought at his anvil and foi^ till a 
few hours before his death. 

20th February. Died last week at Milntown 
of Dumo, in the 75th year of his age, Alex- 
ander Gordon of Cold wells, Esq. . . . 

5th March. Died of this date, in Aberdeen, 
in the 80th year of her age, Mary Keith, Lady 
Kinninmoth. . . . 

18th March. Died of this date at Gibston. 
Mr John Hamilton of Gibston, factor to His 
Grace the Duke of Gordon. 

27th March. William Cushnie, in Nether 
Banchory, died of the measles, aged above 100. 

Died of this date, much re- 
gretted, the Rev. Mr Patrick Reid, minister 
of the Gospel in the parish of Clatt. 

30th April. Died on the morning of this 
date, of a fever, at Monymusk House, Lady 
Grant, wife of Sir Archibald Grant. . . 

8th Mav. Died 'lately at Dunlu^as, Patrick 
Grant, Esq. of Dunlugae. As he died a 
batchelor, he is succeeded in his estate by 
Major John Grant, at present in the King of 
Prussia's service, and who has been twice sent 
over to the Oourt of Britain aa aide-de-camp to 
that monarch since the commencement of the 
war. 

18th May. Died of this date, in the 5l8t 
year of his age, Dr Robert Pollock, Principal 
and Professor of Divinity in the Marischal 
College, and minister of the Greyfriars 
Church in this city. . . . 

10th June. Died of this date at the house 
of Mr Hay, vintner in New Keith, Mr John 
Proctor, Sheriff-Substitute for the shires of 
Murray and Banff. He was taken ill on the 
bench on the 8th at Keith, and obliged to ad- 
journ the court 'till after dinner, in hopes of 
(recovery, but his distemper inoneasing, be eix- 
pired iu the morning of the 10th. . . . 

17th June. Died in the forenoon of this 
date, at Old Aberdeen, after a tedious illness, 
in the 89th year of her age, Elizabeth Batte- 
man, widow of William Forbes. Esq. of Dis- 
blair, and daughter to Randolph Bateman of 
Tranthfoordhafi, in the county of Westmor- 
land. 

4th Augrust. Died of this date (in an ad- 
vanced ag«), much regreitted hy all who knew 
him, William Keith of Bruxie, Esq. . . . 

23rd August. John Mackenzie and Thomas 
Thain, two young gentlemen of this place, am 
they were bathing in the sea opposite the block- 
house, were unfortunately drowned. . , 

30th August. Died at Crathes of this date, 
the Hon. Sir Robert Burnet of heye, Bart. . 

4th November. Died of this date, the Rev. 
Mr Alexander Paterson, minister of the Goepcl 
at Rothes. . . . 

5th December. Died of this date in the 
parish of Peterculter, Helen Collie, in her 104th 
year. 

10th December. Died of this date William 
Middleton of Shiels, Esq. . . 
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89. The Five Maidens of Rippaohie.— In 
the beginning of the eighteenth century there 
lived in the parish of Tarland a family of the 
name of Michie, of whom there were five 
daughters, known as " the five maidens of 
Rippachie.*' One daughter, Agnes, was born 
in 1713, and married Andrew Lamond. She 
wa« the mother of William Lamond of St ran - 
duiF, and grandmother of Harry Lamond of 
Pitmurchie, and of Mrs Alexander Smith of 
GJenmillan. She died on 13th October 1787, 
and was buried in Tarland Churchyard. A 
second daughter, Rebecca, married Harry 
Farquharson, of the family of Finzean. She 
wae the mother of Mrs John Davidson of Tilly- 
ohetly^ and Mrs William Lamond of Stranduff, 
and grandmother of Duncan Davidson of Inch- 
roarlo. A third daughter, Jean, married Wil- 
liam Forbes of Oorriebreck. She was the 
nHyfcher of James Forbes of Seaton (b. 1737), 
and grandmother of Lady Hay (b. 1783). She 
died on 20th December, 1790.

90. The Familt of Michie.— George Michie, 
Crookmore, Alford. bomi circa 1701, died 1st 
July, 1781, buried Spital Cemetery, Aberdeen, 
married Ann Forsyth, and had a son Alexander, 
baptisedi 20th August, 1738, at Orookmore. An 
extract of 1^ baptism of AIexand<er twae a,t 
some periodi noade fromi the session nsoorde of 
TuUynessle by Williami Smith, session clerk, but 
on eearching the records of Tullynessle, Forbeo, 
and Kcim at the Re-^eter House, and also 
those in the possession of the present session 
clerk at Tullynessle, I oould trace no such 
entry. Are there oihusr reootdb of the parish, 
and', if so, where can tbey be found? The above 
Georj^e Michie seems to have remowdi from 
Crookmore to Auohloufli, Foveran. where a son 
George was baptised on 20th May. 1743, in 
presence of James Forsyth, Tlllery, and Geonri- 
Forsyth. Ardo. He next appears as a farmer in 
Blatrs, Maryoulter, where, in 1753, a daughter, 
Marjorie. was baptised- in presence of her 
unole. "Mr" James Fora^yth and Mr W^illiam 
Couper, both in Bogighon (Bogfon?) 

Who was Mr James Forsyth in Bosfon, sind 
was he related to his namesakes in Tiller y and 
ATdoe?

Williiwn Grant Tamanore'© son, as will be 
gathered from the letters printed^ below, was 
for a time a merchant in Aberdeen, and may 
have had' eome bueinefls tranaactions with Jamea 
M*Pher»on, merchant in Banff. At all evente, 
he became bail for the latter on his affairs be- 
oomiiv? invoked. In the letter subscribed by 
Macphereon of Invereahie and Mackintosh of 
Balnespick, there is nothing to indicate that a 
third person had joined) with them- in executing 
the bond of reliief to Mr William Grant, but. 
from Tammore*s endorsement on Mr John 
Duff's letter, it appears tihat " Fotterlettor " was 
also one of the grantors. " Fotterktber " pro- 
bacy indicates the plaoe of that nan» (variously 
spelled') in the parish of Kirkmichael, Banff- 
shire, and I have the following refenenoes to 
Maopherson there — 

5th August 1715. Christian M'Pherson. spouse 
to George Gordon of Eetterletter. (" Banff 
Saa. Reg.") 

5th June, 1725. Isobell M'Pherson, spouse to 
Thos. Gordon, eldest lawful son to George Gor- 
don of Fetter letter.

Foderliter. ("List 
of Persons concerned in Rebellion.") 

23rd Feb., 1756. Robert M'Pherson in Fod- 
derletter. (" Elffin Sheriff Court Records.") 

George and William Mao- 
phersone, both in Fodderlatter. Robert 
M'Pherson in Wester Fodderlatter. (Ibid.) 

30th April, 1757. WillUm MTberson, West 
Fodderlatter. (Ibid.) 

31st Jan., 1759. William and Rob-rt. M'Pher- 
sons, both in Fodderlater. (Ibid.) 

It may therefore be that James M'Pherson, 
merohant in Bp.nff, beJongedl to th<» Fotherletter 
family but it is not so easy to suggest an explana- 
tion of the execution of the 'bond of relief by 
Invcreshie and Balnespick, altboitgh both were 
well known to Tanunore and his son. Balnes- 
pick married Margaret, daughter of George 
Grant of Ciury. Aa the Macphersons in Fother- 
letter, were connected with the Gordons of 
Fotherletter* perhaps Mr J. M. Bulloch may 
have some information concerning the origin 
of the &umily, or Mr A. M. Mackintosh, who is, 
I gather, engaged on the Maopherson 
genealogies, may be able to throw some light. 

The joint letter of Invereshie and Balnespick 
runs— 

Invereshie. September 11, 1754. 
Dr Six, 

This letter from us, George M'Pherson of 
Invereshie and William M'Intosh of Bellincs- 
pick, intimats and diecl&res to you, that we ha^'e 
upon this very eleventh diay of September 
Jajvy C and fifty-four years subscribed' a bond 
of relief oblidgeing us and our heirs and others 
therein mentioned to free, relieve, harmless 
and ftkaiUiJees keep you and yours therein also 



specified, from all perill or hazaxd by which you 
may be endangered for youx bond andl engage- 
ment for presenting the person of James 
M'Pherson, late merohant in Banff wt in the 
Tolbooth of Aberdieen uponi the twentyeth day 
of October next to come, and from the penalties 
and obligations payble or preetaible to the 
creditors of the said James M'Pherson men- 
tioned in our said bond of relief. This we did 
in presence of William M'Pherson, younger of 
Inveie^e, and John MTherson of Pitchim, 
witnesses called by us for that purpose, the said 
John M'Pherson naveing insert our names and 
designations, and the names and designations of 
the said witnesses to our surbsoription at Boat- 
house of Inab, the day and date above written ; 
and in testimony of our willingness to relieve 
you conform to out bond subscribed by us at 
th? place and' of the date forsaid in all points, 
we by these dispense with the delivery of the 
said bond to you, in presence of the said wit- 
nesses, and we are, Sir,

Belnespick came here this forenoon with 
a full resolution- of seing you and s]>ouse at 
Tainore, but turning some uneasie with the 
fatigue of the markat, and hard drinking last 
night at Oarron. he was obliged to alter 'his 
resolution, and begged of me to present his 
compliments to you and spouse, and to send you 
the inclosed bond of releiff and letters relative 
yrto, to be forwarded to your son. The signers 
of the bond had some time ago sent a miesiw 
letter adrest to you or son anent the bond 
granted by yoiir son to Jas. M'Pherson 's 
creditors. If that letter be in your custody, 1 
am ordered to gett it, and send it to any of 
the gentlemen signers by the first occasion that 
offers ; so please send it pr bearer ; my compli- 
ments to you and Mrs Grant, I ams respect- 
fully,

Robert Duff, merohant, Elgin, the eon of Alex. 
Duff of Craigenaoh. John DuiSf, senior. Provost 
of Elgin, 1746-49, was ibe 0on of Patrick Duff of 
Orai^ton, and was the father of John Duff, 
junior, writer of the letters to Tamsnore.

Habakkuk Bisset. Writer to the 
Signet— a Great Oddity. 

The "History of the Society of Writers to 
Her Majesty's Signet" (Edinburgh, 1890), 
gives the following regarding Bieset: — 

** Reputed Author of Ane short form of 
process, 1609. 

Clerk to Sir John Skene. Lord Clerk 
Register. 

Suspended for having no gown, 9th March, 
1610. 

Was one of the greatest oddities of hii 
time.*' 

Further investigations disdooe -the following 
facts:— The father of this writer held the 
office of caterer to Queen Mary; and one day 
as Her Majesty was passing to mass he in- 
formed her of his having a eon to be baptised, 
begging of her to assign a name for the infant. 
Her Majesty replied that she would open the 
Bible in the chapel, and whatever name wu,s 
first cast up, the same shoukl be given to the 
child. The name turned up was that of the 
prophet Habakkuk, which, in the form uf 
Abacuck, was conferred upon the future 
lawyer. 

Shortly after entering on his profeseionnl 
career, Bieset lodged a complaint with the 
Privy Council (Register, Vol. iv., pp. 204-5) 
that in the lawful exercise of his duty he had 
given offence to two gentlemen— Patrick and 
Robert Hamilton, who bed **consavit ane 
deidlie feid and haitrent " against him. Not 
only had they refused to pay the claim for 
which he had taken action, but had actually 
threatened his life. On 24th July, 1587, th€«^3 
enemies *'myndfull to putt thair said ungodlic 
interpriee to execution camo to Sanct Gelis 
kirk in Edinburgh, bodin in feir of weir, with 
swerdis, pietolletis and uthers waponis in- 
vasive," where they found "the said Abacuk 
gangand in peccable and quiet manor, a little 
before fyve houris at evin, awaiting upoun the 
ringing of the fyvo houris bell to the evening 
prayens, quhair he was myndfull to have said 
his prayeris to God, conforme to his ac- 
customed use," and eet upon him in the church, 
broke his head with the pommels of their 
ewords, and when he fled, persued him to tho 
west porch, where they again struck him and 
"mutilat and dismemherit him of the haill 
foure fingars of the left hand." Notwithstand- 
ing that the comiplaint wa^ becked by the Lord 
Advocate and bv the conservator of the privi- 
lefpes of the College of Justice, the Hamiltone 
failed to appear, and were declared rebels. 
Shortly afterwards, John Hamilton was ar- 



rested and ''conunitted to waid in the Outle 
of Blaoksies," from which he supplicated fo** 
liberation, declaring his innocence, his readi- 
ness to etand trial, and hie refusal of '* na ex- 
tremitie giff he wer onywayis fund gilty." To 
his declaration that Bisset had not prosecuted 
within legal time the l-eply was made that " be 
ressoun of the pest and sindrie utheie im»pedi- 
ments" the lettere of charge had not been 
received. Hamilton having found caution 
wa/i ordered to be liberated. 

On 5th August, 1596, Kenneth M'Keniie of 
Kin tail compliained to the Council that Bisset 
had purchased lettere to force the production of 
a clansman eaid to be at the horn for default 
in a civil action. The chief grievance waa 
that Bisset had delayed the calling of the 
cause in the hope of being able to do it when 
Kenneth should not be at hand to make hia de- 
fence. The c«u9e being Investigated, the oom- 
plainer secured absolvitor. 

In 1607 a cjuarrel arose between Bisect and 
WiJliam Rcid, notary in Aberdeen, and 
Andrew Reid, his brother. Bisset took out 
lawburrows against William Reid, for whom 
John Gordon of Tulligreig, Sheriff-Depute of 
Aberdeen, became security for £500. Bieset 
then complained to the Privv Council (Vol. 
viii., p. 115) that the Reids nad by all "in- 
direct meanes," this long time, " procurit his 
hurte." ThiM, on 2nd May, 1607— a day ap- 
pointed for the service of God, and ** ane pro*- 
clamit fast"— while the complainer was "going 
to the kirk [in Aberdeen] in a moist quiet ana 
peciable maner without ony kynd of armoure," 
tile raid Andro. at th^ instigation of his said 
brother, waylaid him "in ane quiet vennell 
Quhilk gois fra the said complenaris house to 
the kirk," and " with gantillat, plaitsleve, 
sword, daigair, and heyland durk" set upon 
him, and, with the guards of his sword, gave 
him " mony deidlie str^kis in his heid, 
schoulderis. and small of his bak, and left him 
for deid; sua that he la^- bedfast, ane lang 
space thairefter in grite disease and dolloure, 
and wes maid unable to use his calling for the 
int^rtenyment of his fomilie." The defenders 
still lie in waite for him, so that he dare not 
remain in Abirdene, the place of his dwelling, 
for fear of his life. Defenderanot com.pear- 
ing were declared rebels. William Reid quickly 
threw a diffesrent lig^ht upon the matter, at the 
same time laying bare the cunning of Bisect. 
His statement bore that having lately been in 
Edinburgh for eight or nine days, the said 
Bisset, whom he had daily met there, " eyir 
craftelie in all his oounterfoote speieoheia with 
the said com.plenir, inquired of his dyet 
hameward." At last Bisset hearing that corn- 
plainer was obliged to repair with all dili- 
gence to hie own house, where hie wife wjas at 
the point of death, resolved "to mak his ad- 
vantage of this the said complenair his neoes- 
sitie," and caused deliver to him at the Nether 
Bow a copy of said charge. Bisset having 
failed in his proof, suspension was granted. A 
week later Reid had again to appeal to the 
Privy Council on the following narrative. . . . 
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that Biseet, finiding hkoself disappointed, in 
tho pursuit stated, has now nised oriminal 
k>ttens. under the borrowed name of the Advo< 
catc, charging complainer and Marione Rol- 
iand. hie spouse, to answer for the orime uf 
adultery. "Now thev had been lawfully mar- 
ried 15 years ago in the Jdrk of Oulaadmond by 
the Late William Straith, aoinister there, and 
'have ever einoe cohabited in Aberdeen; their 
marriage has never been called in question ; 
all their bairns have been baptised by the 
bishop and ministers of Aberdeen, and the 
compMiiner himself has for divexs years borne 
office in the kirk. In the -whole course of his 
life he has approves ihimself an honest man, 
free of "havie and sclanderous imputations 
most fooliahlie and milioiousUe geven out 
aganis him be the said Abaouth, whose noalke 
and wicked disposition is not only extendit 
aganis the said oomplenaris seJff. . . but 
aganis his innocint and youn*^ children, w.hom 
he preis^es [presses] to his malicious and 
folisohe inventiones to caus be repute bas- 
tardis." Both parties comipearing, the Lords 
found that the defendor Abacuth has behaved 
himself " verie maliciouslie " against the pur- 
suer, and therefore " verie sohairplie admonish 
him to forbear siKh form of doin'g hereafter. " 
The Society being then, as now, jealous of 
the standimg and upright conduct of its mem- 
bers, detenmned to get rid of Abaouok. Satis- 
fied that he was of a litigious and troublesome 
temper, as well as prone to be a law -maker to 
himself, the acting Commissioners formally 
suspended him on 9th March, 1610, for 
"making his residence in Aberdene/' and 
having " na gowne according to the ordour." 
In January, 1613, be appealed to have the sus- 
pension removed, but to no purpose. 

Amming Case against a King's 
College Graduate In Medlolne. 

In the list of " King^s College OflKoers and 
Graduates" published by the New Spalding 
Club appears the name of Dr Edward Green 
a> .having secured the degree of "Doctor of 
Medicine" on 2nd February, 1727. This 
worthy, according to " Dalyell'e Musical 
Memoire of Scotland," was an Englishman 
who had been wont, to gain a handsome in- 
come through actin|f as a mountebank doctor. 
His method of business was to have a stage 
erected in one of the most public places of a 
town. Here, for the purpose of attracting the 
multitude, one or two tumblers or rope-dancers 
were engaged to go through their evolutions. 
Valuable medicines were then promised and 
distributed by a sort of lottery. Each spec- 
tator, willing to secure a prize, threw a hand- 
kerchief, enclosinflf one or two shillings, on 
the stage. The handkerchief was then returned 
with a certain quantity of medicine. But along 
with them there was occasionally put in a 
silver cup, or other gift, which made the busi- 
nessboom. 

It would appear that King's College, before 



granting the diploma to Green, had secured 
his " assurances given under his hand that he 
would practise miedicine in a regular way, and 
give over his stage." This, however, the 
mountebank had no intention of doing, and 
in May, 1731, the CoUege authorities were 
driven to take action in the matter. "To 
vindicate their conduct in the affair, and at 
the same time, in justice to the public, to 
expose Mr Green his disingonuity, they re- 
corded in the Register of Probative Writs his 
letter containing tnese assurances." They also 
certified that if Mr Green did not give over nis 
stage, they would "proceed to further resent- 
ment against him." [Charabetrs's " Domestic 
Annals of Scotland" III., 261-62, etc.] 

The Son of a Noted Jaooblte. 

It is a curious world. Thus, while old John 
Gordon of Glenbucket, who led his Highland- 
men into England on behalf of Prince Charlie, 
managed to escape, his son and heir, John, was 
oauffht. though ne declared that he w«i inno- 
cent. He was certainly blind and was pardoned 
and discharged, June, 1747. Before that, how- 
he had a rery bad time as a prisoner on board 
the transport Pamela in the Thames, where 
he is described as aged 39. 5ft. Sin. tall, and of 
fair complexion. The following pathetic peti- 
tion from him is preserved in the Public 
Record Office (S.P. Dom. Geo. II. Bundle 
87):— 

Sheweth ihat your petitioner, who daring the 
late unnatural rebellion lived peaceably at 
home, was in the month of June fast seized by 
a party of the King's troops and carried 
prisoner to Inverness and afterwards in the 
moneth of July put on board the Pamela, trans- 
port, and carried to the river Thames, where 
he now remains, and has undergone great hard- 
shiiM. 

That, tho* your petitioner's ffather was un- 
happily engaged in the rebellion, yet he him- 
self was not. His inclinations led him to remain 
quiet and peaceable. Besides, he was other- 
ways incapable to act in any capacity what- 
ever, having been deprived of sight and 
utterly blind for several ^ears past; for the 
truth of which your petitioner begs leave to 
appeal to the attestation of tbd Reverend Mr 
George Grant, minister of the Gospell at Kirk- 
michael, being the parish in whidi your peti- 
tioner resides hereto annexed. 

Your petitioner from a consciousness of his 
innocence therefore humbly p>rays your grace 
would be pleased to order that he may Im re- 
leased out of his confinement, whicli 'he has 
now suffered for ffive moneths. 

And your petitioner shall ever pray, 

J. GOBDON. 

The minister's certificate was as follows: — 

These do certify and dedare iihat John 
Gordon, younger of Glenbucket, who dwells in 
Auohreaohan in this parish, but [is] now- 
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prisoner at LoDdon, W8« for <«rkine years past 
much threatened with blindneas; and, having 
sev«jnal timee applyd phisicians at Perth an<l 
Kdinburgfh, he at ]a»t got account of Doctor 
Taylor, the famous occuiist, his being at Eden- 
burgh, end waited of him for eomie months 
there. And about Mortinmaa 174*3 he returned 
home no better but rather worse, and "ftes re- 
pute as a blind man ever since. . Saidi Mr 
Giordon did not joyn tbe rebel wrmy, was 
never et any action with them, -but was alwasrs 
at home during the battles of Preeton, Ealkiik, 
and Oulodden, and did not allow his tenants 
pay oess to the rebel a«nny ; wihioh exajonple had 
great inAuenoe on the whole parii»h. 

Given at Kirkmichael in the County of Banff 
the 6th day of Septem>ber, 1746, and attested by 
Geobge Grant, Min.

The Hall was apparently let out for 
dances, social gatherings of all kinds, and re- 
vival meetings, which seem to have been ex- 
tremelv popular in the parish in those days. 
At a later date, what was known as "the 
Pavilion " was built at the back, and this also 
seems to have become a noted preaching station. 
It has long ago disappeared. The property did 
not remain in the hands of the Freemasons for 
very long. They had borrowed to build it, and 
soon getting into financial difficulties, sold it 
to a Mrs Skene, of Aberdeen, who converted 
the Hall into two dwelling-houses. The Free- 
masons* Society in Skene had, to all appearance, 
existed for but e few 3'ears, and of the member- 
ship only two names can now be recalled— the 
late Mr William M'Combie of Easter Skene, 
and Rev. George Mackenzie, for many years 
minister of the parieh.

88. B. Faujab De Saint Fond.— Faujas De 
Saint Fond waa a notable Frenchman, who came 
to this country with good introductions in the 
year 1784, for the purpose of inqpiiring into the 
state of science, the arts and industries, and 
the manners and customs of the people. With 
this object, he traversed England and Scotland, 
and made his way to the Isle of Staffa, the 
cliffs and caves of which had then been recently 
revealed to the world by the deecriptions and 
drawings of Sir Joseph Banks. He afterwards 
wrote a narrative of his journe^r, of which on 
English translation appeared in 1779. Thie 
work gives a gjraphio picture of the learned 
society of London and EVlinburgh, and interest- 
ing notes of the author's intercourse with some 
of the famous men of the time, euch as William 
HerscheL Adam Smith, Jamee Watt, and 
Joseph Priestly. His account of the various 
manufactures which he visited throws light on 
the condition of the internal commerce of the 
countrvtowiardB the end of the eighteenth oen- 
4/urv. His book likewise contains some of the 
earliest observations on the geology of the dis- 
tricts through whidi he passed. Readers may 
note that a new and revised edition (published 
by Hugh Hopkins, Glasgow), of the English 
version of the journey was prepared laet year 
by Sir Archibald Geikie. Sir Archibald has 
prefixed a memoir of the author, and has added 
many explanat^y notes.

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Mackintoshes in Clenshee— 
M'Combie Family. 

(" Scottish Notes and Queries,'* 2nd Series, 
VIII.. 7 and 8.) 

The article by " A. M. M." which appeared 
under the above head, indicating that, in his 
view, there were probabljr no fewer than four 
Mackintosh famihes within the limite of the 
county of Perth in the early part of theSeven- 
teenth century, derived from different stocks — 
i.e., descended from four different Toehachs — 
seems calculated to paralyse the energies of 
genealogists of other "Mao*' families. No 
statement of such importance on this interest- 
ing subjeot has, I venture to say, yet appeared 
in print; and, coming from such an authority 
as "A. M. M./' it must carry due weifjfht. 
Whilst rei^rettin^ my inability to throw light 
on the pomts raised by **A. M. M.," the fol- 
lowing extract from a paper written in 1886 
by the late Mr James Macpberson, of Eidin- 
burgh (brother of the late Provost of Kingussie), 
and addressed to the present writer, may 
prove of some interest: — 

** Even with the ^in^ularly derived and well- 
known name of Macintosh, long supposed to 
be descended from one common anoe8tor--a 
Toshach or Thane — ^it has been clearly 
established from charter evidence that those of 
that surname in Perthshire have not the 
slightest blood-tie with those of Inverness- 
shire, although the name originated in the same 
way, there having been Toshachs in botfi 
counties. And more singular still, ae showing 
the great uncertainty that sometimes attaches 
to such matters, those very Macintoshes of 
Perthshire have a place in early genealogies of 
the Macintoshes of dan Chattan, as descended 
of the same stock; aod the Perthshire Mac- 
intoshes, as appears from some of their 
genealogies, accepted the origin thus given to 
them. An occasional short residence in Athoie 
some years ago made me aware that there a 
distinction was made in Gaelic between 
families who, in English, were all uniformly 
styled Macintoshes. A few IVIacintoshes were 
in the native tongue styled Oattanachs, the 
other Toshaoha. Hie former indicated de- 
scendants of the Inverness-shire Macintoshes of 
Clan Chattan, who had settled there; the latter 
Macintoshes descended from the old Thanes or 
Toshachs of Glentilt. 

"The natives had quite forgotten why the 
distinction, still preserved, had been made: 
the discoveries made by the late Mr Cosmo 
Innes in tho Athoie Charter Chest supply the 
reason. In the progress of write, he traced the 
old Thanes of Glentilt from a son of Mac- 
donald of the Isles, who at an early f>eriod got 
a grant of the land there, down to a period 
when the oflSoe or title of nianes, in Gaelic 



Toehaoh, became the aomame of the family 
or laoe. Had it not been for this incontro- 
vertible evidence, the assertions contained in 
the genealogies of the Macintoahes of Clan 
Chattan would have been very difficult to dis- 
prove, if they had ever come to be questioned." 
Mr Maxrpherson evidently did not contemplate 
the possibility of there being more than two 
distinct Macluntosh races in Perthshire; nor, 
no far as the wxiter is aware, did he hold the 
view or suggest that there are, or might be, 
separate races of Macphersons; although when 
one reflects on the <krivation of the names 
Mackintosh and Macpheraon, it is difficult to 
arrive at any conclusion other than that there 
are likely to be more Maopherson than IMac- 
kintosh families derived from different stocks. 
''A. M. M." is to he oonf^tulated as the 
pioneer in this exceedingly interesting branch 
of genealogical study.

Diiigenoe In Roadmaking. 

The Minute Book (1759-67) of the Commit 
sioners of Supply having charge of the mak- 
ing and improving of reads within the Alford 
District (consisting of the parishes of "Alford. 
Tough, Keigg, Tulenesle, Clatt, Kennethmont, 
Forbes and Kern, Audiindore, Cabrach, Kil- 
drummie, Strathdon, Olenbucket, Towie, Cush- 
nie, and Leochel ") forms interesting reading. 
At a meeting held at Kirktown of Alford on 
4th June, 1757, there were present as Commis- 
eioners the lairds of '* Whitehaugh, BelUbegg, 
Freefield, Auldlergue, Corrachree, Brux, Ton 
ley, Leith-hall, and Wardhouae." James 
Mitchell, schoolmaster at Alford, was elected 
clerk. The condition of all the roads within 
the district was fully considered, and it wad 
determined that the whole should be widened, 
so as to make them of a uniform " breadth of 
20 feet, besides ditches and drains, where the 
same are necessary." Overseers were duly ap 
pointed, and the iM&rishioners of each parish 
were directed to be summoned from the ** Lat- 
Ton " in each parish church on 10th and 17th 
inst.. to attend upon 18th June, for the purposo 
of carrying out the operations. As a oomposi 
tion from such as could not attend, the over- 
seers were authorised to accept fourpence oer 
day, Is sterling for a horse and creels; and 2$ 
6d sterling for a cart with xvro horses. 

At a meeting held on 16th July following, the 
overseer for Alfordl reported! that of 160 per- 
sons in that parish bound to give service, 153 
had attended! and fulfflled tl^r obligations; 
that three compounded and that four were 
" totally absent, against whom the meeting ep 
pointed a warrant to be issued for poinding." 
Tullynessle came out badly, only 50 out of 83 
having given their services. Poinding was ac- 
cordingly ordered against the 33 delinquents. 
Of 153 in " Auchindore," there were eight de- 
linauents; '* Kildmmmie " had 10 out of 96; 
and Glenbucket had 9 out of 98. 
The pahn was carried off by Towie, 
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whose 177 men either gave their full 
eervioee or jMud up their compositions. 
At a meeting* held at Clatt on 12th Novem- 
ber foUowinir. it wae reported that "James 
Brown had deforced the conetaible, and retock 
hi« poind after being in the oonstable's 
custody." The Commieeioners fined and amer- 
ciated Brown in £3 dcx>te for deforcement, for 
which, and for his 4s 6d sterlioff for eervices, 
they granted warrant to poind. 

Walking from London to Aberdeen. 

Now that the holidays are on. and that the 
art of walking has received such a fillip at the 
Olympic Games, it is interesting to recall that 
Walter Gordon, late soldier in the 73rd (Regi- 
ment (Afacleod*8 Highlanders), who wrote " The 
History of the Blockade and Siege of Gib- 
raltar." walked from London to Aberdeen. " 1 
lefi London City August 30. and, after a long 
journey of nearly 500 miles, I arrived at Aiber- 
deen in 16 [sic] days." He arrived at Aberdeen, 
October the 5th, 1783. How does that square 
with "16 days"? The (lamphlet (58 pp.), 
which (wae printed in Aberdeen for the author 
in 1784, is dedicated to the Farmen of the 
Garioch. 

Marriage In Old Age. 

The "Aberdeen Journal," under date 13th 
August, 1751, has the following interesting 
entry:— 

*'Last week a venerable, well-meaning couple 
(in the parish of Bellie, in iBanffehire), warmed 
with a feeble iRay of their declining Sun, in 
spite of old Age and its Attendants, iboldly 
ventured on lawful Wedlock; the Man ie 96, 
and the Woman 70 yars of Age. The same 
Week the Contagion spread to the I>^eigbbour- 
hood, where a Man and a Woman, ^th aged 
89, followed the laudable and pious Example."

(born 1766, died 6th February, 1841), married 
Mary Mit<^lL 
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Williftm Micbie, gasetted iMuteflant in the 
Boyal Light Iniantry Volunteers, on 19th 
January, 1799. 

John Aliohie. twist miller, married Ekpei 
Grant, ond died about the year 1802. 

John Micbie, tailor, Spital, Old Aberdeen 
(born 1768, died 8th December, 1836). He 
married Margaret Smith. Their aon Charles 

Siduated \LA., and was Postmaster in Stone- 
iven, where he died on 9th January, 1853. 
WiiliAm P. Micbie, maltman, Gilcometon, 
merried on 13th May, 1759, Margaret Lyon, in 
the pariah of Fetteresso.

99. Db Nobman Mobibon.— In the apring of 
1728, two brothers, John and Norman Morison. 
whose designation on the College Register is, 
*' RoBsen nat. V.D.M. de Biand,'' graduated at 
King's College. Where or what in Ross-shire 
is Brand? 

In a small enclosure on the side of Market 
Street, one of the principal, streets in Hartford, 
Connecticut, U.S.A., there standa a table tomb- 
stone which is thus inscribed in Latin and 
Engh'sh: — 

Hoc sub marmore conduntur reliquiae 
Normani Morison, qui .^Brbudie natus et Edinas 
educatus, medious nemini secundns, conjux, 
frater, pater, et amicus inter prsBstantissimos, 
moribus facilis, egentibua liberalis, omnibus 
benevolue ac beneficus, atque christianus sine 
fuco extilit. Miiltum desiderandus obiit 9no Id. 
Aprilis 1761, annum agens 55. 

In English literally as foUowe— 

Under this marble are buried the remains of 
Norman Morison, who being born in the Wes- 
tern Island of Scotland and educated in (Edin- 
burgh, lived a Physician inferior to none. An 
husband, brother, father, and friend among 
the most excellent. In manners gentle, to those 
in need liberal, kind and beneficient to all, 
and a Christian without deceit, he died much 
loved and lamented the 9th day of April, 1761, 
in the 55th year of his age. 

Dr Morison began to speoulate in land m 
Hartford and the neighbouring towns from 1735 
to the time of his death, and married Anna 
Ailwood, an Englishwoman, the widow of Cap- 
tain John Smith, who had been lost at soa 
about 1731. He had a large family, and him- 
self died April 9th, 1761, and was buried next 
day on his own land. He died of smallpox, 
and his widow followed in the end of January, 
1762-3. He had two brothers in Connecticut— 



X>r Roderick Morison* who had also « large 
family, was a great speculator in land, and 
died in January, 1754-6; and Rev. Evander 
Morison, who for a time wae minister at West 
Simsbury. now Canton, and died January 30, 
1761-2. Dr Norman*s will is extant, long and 
interesting: he left no eon, but he settled his 
property on hie dauaihterre and relati'V«9 at law. 
llie invewtory ci the estate ie very curious, 
dealing with slaves and »uoh like property. 
Few ever thought of lookin«r at the tombstone 
until the 7th inst., when an article appeared 
upon Dr Non^an- Morison in> tshe " Haxtiord 
Courant," and more informatioo, if possible, 
is wanted upon the Hebridean side of the qtiee- 
tion. My concluaioni vb that he went to Edin- 
burf;h for the medical oLaesee, and then w<mt 
to America. But there is no word here about 
the brother John. The ineoription on the tomb- 
stone is evidently ffom. aa oldter stone, and a 
9 put for 5 in the Latin by mistake, then the 
English has been added with the proper date, 
9th April.

Hatton, by Turriff, in Aberdeenshire, and 
Carnoustie, by Turriff, Banffshire. He wss a 
native of the Cabrach, and died at Aberdeen, 
January, 18th, 1831, where he bad been living 
in East North Street, and was buried January 
22 in St Andrew's Episcopal C%apel. Preeum- 
ably. he was not the George Gordon in Gartly ; 
he makes no reference to Gartly or Buoham in 
hie jeturn bf services (1828). Hie widow, 
Isabella, died June 20, 1831, and his only child, 
Amelia, dlied two years later.

A Daring Aberdeenshire Brigand. 

One o! the most turbulent and lawlesfl men 
who darkened the pages of Aberdeenshire his- 
tory wae George Meldrum, younger of Dum- 
breck. In 1599, he attacked his brother. 
Andrew, at Milltown of Dumbneck, an»ri 
wounded him severely after which he carrieck 
him off, and dietainedl him* a close prisoner for 
several weeks. In the following- year he com- 
mitted a similar outrage upon Andrew Mel- 
drum of Auquhorties, dre^gRing him as a male- 
factor from Aberd^nehiro to Edinburgh, wher«; 
he was kept prisoner till he luckily effected his 
escape. Law and ordler were tneated' with con- 
tempt by this sooundjrel, who appears to ha\'e 
liad no difficulty in seourin,g associates to aid 
him in his extraordinary procedure). 

** About the time here noted, he entered upon 
an enterprise partaking of the roman.tic. and 
which has actually been the subject of -ballad 
celebration, thought umier a mistake as to his 
name and condition of life. Mr Alexander 
Gibson, one 'of the Clerks of Session, and who 
subsequently was eminent as a judge — under the 
designation <^ Lord Durie — was, lor some 
reason which does not appear, honoured! with 
the malioe of young Dumbreck. . . . How- 
ever it was, Gibson was living quietly at St 
Andrews — he beinig a landedl gentleman of Fife 
— when Meldrum, tracking him by a spy* 
learned one day that be was riding with a 
friend and a servant on the water-side opnc^ite 
Dundee." Aooompaniedl by seven armed fol- 
lowers. *'he set upon Mr Gi'bson and his friend 
in a furious manner, compelling them to sur- 
render. . . ; after which -he robbed them ol 
their purses, containing about thiee hund^?d 
merks in gold and silver.*' Through careful 
disguise and' cautious movements, the captive 
fciwyer was conveyed southward, ultimately 
being consigned to the Castle of Harbottlc 
where he was kept in strict durance for ea?ht 
days. 

Contriving to gain forcible possession of the 
house of Dumbieck, Meldrum hoped to defy 
capture. A special guard was sent to Aberdt?en 
to take htm prisoner, and the citieens supple- 
menting the force by sixteen men and a com- 
mander, a ne^rular siege was entered uxx>n. 
The outlaw, being at lengtfb compelled to sub- 
mit, was carried to Edinburgih. where, after 
trial and conviction .he had his head struck from 
his body, 12th January, 1604. [Chambers's 
"Domestic Annals," I., 366-57; Pitcaim*s 
"Criminal Trials," IL, 429; "Minstrelsy of 
the Scottish Border," III., 151.] 

Interesting Insoription in Peter- 
oulter Cliurohyard. 

A tablestone near the east end of the sooth 
wall of Peteroulter Parish Churab bears the 



following insortption. which is <$till in good 
preservation — 

Hers lyeth leane Irvine, ^ovse to Maister 
Robert Irvine of Orlts. in hops of a blised re- 
svrreotion, who depairtit this lyf the 21 of 
March 1678, the 32 yeir of hir aige. 

Also Bobert Irvine, Esq., who died the 10 of 
April 1728, aged 89 years. likewise Mangarv^l 
Ooutts, his second wife, who died in 1710, 



45 years. And Charles Irvine. Esq., who died 
the 28 of March 1779, aged 83 years. And 
Euphemia Duglas. his spouse, who died 21 of 
Deer. 1766, aged 55 years. 

Margaret Coutts, referred to in the above 
inscription, wee the daughter of a humble but 
respectable shepherd in- the pari^ of Drumoak. 
and was xnairied about 1682 (she wae then 
under 17. while her husband was about 63), as 
his second wife to Alexiander Irvine, laird of 
Drum, whose first wife was Lady Mary €k>rdon. 
(daughter of George second Marquis o^ Huntly), 
whom he married on 7th December, 1643. How 
Irvine came to select a second wife so much 
beneath him in rank the well -known ballad (we 
quote Aytoun'a version) explains — 

The Laird o' Drum is a-hunting gane, 

All on a morning early. 
And he did spy «, weelrfaur'd May. 

Was shearing at her barley. 
My bonnie May, my well-faur'd May, 

O will ye fancy me, O; 
And gae and be the Leddy o' Drum, 
And let your shearing- a-be, 0. 

Documents in the possession of the Irvine 
family prove, however, that Margaret Ooutts 
had previously acted as maid to Lady Mary 
Irvine; and that on one occasion when Lady 
Mary and Mrs Irvine of Cults returned- to 
Drum Castle from a walk throug<h the grounds, 
the%' ordered her to dean their shoes. The in- 
cident was afterwards recalled by Margaret 
with the remark— " Little they thought that I 
should in time occupy both tihieir places" — i.e., 
first as wife of Alexander Irvine of Drum, and, 
secondly, as the second wife of Robert Irvine 
of Cults. Tlie ballad assigns to the rustic 
maiden not only beauty, but discretion, and no 
little spirit. As proof of the last-mentioned 
qualification there may be cited her answer to 
her husband when he had observed that her 
humble birth had prevented a larger turnout of 
guests and greater display at the marriage — 
For an I were dead, and ye were dead. 

And baith in ae grave hied lain, O; 
Bre seven years were come and gane. 

The'y no ken your dust frae mine, O. 
That " The Laird o* Drum " had every con- 
fidence in his wife Margaret is proved by the 
fact that, although she was only 22 at the time 
of his death, he left her his principal trustee 
and ffunrdian for Alexander, his son and heir by 
his fb»t marriage. By the Laird of Drum Mar- 
garet Ooutts had issue a son Charles, who died 
young ; a daughter Catherine, who was married 
to John Gray of Gallowhills; and Anne and 
Eliaabeth. who both died unmarried in early 
youth.

(1759-62).

The minute of 12th November, 1759, throws 
light upon the wretched condition of the roaas 
at that period. A letter was submitted from 
sundry proprietors recommending that the 
** Foord crossing Don on the road leading from 
Kildrumie and Forbes to Aberdeen ... be 
either at the Foord of Bridge of Lead, or a 
little below at the ffoord called the Gird op- 
po-site to the waukmill of Forbes, in relation to 
which this meeting are unanimously of opinion 
That the Foord of Bridge of Lead is most 
convenient . . . ; and the Meeting also 
being fully sensible of the great utility and uni- 
versal Benefit that would accrue to the Country 
from having the Hollow or Glack below Tough 
made acoessable for wheel carriages. . 
being the only practicable pass for a whc^I 
carriage road from the low Country to the 
Country of Aiford," resolved to approach the 
General Commissioners for power to open the 
ftaid pass. 

Lack of fun(?e and a want of enterprise ac- 
count in a measure for the slow progress made. 
Tn the course of the next h&lf-century, however, 
anticipations were brightened, as shown in the 
following extract from the "Aberdeen Jour- 
nal" of 15th April, 1812:- 

The Bridge of Aiford being already com- 
pleted, we hope soon to see the road from Ai- 
ford to Potarch in a state of forwardness ; this, 
when finished, will be of great advantage to 
the North Country, as it will render the driving 
of cattle both safe and expeditious, if compared 
with the old way of ferrying and driving across 
the mountains, when they were frequently long 
detained by floods in the rivers. 



Tha Raid Family. 

The petition of Alexander Robertson of 
Straloch, alias Boron Reid, eentenoed to death 
as a Jacobite rebel in 1746, is now at the 
Record Office (S.P., Dom, Geo. II., Bundle 92). 
He declares that he joined the rebels because 
he was ** set upon by a young lad^ with whom 
he had for severai yearo been distractedly in 
love,'' and " was, by her solioitationa prevailed 
on to suffer his passion to get the better of his 
duty.'* 

Urquhart Family. 

In the State Papers (Dom. Geo. II., Bundle 
128{ No. 43) will be found a very interesting 
seanes of papers, and a memoriial ** represeot- 
iag the importance to His Majesty's Govern- 
ment these parte of the patronage of the 
ChuTch o(f Cromarty, claimea bv W. Urquhait 
of Meld rum, for the interest of Captain John 
Urquhart, of Cromarty." The memorial 
(17m) begins quaintly "Comerty is a little 
place in which it is of conaiderable consequence 
that the interest of the Protestant religion and 
loyalty and good affections to His Majesty's 
Government should be supported." 

Larga Famlllaa. 

John Thonoson, labourer, who died at Mun- 
dole, near Forres, 26th July, 1784, is stated to 
have had by his two wives no tew&r than 45 
ohildren, his first wife havinpr had 28, and the 
second 17. Thomson, who died a centenarian, 
was grandfather to 86, ffireat-grandfather to 
97, and great-^eat-girandf atber to 23, making 
with is own children a total of 251 souls. 

According to Imlach, Mr Patrick Duff of 
Craigston nad by his two wives 36 children. 
" At an interview with his Majesty George II., 
he was oongralnilated on the addition he had 
made to His Majesty's subjects in Scotland. 
It is said that he hardly -recognised some of 
his chiMren, and on one occasion asked, in 
reference tb his son Robert, afterwards 
Admiral Duff of Fettereeso, who that white- 
haired laddie was running about Craigston 
Gardens, to which the young gentleman re- 
plied, * Oh, ye auld feel, dinna ye ken your ain 
son, Robbie?' One of his sons, Alexander, was 
founder of the Hatton familv. Another, Adam 
Duff, was Provost of Aberdeen. Another was 
Patrick Duff of Culter. Another was WilHam, 
Laird of Whitehall, whose son was the dis- 
tinguished Indian officer, and well known in 
India and in this country as Tig^er Duff,^ from 
his encounter with a ferocious tiger, which at 
the time was the terror of the camp and fol- 
lowers. . ." 

A 'tablestone in Fyvie Churcyard bears an 
inscription that '* Alexander Gray, sometime 
farmer in Mill of Burns, who died in the 96th 
year of his age . . . had Thirty-two Legi- 
timate Children by Two Wives." Tradition 
has it that Gray onoe attended worship in the 
Church of Fyvie acoompanied by his second 
wife 'and twenty -six of his sons I 
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Janet Grant, widow of WilUami Chmiing, 
Cromidale, wtho died 5tb Febmaiy, 1773. a^d 
95, is stated to ih&ve eeeo " 113 ohiidren, grrand- 
ohildien, and .great-grandohildTen born or de- 
soended from her own Body.'* 

The "Aberdeen Journal" of 16tih June, 1760. 
reoorde that " Last week died in Coi^r£P, aged 
84, Janet MacGretgor (spooae to the deceaat 
John Maohardy, alias Macleod), who has left 
ifl»ue 110 children, grandchildpen, and great- 
grandchildren. Ninety of ber Progenv wore 
aliye at the time of ber death, of whion n«i<m- 
ber 40 attended! her Funeral."

31. John Bubnbt Polbs.— This John Burnet 
acted as godfather at the baptism, in 1703, of 
a son of Patrick Shand, merchant, Aberdeen. 
His name appears in the Parish Begister of 
St Nicholas as '*Jolui Burnet, merchant, de- 
signed ' Poles.' " The latter name is posbibly 
a sobricLuet^ or nickname, derived from some 
connection m trade with Poland. 
' Another instance of an addition being made 
to the name is that of John Leslie, merchant, 
Aberdeen, "designed *Noiman John,*" wh^ 
acted as a witness at a baptism in the Shand 
family in 1692. 

Jambb Shand, Jim. 

01. Rby. Robbbt lByiNB.^Irvine was thesoa 
of Alexander JDrvine of *' Ironsyde.** grandson 
of James Irvine of Brucklay, and great-grand- 
son of Alexander Irvine of Drum and his 
wife, Lady Elisabeth Keith. His name ap- 
pears in the list of students who completed 
their arts studies at Marischal College in 1659. 
In 1663 he was appointed minister of Strathdon, 
but was transiateid to Towie in 1666. He 
married Agnes Murray, and died upon 2Bth 
May, 1707. His son Adam, who was served 
heir, 9th January, 1708, became laird of Bniok 
lay, and according to the Balbithan MS., a 
daughter Ann was married to John Gordon of 
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Law. Dr Scott (" Fasti ") mv«« a long detail 
of tbo higih-hazKled conduct Mr Irvine followed 
in Older to secure possession of the holding of 
Croslaohie. Aooording to it, '* the minister 
with the son of the proprietor attacked the 
tenant whi^ sowing his land in l^laroh, 1694, 
' ^ing his hands bcJbind his back, brought him 
on the ground, and carried him prisoner like a 
malefactor to bie house.' " While there the 
tenant struggled to get hia bands " kiwse of 



their bonds,'* but the minister ordered the cords 
to be more severely drawn, which was done 
accordingly. That Mr Irvine possessed con- 
siderable means is shown by his having had 
sasine on Logie, etc., in September. 1684, on a 
rent of £36 out of Kinaldie in January, 1688, 
on the lands of Old Morlich in 1688, and on e 
rent of £120 out of Haughhead of CouU in 
December, 1690. 

R. R. 
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The Irvlnes of Cults and Their 
Desoendants. 

The Irvinee of Culte deeoend from William d« 
Irwine, or Irvine (son of the proprietor of 
Bonehaw), who for his faithful services as 
secretary and armour-bearer to Robert the 
Bruce, received from that kin^r. in 1323, a 
grant of the Royal Forest, of Drum in free 
forestry. A charter fr<»n the same king, 
dated 4th October. 1324, confirmed the previoue 
grant and erected Drum into a free barony. 
Eight years later Irvine had grante to the 
estates of Whiteriggs and Redmyres, Kin- 
cardineshire. His grandson, Sir Alexander 
Irvine of Drum, married Lady Elizabeth 
Keith, daughter of Sir Robert Keith, Great 
Marischal of Scotland. Their eldest eon, Alex- 
ander Irvine, married Abernethy, 

daughter of Lord .Saltoun of Lothian, whose 
eon, Alexander Irvine, was served' heir to his 
grandfather in Drum and other estates on 3rd 
November, 1467. He married first Marioun, 
daughter of Alexander, Lord Forbes, and liad, 
with other children, hie successor in Drum, 
Alexander Inline of Lonmay, Cairnese, etc., 
who married Janet Keith, daughter of Keith 
of Ludquharn. Their son, Alexander Irvine, 
who married Janet Allardice (daughter of John 
AUardice of Allardice, and his wife, Oatherine. 
daughter of Robert Arbuthnott of that Ilk), had 
a charter to the lands of Forglen on 10th 
Septenvber, 1499. He succeeded to Drum in 
1527, and died in 1552. His eldest son, Alex- 
ander Irvine, who married, in 1526, Elizabeth 
Ogilvy (daughter of Alexander Ogilvy of Find- 
later, and hie wife, Janet, daughter of James, 
third Lord Saltoun), was in x>oseession of Lon- 
may in 1537. and is frequently designated as of 
Forglen.

9. Mai^aret Irvine, who was married to 
Oheyne of Arnage. 

Gilbert Irvine of Collairlie, the fourth son 
above mientioned, was infeft m Auldquhat in 
1565, and was designated aa of Murtle on 26th 
September. 1573. He married Jean Mensies 
(daughter of Provoet Thomae Mensies of Pit* 
fodels. and his wife, Marion Reid, daughter of 
Alexander Reid, Provost of Aberdeen), and 
they had a family of three sons, of whom, the 

?roungest, John Irvine, got one (half of Col- 
airlie. Along with his wife, who was a 
daughter of Irvine of Fortrie, he had saaine in 
1621. on Bunzietown and Cardno. both near 
Fraserburgh. He i^ucceeded to Murtle, and 
died after 1672. Hi© children were — 

1. Alexander Irvine, his heir. 

2. Luerese Irvine, bom 1646. 

3. Magdalen Irvine, bora 1650. 

4. Robert Irvine, of Cults. 

5. Margaret Irvine. 

Robert Indne, the second son, but fourth 
child, above mentioned, had sasine on the 
Hausgh of Auchluniee, and on the property of 
Bieldside in 1676. He purchased the estate of 
Cuite from John' Thomson in June. 1679, and 
sot easine on same^ with mill and fishings in 
the Dee, in 1680. He renounced in 1663, Baster 
Tilbouries, and half of Wester Tilbouriee, with 
fishings in the Dee, to Gilbert Menziee of Pit- 
fodels, and secured' sasine in 1698-99 on 0\-er 
and Nether Park, and West Milne of Drum. 
He was for many years a Comimiafiioner of 
Supplv. and was on the roll of Freeholders of 
Aberdeenshire. He was nominated a trustee 
under the will of Alexander Irvine of Drum, 
who died 18th September, 1687, and had en- 
tailed that estate on a series of heirs, of whom 
the Irvines of Cultfi were named immediately 
after those of Artamford. Robert Irvine mar- 
ried, first, Jeane Irvine (probably a daughter 
of Irvine of Fedderate), who died 21st March, 
1678. in her 32nd year. He married, secondly, 
Margaret Coutts (widow of the last mentioned 
Alexfander Irvine, of Drum), who died in 1710, 
aged 46. Mr Irvine died lOtib April, 1728. 
aged 89. His children by his first marriage 
were — 

1. Alexander Irvine, mentioned in 1701 as 
younger of Cults, and as major in Douglas's 
Re^ment in Flanders. 

2. John Irvine, who wae admitted a Writer 
to the Signet. Edinburgh, 25th August, 1698. 

3. Robert Irvine, who got sasine with his 
Bather "on eight' oxgait land of Meikle Fin/- 
nersie" in 1697. 

4. Isabel Irvine (had saeine in 1689 on Cairnie- 
whin, Grein. and Tilnabo), who wa» married 
16th April, 1695, to Robert Donaldson, and 
was mother of Dr James Donaldson of Auch- 
muU. physician in Aberdeen, professor of 
Oriental languagee, Marischal College; and 
grandmother of Alexander Donaldson, M.D., 
of Auchmull, professor of Oriental languages, 
and also of medicine, both in Marischal 
College. 
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5. Je&n Irvine, who was married to John 
Clark, advocate in Aberdeen, and died 27th 
Janiwry, 1782. 

6. Helen Irvine, who wae married to Greorge 
Wileon, merchant, Aberdeen, &nd died 2nd 
October, 1769. 

7. Margaret Irvine, who was married, a» his 
third wife, to Robert Skene of Weetercoree and 
Ramore. 

By his eeoond marriage, Robert Irvine of 
Cults had one son, Charles Irvine, who had a 
disposition to Over Boddam from his father in 
1725. He succeeded to the estate of Cults, and 
married--7th June, 1733— Euphemia Douglas, 
daughter of John Douglass of Tilquhillie, and 
his wife, Agnes Horn, second daughter of 
James Horn of WesthaH. He died 28th March, 
1779, <iged 83. and Mrs Irvine died 21st 
December, 1766, aged 55. Their children 

were — 

1. Agnes Irvine, baptised 15th April, 1734, 
who was married to John Fordyoe of Ardoe, 
with surviving issue an only daughter, Agnee 
Fordyoe, who bequeathed that estate to her 
law agent Andrew Watson, who assumed the 
surname of Fordyce. 

2. Margaret Irvine, who was baptised 19th 
September, 1735, and died 10th April, 1798, 
aged 62.

Some Cordons In Poteroulter.

What is known of these Gordons? 

B. 

The Author of the " Universal 
Accountant." 

The author of this book, which ran through 
many^ editions, was William Gordon, of the 
Mercantile Academy, Edinburgh. He is said 
to have been a son of the 3rd Duke of Gordon 
by his unrecognised "marriage" vith a 
Frenchwoman, and he became tne father of 
General Gabriel Gordon (1762-1855). He took 
his degree at Marischall College, and became 
schoolmaster at Fochabers. He then was ap- 
pointed writing and mathematical master «it 
the High School, Stirling. On April 16, 1754, 
he got a guinea ** in consideration of the charac- 
ter of a true patriot, 'Nately Delineated in 
Writting,' presented by him to the Council, 
and they appoint bim to cause fframe and glass 
the same and place it in the Council Room." 
In 1755, on aogpunt of a domestic scandal, he 
was suspended from ihe precentorship, but was 
eventually reponed in the end of the year. 
(Kirk Session Records, Aug. 20, 27, Oct. 8, 
Dec. 10, 1755.) In 1757 he applied to be put 
on the same footing" with Uie Record of the 
Grammar School, and was accordingly installed 
anew. In 1758 complaint was made against 
him for not taking proper care of the boys 
under his charge and givmg due attendance on 
the Grammar School. The Magistrates ad- 
monished him. Shortly after he demitted the 
charge, and left the town on May 1, 1759. (A. 
F. Hutchinson's "History of the High School 
of Stirling," pp. 157-8.) 

Oglivie and Irvine Families. 

When searching the register of the Parish of 
Rathen, recently in the Register House at Edin- 
bur;i^h, I stumbled across the appended note, 
dated 24th, September, 1798. 

Thomas Ogilvie, bom 2nd January, 1798, 
died 21st September in the same year. He was 
the fifth son and tenth child of George Ogilvie 
of Auchiries, Esq., by Rebecca Irvine, his wife, 
(third) daughter of the deceased Alexander 
Irvine, Esq. of Drum, and his wife, Mary 
Ogilvie, also deceased. N.B.— This infant is 
the only descendant of his maternal grand- 
parents that is yet dead. All their six children, 
and Twenty-four of their jn^ndchildren being 
still living, whose joint ages amount to upwardb 
of Five iHindred and twenty-two years. The 
late Mr Irvine of Drum died in 1761 (9th Feb- 
™"7). »fi[«d fifty, and his widow died in 1796 
(6tli April), aged seventy-five.

Tbe woodedl lull to tihe south of Brux Lodge 
is named in €h» " Donside 6ui<ie," and other 
works, the "Corbies." Tbe piptper name, how- 
ever, is •Corbuies," which in Oaelio means 
** the yellow Tidige.*'

Notes on Stonsliavsn and Dun- 
nottar. 

Rev. J.. B. Burnett, B.D., minister of 
Fetteresso, in opening a recent sale of work at 
Dunnottar, said it was a matter for surprise 
that, considering the -present sise andl import- 
ance of Stonehaven, there was no pari^ bearing 
that name. The x^eason for that strange circum- 
stance was that it was only within compara- 
tively recent times that Stonehaven had become 
a place of any particular note. The old' town 
was for centuries simply an insignificant fii^in^ 
village, and tbe new town, formerly and< some- 
times even still called the Lmke of Arduthie, 
was quite a modern growth, owing its origin to 
the famous Barclay of Urie. What first gav*, 
Stonehaven the semblance of dignity and worth 
was ihe transference to it cf the Sheriff Courts 
from tbe little town of Kincardine in the parish 
of Fordoun. Kincardine ha<l now entirely dis- 
appeared, the only relic of it lemainingr bein^ 
the Old Market Cross, which had been appro- 
priated by the villagers of Fettercairn, where it 
was still to be seen. It was in the year 1600 
that the transference took place, and since that 
time Stonehaven had gradtually grown in im- 
portanoe as the county town of the Meams. 
For the supply of religious ordinanoes it de- 
pended on the two neighbouring churches of 
Dunnottar and Fetteresso, both of which were 
purely country charges, but although there was 
no paridi of the Parish Church of Stonehaven 
properly so called, there ahroys had' been and 
stiU was a kind of collegiate charge in the town. 

The Paruh Church of Dunnottar had had a 
somewhat eventful history. Originally it stood 
en the preoipitoas rock where the ruins of the 
ancient Oaatle now formed so conspicuous a 
feature m the landscape. It was a remaricable 



site on which to plant a church and a grave- 
yard— difiicuJt ae it was of access and incon- 
venient in point of position for the bulk of the 
parishioners. Sir William Keith, the great 
Eaj-1 Marischal, thought that the spot was 
more suited for purposes of defence then of 
devotion, and so he built upon it his strong 
keep as a place of refuge in troublous times. 
He was good enough, however, to provide a 
new place of worehip fojp the people on the 
knoll where stood now the present Parish 
Church. The church was dedicated in 1394 to 
St Brid«refc, an Irish lady who first founded 
religious communities of women, and who was 
thus the pioneer of women's work in the 
Church of Scotland. So devoted was she to 
her duties that, in order to avoid maariage, 
ehe was said to have destroyed her beauty by 
completely disfiguring one of her eyes. Re- 
built in 1782, the church lemaszked until five 
years ago, when the existing edifice took its 
place.

Lord Adam Gordon, son of George, second 
Earl of Huntly, who married Elizabeth, Coun- 
i?S 0^.*^"^"*?***^ ™ ^er own riffht, about 
1609. The Gordons in Datebaim, W ^ose 
of Golspie-kirkton (really the Ferrar, in Aber- 
deenshire, branch), Garty, Swiney, etc., are 
jJso exhaustively dealt with. Disconnected 
Gordons al^ find a place, not the least inter- 
ring Chapter being that deyotedi to " A Brora 
Shepherd's Descendants,'' of whom was John 
ixordon. for some time schoolmaster and session 
clerk of BelheJvie.

It at first appeared in the 
Army List as the 2ndi Hi9;hland Regiment, but immeddately afterwards was nuimbexed as the 
77th Foot, being first of the three regiments that have sucoessively borne that niumber." A 
War Offioe retorn, however, shows that it was called the " 1st Highlandl Battalion/' the follow- 
ing being its "state" at Nairn, March 9, 1757 (War Office In. Letters 974, 1757, part 2). Tb» 
amaxing .point about this return, which shows only 10, not 13, companies, is the number of men 
rejected, 472 being '* not approved!" ovtt of a total of 1029.

The Amerioan Desoendants of the 
Irvines of Cults. 

John Irvine, eldest son of Charles Irvine, 
who sold the estate of Cults, qualified as a 
physician, and, proceeding to Georgia, about 
i7o5, engaged in the practice of his profession 
in partnenhip with Dr Lewis Johnston. Re- 
turning to Britain, he was far a time in prac- 
tice in London, where he had n>any enunent 
patients, among whom was Greorge III. Pro- 
ceeding again to Georgia, he became one of 
the founders of the Medical Society there, its 
first vice-presDdent, cmd subsequently its presi- 
dent. He died in 1808. He married, first, on 
5th September, 1765, Ann Klizabeth Baillie. 
daughter of Colonel Kenneth Baillie, and 
grand-daughter of John Baillie of Torbeck 
and Balrooert; and, secondly, on 25th April, 
1308, Elizabeth Johnston, daughter of the 
Hon. Lewis Johnston, his former partner. By 
the first niarriage there was a family of 
thirteen — 

1. Charles Irvine, bom 22nd July, 1766, 
who married his cousin, Elizabeth Darling, 
daughter of Andrew Darling and Jean Baillio, 
and had a son, John Robert, and a daughter.

Huttonian prize. The decree now conferred 
by the University of New York is pleasing testi. 
monial in favour of our oountryman, who has 
already proved himself an eminent scholar and

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Supplementary to the above, f may mention 
that Mr Kellas Johnstone writes in '* The Aber- 
deen Educator" ("Aberdeen University 
Studies/* 1906, p. 332) that James Legge (M.A., 
King^s Coll., 1835; LL.D., 1860), Professor of 
Ghineee at Oxford, was the greatest Sinologue 
that Europe has yet produced. Many of his 
books were published at Hong-Kong and 
Shanghai, but his best work was done at Ox- 
ford, where he rendered classics into ^English, 
his chief publication bein^ a series of them with 
translation in seven volumes. Among the books 
which he prepared for olass work in China in 
"A Lexilogue of English Malay Cfhinese" 
(1841).

Famous Laurenoekirk Snuff-Boxes. 

The "Aberdeen Journal" of 29th Auguut, 
1821, in recording the death at Laurenoekirk, 
on the 6th of that month, of Mr Charles 
Stiven, the inventor of the snuff-box, which 
Attained wide celebrity, gives the following 
interesting particulars: — 

" Mr Stiven was a ioiner to the late Sir 
James Nicolson of Glenbervie, for several years 
prior to the year 1780, when he made the first 
box, and presented it to Mr William Bailie, of 
Montrose, at that time factor on the estate of 
Glenbervie. He continued in his original 
avocation of joiner, occasionally making boxes, 
till the year 1790, when the late Lord Gaidens- 
ton, the founder of the village of Laurencekirk, 
brought him to that place, and introduced him 
to public notice. The high degree of eminence 
which Mr Stiven had attained by the manu- 
facture of these boxes, of which be was the 
inventor, is well known to those who contem- 
plate with interest the progress of persevering 
ingenuity. 

Frequent imitations have been attempted 
of these boxes, but though some of them have 
been exceedingly well executed, yet they have 
fallen far short of the neatness of polish and 
excellent accuracy of execution by which the 
boxes manufactured by Mr Stiven were so 
eminently distinguished.'' 

British Stone CIrolea— Who Built 
Them? 

Mr John Gray, B.Sc., London, read a very 
interesting paper on "Who built the British 
Stone Circles?" in the Anthropological Section 
of the British Association, at the Association's 
recent meeting in Dublin. Mr Gray said, 
in the course of his paper, that the genuine 
stone circles apparently occurred onlv 
in the British Isles. Most, if not all, of the 
circles found in other countries were merelv 
" retaining walls *' left after the tumulus which 
they in each case had retained had been re 
movedi. Avenues and dolmens which were 
found associated with stone circles in Britain 



also occurred in other countries. The dolmens 
especially were widely distributed, generally 
near the eea-coaiji of the Mediterranean, in tho 
west of Franoe, the north of Germany, in Den- 
mar, Scandinavia, and the British Isles. The 
stone circke of Britain varied somewiiat in 
the details of their structure, and there were 
three leading types, namely, the Dartmoor 
type, the Aberdeenshire type, and the Inver- 
ness tyi)e, the simplest forms being found in 
the south, in Devon and Cornwall. Their distri. 
bution would be simply explained if it were 
assumed that the race that built them first 
settled in Cornwall and Devon, then migrated 
up through Wales and Lancashire into South- 
West Scotland, and thence passed north to the 
mouth of the Clyde, crossed through the mid- 
lands of Scotland to the mouth of the Tay, 
whence thoy mo\'ed along the East Coast 
through East Aberdeenshire, then west to In- 
verness, and after that north through Caith- 
ness to the Orkney Isles, the migration finally 
coming to an end in the Isle of Lewis. That 
the direction of the migration was from south 
to north was supported by the fact that the 
structure of the circle became more elaborate 
as wo moved northwards. If these stone circles 
in Britain had all been erected by the saine 
race one would expect to find some common 
root in the oldest place-names within the stone 
circle area. The river names were usually the 
oldeet place-names, and in Britain at least 
they appeared to be derived from the names of 
tribes who at some very ancient times settled 
on their banks. According to Ptolemy's geo- 
graphy, the district now covered by (Jornwall 
and Devon was inhabited during the Roman 
occupation by a tribe called the ** Dumnoni." 
There could be little doubt that this tribal 
name had by phonetic decay been transformed 
into the modern name of ** Devon." Now, 
there were four rivers named Dee within the 
stono circle area, and none outside. It was 
clear from Ptolemy's geography that the primi. 
tive form of Dee was Deva, so that Dee was 
from the same root as Devon. The atone circle 
race from Cornwall to Aberdeen thus appeared 
to have had one common tribal name. ** Devon- 
ian." or some phonetic equivalent of that name. 
But a more trustworthy guide than philology to 
the affinities and origin of a race was to be 
found in the analysis of measurements of its 
anatomical characters. This assumed, of course, 
that the average physical characters of a race 
would remain practically identical for vast 
periods of time, if there was no great change 
in the racial environment. In one of the dis- 
tricts in which stone circles were most numer- 
ous, Ea^t Aberdeenshire a quite unique type 
of man had been found in short ciste, associated 
with a kind of pottery that had been shown to 
belong to the transition period between the 
Neolithic and the Bronze Age. The remark- 
able characteristic of this short cist race was 
that its physical dimensions differed signifi- 
cantly from all the other groups of prehistoric 
races of Britain that had as yet been 
measured, and differed enormously from 
the Neolithic race which preceded it. Its 
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cephaJio index was about 85, and there ivas no 
«Gca;pin^ the conolusion that the short cist 
brachyoephaJe could not poseibly have been 
evolved from the dolioho-oephalic Neolithic in- 
habitants with a cephalic index of about 74.7. 
The skulls that had been measured showed that 
in theee short ci^ braohyoephals of the stone 
circle area was a race differinflr from all known 
racial groups, prehistoric or modern, in Britain. 
The conclusion seenned inevitable that the 
British stone circles w;€re invented and built by 
a hyper-brochycephalio race of ^ort staturo 
vrhioti came from abroad, and apparently settled 
first, in the early Bronze Ato. in Corn- 
wall and Devon, and miftrated northwards afl 
described, llic physdcal types of Sweden, Den- 
mark, Switsserland, and North-West Africa all 
excluded the probability of immij^wtion from 
thoee res^ions. Theie appeared to bo no other 
likely race in Europe that could have sent, in 
the Bronze Age, emigrants of the short cii?t 
type to Britain. Asia Minor waa -par excel- 
lence the habitat of brachycopthalic man, and 
the meet likely starting point at least for a sea- 
faring? race. There waa one small itam of 
positive evidence. The modern Ohineee were 
snid to be descemled from the Akkadians, and 
the modern Ohinese skulls mpcst resembled in 
siae and shape the short ciist skull. The diflR- 
culty was that a sufficient number of Akkadian 
skulls had not been yet found to establish their 
physical type. The Akkadians were in 2800 
B.C., according to Oonder, in his recent book 
on the *' Ri*e of Man." able to coa^t rounf' 
Arabia and up the Red Sea to Sue*. Why 
should they not be a>ble a few hundred years 
lat-er to coast round Africa and Spain and up 
the Atlantic to Britain? They were also »i* 
quainted with silver, igold. copper, and bronze. 
One of the most recent theories of the stone 
circles was that of Sir Norman Lockyer, that 
they were astronomical observatories^ by means 
of which the ancient priests made observations 
of the sun and stars, and were thereby able to 
regulate the calendar, to foretell and prepare 
for the festival seasons of the year, and to tell 
the time at nigiht. This theory. Mr Gray said, 
was in remarkable agreement with the anthro- 
pometrical conclusions that he had submitted 
that afternoon, for the Akkadians were appar- 
ently the first inventors of astronomy. Crudea, 
the Akkadian prince, w^o lived about 2800 
B.C., had left a stepped pyramid with an ob- 
servatory on the top. The Akkadians were par 
excel lenoe the astronomical race at the dawn 
of civilisation, and a&parently the ideas of an 
astronomical race .had been emibodied in our 
British stone circles.

I do not know what become of the family 
by the first wife, but it is evident that Jean 
died in infancy, as there was another daughter 
of that name (born 1732), who married, on 
18th August, 1755, James Duncan, Blairno, 
Navar, afterwards of Wardhouse, Montrose, 
and was the mother of Jonathan Duncan, 
Governor of Bombay from 1795 to 1811. 

An intelligent old lady, over 90 years of age, 
told me when in Lochlee last vear the fol- 
lowing story in reference to Sophia :—'* She 
was living with some friends, the Bowmans, 
in Milltown, Glenesk, when, on the occasion 
of a wedding there, a large party came over 
from^ Deeside, including a young man nam*M] 
William Shaw. William did not return, but 
settled on the farm. As was usual in those 
days, the meaJs were served in the kitchen, 
and it appears that William, coming in one 
day in a jocular frame of mind, commenced 
to tease Sophia while she was serving the 
soup, and for his impertinence was smacked 
in the face with the scalding hot ladle, which 
left a mark for the rest of his days. Shortly 
after this incident William joined the army, 
and was not heard of for a number 
of years, until one day he appeared in his 



war paint at the Milltown, where Sopbia was 
stUl living, and aeked if she remembered' him. 
She had not the faintest recollection, until 
William showed her the acar made by the 
ladle, and then be announced IkimeeU as a 
captain in His Majeety's armiy, and* aeked her 
to be hie wife. They were duly married, and 
lived for many years at the Milltown. Mrs 
Shaw dkd on 5th June, 1791, and a table- 
stone in placed to her memory in the church- 
yard of Strathdon. William/ Shaw was buried 
at Lochlee, where a taUe-etone on pillars was 
erected. His remains and the stone were some 
\ear8 afterwards removed to his ancestral 
ourial 4;round in Gaimeide, and the pillars in 
their oricinal position now support another 
stone erected to the memory of a late minister 
of the parish." 

To what regiment did Captain Shaw belong, 
and had he any family? 

John went to London and became a mer- 
chant. Pie is described as of York buildings 
in the parish of St Martin's. He was Agent 
for victualling His Majesty's Squadron in the 
East Indies, and Secretarv to Admiral Priock. 
He was Chairman of the East India Company in 
1786 and I>eputy Ch&innan in 1788. He died 
on 22nd November, 1788. He devised the estate 
of Moffats in North Mim>ms, County of Hert- 
ford, to his brother Jonathan, who was a noer- 
ohant in Craven Street, Strand, and a mem- 
ber of the Society of Arts, Manufactures, and 
(.^ommerce f fom 1786 to 1791 ; and his Jbouee 20 
Sprin.7 Gardens. St Martin's-in-the-Fii^ds, then 
in pcfiscssion of Richard Walpole, to hie niecee. 
Euphemia and Mary Bowman and his daughter 
Maria Michie for their use during lifetime. 
He bequeathed to William- Tattum, of Ports- 
mouth, an annuity of £100; to his housekeeper, 
Ann Jones, the sum of £300; and to his nephew, 
John Bowman, Navy Agent, Savage Gardens, 
the sum of £lO0O. 

Jonathan Michie died in the year 1802, and 
devised the property of Moffats to his two 
niecss.

coffin, of Jonathan Michie, Eeq., also deposited 
in the same Vault, instead of my dear father.' 
She left the property 20 Spring Ckaxdene in 
the occupation of the (Military Board of General 
Offices, to Jonathan Duncan Gleig, for his eldest 
eon, Rev. George Gleig of Arbroath, the former 
bein^ in India in the Civil iService. 

While Jonathan Duncan was Governor of 
Bombay there were at least three Michies in 
the Indian Army, viz. — 

L Oeuptain John Donald Michie, 2nd Bat- 
talion, 4th {Regiment, Bengal Native Infantry, 
who sailed from India in the Transport Eliza 
in the year 1801, and was killed by a fall from 
his horse in Egvpt on 19th December of the 
same year. He iuid a daiughter, Eliza Douglas 
Michie ^ptised at Cawnpore), who was living 
in England at the time of his death. She died 
shortly afterwards at >Moffats, and from this it 
may be inferred that her father (was closely re- 
lated to his namesake, the late Chairman of 
the East India CompaP" His eister Ann (bap- 
tieed 9th December, 1766), married, on 14th 
December, 1788, James Grant, officer of Excise, 
Haugh of Glenkindie, aflerwarde in Aberdeen, 
and a nephew was Lieutenant John Leys, Ben- 
gal Army. 

2. Captain Jonathan Michie, H.E.LC.S. 
(Bombay Marine^, died at Aberdeen on 25th 
August, 1811, aged 42 years. He was a brother 
of Captain John Douglae Michie. 

3. iLieutenant Jonathan Michie, 1st Battalion 
Bombay Native Infantry, died on 9th March. 
1819, in Camp, near Assirgbur, in the Central 
Provinces. He was a son ot Captain Jonathan 
Michie. 

There was a Harry Michie, who held an ap- 
pointment in the East India House, London, 
and who died in 1802. Was he a son of James 
Michie and Janet Stewart, in Torranbreck, 
Stnathdon? If so, he and his brother William 
went to South Carolina in 1750, and were en- 
gaged in a prosperous business there. About 
1770-75 Harry refused to renounce his alleg'iance 
to the Britieh King, and all his property was 
confiscated and himself thrown into i>rison. 
He was then transported to the .Dutch Indies, 
and ultimately reached England where he peti- 
tioned the British Government for redress, but 
did not succeed. His brother William, who was 
educated at the Aberdeen University, resided 
20 years in South Carolina, and died 1st Novem- 
ber. 1771, in his 45th year. Be is buried in 
the Scotch Presbyterian Church in Charleston. 
Another brother, John, was the farmer in Corry- 
houl, Strathdon, and father of "Henry Michie, 
M.D., H.E.I.C.S.. who died at sea on 16th 
May. 1627, aged 34 years, and of Foiflbes Michie. 
Ca|>tain of the ship Minden, who died at Balak- 
lava. on 19th A'ugust, 1855, aged 49 years. From 
this £amily spnang the founder of the well- 
known (firm of Michie and Company, Limited, 
Toronto, whose president is a major in the 48th 
Highlanders, the regiment invited as fuests of 
the "Gay Oordons" at Aldcrshot this summer. 



With regard to the Michies in Virginia, I 
have a note of a Martha Michie, a widow, for- 
merly of Charleston, who died at Bath, in 1763. 
Letters of Administration were granted to her 
daughter Mar^, wife of Charles Ogilvie. And 
on a tablet in Wimborne Minster there is 
written—" T9 the memory of Martha Howorth, 
wife of Henry Howorth, of the Countv of Rad- 
nor, and daughter of the Honourable James 
Michie. Esq., of Charl^ Town, South Carolina 
—died 1st August, 1772, age 52 years." 

There was a John Michie, who fought in the 
jbattle of Culloden, was 'taken prisoner, and 
transporiod to Virginia. He was the first 
Michie to settle in Albemarle, where he bought 
land near the Horse Shoe of the Rivanna. from 
John Henry, father of the great orator. Ho 
died in 1777, leaving six children. Robert, the 
ireoond son, was the grandfather of Thomas 
Johnston Michie, of Staunton, leader of the Bar 
in Virginia for many years, whose four sons 
were killed in the Civil War. and whose grand- 
son and na<niesake is the President of 4he 
Michie Company Law Publishers, Charlottes- 
ville. William, the fifth son^ wa« one of the 
signatories to the Declaration of Independence, 
signed by the citizens of Albemarle on 2Ist 
April, 1779, and the great-great-gxandfather of 
Captain Robert E. L. Michie. who represented 
the Cavalry for the U.S.A. in the recent army 
manoeuvres in BeVlin.

92. Apprenticeb.— If '* Journeyman " would 
consult the "Edinburgh Council Register*' he 
would see that, on 2lBt April, 1630, the Town 
Council gave John Hart, printer in Edinburgh, 
who was about to bring out an edition of the 
Bible, power to take a new apprentice for 
'* the advancement of the said wark," ** pro- 
viding alwavs it sail not be lawful to tak and 
have ane other prentice before the expiring of 
six years." This is the earliest reo<M*ded re- 
striction in numbers that I have seen.

93. Robert Innes, Writer to the Signet.— 
The "History of the Society" states that. Mr 
Innes was the eldest son of Mr Alexander Innes 
of Blairton, Belhelvie; that he served a legal 
apprenticeship to William Thomson, W.S., 
bemg admitted a member on 11th May, 1680; 
that he married Sophia Smith; that he was 
LyonDepute in 1681 and Member of Parlia- 
ment for AnetPuther-Baeter, 1686-6. His death 
is recorded as havinflr taken place in January, 
1699. It may ^ sMed that Mr Innes traced 
his descent from the Inneses of Innermarkie 
and Ardtannes, through the Ben well branch.

94. The Earl of Aberdeen.— The verse 
quoted by W. Smith occurs in a version of the 
" Ballad of Creelie Duff." A. G. 
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Remarkable Seasons. 

Some 30 or 40 years ago (writes Mr Thomas 
F. Jamieeon, LIaD., ATonbank, Ellon), when I 
held the office of Fordyoe Lectuxer in Mariabbal 
College, I gave a lecture on one occasion upon 
remarkable eeoaons. It attracted the attention 
of Dr Ouiokshank, the well-known ProfeBBor of 
Mathematics in that College, and he sent me a 
memorandum of iiis own reminisoenceB on the 
subject, which I think ia worth preeervin^. In 
addition to his profesaoTBhip, Dr Cruickehank 
was also an inspector of parish schools for the 
Dick and Milne Bequest This took him often 
through the country, so that he had good 
opportunities of observation; and as he Was a 
most aoourate and reliable man, his statements 
may be thoroughly depended on. The follow- 
ing are his notes on the subject. The memor- 
andum is dated November, 1872:— 

1826.— On the 17th July, 1826, in the district 
of Frendraught, in Forgue, I found the here 
in the stackyard and the people busy reaping 
oats. I was credibly informed of two or three 
farms in Kincardineshire on which no rain fell 
between the sowing and the reaping of the 
grain crop. After much inquiry, I felt con- 
strained to disbelieve the stories of grass, 
moss.^ earth, and trees being set on fire by the 
ffun's heat, and to conclude that the burnings 
referred to were caused by persone d>roppin»? 
fire when lighting their pi^es, or by vagrants 
making fires for temporary purposes, and leav- 
ing them unextinflTuished; but I believe that 
in a few cases window curtains were set on fire 
by the rays of the sun, concentrated by knots 
of the crlass in windows. 

1816.— In an early district on Doveranside I 
noticed a crop of oats <hi excellent land be- 
ginning to shoot on the 18th June, 1816, which 
crop was not reaped till the last week of Sep- 
tember. On the first Sunday of October much 
of the crop continued lOfreen. On the Monday 
morning the whole district was white with 
frost, a day of bright sunshine followed, and, 
by natural consequence, the crops were all white 
before evening. 

1782.— In my early years in Banffshire I 
heard much of 1782, especially in and after 
1799. It was affirmed that some persons had 
died of famine in 1783, and that many more 
would have so died but for a large supply of 
white pease, sent bv Government at a cheap 
rate from stores provided for the army. Be- 
tween 1782 and 1790, many landlords, who were 



Bnxious for the improvement of their estates, 
gave encouragement to such tenants as had 
any considerable capital, by granting long 
leases, such as for two or three periods of 
nineteen years, with the addition of the life- 
rent of the tenant in possession at the end of 
the last nineteen. 

1838. — T^e rooks did not defer their attacks 
on the turnips till 1838. They began in 1823, 
during a very long and deep snow, with 
steady and severe frost. In proof of the depth 
of the anow, it may be stated that ten London 
daily mails reached Aberdeen in one day about 
the 20th February. 

1799. — In 1799, improvements in cultivation 
and the use of earlier kinds of oats were just 
beginninjg in the middle of Banffshire. My 
recollections of the summer and autumnol 
months of that year are that there were fewer 
rainy days, but a lower temperature than we 
have haxl in 1872. Much of the oats gave no 
meal at all, and much of what they did give 
was bad in colour and taste. The price of 
oatmeal was long 2s 6d a peck, but at one time 
it was 3s. Upon this rise, the Earl of Fife, 
who had two years' farm meal in his stores, 
caused it to be sold at 2s 6d a peck, to persons 
on his own estates, in quantities proportioned 
to the number of individuals. This brought 
back the price in the district generally to 3s 
6d, at which it long continued, I never had an 
opportunity of examining black oata. In the 
latter years of last century the oats usually 
sown were oalled common oats, a white oat, 
or rough com. They were rather late in ripen- 
ing, and yielded much straw, but when duly 
ripened, gave better meal than any other then 
known. The birley oats, or barley cats, had 
crept partially into use before 1799, and were 
a little earlier than the white oats. Potato 
oats I saw first in 1800. Persons accustomed 
to the meal of the white cats thought that the 
meal of the birley cats and of the potato oats, 
had a smack of here meal in it. Before the 
•potato oats began to degenerate, a field of 
them on good land, and in full ear, had a re 
markably rich appearance, such as I have no- 
where seen for the last 40 years. At first if 
they were not reaped before becoming dead 
ripe, much of the grain was shaken out in hand- 
hng them. They gradually became less liable 
to this. 

Ill years.— Persons who were old in the con- 
cluding years of last century often stated what 
they had heard from their forefathers about 
the last three years of the seventeenth century 
which were called the "ill years." Bach of 
these, according to the tradition, was nearly 
as bad as 1782, causing extreme distress, and 
the loss of many lives by famine. I under- 
stand it is somewhere -recorded that the last 
seven years of the century were all bad, but 
I never heard more than the last three spoken 
of by the old people referred to.

Aberdeen Registers. 

Tb« Reeistere of Baptbms, Marria^ee, &nd 
Burials connected with the Parish of St 
Nicholas, Aberdeen, now preserv^ed in H.M". 
General Register House, Edinbinrgh, afford 
much reliable information to the genealogist. 
Many of the entries furnish interesting- supple- 
mentary details, which enable a judigment to 
be arrived at as to the status of the persons 
dealt with. The following are specimens of the 
baptismal entries: — 

1576. September 6.— The Saxt day of Sep- 
tember in the year of God 1576. GUbert Sib- 
bald and Janot Cruickshank had an doghter 
baptysit be Maister John Grai'j^, gotten in 
marrage, callitt Isobell. Charles Irving, Isobell 
Cuik, and Margaret Davidson* Witnesses. 

1667. February 6.— John Cruickshank and 
Christian Seatoun, his spouse, had a son 
baptised be Mr Patrick Sibbald, called Jamee. 
Sir James Baird- of Auchmedden. Captain 
James Seatoun, Doctor James Leslie, James 
Swann, and Mr James Kennec^y, Elder, God- 
fathers. 

1674. July 6. — Robert Cruickshank [subse- 
quently proprietor of Banchory, and Provost of 
Aberdeen, 1603-96] and Sarah Leslie his spouse, 
had ane son baptised be Mr John Mensies 
called Robert. Sir Robert Innes of Pitfour, 
Robert Forbes of Robslaw, Provost, Mr Robert 
Patrie of Portlefchen, & Mr Robert Forbes, 
Godfathers. 

1674. October 4. — Mr Alexander Robertson 
[Proourator-Fisoal] and Barbara Cruickshank 
his spouse, had ane daughter baptised be Mr 
George Meldrun>, called Barbara. Mr John 
Forbes, Sheriff Deput, George Cruickshank, 
bailie, Mr Patrick Sibbald, k John Moir of 
Stone3rwood« Godfathers. 

1685. November 15,— M!r John Johnston & 
Elspet Cruickshank [Johnston was Provost of 
Aberdeen in 1697, and- his wife was a daughter 
of Provost Robert Cruickshank of Banchory] 
his spouse, had ane son baptised be Doctor 
William Blair, called G«orge. Sir Greonge 
Skeene, Yr. of Fintray, Geor^ge Aedie, Baillie, 
Mr Greorge Meldrum, Mr George Pattoun, Mr 
George Pecook. Regent, George Forbes, Yr. of 
Criggie, Godfathers, 

1698. January 27.— George Cruickshank, 
Younger, Merchant, late Master of the Kirk- 
work, and Anna Gordon his spouse, had a son 
named Alexander baptised by Mr John Angus. 
Minister of the Gospell at Kinellar. Alexander 
Orem. present Baillie, Alexander Forbea of 
Ludquharn, Merchant, late Master of the Kirk- 
work, Alexander Galloway, late Treasurer, and 
Alexander Cruickshank, Merchant and Shypper, 
Godfathers. 

The foUowing extracts illustrate the mar- 
riage entries: — 

1574. July 27.— The bannes of marrage 
between James Clarke and Elspiet Cruickshank 



was maist lawfully prodaimit be me Welter 
OuUen, Reader, and nay impediments shawipg 
nor funding for the tyme, the saidis parties 
were marryit in Aberdene, he Maister Johnne 
Craig, Minister, the xxvij day of July the yeir 
of God 1574 ^^ears. 

1699. August 7.— Walter Cochran, Meroht, 
and Christian Cruickshank, daughter to Provost 
Cruickshank, contracted by Mr Osburne, Baily 
Gelly caur. for the man, and Provost Cruick- 
shank for his daughter. Mariet the 28 August 
1699. 

1761. Januaiy 19.— Wednesday last were pr 
vately contracted in order to marriage James 
Cruickshank, Jun.j Merchant in Aberdeen, and 
Miss Ann Ogilvie. lawful daughter to the 
Reverent Jaones Ogilvie, Minister in Aberdeen. 
Cautioner, Provost Alex. Livingston, Merchant 
in Aberdeen, and for the bride the said Mr 
James Ogilvie. Paid to the poor £20 12s. 

1764. August 13— Wednesday last were pri- 
vately contracted in order to marriage John 
Copland, Merchant in Aberdeen, and Miss Ann 
Shaw, lawful daughter to the Reverend Lachlan 
Sliaw., Minister of the Gospel at FJgin. Cau- 
tioners for the bridegroom Williami Nicol, 
Advocate; for the bride Alexander Moir, Mer- 
chant there. Paid to the poor £20 12s. 

1800. June 3.— By the Rev. Francis Forbes, 
Minister of Giange, were lawfully married in 
the house of the bride's father in Aberdeen, 
after due proclamation of Banns. Mr Patrick 
Forbes, preacher of the Gospel in Aberdeen, 
and Miss Helen Copland, daughter of Baillie 
John Copland, Merchant in Aberdeen, in pre- 
sence of these witnesses, the said Baillie John 
Copland, and Professor Patrick Copland of 
MJarischal College, Aberdeen. 



John Robertson: A Literary

Death and Funeral of a Dowager

George, third Earl of Aberdeen, married 
Katherine, daughter of Oswald Hanson, Esq., 
of Wakefield. She survived her husband, and 
ber death is" recorded in the "Aberdeen 
Journal" of 26th March, 1817, thus- 
Died on Saturday morning, the 15th instant, 
w. Jier seat, Rudding Park, Yorkshire, the 
Right Honourable Katherine, Dowager Coun- 
tess of Aberdeen, in the 83rd year of her age. 
The issue of 9th April has the following, dated 
from Rudding Park, 2nd April: — 

The remains of the much and ever to be la- 
mented Dowagej Countess of Aberdeen were 
removed last Saturday from Rudding Park for 
interment in the Family Vault in Aberdeen- 
shire. The melancholy procession was as fol- 
lows : —Herald, bearing the Coronet of the de- 
ceased on a crimson velvet cushion— the Hear&o 
bearing the Escutcheons of the Family arms, 
drawn by six Horses, attended by six Mutes on 
horse-back— followed by two Mourning Coaches, 
drawn by six Horses— in the first, the son of 
the deceased, the Hon. Wm. Gordon, and other 
relatives of her Ladyship's Family— in the 
second, the principal Domestics of the Family, 
in deep mourning— followed by her Ladyship's 
state Coach drawn by six horses, and man> 
other Carriages. 

Anolent Election Prayer In Aber- 
deen. 

The following is a copy of the prayer ap- 
pointed, in 1598, to be delivered yearly iMfore 
the election of the magistrates of Aberdeen : — 

Eternal and ever-hearing^ God, who has 
created mankind to society, m the whilk thou 
that is the God of order and hates confusion, 
has appointed some to rule and govern, and 
others to be governed, and for this cause has 
set down in thy word the notes and marks of 
sic as thou hast appointed to bear government ; 
likeas of thy greet mercy thou hast gathered 
us to be ane of the famous and honourable 
burghs of this kingdom, and has reservit to us 
this liberty, yearly to cheise our council and 
magistrates; we beseech thee, for thy ChristV 
sake, seeing we are presently assembled for 



that t»urpofle, be present in the midst of u^. 
furnisn us with spiritual wisdom, and direct 
our hearts in sic sort that, all corrupt affection? 
being Temoved, we may cheise baith to be 
council and magistrates, for the year to come, 
of our brethren fearing God, men of Knaw* 
ledge, haters of avarice, and men of courage 
and action, that all our proceedings herein may 
tend to thy glory, to the weell of the haill in- 
habitants of this burgh, and we may have a 
good testimony of conscience i>efore thee. . . 

A Humorous Laird. 

Considerable dry humour is exemplified in 
the following advertisement, which wae in- 
serted iby Mr William Baird of Auchmedden in 
tho •' Aberdeen .Journal" of 17th JuJy, 1759: — 

To the Honourable the Commissioners of 
Supply of the County of Aberdeen. 

1 Had the Honour to be named your Collector 
[of cess for the Cour.ty of Aberdeen] on the 
first of October, 1765. but received ik> part of 
the Sallary and on ti)e first of May thereafter 
Sir Jamee Keid was ohosen. As I was not con- 
scious that I had given any Offence, or ui- 
curred any III will in that Interval, I thought 
myself hardly used. However, as the Gentle- 
men had odioe fixt on Sir James, I was very un- 
v/illing to give them &ny new Trouble on my 
Account. But, as others have lately offered 
their Service to the County, I hope I may be 
excused for intimating my Pretensions, and 
begging your Favour at next Election.

Lord Forgleiu 

'•Died [30th March, 1727] Sir Alexander 
Ogilvy of Foi^len, Baronet, a judge of the 
Court of Session under the deugnation of 
LfOrd Forglen. There is no particular reason 
for chronicling the demise of a respectable but 
noteless Senator of the College of. Justice, 
beyond the eccentric and characteristic circum- 
stances attending it. According to a note in 
the unpublished diary of James (Boswell, the 
biographer of Dr Johnson, when Lord Forglen 
was approaching the end of his life he received 
a visit from his friend. Mr James Boswell, advo- 
cate, the ^andfather of the narrator of the 
anecdote. The old judge was quite cheerful, 
and said to his visitor— 'Come awa', Mr Bos- 
well, and leam to dee. I'm gaun awa' to see 
your auld freend, Cullen [Sir 'Francis Grant of 
Cullen, afterwards of Mony musk— Lord Oullen 
—another judge, who had died in 1725] and 
mine. He was a ^ruid, hon^t, man; init his 
walk and yours was nae very steady when you 
u&sd to come in frae Maggy Johnston's upon 
the Saturday afternoons.' That the reader may 
understand the force of this address, it is neces- 
sary to explain that Mrs Johnston kept a little 
inn near Bruntsfield Links, which ^e con- 
trived to make attractive to men of every grade 
in life by her home-hrewed ale. It now ap- 
pears that amontf her customers were Mr Bos- 
well, a well-employed advocate, and Lord 
Cullen, a judge— one, it may be bbserved, of 
good reputation, a writer on moral themes, 
and with whose religious practice even Mr 
Wodrow 'was not dissatisfied. 

"Dr Clark, who attended Lord Forglen at 
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tho Ust, told James Boswell's father, Lord 
Auchinleck, that, calling on his patient the day 
his lordship died, he was let in by his clerk, 
David Reid. * How does my lord do?' inquired 
Dr Clark. ' I houp he's weel/ answered David, 
with a solemnity that told what he meant. He 
then conducted the doctor into a room, and 
showed him two dozen of wine under a table. 
Other doctors prej»3ntly came in, and David, 
making them all ait down, proceeded to t'cU 
them his deceased master's last words, at the 
same time pushing the bottle about briskly. 
After the company had taken a glass or two, 
they rose to depart; but David detained them. 
* No, no. gentlemen ; not so. It was the ex- 
press will o' the dead that I should fill ye a' 
tou. axid I maun fulfil the will o' the dead.' 
All the time, the tears were streaming down 
his cheeks. ' And, indeed,' said the doctor, 
afterwards, in telling the story, ' he did fulfil 
the will o' the dead, for before the end o't there 
was na ane o' us aole to bite his ain thoomb.' " 
(Chambers's *' Domestic Annals," iii., 533-34.) 

A Persecuted Parish Minister. 

Rev. Dr Scott (" Fasti ") records the follow- 
ing" regarding Rev. Robert Watson, M.A., 
minister of Grange from 1615 till hit» death in 
1651:- 

At a nK'eting of the Presbytery on 5th 
August, 1639, a complaint was made against 
George Jamesoune and Angus Buine MacTvin- 
tosh for having "intercepted him [Mr Watson] 
in his way " to the Presbytery, " furnished with 
guns, swords, and targes, and tben the said 
George and Angus strooke " him '* most 
violintlie off his horse to the ground, and with 
their guns and stones knocked him in tho 
armes and breast to his great hurt^ so that 
scarcelie was " he '' able to draw his breath. 
Also, they strake his servant to the ground, 
and heid ane drawn durk to his brest and 
boxed him." '* The brethren touched with a 
feeling of the great hurt and in j uric that Mr 
Robert had received, ordained to r<*i)resent this 
great disorder to the General A«semblie." . . 
. . Mr Wattson reported, 30th September, 
1646, "that he had clone nothing vitn his re- 
cusant adultereris, in respect of their minacing 
speeches, threatening him vith fyre and plun- 
dering if he sould proceid any further with 
them. ' He was deposed 3rd October, 1650, 
for negligence in exercising discipline. A 

friend in need was not awanting, however, as 
on 13th November after *' vas produced ane 
letter from Mr Andro Cant, desyring the 
Presbytery not to be hastie in declaring Mr 
Robert Watsone his kirk vacant, schowing he 
wold get heiring before the Genoral Asscmi- 
blie." On 12th February ho " vas demanded 
how he spent the Lord's Day, quhen there vas 
no sermon at Grange"; and answered "he 
went sumtymes to Ordifull, and in the winter 
season, quhen his familie hes boon visited vith 
fiicknosJ*. he stayed at home vith thora." 

Mr Watson was the author of Elegia xxii. in 
Forbcs's "Funeral Sermon." 



A Strange Old Highland Custom. 

The '• Caledonian Mercury " of 24th January*. 
1735, in recording the death, in her 12th year, 
of Lady Jane Oampbell, fourth daughter of his 
Grace the Duke of Argyle, adds the following— 

His grace has no male issue, but t^everal 
daughters living, sjid it is the peculiar right 
of this fiamily that when they marry any 
daughters, their vassals are obliged to i>ay their 
portions, and are taxed in order to it, accord- 
ing to the number of their cattle. 

Dearness of Money in Early Times. 

Perhaps no better proof of the high rates 
of interest eharged on loans three centuries ago 
could be furnished tbon the following excerpt 
from a proclamation made in June, 1597 — 

"... That no man take upon hand to give 
out money any dearer nor ten i>er the hundred 
[e.g., ten per cent, interest], or Tictual according 
thereto, under the pain of oonfisoation of their 
goods, and punishing of t^ir bodies as usurers.

their eldest daughter, just entered into the 
17th year of her age. And that afternoon died 
Mr Stewart himself, aged about 58. . . . On 
the 15th these three persons were carried to- 
gether to the grave, and six children are left 
behind them. 

27th May. —Died at Old Aberdeen, of this 
date. Rev. Mr Alexander Gordon, minister at 
Kintore, in the 48th year of his age and 24th 
of his ministry. 
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4th June. Di«d at Bognie, of this dftte, 
Theodore Morieon, Esq. of Bonnie, in the 81»t 
year of his age. ... He hved without an 
enemy, and died without a gsroan. 

16th June Died last week, in an advanced 
age, Rev. Mr Patriok Black, minister at Peter- 
culter.

77. Gaelic— In certain districts of Aber- 
fken»hire, the Gaelic language is still spoken, 
but not exclusivefly. In Midiie's ** Deeside 
Tales" (New Edition, 1908), p. 10, it is stated 
that on the left bank of the Dee, opposite 
Balmoral, ''the Gaelic language continucnd to 
be the household language of almost every 
family down to IdSO at least." In a note 
(p. 285) the editor mentions that " At the last 
census there were 196 Gaelic speakers in Brae- 
mar and Crathie, out of a population of 1452, 
48 in Glenmiuick, Tullich. and Glengairn, and 
19 in Strathdon. As a living language in daily 
use, Gaelic may be said to be extinct east of thj 
Castleton."

97. GrOBDON IN Bblnban. — On a table stone 
in Logie Churchyard is the following inscrip- 
tion: — ''Donald Gordon from Ballneyan, died 
11th January, 1776, aged! 98, in gratitude to 
whose memory his nephew, William* Gordon^ 
Vintner. Dundee, caused- this stone to be 
erected." 

This William Gordon, of the Balnean Gor- 
dons, bought the estate of Blelack in 1794 from 
Gordon the "Red- Laird" (no relative), and 
was then, or became soon after, also proprietor 
of Tillypronie. He died in 1802, and is in- 
terred near Tayport in the burial ground of 
his wife, who was heiress cf tho estate of 
Woodhous3 there, and other estates in Fife. 
For fuller information, see the Rev. J. G. 
Michie*s ** History of LQgieO>ldstone and Braes 
of Oromar." 

The Poll Book of 1696 shows a James Gor- 
don (and wife) in *' Bolnean," who was probably 
the lather of Donald ,and grandfather of Wil- 
liam (the " Vintner Laird," as he was called), 
and of John in Belnean, the subject of J. M. 
B.'s querv. Belnean and Barglass were con- 
tiguous places, and both in Braes of Cromar, 
an outlying part of the parish of Tullich (Glen- 
muick)^ although near to Logie-CoIdiBtone, the 
minister of which would frequently baptise in 
Braes, because the people there for convenience 
attended his church. But the Belnean pro- 
clamations would' be found in Glenmuick 
records, and perhaps also some of the bap- 
tisms. 
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There wae no Barg^aai mentioned in the 
Poil Book of 1696, and there is now a B&rgla8i» 
bat no Belnean. Thae Bug-gests the idea that 
it W8B the eame John Gordon who occupied 
- both places, 1750-59, and that Barglass, though 
perhaps at one time the kee importajit of the 
two, mav have poa oooao d better amenities for 
the combined holdin^g, and beoame in course 
cf time the residential place. Such caees are 
very conunon. The eurest information would 
be had from the rent roUe of Aboyne, but a 
letter to Rev. Mr West, Braes of Cromar, 
Dinnet, nkisciht be of eervioe, directing inquiry 
of Mrs M*Connach, Moestown, or Mrs Edmon- 
atone, Barglafls, both bom eighty years ago, 
the one at Barglass and the other beaide it. 
Aa th.e Gordofi stone referred to was erected 
prior to 1794, and probably dfuring the life- 
time of John Gordon of Belnean, it might be 
of use to ascertain what ineorip^tione are now 
on the burial ground. 

I remember to have seen in Glenmuick 
records about September, 1772, the baptism of 
a daughter of *' Peter Grordon, Esq. of Mos- 
town,'* A f<arm near Barglaes; but I have no 
idea as to what Groidons Peter bek>nged to. 
There vt a headstone in St Nicholas Chtrrch 
yard ineoribed "The Burial Ground of Petei 
Gordon, Esq. of Mosstown, but nothing more 
on it. The "Aberdeen Journal,'' however, 
records the death of Mr Gordon as having 
taken place at Aberdeen on 2nd May, 1793, in 
his 79th year.

Macfarlane, Urnay MtLDse, a copy of Dr Gam- 
mack's query, and received an answer, of which 
the following is a copy — " I have no idea what 
the phrase *de Brand' stands for. One would 
suppose it was the name of some place or 
other ; but there is no place in the parish called 
I Brand.' The nearest approach to it is 
'Brahan,' that part of the parish that belongs 
to 'Seaforth,' and within which his residence 
is situated, and where he is at present staying. 

" As the manse in which Rev. John Morisc/n 
and his family lesided is still in existence, and 
situated on another estate, separated from the 
estate of Bnahan by the river Oonan, it could 
not pronerly be recorded of his two sons Nor 
man ana John that they were 'de Brahan,' un- 
less, indeed, they were actually staying with, 
sent to college, and maintained thereat by the 
' Seaforth ' of their day— a circumstance not 
at all unlikely, ^s in 1725 the stipend of Urray 
was barely sufficient co supply the minister and 
his family with the necessaries of life, and 
could never have enabled him to send his sods 
to college. 

"I have read of and seen individuals whose 
surname was 'Brand,* but never of any place 
the name of which was so spelt. About the 
nearest approach to it, after all. is 'Brahan,' 
so that I am inclined to think the phrase you 
inquire about should have been 'de Brahan,' 
and not 'de Brand'; but How Mr Morison's 
sons came to be so designated and recorded 
when their father's residence was not within 
Brahan is a mystery." 

The iniformation about (Mifr Morison's sons 
has been to me very interesting. ~Ed.]

Pa.rliament. in May, 1700, considering the 
hazard with which **the true Protestani re- 
iigion" was threatened by "Popery," enacted 
a drastic statute, which continued to be acted 
upon for many years. It assigned a rewarJ 
of five hundred merks for the detection of 
<!ach priest and Jesuit, and ordained that he 
who was eo by habit and repute, and refuseti 
to di>(claini the character on oath, should he 
liable to banishment without further ceremony, 
nnder certification that, on returning still a 
Papist, he should be liable to death. Lav 
Catholics were at the same time declared i:*- 
comipetent to succeed to heritable property, 
while the former measure which declared it 
illegal for them to educate their children, was 
confirmed. 

"Notwithstanding the crushing severity of 
this treatment, the professors of the Cathol'.c 
religion in Scotland contrived to establish 
about this time, and to maintain, one scmm&ry 
for at least the preparation o* its priesthood ; 
hat it was of a character to impress more 
forcibly the sternness of Protestant prohibition 
than had there been nonei It was literally a 
littl'3 cott»agc. situated on the banks of the 
Orombie water, in a very sequestered situation 
amcrg the mountains dividing Inveravon 
parish, in Banffshire, from the Gabrach. Glen- 
bucket, and Strathdon, in Aberdeenshira. It 
was named Scalan, which means an obscure or 
pha''owy place, and the name was mcst appro- 
priate. Here, far from the haunts of civilieed 
man, knrdly known but to a few shepherds, <r 
the wvinde- ing sportsman, living on the proceeds 
of a snail tract of mountain ground, a priest 
superintended the education of eight or ton 
youths designed, for the most part, to complete 
their course and take ordination on the Coti- 
tinent; though, occasicnally, the rite of ordin 
ntion was performed at Scalan. This trulv 
humble seminary, as singular a memorial "f 
the tenacity of the human heart towttrda the 
religions tenets impressed on it as the Coven- 
anters' moorland communion-tables or thei.* 
mossv graves in the weet, continued in existence 
to the close of the eighteenth century. It was 
ultimately superseded by the college at Aq« 
hortiea. which, in turn, in 1829, gave place to 
that of St >rarv'8, BJairsL" [From Acts cf 
Parliament; leslieVs "Survey of the Province 
of Moray," p. 2807, and Chambers's " Domestic 
Annals of Scotland," III., 205-6.

A Dwarfish Bride. 

On 9th January,. 1811, there were marri-ni 
at Johnfihaven Robert Bremner, aged 66. and 
Jean Downie. aged 42. The happy bride, it 
is said, meaauied 3 feet 2 inches in her shoes.

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The Clan Lindsay. 

At. th€ annual meeting of the Clan Lindsay, 
held in Edinburgh on 12tn nk., the chairnaan, 
Mr W. A. Lindsay, K.C., "Windsor Herald," 
recalled the fact that the Black Watch was 
founded by a Lindsay, and that the family Tvas 
cloeely connected Tvith the founding of two 
other Highland regiments. For many years 
past it had been his privilege on behalf of his 
cousin, the chief of the clan, to direct searches 
to be made in the Register of Scotland -for aU 
the families of Lindaay, and they now pos- 
sessed notes of all the legal proceedings in 
which the Lindsays had been concerned for th^ 
important period of the sixteenth, seventeenth, 
and eighteenth centuries. If they were able 
to bring these researches to a final conclusion, 
they would in the end be in a position to put 
at the command of the sodety the means of 
proving the pedigrees of most of the Lindsays 
who could go back for, say, 150 years. He 
wished on that occasion to mention the dis- 
covery in the course <A last year of a very im 
portant dooument. They might have observed 
that the first chief of their family who was 
created Earl was afterwards known to have 
married the King's daughter, but no human 
being had ever known what was her precise 
name, or anything about her, which was most 
remarkable. He had been endeavoufing to dis- 
cover whether there was anything in the Vati- 
can to show what particular Princess the Earl 
of Crawford married, but he had miscalculated 
the year of the dispensation. Within the last 
year it had been discovered quite accidentally 
by Dr Maitland Thomson, the late head of the 
Register House. This very interesting and re- 
markable dccument was & dispensation of mar- 
riage addressed personally, and not through 
any official, to David Lindsay, son of Alex- 
ander, lord of the lands of Glenesk, and 'E3iza- 
beth, daughter of the King, of illustrious birth, 
and granted by the Pope, on the ground that 
they were third cousins, at the request of the 
illustrious King of Scotland. This document 
was dated 1374, and was a dispensation granted 
by Pope Gregory. Apart from its peculiar in- 
terest to the Lindsays, tha.t was a matter of 
great general interest to historians. It was 
granted by the Pope at Avignon, the liast Pope 
before the great Papal schism, to a boy of 14, 
thereby showing that their* first chief was con- 
sidered by the King of Scotland so important 
a person that he was worthy of being secured 
for a son-in-law.

91. Rev. Robkbt Ibvine.— Further to the 
answer in No. 21, it may be of interest to give 
the following in reference to Mr Irvme's son 
Adam from Davidson's "Inverurie and the 
Earldom of the Gariooh,'' pp. 423-24: — 

The disorderly condition of society at the 
time [1710] is exemplified by the frequent 
occurrence of irre^lar marriages, and marri- 
ages of persons not absolutely certain that they 
had not a husband or wife living. One, not in 
that way reprehensible, and somewhat romantic 
in its details, brought Mr James Gordon, the 
newlv settled minister of Bourtie, into sudden 
trouble in 1710, and occasioned a pro re nata 
meeting of Presbytery, in order to correct the 
error committed. Adam Irvine, described as 
"sometime of Brucklaw," had won the affec- 
tions of Mrs Margaret Reid, daughter of Sir 
John Reid of Barra. but the consent of her 
parents was beyond His reach. The young 
people, resolved upon being wedded, resorted 
to a clandestine expedient. Irvine got an " old 
minister, Mr Donald McComtoeh" [Macintosh], 
residing in Badenoch, to come all the way to 
Bourtie. and provided also a couple of witnesses 
from Strathdon, and on 21»t September the 
young lady, being apprised, slipped out of the 
castle, and was married close by, probably in 
the wood. On the marriage being discovered 
some days after, the girl was turned out of 
doors, and it may be sought refuge from scandal 
and relief in her distress at the Manse, after 
going immediately to her husband. The cul- 
prits, having substantiated to the satisfaction of 
the Presbytery their account of the circum- 
stances, were appointed to make open declar- 

I 
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ation of ibeir marriftgie before die congregation 
in tbe pariBh ohnroh, and after being rebuked, 
had the " defects of tbe marria^pe made up in 
the way usual in such oases/* whatever that 
may have been. 

A reconciliation ue between Adtom Irvine and 
hie father-in-law must liAve early taken place, 
as the parish registers of Bourtje show that in 
1711-12 he was readout at Barra Castle, where, 
along with Sir John, he was a witness to the 
signing of several legal documents. He took 
part in the rising of 1715, and was in attend- 
ance upon the Earl Marischal when be entered 
Aberdeen and proclaimed tbe Chevalier -as 
King. In 1728 Irvine held the official appoint- 
ment of Collector of Supply for the County of 
Kincardine. The Rebellion of 1745 again found 
him an actaye supporter, but be seems to have 
evaded detection, notwithstanding diligent 
search having been made for him. The follow-

The following peculiar case is reported in 
Chambers's "Domestic Annads of Scotland," 
Vol. III., pp. 208-9:- 

'' Jean Crordon, widow of Mr William Fraser, 
minister of Blaine, Aberdeenshire, had been 
for some yeare decayed in body and mind, so 
as probably to be a considerable burden to iier 
eurviving relatives. One mominig in this month 
[October, 1698] lAho was found dead in her bed, 
and after the usual interval, she was duly in- 



terred. Soon after, some susfMcions arose 
against Mr William Fraser, minister of the 
Ok>spel, stepson of the deceased, to the effect 
that he had poisoned and bled her to death, al- 
though, as M alleged, he had been absent »t 
Aberdeen at the time of her death. A warrant 
being obtained, the body was raised from the 
gra\'e and examined. No external mark of 
violence was discovered, and science did not 
then give the means of detecting the internal 
consequeDCes of poison. It was resolved, how- 
ever, to revive, in this instance, a mode of dis- 
covering murder, which has long been riu:iked 
with vulgar superstitions. Hie body being 
laid out in open view, Mr Willuun Dunbar, 
minister of Cruden, prayed to Ood that be 
would discover the authors of any violence done 
to the deceased lady, if any there were; and 
then the persons present one by one, including 
the (luspected stepson, touched the body; 'not- 
withstanding whereof there appeared nothing 
upon the body to make the least indication, of 
her having been murdered.' A precognition 
reporting all these circumstances, and making 
no charge against anyone, was sent to the 
'Lord Advocate. 

**The friends of the deceased nevertheless 
continued to suspect the stepson, and caused 
him to be apprehended and~ thrown into Aber- 
deen jail. He lay there unaccused for three 
montlM, 'to the ruin of himself and hie small 
family,* till at length they agreed to have bim 
charged 'before the Commissioners of Justiciary 
for the Highlands. Hereupon (Mazoh 6tb, 
1609) he petitioned the Privy Council for trial 
before the High Court of Justiciary ; which was 
granted. What was the upshot of the affair 
does not appear." 

Hereditary Sextons. 

On 26th December, 1807, there died at Kin- 
fauns, near Perth, Andrew Hall, kirk-offioer. 
and beadle or sexton of that parish. He suc- 
ceeded his father, or, in his own words, " came 
to the Post '* in 1742, and it is a circumstance 
not only remarkable, but probably unequalled 
in the history of the Church of Scotland, that 
his grandfather, his father, and himself held 
that office, in ret^ular succession, for the long 
period of 160 years. [''Aberdeen Journal."] 

The offices of sexton and kirk-officer of the 
parish of Lunan were hereditary in the Gavin 
family for several generations; and to Alex- 
ander Gavin, who held the offices in 1733 (in 
that year he presented to the church a font, 
sand glass, and hand bell), belongs a proud dis- 
tinction. His second son, David, having ac- 
quired a fortune as a merchant in the Nether- 
lands, bought the estates of Easter Braikie in 
Forfarshire, and langton in Berwickshire. He 
married, in 1770, Lady Elizabeth Maitland, 
daughter of the Earl of Lauderdale, and 
had four daughters, the eldest of whom — Mary 
Turner— was married, on 2nd September, 1793, 
to John Campbell, who was created Baron 
Breadalbane, ol Taymouth Okstle, on 13th

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November, 1806, <be]'n^ raioed to the Marciuisato 
of Breadalbane and' Earldom of OrmeH<e on 
12th September, 1831. She waa the mother of 

1. John, Lord Glenorohv, M.P.. who 8u<y 
oeeded ae eeoond> Marquis of Breadalbane. 

2. EUizaheth Maitland. who waa married to 
Sir John Pringie of Stitohill, Baronet, 19th 
October, 1831. 

3. Mary, nmrried 13th May, 1819, to Richard 
Planta«ent, who micoeeded as second Diike of 
Buddngham, K.G.. G.C.H. 

"It will tbufl (in ISm language o£ Mr 
Andrew Jervisc — "Epitaphs andi Inscri^iona,'* 
I., 24^ be seen that, through the mamage of 
his Rpeat-grand-daughter with the Duke cf 
Buckiaffham, who was a lineal descendant of 
King Henjy II., that the blood of the humble 
kirk beadle of Lunan may, like that of poor 
Paterson, the celebrated prototype of * Old Mor- 
tality,' be said to flow in the yeins of Royalty.'* 

A Feat In Penmanship. 

In the autumn of 1823 Mr John Fyfe, school- 
master of Towie, who wias an expert penman, 
wrote by hie own handi within the space of a 
sixpence, the Lozd's Prayer, the Creed, iibe 13lBt 
Psalm, and the 1st. 6th. 7th, 8th. and 9th Com- 
mandments, with his own name, his oocupation, 
plaoe of abode, and day of month and> year. 
The matter extended to 273 words, or 1154 
letters.

Treasure Trove In the North of 
Sootiand. 

Mr 6. M. Fraser, librarian of the Public 
Library, Aberdeen, haa contributed to Vol. III. 
of the *' British Numismatic Journal," a most 
interesting chapter on the above subject. The 
foUowing are abridged extracts from it:— 

Tbe compsiratively Jew find* of Soman oobas in 
the nortir of Sootkod are just another illuitration of 
how tbe Mieooe of ouoMMiMitios i« the handmaid of 
hktory. There are isolated exunples of tfaece dia- 
ooveries north of wAt>erdeeD0hire ... a ooin of 
Titua beinf dug up at Forres in 1848, sod on 
aiDotber oocasion a ooin of daudlus Gotiiiooi, A.D. 
268-370. found at Cullen. . . In 1860 a Gnek ooin 
of lfen>, struck at Oorintli, was lound at Btiryhead, 
and a ivw y«ac» ainoe a ooin of Marcua Aureiuia at 
SAortkob, also a oopper oohi of Antooinua Plus. A.D. 
188; and about the same time <a gold own of Vea- 
na«an was found at Inverurie. But the largeat 
find of Roman ooinc in thi« region wae Jo the bMibi 
of the Dee. about ten milea west of Abenleen. About 
eight nuiee from the city is tbe Mte of a military 
camp, known locally «» Norman Dykes, but itfi 
durscter m a Roman fort is attested by certain 
features in its ooiuvbructlon. It wa« in tbe imme- 
diate neighbouriiood of this that many years ago a 
nunr.ter of eilrer ooina were found in a m<Mfl. 'nteir 
precise tlenominations do not appear to have been 
ascertained beyond the fact thai they were coin* of 
the empire, and the supposition is that they had been 
buried when Agrlcola was on his return march from 
the north. 

VM, far from where these Roman coins were found, 
aereral billon pieces of Francis and Mary were re- 
ooTored in ISll. A oumher of otfaer arclwallogical 
discoveries have been made in the district, whi^ i« 
notable as havdng been a seat of tbe Knifhtt 
Templara. 

Sfx years later, quite a large discovery of coins of 
this character was made la the city of Aberdeen itself. 
In digging for the foundation of premises near Maria- 
chal Ocll^, wiorlrmen ^me upon three bags, buried 
about thiree tect belorw the surface, and contadming 
eereral thousands of biUon ootaa, namely, lloo« or 
harcfteads of Mary and FranoiB. of date 1568, but 
most of them -were in poor preservation. Bow Ibey 
oame to be buried t)»ere mnnct be stated witb oer- 
taixvby. but it is probable that they hod been coo- 
oeoled as a temporafy expedient by one of the 
monastic housea of the oity. 

aCanv other minor dbooveriee of coins heiTe been . 
made in Aberdeen durin^t t^ P*st oentory. In 1807, 
when tJnion Stieet bad Just been formed, and a 
number of old buikHogw were being <Jeared away to 
fonn St INicbolas Street, workmen came upon a« 
wooden vesseil. about ten feet undegg j ound. contain- 
ing a large quan-Uty of silver coins. While they were 
yet aivailable, a number of th^ coins were idcntiOed 
a« of the mteiba'gea of Edward I. of England and Alex- 
ander III. of 0ooiHnd As no on« in authority took 
an interest in the find, the oolns were quickly 
scattered. A week later, in almost the aame epot. 
workmen dieooTered an earthen jar cootaintog about 
elghtoen hundred silver coin^, ailso of ESdward I 
ai^ Alexander III., and, fortunately, posa ee rton of 
t'heee was taken by tbe authorities,* and they were 
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lodfcd in tflie Toira Hoote.

In the Shlprow, whilat orepadrtf were being made to 
an old bouse, dating from the BHormatkm, quite a 
quantity of ooina and trinlDete was dteoovered. Mboat 
of the ooina wero copper twopenny pieoea, or tumens, 
of Obarke I., and in all probabiH^ tibey had lain hid 
in abin old bouse — whioh waa onoe the residence of 
^he Provoflt-^tnm about ttie date of their mintage. 

The moat important treaaure trove of Abeandeen— 
indeed, the largest ftod of coins that baa ever been 
made in Scotland— waa the discovery of the looally- 
oelebiated " Bsonae Tot," Oa «he SM of May. 1886, 
workmen were busy exoapating foundation workB in 
the U.pperlDnicgate, when the toeman drore bia pick 
into aome hard aobaitinoe that gave out a riMxp, 
metallic thi^, and examination brougflit tx> light a 
bionce pot, from Whioh, ttvough the hole that the 
pick had made, a small atream of silver ooina began 
to nuke ite fway. . . The treasure waa, as usual, 
and, indeed, wrth great probabflity, set down as part 
of the pay chest of one of the Engliwti armies tbait 
swept over the nod^ of dootland about t^e middle of 
the fourteenth century. The magnitude of tihe trea^ 
sure quickly hrougbt on the aoene tbe oAciala of 
t&e (Bxcheqiier. and iiie pot and as many of tlie 
coins that could <be taken poceession of were deposited 
for examination to the Exchequer Offloea, Ediiurargh. 
AKogetheir complete coins to tbe number of 12,1247 
were (<coov«red, and> Cragmenta of about 20 others, 
makiflv in all 12,267. 

Mr Fraeer has treated hie eubjeot with much 
lucidity, and we oongxetulate him upon being 
the first to fumieh an exact record of the de- 
nominations and dietribulion of the "Bronze 
Pot '* ooins.

106. Records in AGBiouLTnaE.— The follow- 
ing is extracted from the "Aberdeen Journal" 
of 21st September, 1808:— "A correspondent 
from Buchan informs us that upon a field on 
the estate of Skelmuir (which had been injured 
by the grub worm last spring) one pickle oi 
potato oats stocked to the extent of 37 stems 
or stalks. The produce of these stems -was ac- 
curately counted, and amounts to 2455 grains 
from one grain. The stems and produce may 
still be seen." It will thus be seen that this 
vield from a single grain exceeds that quot3«i 
by "Statistician" to the extent of 14 stalks 
and 276 grains.

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The Crabstone. 




This is ftn iliustration of tthe Orabetone, -wiiicb 
stands on the south side of the Hardgate, near 
where it crosses Bon-Aooord Terrace. Authors 
disagree as to the ori^n of the name, w*hile 
many hold that t:he Laufgstane, in Lantffstane 
Place, is the «aJ Crabstone. The probability is 
that the former ha/i 4>eea origanally placed as a 
boundary stone of the lands cf RubisJaw, which 
were at one time in the possession oif John 
Crab, a Flemish engineer, wjio distinfruished 
himself at the Sieare of Berwick in 1319. Tytler, 
in referring to him, sarcastical'ly reanarks that 
he "aeems to have been a mercenary, who 
engaged in the service of anyone who cared to 
empIoT him." Certain it is that in 1313 he in- 
-curred the displeasure of Edward II. for depre- 
dations conrroitted on some English merchants, 
and that six years later^the Count of Flanders 
threatened to break h-im on the wheel, if caught. 
In 1338 he was in the service of the Enj?lis^ 
King, but by 1360 he liad settled down as a 
peaceful burgess of Abercteen (Exchequer Rolls), 
becoming Commissioner for tiie Burgh in the 
Parliament of 1366-67. 

The Crabstone frequently crops up in the his- 
tory of the burgJiL In Novenrber, 1571, it was 
the scene of a battle between the Gordons and 
the Forbeses ; in 1642, it was tihe spot at which 
Sir GiH>ert Menxies of Pitfodels hurt John 
Forbes of Leslie on the leg " be ane sdhot " ; 
in August, 1644, it was the place where Alex- 
ander Irving of Kingcausie was shot by William 
Forbes, natural son of John Forbes of Leslie: 
and on 13th September, of the same year, it 
was the scene of a battle between the army 
under Montrose and the force defending the 
town. In lecordSng the last-named engage- 
ment, the burgh records graphically state that 

... of our tounes men wer slaine that day 
— Maister Matfaew Lumsden, baillie; Thomas 
Buck, Maister of Kirkwork; Robert Leslie, 
Maister of HoepiialUs; Maisterjs Alexander 
and Robert Reidis, advooatis; Andro and 
Thomas Bumettis, merchands, with many 
noae, to the number neir of auoht sooir. 



Strange Story Regarding Two 
Sansorit Manusorlpts. 

*'Two Indian Manuscripts, written in the 
Sansorit Language, the property of the late 
Mr John Mather, who, after being several 
times wrecked in the loddan. Seas, w«« unfor- 
tunately drowned, with many others of bis 
oountrymeo^ on the English coast in March, 
1808, have beeo sent by his father in. New- 
burgh, by tiie bands of Mr Duff, minister of 
Foveran, to the Rev. Dr Brown, PrinotpsI of 
MarJsohal College, U> be deposited there, 
according to his declared inteotion. These 
ManuBGnpts (one of which is said to be 2000, 
the other 1000, years okl) weore obtained by Mr 
Mather from one of the Indian. Brahmins, in 
the course of his travels through the kingdom 
of Mvsore. which fas was employed to survey 
by the £/ast India Company; who, besides 

Eayment for his trouble, settldd an annuity on 
im as a testimony of their appreciation oi his 
services. Having spent six years in the survey 
of the Mysore country, of which he has drawn 
several very accurate maps, he was thoroughly 
acquainted with Indiaa affairo: and being an 
excellent Surveyor and Draugntsman, he Had 
agreed at the request of ssveral GentleoMn, 
wno applied to him, to survey and draw a map 
of his native county <of Aberdeen), the profits 
of which he intended to applv to some charit- 
able purpose in the city of Aberdeen. . . . 
He was a voung man of exceUent dispositioii, 
and of ifeal merit; and his death is tnerefore 
justly regretted by all who knew him." 
(" Aberdeen Journal," 31st May, 1809.) 

Mr Mather left estate representing £4000, 
which h^ mortified under his deed of settle- 
ment for various philanthropic objects, thus — 

I, John Mather, surveyor, . . do make 
and publish this my last wiU and testament, in 
manner and form following— As the Interest 
of my property will, at all events, realise two 
hundred pounds (£SKX)) Sterling per annum, I 
will and bequeath unto my Father, Robert 
Mather, at the Mill of Newburgh, near Aber- 
deen, North Britain, the annual sum of one 
hundred pounds (£100) Sterling during his 
Life. Should it turn out that my step-mother 
survives him, she shall have sixty pounds (£60) 
Sterling per annum during her life. 

2d. The other hundred pounds (£100) 
Sterriing is to be disposed of as follows, viz.— 
For the Education and Clothing of twenty 
(20) poor Fishermen's sons of the Newburgh, 
in the Parish of Foveran, on condition that, 
when instructed and come to a proper age, 
they be indentured apprantices for the sea. 
Fifty -five Pounds (£65) SterHn|r ; the system 
of Education is to include navigation. 

Srd. To the Parson or Schoolmaster of 
Foveran, for Lecturing and reading Prayers 
onoe a week to the poor people of the New- 
burgh and its Environs, twenty-five pounds 
(£25) Sterling. Farther, cm the oondition of

4th. In like manner, for the Education of 
B^ght (8) poor people's sone in the pariehea of 
Foveran and Fyvie, that is four (4) each, twenty 
pounds (£20) Sterling; this is also to furnish 
books for them, and' they are to be brought on 
to CoJIege, and are expressly to be sent there ; 
for which the farther sum. ol Fifty pounds (£50) 
Sterling, or at the rate of six Pounde (£6) Five 
shillings (5s) eadi. for their support duriotfr the 
Sessions, is aUowed ; the youths of the Parishes 
are to be selected by the Pflrrsons, and every 
care taken of their Morals. 

5tb. And finally the farther sum cf Thirty 
Pounds (£30) Sterling* per annum, I request 
may be distributed into six (6) Burses of Five 
(£5) Pounds each, and to be Presentation Burses 
in my name, and at the disposal of the Prin- 
cipal and Professors of the Marischal College 
of Aberdeen, whetre the youn^^ men approved cf 
are to be educated. 'Hie Legacies 4th. and 5th. 
are only to take efFect gradually after my 
Father and Mother's decease. 

A Codicil follows thus: — 

I, John Mather, Surveyor, do, this eighteenth 
day of February, in the year one thousand eijrht 
hundred and deven. make <uidl publish this 
Codicil to my last will and testament, in manner 
followin£---that is to say, that I hereby nominate 
and appoint the Honourable the Provost and 
Magistrates of the City of Aberdeen, North 
Britain, for the time bein«r. mjy perpetual 
Trustees, to the due execution of my last will 
and testament; in confidence whereof, I trust 
they will deposite in perpetual safety ail my 
property that shall be remitted from my 
Executors in India. and> cause to be paid the 
anniuil legacies specified in my last wiJl and 
testament. I allot the sum of £5 yer annum 
to the Town Clerk or Register of the said City 
in consideration of his trouble in keeping the 
accounts, and pacing the legacies annually; 
. . . The principal to be funded as soon as 
possible to the best advantage at annual in- 
terest.

Edward First of England, having attempted 
to annex Scotland to his dominions, was op- 
posed by Wallace, through whcse consummate 
wisdom and valour the English were driven out 
of Scotland, and her independence was restored. 
Renewed attempts by Edwaid to conquer Scot- 
land were heroically resisted by Wallace, till 
he was treacherously deserted by the &cottifi)i 
nobility, ajnd betrayed by Sir John Menteith. 
lie was thereupon seised, conveyed to London, 
and there arraigned as a traitor to the English 
King, amid mockery and indignity, which, 
conscious of his integrity, he bore witli digni- 
fied composure. On 23rd August. 1505, this 
great hero was led to Smithfield, and, with Ed- 
ward as aji eye-witness, was there put to death, 
solely for his love of liberty, his effectual resis- 
tance of aggression, and his fidelity to his native 
land. 

On the west side— 

"Go back to your masters, and tell them 
that we came not here to treat, but to fight, 
and set Scotland free." 

Answer of Wallace to the English friars sent 
to negotiate a pacific treaty with him before 
the Battle of Stirling Bridge. 

On the east side— 

'*To Edward, King of England, I cannot be 
a traitor. I owe him no allegiance; he is noL 
my Sovereign ; he never received my homage, 
and, whilst life is in this persecuted body, he 
r.ever shall receive it." 

Speech of Wallace at his mock trial in Lo?i- 
don. 

On the north side — 

When I was a youth, and under the caio 
of my uncle, all that I could carry away from' 
him was a single proverb, but it seemed to me 
cbove all price, and I never forgot it. It was 
this—' I tell you a truth, liberty is the best of 
all things. My son, never live under any 
slavish bond.* '* 

Remarks by Wallace on the instructions he 
received from his uncle, the Priest of Ihinipace. 

*' I have brought rou to the ring — dance ac- 
cording to your skill." 

Wallace drew up his army at Falkirk in a 
circular form and addressed them as above.

125. LMasson.- About the end of the 
eighteenth century two brothers of the n^ime of 
Maeson. belonging to the Oromar district of 
Aberdeenshire, went abroad. Possessing energy 
and resource, they acquired wealth, and it is 
believed that the surviving brother diol about 
1845, leaving (probably to the Massons of Cnl- 
orden farm, Cromar) heritable estate in the 
West Indies consisting of a plantation, and 
movable property running into tens of thou- 
sands. Between 1847 and 1851 notice of the 
death was received in Aberdeenshire, a relative 
in the Strathdon district having had sent ro 
him a (? "Gazette") newspaper containing an 
*; Heirs Wanted" notice, or such like. A sol- 
dier of the (Jordon Highlanders named John 
Allanech— well known on account of his great 
height of 6ft. lOi inches— landed in Barbadoes 
on 4th April, 1841: obtained his discbarge, bv 
purchaae, there in 1842, and after holding a 
civil appointment in Jamaica for about eleven 
years, returned to Scotland andj confirmed the 
death of Mr Masson, whom he had met person- 
ally in the Weet Indies.

115. Kbknbthmont Frbeii abon Lodob.— The 
following is extracted Iroiu the "Aberdeen 
Journal" of 31st July, 1822: — 

On Friday laet, the 26th inst., the new Mason 
Lodge of St Mary's of Kennethmont held their 
first -General (Meeting in that parish for the 
purpose of celebrating the formation of a irery 
respectable Lodge, under the authority of the 
Right Worshipful the Grand Lodge of Scotland. 
Although they have only been constituted a few 
months, they already number upwards of 90. 
The Brethren of St Mary's Lodge, attended 
by visitors from the different Lodges in this 
District, formed a very numerous and respect- 
able procession, in their handsome Masonic 
Dresses, and Silver Decorations, the latter of 
which were preeented to them hj Mrs Hay of 
Rannes, whom they had rcvquested to patronise 
this new institution. The Brethren afterwarde 
dined together, and concluded the day with a 
bail, which was kept up with great sq^irit to a 
late hour; and the whole business of the day 
afforded universal satisfaction to the Brethren 
and their friends. Office-'bearers ap4;>ointed for 
the ensuing years are as follow

1607. — WilliAin Sandeni; w-as censured by the 
Piei^tery, 24th AdfU, 1627, "for ma^ng «ne 
pennie. brrdell within Straithboggie to his 
doohter in law, at quhilk were present exoomuni- 
cat iMupista to the greiff of all honoet 
Christians/' On 3rd Deoember, 1643, he stated 
he would have intimated the subscribing of the 
Covenant, but «was prevented, the pulpit being 
guarded with armed men and debarred bv 
violence, and offering to preach, these men suf- 
fered him not till the Marquis came. He 
petitioned Parliameoit that, " having a mean 
benefice, from which he had received little for 
eight years,'* he might be relieved from 
a pu3>lic payment. He demitted 25th 
March, 1663, and is said to have 
died ill hie 108th year, and 77th of his ministry. 
(This is the greatest age. if true, -which baa been 
dSsoovered in the Church of Sootkind.) 

1643. — Alexander Innes was co-adjutor and 
helper for some time. 

1656.— James Home, ahoohnaster of Gran,ge. 
was ordained 28th February, andi translated to 
Elgin, 2nd Charge, in July, 1669. 

1663.— William Annand., son of Mr John 
Annand, one of the ministers of Inverness ; con- 
tinued till after the Revolution. 

1702.— Charles Primeroee, M.A.. ordained 25th 
February, and translated to Femes in October, 
1707. 

1709.— Thomas Maooullooh, tranaaated from 
Birnie, and admitted 4th May. Died 26t>h 
November, 1760. in his 81st year, and 43rd of 
minisbry. 

1751.— Patrick Gordon, translated from 
Rhynie, and admitted 3rd October. Died in 
London, 20th February, 176^ m his 31st year of 
ministry. His widow, Majory Chalmers, died 
4th August, 1787. 

1770. — ^James Gordon, ordained by the Presby- 
tery of Edinburgh, 13th June, 1753, as chaplain 
to the Royal North British Fuaileere, then at 
Gibraltar, presented to BeJlie by Alexander, 
Dufce of Gordon, in 1769, and admitted 14th 
March, 1770. He died 30th January^ 1809, in 
his 62nd year of age, and 56tb of ministry. He 
married Margaret, daughter of Rev. Jamee 
Lumeden, Towie; she died 14th April, 1792, 
having had a son, Alexander, and a daughter. 
Jane. 

1809. — John Anderson, translated- from 
Kingussie, called 2ncl July, and admitted 20th 
September. He was employed as factor by the 



Dvke of Gordon, and the General Assembly of 
May, 1819, having had the matter und«tr review, 
declared it ''impossible they should not highly 
disapprove of the parish mimsters of this Ohurch 
engaging in such secular employments as may 
be inconsistodt with the full and) faithful dis- 
charge of their spiritual functions." He in con- 
sequenoe resigned hie charge in the same y^^r, 
and died 22nd April, 1839. in his 80th >^ear and 
57th of ministry. He manried twice, the second 
time, 14th July, 1830, Elizabeth MThereon. who 
died 13th October, 1846. 

1819.— William Raimie, ordained 8th Septem- 
ber, and died 10th February 1837, aged 48. 
He married. Ist December, 1825, and had a 
daughter, Williamina Catherine. 

1837.— DaTid Dewar, son of Jamee Dewdr, 
factor, Tillicoultry, originally bred to the loom 
then became clerk to a lime work, was elected 
schoolmaster of Carrington in 1819, appointed 
to a school at Fochabers, and ordained 17tli 
Aus[ust, 1837. He was Moderator of Presbytery 
chiring the early part of the proceedings in the 
Marnoch case, took part with the minority, 
was admoniehed by the General Assembly, and 
fined £5, besides expense of process, 26th Mav, 
1843. He seceded and joined the Free Church.

119. FlBliT NSWBPAPSB IN SCOTLAND.— The 

** Mercurius Caledonius," commenced in Edin- 
burgh in 1661, was indisputably the first Scot- 
tish newspaper. Others that bad preceded it 
were reprints of London publications, or 
papers produced by Englishmen for English- 
men. (See " English Newspapers." by H. U. 
Fox Boux^e. Lomdbn, 1887; "Albout Newb- 
papers," Edinburgh, 1888; and *'The Edin- 
burgh Periodical Press," by W. J. Couper. 
Stirling, 1908.) Mr Couper saysn-" The * Mer- 
curius Caledonius * has long reigned as the first 
undoubted Scottish periodical. No objection 
can lie against the claim on the score of its 
reputed editor, -publicftiers, or contents. It 
dealt mainly with Scottish affairs, and its pub- 
lishers were a combination of Edinburgh book- 
sellers, who named themselves * A Comi)any of 
Stationers.' . . . Nor can there be any 
doubt about the nationality of the editor, who 
was certainly Thonvas Sydserf. He was a 

Scotsman born- and bred. The ' Mercurius 
Caledonius' has accordingly all the character- 
istics expected in a Scottish publication, and 
must be held to be the first of the long list of 
Scottish journalistic enterprises, until some 
periodical of earlier date, yet unknown, hai» 
been discovered."

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John Shand of Arnhali and 
The Burn. 

The ** Aberdeen Journal,*' in recording the 
d<»ih of Mr Shand (which took place at The 
Burn on 28th July, 1825, at the age of 66), givce 
the following interesting particular*— 

"This gentleman, in early life, in conse- % 
quenoe of his want of experience when he suc- 
ceeded to his father, and commenced business 
as a wine merchant, wae involyed in difficulties 
which led him to leave the country abruptly, 
and go to Jamaica, where he entered on a new 
line, unfriended and without a shilling in his 
pocket. Stimulated to exert the powers of a 
mind naturally strong, by the pride of prin- 
ciple, end A feeling of ingenuous shame, be 
tasked himself to the most severe application, 
in the acquisition of g^eneral, as well as of pro- 
fesdonal knowledge ; and being sober and tem- 
perate in his habits, of strict integrity, and a 
very independent spirit, he laid gradually and 
imperceptibly a sure foundation for tliat dis- 
tinction to which he afterwards attained in the 
Island. During many years, and in the most 
trying times, when the opinions of men were 
unsettled, ... he conducted the business of 
the Assembly with a temperate firmness; and 
by a rare union of enlightened and comprehen- 
sive views, in hie public measures, . . . 
created confidence . . . an<J was regarded 
as a benefactor by all parties. . . . Having 
acquired a competent fortune, he returned 
again to his native country, after an absence 
of thirty -three years; and one of his first acts 
was to insert an advertisement in the news- 
papers, desiring aU who had suffered by him 
in early life to give in their claims against him, 
which were paid (principal and interest), with- 
out deduction, as soon as they were presented ; 
and so extremely anxious was he that every 
person should receive compensation in full, 
that he was at pains, by correspondence and 
agency^ to trace and find out the heirs and 
representatives of all the foreign houses with 
which he had dealings. . . . Having dis- 
posed of a part of his fortune in this way, much 
to his own satisfaction, with another part he 
purchased the estate of Arnhali and The Burn, 



m Kincardineshire, on which, during the 
residue of his years, he continued generally to 
reside. 

" In emibelUshing, and still more highly 
ornamenting the beautiful place of The Burn, 
be had full exercise for his cultivated taste; 
and in improving the lands of Arnhali, be 
found an employment equally suitable to his 
active mind, by converting extensive tracts of 
barren and useless mosses, the sight of which 
was offensive to the eye and the vapours from 
them injurious to the health, into pasture gr'is, 
and regular arable fields by judicious drain- 
age "

In the floimmer of 1824, an advertisement ap- 
P2are<3 in the "Aberdeen Journal,*' in name 
of a tavern-keeper at Bridge of Dee, intimat- 
insr that, owing to the inca;eaeed' demand* for 
salmon on Sundays, he meant to have an ordin- 
ary every Sunday, at three o'clock, p.m. " That 
notice having attracted the attention cf the 
church session of t^ parish, the matter was 
hroufl^ht by the public prosecutor under the 
cognisance of the Sheriff of this county, who 
has now interdicted the vintner alluded to from 
carrying Ihie dntendiiBdl ordfinary on &und;ays 
into execution; and we trust that this <»8e will 
have the effect of preventing others from en- 
ga.gin^ in, or attempting, similar proceedings." 

The Gordons of Tomnavoullnp 
Glenllvet. 

A tombstone in Mortlach Churchyard bears 
the legend' — 

This stone is erected* by Alex. Anderson.

Gordon, who d4ed 3pd March. 1810, aged 23. 
daughter of John Gordon, in Tomnavollan, who 
lo/t 3 children, John, Alex., and Mairgaret.

His spouse. Margaret Gordon, died 13 July, 
1844, in the 78th year of her age, and left no 
family alive but an only son William. 

William Gordon, who alone survived them.' 
died January 30, 1875. a^edi 84. Rev. J. F. S. 
Gordon, in his edition of I^chlan Shaw's 
'* Moray," I. 150, says of him — 

He was my second cousin. He had no 
jsympathy with modem ideas of advance. For 
fifty years the whole steading was of the meet 
primitive, makeshift caste. *'Tamoul," as he 
wae called^ from his farm, in his garb, was 
equally unadorned, the same tattered rags having 
done duty for years. However, on hieh oc- 
casions or rejoicings he appeared, bon-ton. 
While meet penurioua. when an auld acquaint- 
ance paid a visit at the roadside farmhouse (if 
such it could be <iesignated}, " Tamoul " wtw 
kind and hospitable, setting down bread and 
cheese and a bottle of real Gtenlivet. He held 
t^e appointment of collector of seat rents of 
the Roman Catholic Chapel at Tombae, and 
was proud of the original modte in which he 
kept the roll, somewhat puzsling to all but the 
patentee. The contributors were classified in 
three separate divioions — " good.'* " bad," and 
" indifferent." He wae a rigid dun- 
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ner, and, after Mass, pU'reu<2<l de- 
linquents with foot and tongue. He 
lived in oeliback, but nevertheless left the fruit 
of his loine. The popular mind of the district 
magnified his ample means into an immense 
hoard, which at his death^mounted to about 
£7000.

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Britain's Silver Coins. 



DeaJing historically with the subject of the 
silver coina^ of Britain, Mr Robert Bl3-th, 
general manager of the Union Bank of Scot- 
land in A paper contributed at a recent meet- 
ing of the Glasgow Bankers* Dobating and 
Literary Society, stated that the silver crown 
was fii«t issoed by Edward VI. in 1552. No 
crown-pieces had been issued since 1902. This 
heavy bit of silver never seemed to have been 
much in favour. The half-crown was firist 
coined in 1562, while the florin, which was at 
first a gold coin, introduced by Edward ILL in 
1343. was first struck as a silver coin in 1849. 
The first shilling was struck 404 years ago, in 
the reign of Henry VII. Sixpenny and three- 
penny pieces first appeared in the reign of 
Bdward VI. Concluding, Mr Blyth remarked 
that we who lived in tne 20th century wer-3 
happily ignorant of the deplorable condition 
into which the silver currency had sunk in 
former times through dippiag, forgery, and* 
defacement, which led to the whole of the silver 
coinage being withdrawn and renewed.

110. DovECX)T8 IN Abrrdebnshibb.— "H.J.B.'' 
asks for information about dovecots in Aber- 
deenshire. I can mention a few which are — 
or at one time were — existent in East Aber- 
deenshire. 

1. A small one at Aberdour House. 

2. One at Auchry, Monquhitter. 

3 and 4. Two at Oimess, Lonmay. 

5. One (now demolished) at the Old Castle 
of Fedderate, New Deer. 

6. One at Inverugie, St Fergus. 

7. One at Knockhall, Foveran. 

8. One at the old Castle of Pitsligo. 

9 One at Mounthooly, in the same district. 

10. One at Tillery, Udny. 

11. One at Philorth, Fraserburgh. 

Those mentioned represent two types— round 
and square, with roofs either arched, slated, 
or thatched. For age, Fedderate would per- 



haps hav;e ranked first, as the masonry was of 
a like kind a» the Castle iteeH, which is sup- 
possd= to have been built about the year 1490. 
The masonry of the Inverugie one seems to in- 
dicate a nK>r6 recent date. In former timee. a 
dovecot appears to have been a necessary ac- 
cessory to every landholdeu^s premises. In the 
" Statistical Account of Scotland." complaint 
is made of the dama^ done by pigeons from 
the dovecots of landedi proprietors, and among 
the farmer's grievancee they were considered as 
oppressive as multures.

119. First Newbpapeb in Scotland.— I have 
taken the following information regarding- earlv 
Scottish newspapers from "The Edinburgh 
Periodical Press '' by W. J. Couper. M.A., two 
volumes (E. Mackay, Stirling). The earliest 
known Scottish journal is the " Diumall Occur- 
rences " published in January, 1642, by Robert 
Bryeon, printer, Edinburgh. The information 
in this newepaper was entirely English. It was 
originally composed in London but as Bryson 
reprinted it, as exactly as possible, it must 
rank as the first Scottish journal. The *' Mer- 
curius Scoticus was printed and published in 
Leith in 1651. It contained' Scottish news in 
general and Leith news in particular. But, as 
Mir Couper points out, as this periodical w«e 
edited by an Englishman for Biiglish soldiers 
lying at Leith. it fails in that respect in bein>v 
purely Scottish. After discussing one or two 
othor periodicals, Mr Couper wa-itefr- " This 
brings us to the ' Mercurius Caledonius/ which 
has long reigned as the first undoubted Scottish 
periodical." The paper was printed on 8tli 
Janwiry, 1661. I would advise ** Bibliopole *' to 
consiult Mr Couper's two volumes in the Refer- 
ence Departnwnt of the PtibJio Library.

121. The Game op Camack.— This game is 
thus described in the ''Aberdeen Journal" of 
16th January, 1822:— "A very spirited match 
at the Camack took place at Strathglass on 
New Year's Day. In this Highland^ strath they 
still entertain the strongest predilection for this 
favourite amusement, and- engage in it with all 
tihe enthusiasm of their foi^efathers. It has 
been the custom for ages for the two ends of 
th'» country (Braes and' Strath) to have regular 
matches at this manly exercise during' the holi- 
days; and, on the first day cf the yeaf, about 
200 active fellows were on the fiel<I to contend 
for the prize. The Braes-mon were fewer in 
number, and, owing to this circumstance, ihe 
early part of tJie day was likely to have gone 
against them. . . . But, after a good deal 
of play, the Strath-nmen, trusting to their 
superior numbers (a mistake which has often 
proved fatal in more important contests tiian 
the prese-nt), beigan to relax; the Braies-men 
turn-ed the course of tho ball towards their 
mountains, and came oflF victorious. The spirit 
and activity evinced by the parties would lea^'e 
a spectator at no loss to un<Ierstand! what ren- 
ders Hi.cklanders so valuable in fighting the 
ba*tle6 erf tJieir country."

Walter Thorn, Author of ''The 
Htetory of Aberdeen." 

The '' Aberdeen Journal ** of 30th June, 1824, 
records the death of 'Mr Thorn, a» follows : — 

It i« with sincere regret that we have to an- 
nounce the death of this gentleman, at his house 
in Dublin on the 16th inst. lie was a native of 
Bervie, where he was a manufacturer for some 
time; but from not succeeding in this line of 
bueinese, he repaired to Aberdeen to reside, m 
order that he might have greater facilities from 
libraries of pursuing his liteiuiry avocations. 
During his residence here, he published "Tho 
History of Aberdeen," and "The Annals of 
Pedestrianism." After remaining three years 
in this pkce, Mr Thom thought Edinburgh 
would be a more favourable leeidenoe for his 
pursuits, as he had now adopted Literature as 
a profession; he stopped a very short time 
there, but went to Dublin, where he was en- 

5 aged as Editor of the *' Dublin Correspoa- 
ent," which he conducted for some years. 
He afterwards formed a connection with Cap- 
tain Faulkner, the Proprietor of '*The Dublm 
Journal." During hie management of that 
Paper, it was generally thought one of the best 
newspapers published in Ireland, from the 
ability and elegance of composition displayed 
in the leading article, together with the many 
valuable communications furnished by hie cor- 
respondents, and his judicious selections from 
ether journals. Mr Thom was the author of 
several articles in ** Brewster's EnoydopsBdia," 
and contributed portions of *' The Statistical 
Account," and. "General Report of Scotland," 
for Sir John Sinclair; and also to Mr Shaw 
Masson's " Agricultuial and Statistical Survey 
of Ireland," and various other Works. From 
his general infornaation, pleasing and unassum- 
ing manners, Mr Thom made many friends in 
this country, and in Ireland, who sincerely 
sympathise with his amiable widow and family 
tor their irreparable loss. 



A Waterloo Gathering of 1829- 

The "brave remnant" of the Waterloo 
heroes of the Gk>rdon Highlanders residing at 
Kilkenny mustered on the anniversary of the 
battle in 1829 to the number of 14 or 16. Pre- 
ceded by the " veteran piper who cheered them 
during the terrible oonflict with the marshal 
music of their native mounbains,** they marched 
from the barracks through all the principal 
streets to the Cathedral, and decorated with 
liurel the tomb of ^General Sir Denis Pack (a 
Kilkenny man), who commanded the Highland 
Brigade. They were then entertained at din- 
ner by Colonel Maodonald. (" Aberdeen Jour- 
nal." 1820; 



The First Elephant Seen In Sootland. 

Rev. Robert Law, in his MS. "MemoriaJe, 
or Memopable Thixige, etc., from 1638 to 1684," 
states that an elephant, which had been pur- 
cl<ased for £2000 etg., and brought to England 
lor exhibition, was shown in Sootland in Novem- 
ber, 1680, this being the fiist of the species 
ever seen in the country. It was a male, eleven 
}-ear« old, being in the quaint language of the 
manuscript: — 

A great beast, with a great body and' a great 
head, small eyes and dull« lugs like two skats 
l;abg close to its head; having a large trunk 
ccming down from the nether end of the fore- 
head, of length a yard, and a half, in the under- 
iiost part small, with a nostrii; by which 
trunk it breathed and drank, casting up its 
n^cat and drink in its mouth below it; haviikg 
t*A'o large and long bones or teeth, of a yard 
length, cotmng from the upper jaw of it. . .

interesting Notes on Tobaooo. 

At a recent meeting held in Provand*6 Lord- 
ship Glasgow, by members of the ohib that 
ownf that 15th century edifice, Mr Thomas 
I.iigton read a paper on " Glasgow Tobacco 
L-yrtU " into which hitherto unpublished data 
(f.tored largely. Glasgow's connection with 
colonial Virginia lasted from 1708 to 1775, and 
during that time the lecturer stated that there 
weA prosperity throughout Scotland, chiefly 
owing to the enormous volume of business 
transacted each year by the tobacco tp&ders of 
Glasgow Before 1775 Britain had a monopoly 
oF the American tobacco exports and for years 
about the half of the toial output came to tJie 
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Cljde Ac much as forty-nine million pounds 
weight of Virginian tobaooo bad been h&ikUed 
in one season by Grliaagow firms. Locally dur- 
ing the ViT^inian- periodi there was work for hun- 
drecb of people, youn^ and old. Boys got 1b 4d 
per week, and tobaccx) spinners received from 
12b to 1^B a week— xjonsidered good remuner- 
ation in those days. Shortly after the Revolu- 
tionary war, when the duty on tobacco rose to 
In per lb., smugglers played for high stakes. 
To land a shipload of Yirginian tobaooo on the 
west coast of Ireland, undetected by Revenue 
cutters, mifl^t run to a gain fox the smugglers 
of £8000. The first trading of Glasgow men 
with Virginia was by the ancient system of 
barter, and cargoes of SLendal iineey-woolsies, 
Shefl^kl cutlery, French wines, and GLasgo«v- 
made druggets, dufiSes, and plaidings left thd 
Gdtfde. T^e tobacco was packed to average 
9501b. net weight in the hogshead, and the 
earliest ouotatioa was 3d per l^b. Towatxi^ the 
end of the colonial season Uie pric^ had liscu 
to d)d, and at the present day the price for 
the aante grade of tobaooo is not as much 
higher as one might expect. It is owing to the 
duty on tobacco that the not particularly sweet- 
scented Scottish thick Uack and Irish roll 
brands cannot be eold retail for less than 3d 
per oz.

Aberdeenshire Parliamentary 
Eieetion of 1807. 

Mr James Ferguaon of Fitfour held the 
Parliamentary representation k>£ the CJoimty of 
Aberdeen for upwards of thirty years pre- 
ceding his death on 17th October, 1820. He was 
opposed on several occasions, but always proved 
successful. His opponent in the contest on 
8ih June, 1807, was Lieutenant-General Alex- 
ander Hay of Ramies, and the following record, 
not only shows how the votes were cast, but 
preserves the names of the freeholders and pro- 
prietors of the period, who alone had the vot- 
mg qualification.

Golf in Aberdeen. 

Although golf was played in Aberdeen at an 
early date, it fell on evil times about a century 
ago. The following is extracted from the 
"Aberdeen Journa] " of 10th April, 1816: — 

"We are glad to see the ancient national 
annisement of golfing again revived in this city, 
and countenanced by 00 many respectable gen- 
tlemen. On the first Saturday of May next, 
at one o'clock, afternoon, we understand an 
elegant GoW Medal is to be played for on the 
Links by the memben of the Club." 

Contests over the country were sometimes 
engaged in for consideraible amounts, tike issue 
of 16ih November, 1826, bearing that one had 
beeo played on Montrose Links between Lord 
Kennedy and Mr Cruickshank of Langley Park 
The bet was three matches of five hundred 
sovereigns each, and Mr Cruickshank won by 
two matches to one.

The Shaw Family.

^J^ jollowing letter, dated 11th September. 
1908, addressed to me iby Mr A. M. Mackintosh. 
The Hermitage, Nairn (a skilled genealogist 
and writer, is worthy of preservation : — 

On the 2nd January, 1907, you wrote me about 
a certain Shaw Shaw, father or grandfather 
of Robert Shaw, some time Sheriff officer in 
Aberdeen, and I was unable to give you any 
information about him. Now, however, I think 
I have found him, 

From the mention of Shaws of Rothiemur- 
gius and a famUy of seven eons, and ffom 
Robert beuiff m Aberdeen, I thought Shaw 
Shaw might/be connected with the Crathinard 
Shawa, but faded to trace any oocHieotion with 
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that family. The Petty Parish Register of 
84tb August, 1768, has the CaUowing entry— 
'* Robert Sh«w in BaJohuldMuch imd Janet 
Clark, his wife, had a child baptised ' SImiw.' 
Witnessee^Hugh and James Shaw, the former 
in BalfozKlen (Polfadan?), and the latter in 
Bakhulohaioh." There seems every proba- 
bility that ihis duki was the " Shaw Shaw " 
you want. His date of baptism, 1768, fits in 
with the dates you give, 1775-1865, and his 
father's name Robert, was the same as his son 
or grandson, the Sheriff officer. The CSiristian 
name Shaw, combined with the sumame Shaw, 
most be of very rare occurrence, probably 
unique ; and I have Jittle doubt that this Shaw 
is toe Shaw you waAt. Wlio Robert, his 
father, was, I do not kiK>w, but he is perhaps 
identical with Robert, son. of Alexandetr Shaw 
in Calder's Breachlay, baptised on 28th March, 
1727 (Petty Registers). Robert and Alexander 
were favourite names in the Tordarroch 
family. 

The parish of Petty contained many Sbaws 
in the 18th century, some cf whom I Know to 
have been of the Tordarroch family. Tor- 
darroch is in Strathnaixn, soiDe ten or twelve 
miles from Petty. Probably all these Shaws 
were <^FshoctB from that family (to which, by 
the way, I myself belong). See " The Mackin- 
toshes and Clan Ghattao," pp. 416-21. 

Alexander Shaw In Calder's Breachkiy 
married Hendrat, daughter of John Beaton 
in Drunine, on 26th October, 1707. Their 
children, whose baptisms aire recorded in the 
Parish Register, were— John (baptised 1708), 
Margaret '1715), Mary (1717), Anne (1720), 
Willuun (1722), Donald (1725), Robert (1727). 
There are here only four s<His, but there may 
have been other three between 1708 and 171o, 
and Robert was the youngest, as you said 
Sbaw Shaw's father was. Two of the wit- 
nesses at Robert's baptism— 28th March, 1727 
— were men of family, although ond;^ tenant 
farmers— Robert Mackintosh, in Milton of 
Breachly tand wadsetter of Baucha in Kith- 
deam, of Kyilachy family), and James Dallas, 
in Galea ntray— the third was John M'Kilican, 
in Croy.

The wind was 
from ttie N.N.W.. and- the balloon, after rising 
to the altitude of about 3000 feet and tra'vellitifr 
a distance of nearly four miles, fell into the 
aea about a mile and a half off the Cove. It 
was brought ashore by the men of the Pre- 
ventive Coast Guard, but. we are sorry to <uM, 
was immediately laid hold of by some of the 
Fisher People, who either from the dread of the 
monster, or a desire to possess the materials of 
which it was composed, set about cutting it to 
pieces, and appropriating the fragments to their

For 33 years the Earnest and Devoted 
Minister of this chuich to whose Einergy and 
Zeal is largely due the Erection of this Place 
of Worship, which was Opened on 27 August, 
1865. 

Re^n David Arthur, who is thus commemor- 
ated, succeeded Rev. Alexander Thomson, 1820- 
1853, and hb remains are interred in Allenvale 
Cemetery, Aberdeen, where an obelisk is erected 
to his memory. The following information 
concerning the Arthur family has beep specially 
contributed to the writer for preservation: — 

Rev. John Arthur, Helensburgh, and Rev. 
David Arthur (aheady mentioned^) were both 
born in Johnstone. Renfrewshlref and were two 
of the thirteen children of William Arthur of 
that place. David Arthur, the youngcet of the 
whole family, was born 24tb October. 1805, and 
in January, 1842, he married Cecilia Grant 
Mackintosh, daughter of Colonel Colin Mackin- 
tosh, of the 42nd Hi^'hlanders, or Black Watch, 
and by her had issue:— 

1. William Mackintosh Arthur, born 1st 
October, 1843. who graduated in Arts at Aber- 
deen University in 1865, became a Congrega- 
tional noinister at Thornton, Bradford, in 1868, 
and at Bamford, Lancashire, in 1875. He mar- 
ried Jessie Maitland Levie, with issue a son 
and a daughter. He has now retired from the 
ministry, and lives in Southport. 

2. Helen Mackintosh Arthur, bom 9th 
; January, 1845, was married to R?v. Sidney 
i Morris, and has issue one daughter. 

3. Margaret Davidson Arthur, born 1846, un- 
I married; resides in. Aberdeen. 

4. Mary St.stver.son Arthur, born 1848, was 
married to James MacDowall, banker in Lon- 
don, and has had issue one, son and six 
daughters, of the latter of whom one is de- 
ceased*.

The Sootoh in Georgia. 

The Colony of Georgia was founded for the 
purpose of affording an aaylwn to the poor, the 
unfortunate, the oppreBsed, and for thoee in 
trouble, and GSeneral Oglethoarpe, with his 
huroaine coadjutors, went to work with such 
seal and energy that in June, 1732, one hundired 
and sixteen persons, including a considerable 
proportion of eturdy, brawny-armed High- 
lanoers from Scotland, weire induced to embark 
at Graveeend for Charleston, in South Carolina, 
which they reached saiiely sevvo months later. 
It was not to be expected that this small colony 
could alond sustain itself, and an important 
addition arrivied in the persons of the Salts- 
burghers, from the Rhine, who had been exiled 
from their countrT for conscienos' sake. More 
Scotsmen followed, and, in the beginning of 
1735, settled on the banke of the Altamaha, 
founding the town now known a« Darien. Too 
much credit cannot be awarded^ to these -brave 
Highlanders, who not only proved excellent 
colonists, but secure defenders of the open terri- 
tory against the hostile Spaniards and their 
savage aUiee. It being deemed' expedient to 
secure a further consiimment of Highlanden, 
"the tnMteea oominissioned- Ldeuteoant Hugh 
Mackay to agree witii, and bring together, one 
hundred and ten freemen and servants— to 
whom fifty women and children were allowed — 
from that part of Britain called Scotland. 
This enterprising officer soon collected the re- 
quired num.ber in the vicinity of Inverness. 
These were not redclees adventurers or reduced 
emigrants, volunteering through ceceesity and 
exiled by insolvency or want; they were men 
of good^ character and carefully selected for 
their mtU tao^ qualities. In fact, they were 
picked men, numbets of them coming from 
the glen of Strathdean, about nine miles from 
Inverness. They were commanded by officers 
most respectably oonneotedl in the Highlands. 
Bom•(^ whose descendants have held and still hold 
high offices of honour and trust in the United 
Kingdom. Leaning i*> their political sym- 
pathies with the fallen, fortunes of the Pre- 
tender, and (having been connected through 
their clans with the rising of 1715, they found 
themselves objects of jealousy and suspicion, 
and so resolved to seek in Am«irica that un- 
molested quietude which they failed to find in 
their native Highlands. Besides this military 
band, others among the Mackays, th^ Dunbars. 
the Baillies, and the Cuthberts applied for 
large tracts of land to people with their ser- 
vants;^ most of them going over tbetneehrce to 
Geor.«ia. and finally settling there for lifie. The 
Hiff'hlanders sailed from Inverness, October 18. 
1735, on board the Prince of Wales, conrmianded 
by one of their own countrymen. Captain 



George Dunbar, and, reaching Georgia in 
January, 1736, they went down immediately 
to the southward, where, on the north sid& of 
the Altajnaha, they built a viUage which, in 
honour of the town they had left in Scotland, 
they called *' New Inverness,*' the surrounding 
district being named Darien in honour of the 
useful but. "dirough the influenoe of faction 
and private interest, unsuccessful settLenaent on 
the Isthmus of Darien," now called Panama. 

AmouMt other settlers at Darien, in Georgia, 
weite John Mackintosh, More; John Mackin- 
tosh, Lynvilge; Ranald McDonald, Hwrh Mor- 
r»on, John M'Donald, John Maclean John 
Mackintosh, son to L. John Mackintosh, Bain ; 
Jantes M'Kay. Daniel Clark, Alexander Clark, 
Donald Clark, Joseph Bu^iess, Donald Clark, 
second, ArchibaJd M*Bain, Alexander Munro. 
William Munro, and John Cuthbert. 

In a treaty entered into between General 
Oglethorpe, on behalf of the Cok>ny and the 
Creek Indians, dated 11th Aiwrust, 1739 and 
also in the deed givin^r land to the Colony, 
appear liie names of other prominent settlers 
from the Higiilands, several of whom gave the 
titles of the Scottish estates with which thev 
were connected, thus— Eaneas M'Intosh. brother 
to the Laird of M*Into«h; John Cuthbert of 
Draikies, George Cuthbert of Inverness, Robert 
MTherson, son of Thomas MTherson of 
Dalrside (or Dalsiel. or brother to M'Pherson 
of Phoness); John M'Intosh. son of John 
Mlntoeh of Holme: James McQueen, son of 
James M'Queen of Carribrough ; J<yhn 
M'Intosh. and Kenneth Baillie, son of John 
BailHe of BaJrobert. 

Among General Oglethorpe's officers wero the 
well-known names of Dunbar and Mackay. 
while John More M'Intosh wss Prwiident of 
that portion of Greor^sria known as Frederica. 
end it is his line who are entitled to the chief - 
whips of the Borluro branch. He and his kins- 
man Kenneth Baillie were members of the 
Gewflria contingent when Florida was invaded in 
1740. 

Page after page might be written to show 
what Scotsmen have done for Georgia by 
fufmishing sokh'ers, statesmen, and men of pro- 
minence, enterprise, and obaraoter. viho, in war 
and peace, manfully aided the infant Colony to 
breast the waves of advenity, and at last to 
anchor in a safe haven of rest, contentment, 
end prosperity. The following is a brief last of 
the most prominent sons of old Scotia coming 
under the above category : —

A "Biaok Watch" Episode. 

Messrs W. and A. K. Johnston, Limited, 
Edinburgh, have just prodHioed a handsome 
quarto volume of 50 pages devoted to "A Bkick 
Watch Ei^isode of the Year 1731," written, with 
introduction and notes, by H. D. MacWilliam. 
Mr MacWilliam's purpoee is both genealogical 
and historical. There does not seem very much 
in the episode itself. An Ensign James Grant, 
adjutant of the regiment, while it was in oamp 
at Ruthven, in Badenoch (near Kingussie), iu- 
torposed in a d'runken aquabble, and was mort- 
ally wounded by the diecharge {accidentally or 
otherwise) of a pistol in tJie strui^gle. dyinv 
eleven days later ; and the soldier who fired the 
pistol was tried at Invetrnees on a charge of v;il- 
ful murder, and sentenced to transportation for 
life — apparently on a charge short of the capital 
one But James Grant was the natural eon of 
Cok>nol William Grant of Bollindalloch, 
youn^ son of James Grant, third Laird of 
Rothiemurchus, the father being the Colonel of 
the compcmy of the Black Wateh of which the 
natural son was the ensign. Elspet Grant^ i'«- 
siding at Pit^ch-aise, near Ballindalloch, claimed 
to ihavc been married to the ensign, but the 
Kirk-Session of Inveravon declined to leoogn^se 
the marriage. She wa# the mother of ^ some 
of his ohildi«n, however, the ensign leaving oi 
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JeAst three sons — John, Hannibal, and Xeno- 
phon. It is here that the gomeelogioal point 
comes itk The main line of Colonel Gram 
terminated in 1806, but there are not impio- 
bably numerous deecendftnts of his through his 
natural son. Ensign James Grant. *' Directed 
by such uncommon names as Hannibal and 
Xenophon, it should' be no serious task at the 
present d»ay to tra«e some, at least, of the 
ensign's d^pscendants. who, it may be aasumed, 
have not the remotest idea of their somewhat 
romantic descent from the Lairds of Grant 
through the Rothiemurchus family." The 
historical interest of the little volume lies in 
the details furnished of the beginnings of the 
BLack Watoh, liie terms of the royal wari-anta 
'' fo** raising and augmenting the six Highland 
Ir.dopendent (Black Watch) Companies'* eing 
now printed for the first time, along with the 
correct list of their firet oommandinf^ ofRcerb. 

The Fairfax Peerage. 

There wens no sensational features about the 
Fairfax peerage case which was brought before 
the Committee for Privileges of the House of 
Lords on 17tb November— no mysteries to be 
unravelled ; no geps in family sucoession to be 
linked up, at least none of a serious nature; 
nothing to suggest any doubt as to the zi^htfiu 
iheir. The claimant had little difficulty in es- 
taiblishing his lineal descent; and interest :n 
his claim resolves itself into one of scrupulous 
genealogy, with a sprinkling of historioBj as- 
sociation. The peerage of Fairfax of Cameron 
is a Scottish one, and was created by Charles I. 
in 1627, being conferred on Sir Thomas Fair- 
fax, of Denton, near Otley, in Yorkshire^ He 
died in 1640, and was succeeded by the second 
Lord Fairfax, who took part in the early 
struggles of the Civil War as one of the Par- 
liainent»ry Generals, having the chief com- 
mand at the battle of Marston Moor. The 
third Lord Fairfax played a still more con- 
spicuous part in iA» war as Sir Thomas Fair- 
fax, as he did not succeed to the peerage till 
1647. He was General-in-Chief of the Parlia- 
mentary army, -routed the King^s forces at 
Naseby, and finally drove the King himself 
fromi Oxford. He woe apostrophised by Milton 
in a sonnet— 

** Fairfax, whose name in arms tihrough Ehirope 
rings, 

Fillinf^ each mouth with envy or with praise." 
But he refused to act as one of Charles's judges, 
and was soon superseded and eclipsed by Crom- 
well. Coalescing eventually with General 
Monk, he materially assisted in the Restora- 
tion of Charles II. !n 1660. The sixth Lord 
Fairfax inherited from his mother, the daughter 
and heir of Lord Colepepx)er, a large tract of 
land in Yirginia ; and having visited hia Ameri- 
can estates about the year 1739, he was so 
captivated with the climate and* beauty of 
Virginia that he resolved to spend tftie re- 
mainder of his life there. The family theii^ to 
all intents and puriioses. became an American 
family, the fortunes and careers of the subse- 



quent FatrfaXfee forming the substratum, it is 
generally believed, of Thackeray's novel, ** The 
Virginians," the very inferior sequel to 
** Ewnond." 

But, though virtually Americans, the family 
did not renounce the Scottish peerage; and m 
1800 the House of Lords substantiated the 
claim of Rev. Brian Fairfax to be the 8th Lord 
Fairfax. The case before the Committee of 
Privileges on 17th November simply amounted 
to the claimant, Albert Kirby Fairfax establish- 
ing his descent from this peer. There hav« 
been only three holders of the title since 1800. 
all in direct descent from the eighth peer, and 
one could hardly imagine proofs of the descent 
being a^xuiting. But the American Civil War 
is responsible for the destruction of a large 
number of records. Most of the Fairfax 
family papers disappeared at the time ; and in 
the "burning of court-houses, which was a com- 
mon feature of the war, many valuable registers 
perished. By entries in Bibles and inscrip- 
tions on tombstones, however, the family 
history has been pieced together. The 8th Lord 
Fairfiax died in 1802, and was succeeded bv his 
eldest son Thomas. This 9th Lord Fairfax 
was thrice married. His first two wives d*ed 
without issue. His third marriage has to be 
" deduced *' from a monumental inscription, and 
it way made out that he had a son Albert, w ho 
died in the lifetime of his father, leaving two 
suns— Charles Snowden, who became the lOth, 
and John Con tee, who became the 11th Iiord 
Fail fax. The latter died as recently as 1900; 
and his eldest son, Arthur Kirbv Fairfax, boin 
in 1870, now claimed the title. The only 
point really in doubt was whether Charles 
Snov/den Fairfax died without issue — his tomb- 
stone, by the way, bore an inscription that " Ho 
was the*^ tenth Lord Fairfax. Baron of Cameron 
in the peerage of Scotland, but he preferred to 
be an American gentleman." A niece of Albert 
Fairfax's wife, however, gave important evi- 
dence She knew all t<he family, she said, in- 
cluding Charles Snowden and his wife, and they 
had n<c> children. So the claim of Albert Kirby 
Fairfax to be the 12th Lord Fairfax was duly 
sufitamed. Unlike his predecessor, who pre- 
ferred Virginia, he prefers England, and han 
anr.ourced his intention of settling in this 
country.

Tbere are aoine ti«ditioD8 wluoh die hard. 
They, may appear to be effectuallj killed, \m\ 
itiihin « year or two tbey eprin^ up a^ain ^tb 
reoeiPed vigour. In this ciaas may be placed 
tbe "Downie Slanrhter " I^end. onoe im- 
pliciuy believed, but now i^arded with some- 
thing more tban sospicioii. There has always 
been a strange ^acination in tiie tale of th? 
unpopular aacnai Downie. and tbe mock execu- 
tion culminating: in his deaUi from sheer fright. 
It has been in Tain proved that there was 
never a aacxisC ol the name of Downie. Efforts 
ha%-e been made to point out that the story was 
unknown before 1829, when it suddenly epnmg 
into eustence under the fost^ing oare of Pro- 
fessor Bannerman. In sfute of all attempts to 
discredit it, the etory has li^ed on, strengthened 
from time to time by some new piece of evi- 
dence brought forward in support of it. It is 
not many years sinoe word came that the grave 
at Doiknie's Howe had been opened, and that 
a search had brought to light a skull and some 
bones which had been exhumed and removed 
to the Infirmary. 

The latest addition to the literature dealing 
with the subject comes from the pen of Mr W. 
Keith Leask, who contributes to last week*8 
number of '* Alma Mater " an interesting article 
championing the truth of the story. He bases 
bis argument on a tradition handed down 
through five generations, to the effect that 
James Angus, a student at King's College, was^ 
concerned in Downie's deat&; -and had to lea^x^ 
the College about 1770 to escape the conse- 
quences of his action. Ther'reoords it is added, - 
^ow a corroboration of this tradition that a 
Jemcs An^fus was a student in Arts from 1768 to 
1771. It IS /urtber pointed out that the date 
assigned confirms the veracity of the story, be- 
cause it falls within the period of 1753 to 1825, 
during which residence within the College waci 
compulsory. 

Now, if it could be proved that the earliest 
mention of Dowiiie's Howe did fall within this 
period, it might not perhaps strengthen the 
story, but, at any rate, it would not detract 
from its probability. Unfortunately, document- 
ary evidence is at hami- to prove, not only 
that tAvd name was in existence before 1770. but 
enrep that it wu to be m«t with at an earlier 
period than 1753. In other words, the compul- 
sory residence whioh played- such an important 
part in the story of the saorist Downie was a 
comiplete anachronism. 

The etory has been so carefully traced back 
in the^ pas*, and the facts so minutely examine<j, 
that little remains to be done in that direction ; 
but. so far as I am aware, no one has vet 
studied, the historv of the T>ieoe of land in ques- 
tion, and, in doing so, endeavoured to fix the 



identity of the original Downie who i:a\-e his 
name to the Ho««.

The next problem is to a.H<ertain how Muth 
a name came to be adopted. If it <ould bo 
proved that an early proprietor or tenant pou- 
sessed the name of Downie, the niatti>r would 
be a simple one. Unfortunately, as mentioned 
above, the land was a waati' and untoiuuito<l 
moor till 1729. and the name of the first trnantn 
after that date were not Downy, but (Christian 
Jamieson and John Kemp, who were in turn 
wc<ecded by tho above-mentioned IhoM Sjxirk 
and Williani Dun (Nan. 

Leaving the lands of Downie's Ho wo in 
favour of tho ground immediately adja(<>nt. 
tlie nanie of a .man appears who may in all 
probability be tho Downie for whom m»Rn h 
has l)een so long ma^le.

The Hardships of a Kethook's 
Mill Gonion. 

Rev. John Grordon was the son of Professor 
Patrick Gordon •(1613>95), Regent at King's 
College, Old Aberdeen, who belonged* to tttio 
Crordone of Kethock's Mill. John, who was in- 
volved in Baoon^s jreijellion, 1676-7 (Hening'n 
"Statutes"), was minister of Willmington 
Parish, James City, Virginia, and died between 
1700 and 1705. He seems to have been badly 
used by his parishioners, as the minutes of the 
Council of Virginia (preserved at the Public 
Record OfiSoe; Colonial Entry Books. Vol. 84, 
pp. 899, 901, 902) bear out : — 

(On May 7, 1696.] His Excellency having re- 
ceived intelligence that some harabhips ha^'e 
been put by Willmington parish in James Citty 
Council upon Mr James Gourdon, minister of 
the said parish, and he turned out from officiat- 
ing in the cure therof without any known rea- 
son for their so doing, aquainted the Board 
therwith, desiring advice what could be doti 
therin. Vpoo consideration therof, it is therfor 
ordred that the Church Wardens of the said 
palish of Willmington on Ffryday next attend 
this board with an account of all the proceed- 
ings of the said parish concerning the said 
matter, and that the said Mr John Gourdon 
have notice then and there also to give his at- 
tendance to offer what be shall think proper, 
that right may be done. 

The church wardens gave in their replv, on 
May 20. 1695:- 

The Church Wardens of the pariah of Will- 
mington in James Citty County this dav attend- 
ing this Board pursuant to the order o^ Council, 
of the 7th of May insAent. mad> upon intelli- 



gence given to hia Excellency that hardships 
were put 4>y the said parish upon M>r John 
Gourdon, their minister, and he turned out 
from officiating therin. 

The Church Wardens anserring that they did 
not turn him out^ but that their veatrey offered 
to agree with him, the said Gourdon, but ho 
would not, and that they still desire he would 
officiate as their minister, and they will call a 
vestrey and asrec with him; with which the 
said Mr Gourdon was sattisfied and consented.

Obligations Formeriy Devolving on 
Alierdaenshire Farmers. 

In tlie pleadings in tlie action The Elarl of 
Aberdeen v. Farquhar in 1731, and in the 
House of Lords caae Irvine v. The Earl of 
Aberdeen in 1776-77, it was brought out that 
the following were the obligations of Aber- 
deenshire tenant farmers about 1720: — 

Each plough was bound to put up fold dykes, 
reeves, and penfoldiB, for cattle and sheep, and 
again to take down the reeves yearlv as ne€)ded, 
to uphoJd houses and garden walls; to carry 
timber, feal, and divots; to bring in sacks; 
carry out the seed, sow, harrow, reap, and 
carry to the j^rnyard all (om upon the Maimt 
or Home Farm: to carry and build earth and 
dung into dunghills of certain specified dimen- 
sions [55 feet m length, five feet in breadth, 
and 4 feet in height]; to carry out and spread 
the dung when desired; to transport the corn 
to, and meal from, the mil4 ; to carry the meal 
to the market town; to dig, carry, and build 
the peats cyf the Mains yearly. Fenahy £4 
Scx>ts for each plough, and half a merk tor a 
day's work of a horse, and the same for a 
dny's work of a labourer. 



Monuments to Peninsular War 
Oflloers. 

A ton^tone at Bayonne, France, bears the 
following inscription: — 

Sacred to the memory of Major-General 
Andrew Hay of Mountblair^, in Scotland, who 
Ml at Bayonne. on the night of the 14th of 
April. 1814. while repelling gallantly a sortie 
of the enemy. The hneal representative of an 
ancient Scottish famiiv, he was in ;^ivate life 
respected and beloved. But the reapect and 
love of friends, the enjoyments and the honours 
of private life, and every ordinary object of 
ambition, disappeared before his passion for 
military fame. Fitted for camps, as well by 
temper as bv spirit, cheerful, ardent, vigilant, 
and bravo, ne distinguished the whole of his 
military career by an elevated i>en«e of the 
duties of a iK)ldier, signal intrepiditv. prompti- 
tude, and zeal. He lived to see his country 
triumphant; but, being himself amongst the

latest victime of -war, he has left a memory 
dear to his afi8ociateB-in-«rm« ; while, ae a com- 
panion of WellinsTton, and a partner in hie 
victories, he has bequeathed' ihie renown among 
the heroes of his time, as a grateful solace to 
hie friends, and a £a«ired inheritance to his 
children. 

Thi« stone also records the premature fate 
and early fame of Major George Hay, wiho fe>l 
in the decisive battle of Vittona. in the heroic 
discharge of his duty as aide-de-camp to his 
father. It is erected by Mrs Eli»abeth Hay, 
08 the only memorial which the affectionate 
distress of a wife and & mother can consecrate 
to the valour of a husband and a son. 

That Major-Genezal Haky*s services vvere ap- 
preciated by the British Government is shown 
by the following inscription on a handsome 
monument erected in St Paul's Ckithedral — 

£reeted at the Public Ebcpenee to the memory 
of Major-'General Andrew Hay, He waa horn 
ill the County of Banff, in Scotland, and fell 
on the Uth of A^pril, 1814, before the Fortress 
of Bayonne. in France, in the 52rjd year of his 
t^e, and the 34th of his service, dosiM* a 
military -career marked by eeal, prompt deci- 
sion, and signal intrepidity. 

The estate of Mountblciiry lies in the parish of 
Aivah, and it wa/i sold about two years before 
his death by the above-mentioned Major- 
General Hay to Theodore Morison of Bognie 
and Frendraught. It may be added that 
General Hay, in 1784, when captain in the 2nd 
Battalion of the 71st Regiment, married Miss 
Elizabeth Robinson, daughter of William Robin. 
son, manufacturer, Baiiif. 

Sale of Culter Estate. 

The estate of Colter, in the parish of Peter- 
oulter, has been sold by Mr R. W. Duff of 
Fetteresso to Mr Theodore Orombie, mami- 
facturer, of 18 Albyn Place, Aberdeen. The 
praiperty exten<b to about 2000 aores, and 
em'braces a stretch of excellent salmon fishing 
on the Deo. Culter was for generations the 
property of a family of the namo of Cumin, 
which spr'Uig from the Cumins of Inverailoohy 
Sir AJexandef- Cumin, the fourteenth laird, was 
created a baronet of Noia Scotia in 1672; and 
•his eldest son, Alexander, undertook a voyage 
to America, with the object of visiting the 
Cherokee Indiana. He was crowned their com- 
mander and chief ruler in 1730. and returning 
to England with six Indian chiefs, he presented 
them to George II. at Windsor. He pro- 
pounded a number of wild schemes for Ameri- 
can development, dabbled in alchemy, and died 
a pensioner of the Charterhouse. London. 
Patrick Duff of Premnay, the fourth son of 
Patrick Duff of Cxaigston, had lent large eums 
on the security of the landi* of CuJter, and 
acquired the lands in payment in 1729. 
Having no family, he left the estate to his 
brother. Admiral Robert Duff, who was 
Comonander-in^hief of the Mediterranean 
Squadron for several years, and in that capacity 



suooesafully defezided Gibraltar daring the 
memorable seige in 1779. The odmizal was 
married, first, to Helen Duff, daughter of the 
first Earl of Fife ; and, secondly, to Jane Aber- 
cromby, widow of George Morison of Hoddo, 
and eldest daughter and heiress of General 
James Abercromby of Glaaeaugh. He ooquized 
Fettereeso about 1782, and died in 1787, being 
buried in a very fine tomb at Culter. A 
litigation ensued as to the disposition of the 
estate of Culter, the House of Loirds ultimately 
deciding in favour of the claim of Robert 
William Duff of Fettezesso, son of Admiral Duff 
by his first wife, Helen Duff. He was succeeded 
in the estates of Fettereeso and Culter by his 
son, Robert William Duff, who, dying in 1861, 
was succeeded by his nephew, Robert WiUiam 
Duff, son of his brother, Arthur Duff of 
Glassaugh, who assumed the surname of Aber- 
crombv. This last R. W. Duff was M.P. for 
Banffshire from 1861 to 1893, and died at 
Sydney in 1895 -while holding the post of 
Governor of New South Wales. He was suc- 
ceeded by his eldest son, Mr Robert William 
Duff, who has now sold Culter to Mr Theodore 
Crombie. The mansion house of Culter, which 
stands about a mile north-east of Culter Rail- 
way Station, and is surrounded by some lofty 
old trees, is supposed to have been erected 
about 250 years ago by Sir Alexander Cumin. 
The arms of the Cumins appear on the front 
wall, supported by two ostriches; crest, a garb; 
motto, " Courage."

The following pathetic poem wss composed 
m May, 1826, by Charles Bowman, while lying 
in Aberdeen Prison, under sentence of death 
for the crimes of housebreaking and tbeft: —

The Bones of Bruee'e Grandfather. 

While excavating «i Guisborough Abbev, 
North York (says the " Weekly Scotsman/' 9th 
Novemfber, 1907), the workmen discovered the 
vault of Robert de Bruce, or Brus, who founded 
the abbej in 1119, and was the grandfather to 
King Robert the Bruoe. The vault was dis- 
covered under the high altar. Colonel Chal- 
oner, lord of the manor, who is the twenty-sixth 
descendant in a direct line from the founder 
of the abbey, ordered the excavations to be 
made. The dceleton is in fine preservation. 
The rMuains of De Bruce, who was a powerful 
Norman baron, were again enclosed in a leaden 
casket and reinterred in the vault. Recently 
a huge stone coffin containing the skeleton of 
a member of the De Bruoe family, measuring 
7ft. 6in., was unearthed near the same spot.

9LIGO.— Thie dov«cof, which ia situated in dote 
proximity to the ruins of the C<t*tlo of Old Pit- 
ftlififo, lookis nearly square^ being 18ft. in length, 
by iSft. in breiidth, the w&lh rising lo a height 
of 15ft. A little abuve tho door lintel it haa 
& projectinif ooiu^c of flag *fton<3«, v^hich m 
oarfrL^d on a ievf^l all round the four ^idee. Thb 
projecting coura* is a feature in ftti the loc»l 
doveo&at*. and must h«vc bi-^n irit<*nde<i as 
an outiide renting place for ihe dove a. Tho 
roof is «lated and pavilion, tapering on till 
aid«fl to a point but it ^nde a little below ihe 
ap^^x. Topped bj a. slighlly larger point, lap- 
ping downwards a little ovir, but higher than 
the niain roof, it leaves a spac* between ih3 
two. This opening appart^utly wa* intencled 
both a a ft ventilator, and sn entrance for 
tho <iove0.

Moh-THOOLV.— Thf> most elaborate fiivnipk of 
a dovecot in the Huchan district may be seen 
on the farm of Monthooly, a ehoFt distance 
south -west from tbe one at the Caatlt* of Old 
Pitaligo. It stands on the top of a large gravel 
mound in a tield a considerable difit%inee from 
the farm steading. It l9 about 12 feet square, 
but the corners are levelled off till they show n. 
face of about 5 feet. The walls riae to about 
20 feet in lieight. There are two projectinjf 
flag?^tone bands running all round it, which 
divide tile height into three storey b or sections. 
The door fronts the we^T, hut tne dove** en- 
tranoe U thrt:mgh mund windows iti the four 
longest mdem in tho second rjtoray. The third 
storey projects a liUlo ever the lower ones, and

The cornera are bevelled off, but 
not so deeply as thf^ Motitbooly onic, vet far 
enough to give it an eight-f>i(iod !}hape, Uut the 
shaft i« soareejy so large. Tlie project in^j 
^our«e is sbo^\Ti, and the upper storey pro- 
ject* more over the lower^ but the embraffunes 
in the parapet are not so deep, and the mer> 
loiifl are f&at-headed. and ehow no ornaments. 
The outside walU are built of ashlar granite 
blocks.

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Derivatiom of the Names of Days. 

The followii^ were Saxon idol« worahipped 
in Britain, whence the names of our diaye are 
derived : — 

1. The I<k>l of the Sun, from which Sunday 
is derived, amoncf the Latins diee Solie, wad 
plaoed in a temple and a4orned and sacrificed 
to. for ihe^ believed that the sun did) co-operate 
with this idoL He was repneeented like a man 
half naked, with his face like the sun, holding 
a. burning wheel with both handft on his breast, 
si^ifying hie course round the world; asid' bv 
its fiery g-leams, the light and heat wherewith 
he warms and nourisheth. all things. 

2. The Mol of tJie Moon, from which come^h 
our Monday, dies Lunae, anciently Moondav : 
this idbl appears etrangely singular, being 
habited in a f<rnort coat like a maji : her holding 
a moon, expresses what she is, but the reason 
of her short coat and long-eared cap is lost in 
oblivion. 

3. Tuisco, the most ancient and peculiar god 
of the Germana represented in his garment of 
a skin, according to their ancient manner of 
cloathing; next to the sun and/ moon, they paid 
their adoration to this idol, and dedicated' the 
next day to him; from which our Tuesday w 
derived, anciently Tuisday, called in Latin dies 
Mart is. But this idbl is very unlike Mars, 
whom Woden much nearer resembles then he 
does Mercury. 

4. Woden was fi valiant prince among the 
Saxons; his ima^ was prayed to for victory 
over their enemies, which, if they obtained, 
they usually sacrificed the prisoners taken in 
battle to him. Our Wednesday is derived from 
him, anciently Wednesday. The northern 
histories make him the father of Thor, and 
Friga to b«) his wife. 

5. Thor was placed' in a large hall, sitting on 
a bed, oanopycKi over, with a crown of gold on 
his head, and twelve stars over it, holding n 
sceptre in the right hand ; to him was attri- 
buted the x>ower over both heaven and earth, 
and that as he was pleased or displeased he 
ooidd £end thunder, tempests, plagues, etc., 
or fair, seasonable weather, and cause fertility. 
From him our Thursday derives its name, 
anciently Thorsday; among the Romans, dies 
Jovis, as this idbl may be substituted for 
Jupiter. 

6. Friga ; this idol represented hoth sex'^s, 
holdingr a drawn sword in the right hand, and 
a bow in the left, denoting that women as well 
as men should fight in time of need: she was 
generally taken for a godess, and' was reputed 
the giver of peace and plenty, and causer of 
love and amity. Her day of worahip was called 
by the Saxons Frigedaeg, now Friday, dies 
Veneris; but the habit and weapons of this 



fi£«ire have a resemblance of Diana rather than 
Venus. 

7. Seater or Credo stood on the prickly back 
of a peioh : be was thin-visaged, and long- 
haired, -with a long beard, bare-beaded and 
bare-footed; carrying a pail of water in his right 
hand, wherein are fruit and flowers; and hold- 
ing up a wheel in his left ; and his coat tied with 
a long girdle ; his standing on the sharp fins 
of this fish si^ified to the Saxons that by 
worshipping him they should pass througb all 
dangers unhurt; by his girdle flying both ways 
was shown the Saxons' freedom, and by the 
pail with the Iruit and flowers was denoted that 
ne would nourish the earth. From him, or 
from the Roman deity Saturn, comes Saturday.

Biaire College Burial Ground. 

When the recent extensions were made at 
Blairs CoUege. a private burial groimd was 
provided. A beautiful Celtic cross, in white 
Kemnay granite, has recently been erected 
therein. It stands about 15 feet in height by 
iKywio 5 feet at base, and is artistically carved 
in high relief on each of the four sides. An in- 
scription, in Latin, is cut on iitie die and inlaid 
with lead. The following is a translation in 
En'gli&h - 

Beneath the saving symbol of the Cross here 
rest together in Christ teachers and students 
of this College. . . . 
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Students. Cb&rles Kelman, Aberdeen, born 
8th January, 1886; entered College 3lBt August, 
1901; died 5th February, 1906. Philip Bren- 
non, Glasgow, born 1st October. 1890; entered 
College 1st September, 1906 ; died 23rd Novem- 
ber, 1906. lliomafi Hickey Glasgow, bom 4th 
November, 1888, entered Oollege 1st September, 
1906 ; died 14th January 1908. 

Tkaohsbb. Rev. Andrew Murdoch, Aber- 
deen, bom 7th January 1874; ordained 19rn 
September, 1897; Profeesor till his death 22nd 
August, 1907. 

Most Rev. James Lennon, Liverpool, 
domeetio prelate of the Pope, apoetolio protono- 
tary, a distinguished benefactor of the College, 
died 27th April, 1908, in the 70th year of his 
age, and the 46th of his priesthood.

Demerara Tablet Ineorlptlon. 

The following inscription is copied from a 
marble tablet erected in the church at 
Demerara to the memory of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Alexander Milne, of Banff, who fell a victim to 
the unhealthy climate: — 

Sacred to the Memory 
of 

Alexander Milne, Esq., 
Ijate Lieutenajit-Colonel of the 19th Regiment 
of Foot, who departed fhis life on the 6th of 
November, 1827, aged 46 years thirty of which 
had been most zealously devoted to the ser- 
vice of his country. This tablet has been 
erected by the Officers of the 19th Regiment as 
a mark of their sincere esteem and respect to 



the memory of ihetr rauoh-beioved and 
lamented Commanding Officer, whose remains^ 
by his own particular desire, are interred ir 
the military burial ground at Eave Scary. 

A Long Pedigree. 

The following cleath announcement appears 
in the "Aberdeen Journal" of 1st February, 
1826:— 

At his house in Durham, on the 18th ultc, 
highly respected, a«ed 73, Andrew Philip 
Skene, B.A., of New York, Esq. of Hallyards 
in Fife, and Kilniaooe, Wioklow^ Ireland, only 
son of the lat-e Colonel Philip Wharton Skene 
of Skenesborough, United States, and of 
Hac-kletow. Northamptonshire. Governor cf 
Crown Point and Ticonderoga, North America. 
This gentleman was a descen<iBnt of the fanK>Ui> 
Sir William Wallace, and traces his descent 
from the year 1014, from the first Skene of 
Skene, according to tradition a youiwer son 
of the (Donakls) Lords of the Isles. He also 
held a military commission, in the British ser> 
vice, above sixty jyears. His remains were in- 
terred in the Cathedral, on the 21st ulto., and 
were borne to the vault, according to his re- 
quest by eight old soddiers. A few weeks 
before ^is death, <he requested the following 
epitaph to be placed on nis tomb—

The al>ove Andrew Philip Skene married. 
20th December, 1792^, Henrietta, only child of 
David James, of Serjeants' Inn, London, and 
they had issue five sons and two daughters- 
Philip Orkney, first lieutMiant, Royal 
Engineers; David James, lieutenant in the 
68th Regiment of Foot, and afterwards in the 
1st Light Dragoons; Andrew Mota, a captain 
in the navy; William Wallace; Georflje 
Robert; Katberine Heyden; and Henrietta.

"Spur Money." 

At one time in £kx)tlajnd and England a 
curious custom prevailed in bhe cathedral and 
collegiate churches, whidi was due to the fre- 
quent interruptions to divine service which "wero 
occasrions by the ringing of the spurs of per- 
son.9 walking about and trafisaoting business. Tn 
order to put a wholesome check upon this nuis- 
ance, the choristers claimed the spurs of any 
person entering a church so accoutred during 
the time of divine worship, or to mulct the 
offender in a fine which was called ** Spur 
Silver." James IV., while on his way to 
Tain in 1496, was so mulcted, as appears from 
the accounts for that vear of the Loi^ High 
Treasurer of Scotland. The entry in the 
accounts in thus— 

** Item, that samyn day (16th March) to tbo 
laddis of Brechin, t^at tuk the Kingis 8pufj»

110. DovBOOTB IK Abbrdbxnbhibb. ->In Gor- 
don's map of 1661, the site of a dovecot is 
marked as bein^ at the tA/ath end of Union 
Terrace. Here Sir John Cope encamped pro- 
paretory to leaving Aberdeen for Prestonpans 
in 1745. Another dovecot stood before 1430, in 
the angle between Denbum (west aide) and the 
way from the Green to Justice Mills. (See 
Register Great Seal, extra volume, p. 253.)

123. John Andbbson, Musical Composbb.— 
About John Anderson very little seems to be 
knowD. He wias born in 1737, and died at In- 
verness, 5th June, 1808. He may have been the 
Anderson who had a music warehouse in Perth, 
from about 1793 to 1798; but this is doubtfui. 
Again, there was an Anderson aasoeiated with 
James Johnston, the Edinburgh engraver: but 
neither in this case can identity be esbablished. 
Anderson published two collections of dance 
music : — 

1. "A selection of the most approved High- 
land Strathspeys, Country Dances, English and 
French Dances; with a Harpsichord and Vio- 
loncello Bass dedicated to the Gieutl^nen of 
the Musical Society of Greenock, by John An- 
derson—Edinburgh. Printed for the author, 
and sold, etc" 

2. *' A collection of new Highland Strath- 
spey Heels. For the Violin or German Flute 
with a Harpsichord and Violoncello Bass. Com- 
posed by John Anderson, iKdiwburgh. Printed 
for the author, and sold, etc." 

The earlier collection, published about 1789, 
is a folio of 36 pp., tixM contains only four 
tunes by Anderson. One— *' Miss Jean Aber- 
deen "—has a local connection. TTie second col- 
lection was issued a year or two later, aiki is 



a folio of 16 pp., oontaining seven tunee by 
Anderson. I have come across four of these— 
*' The Bonny Links of Aberdeen," " The New 
Bridge of Dumfries," Sir James Grant," &nd 
" Mr James Ramsay." These exhibit no oriir- 
inality, aiid have hardly any melodic interest or 
value — i>eing little noore than, mere exercises in 
arpeggios. Anderson, indeed, would appear to 
have been rather an executant than a oomposei.

After re- 
ceivmg a limited education at the Parish 
School of Longsi<ie. Peter was sent to farm 
service. He married in hie twentieth year, 
and subsequently wrought as a day labourer. 
Constitutionally delicate, he was frequently, 
for months together, laid aside by illness. On 
these occasions, when strength permitted, he 
composed verses wihich appeared' in three 
separate publioatione. His last work, *' The 
Cottar's Sunday, eoidi Other Poems," was pub- 

. lished in 1845. An excellent sketch of his 
caieer appears in Walker's "Bards of Bon- 
Accord" (pp. 481-600). 
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Field-Marshal Keith. 

At the .annual meeting of the Buchan Field 
Club on 10th inet., Mr Robert Andereon, editor 
of tho "Aberdeen Journal/' the retiring 
President, delivered a valedictory address, 
which wias devoted to a sketch of the life of 
Field-Marshal Keith, the 150th anniveraarY of 
whose death occurred two months ago. Taken 
all in all, he said, the Field-iMarshal wa«, per- 
haps the most notable man that Bucban had 
produced— the one who achieved the greatest 
distinction in history, and has left behind him 
the most abiding fame. Exiled from his nativo 
land at an early age owing to his devotion 
to a .proecribed dynasty, he became one of those' 
soldiers of fortune whose r&nks were so fre- 
quently and so honourably recruited from the 
noble class to which he beloiiiged. His life 
was ^>ent almost wholly in foreign military eer- 
vioe, in Spain, Hussia, and Prussia eucoessively ; 
and with the abundoiit experiences of warfare 
that fell to his lot, he develoc>ed. insight and 
abilities of the highest order, being eventually • 
accorded a place among the military g:eniuses of 
his time. The *' Dictionaxy of National Bio- 
graphy" says of him that *'A6 a soldier he was 
beyond question !by far the greatest of all * Scots 
abroad.' " The author of ** The iScot Abroad " 
declares that he ''made for himself a i^laoe in 
history, and achieved a fortune far above the 
home respectability, affluence, and lank from 
which calamity had driven him." Oarlyle has 
eulogised him, and there is a consensus of 
opinion as to his valour and skill and general- 
ship. The career of such a man, so eminent 
and so highly lauded, would naturally form an 
attractive subject for exposition in itself, but 
there was an additional element in connection 
with it which was calculated to considerably 
augment the interest attaching to the theme. 
Field-Marshal Keith was the last but one of a 
family, not only associated with Buchan for a 
long period, but for long the dominant family 
in the region, and many members of which 
had figured conspicuously in the history of the 
country as well. It was one of the ironies of 
history to find a line of Whig statesmen like the 
earls Marischal expiring in two brothers de- 
voted to the Stuart cause— George, the 10th 
Earl Marischal, and James, who ^became the 
trusted Field-Marshal of Frederick the Great. 
Their story, as a writer "put it, "combines all 
the romance with which high deeoent, youthful 
enthusiasm, and great sacrifices enhance the 
misfortunes of the votaries of a fallen cause, 
with the respect that attends on the courageous 
carving out of a new career in foreign lands." 

THE JAOOBITE RISINGS OF 1715 AND 1719. 

After deecribing the early years and education 
and upbringing of James Francis Edward 
Keith, who was born at the Castle of Inverugie 



on 11th J-une, 1696, and referring to the 
Jacobite influences to which he wae exposed- in 
the person of his mother, the Lady Keith who 
wrote the well-known ballad, " When the King 
Comes Ower the Water," and of his tutor, ** the 
igenious and learnedl" William Meston, Mr 
Anderson gave a brief eketdh of the rising of 
1715, in which Keith took part with his brother 
the Earl Marischal, the battle of Sheriffmuir, 
the retreat to Aberdeen and Ruthoen, and the 
dispersion in the West Highlands; and ho alec 
described the Glenahiel " affair " in 1718, which 
was more an incident than a real rising, and 
an incident, too, occurring rather out of inter- 
national politics and the territorial conflicts of 
the time, than from- devotion to the Pre trader 
or enthusiaem> for the Jacobite cause. Intei«at- 
ing sidelights on both risings were furnished' by 
James Keith in some Memoirs written by him- 
self. Unfortunately, this autobiograpchy went 
no farther than 1734. and therefore gave no ac- 
count of Keith's Prusaian services. But for the 
{ieriod with which it deals it is an exceedingly 
valuable contribution — an ** autlientic " record 
in a sense, yet somewhat limited ; devoid to an 
extreme degree of all self-glorification and con- 
taining very little introspection, yet shrewd and 
observant withal. Between 1716 and' 1719, Keith 
was in Paris completing his studiee at th4^ 
Academy, and he endeavoured', though unsuc- 
cessfully, to secure an appointment in the armv 
of Peter the Great. After the 1719 affair, he 
made hie wa^ to Madirid, and was for a time 
in very straitened circumstances, but he ulti- 
mately got his commission as a colonel in the 
Spanish Army recognised, and found some em- 
ployment in the futile sie^e of Gibraltar by 
the Spaniards in 1726-7. Hie Protestantism waus 
a bar to his promotion in Spain, however, so he 
availed himself of an oi>portunity of transfer- 
ring his eervices to Russia. 

IX THiB RUSSIAN ARMY. 

Keith entered the Russian Army in the be- 
j: inning of 1728 with the rank of Major- 
General, and remained' in it for the next nme- 
teen years, serving through the reign of the 
Empress Anna, and part of that of the Eknprees 
Elizabeth. His advancement was rapid, and 
was quite independent of the machinations of 
princely families and the suoceseive changes in 
the Imperial rulera For five vears, he had 
little or no opportunity of dispJavins^ his un- 
doubted military genius in the field of war- 
fare, but he must have exhibited capacity of 
a distinctive kind in organisation or in the 
disciplining of troops, else, in such a hotbed 
of intrigue as the Russian Court, he could not 
have gained the promotion be did, 'Hiat he 
took his profession seriously and- applied him- 
yelf to ite study is evidenced- by his behaviour 
on reaching Russia. He was ordered' at once 
to take the command of two regiments of foot. 
Being ignorant, however, both of the language 
and the manner of service, and recognisinir 
that the latter was very different from that of 
other countries, he a^ked for a delay of three 
months, so that he might acquaint himself with 
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both. The request was readily granted— with 
advantage to everybody concerned, it may be 
assumed; but the request itself is a striking 
testimony alike to the modesty of the man 
and the zeal of the true soklier, willing to 
epare no trouble in perfecting himself in his 
work. Herj we have a notable example of 
that *'cai»oity for taking peine" which has 
been familiarised to us as a definition of 
genius. A war occurred over the Polish suc- 
ce6sion in 1733, however; and of thia cam- 
paign, and the war with Turkey that followed, 
and of the part Keith played in both, a brief 
synopsis was given. In 1740, be wae sent to 
London "in a public character, to manage 
some affairs of great moment '* and be had an 
audience of George II., the Jacobite, rebel, and 
exile being received and honoured as a dis- 
tinguished general and the representative of a 
Great Power. Keith took a prominent part in 
the war with Sweden (1741-3), and on the con- 
clusion of peace he was sent to Stockholm with 
a force to repel a threatened attack by Den- 
mark, acting for nine months in the double 
capacity of Commander-in-Chief of the Russian 
forces and as Minister Plenipotentiary to the 
Court of Sweden. He had now reached the 
zenith of his fortunes in Russia, however; 
henceforth he was subjected to a series of petty 
indignitiee that eventually led to his abandon- 
ing a country that proved insensible to hie ser- 
vices. In fifteen arduous years he had 
thoroughly established his reputation as an able 
and trustworthy military commander; he had 
been repeatedly victorious in war, and had no 
less emphaticalljr demonstrated his adminis- 
trative capacity in peace-time; he had earned 
distinction, awards, and the favour of the 
Sovereigns he served — indeed, the Empress 
Elizabeth fell in love with him, and offered to 
marr^ him, and of course to raise him to the 
highest dignity in the State. But it is not 
easy for a foreigner to maintain a position of 
pre-eminence in any country, far less in a 
countrv so exclusive as that of Russia, with a 
Court so honeycombed with intrigue and in- 
fluence; and Keith gradually became the ob- 
ject — and in the end the victim — of the jealousies 
of Russian generals and of the personal ani- 
mosity of high State oflBcials. He was removed 
from one poet aftor another till, in 1747, he 
found himself left with the command of a couple 
of militia regiments only. Keitli, whose pr€w>- 
tical common sense was one of his most charac- 
teristic qualities, must have had a tolerably 
clear apprehension of what all this was leading 
to, and he very promptly lurrived at the con- 
clusion that it was high time to remove him- 
self elsewhere. 

FIELlXaiARSHAL TO FRiEDEJlICK THE GREAT. 

50, making his way to Hamburg, he addressed 
himself to Frederick the Great with an offer of 
service, and was instantly created a Prussian 
Field-Marshal, and. two years later, he was 
appomted Governor of Berlin. The last phase 
of Keith's career thus began. At the age of 

51, we find him a conspicuous figure at the 



Prussian Court, with a high military reputation 
derived from nis achievements in the Russian 
army, honoured and esteemed by Frederick the 
Great no less on that account than on account 
ef his personal qualities, and aseociating on 
tc^rms of equal footing with the wits and men 
of lettors, from Voltaire downwards, with whom 
the Prussian Monarcli was wont to surround 
himself, first patronising and petting them, and 
then quarrelling witih them and dismissing 
them. The next nine years of his life wero 
years of comparative inactivity— in a military 
sense, at all events; and we nave a pleasin'jj^ 
picture of Keith acting as the King's confidant 
and adviser on many subjects outside his im- 
mediate duties— designing massive bridges ovor 
the Spree, negotiating for the settlement ni 
Prussia of an English manufacture of woollen 
goods, and endeavouring to secure an open- 
ing for Prussian industry in the East Indian 
markets. What is perhaps the oddieet thing of 
all is to find Keith the medium of ordering pic- 
tures for the King, bhe prices to be paid and 
all arrangements being left to Keith's judg 
ment. How the Fieid-Marehal came to be an 
authority on the fine arts is more difficult fo 
make out even than how he gained a mastery 
of the art of war. But, surprising as it may 
seem, and not easy to account for, looking to hie 
training and career^ Koith was a man of many 
accomplishments. The Royal Acadiemy of Ber- 
lin, " proud of having a Governor alike remark- 
able for his military genius and his literary 
acquirements," enrolled his name in the list 
of tiheir honorary" members; and he inventeti 
a *• war game," m- imitation of chess, at which 
the King and he used to play, and so, in a sense, 
he was the inventor of Kriegspiel. The out- 
break of the Seven Years' War in 1766 at last 
gave Field-Marshal Keibh the opportunity of 
orne more manifesting his military genius, and 
the several operations in which Keith x>artici- 
pated were briefly outlined— the occupation o' 
Dresden, the battle and siege of Prague, the 
march on Leipzig, the battle of Rossbach. 'he 
siege of Olmntz, and finally the battle of Hoch. 
kirch, on 14th October, 1758, in which Keith 
fell— the narrative being enlivened by the quot- 
ation of graphic passages from Carlyle's His- 
torv. 

KSTIliATB OF THE FIELD-MARSHAL. 
Mr Anderson, in concluding, quoted from 
various eulogies, in- poetry and> proee, that had 
been written upon the Field-Marshal, and par- 
ticularly from a " Discourse " on his death read 
before the Royal Academy of Sciences at Berlin 
and published in 1760; and remarked that it 
was unfortunate that they were couched in the 
excessively artificial and extravagant style of 
the eighteenth century, which the improve^ 
taste of the present day was apt to re^^ard as 
grandiloquent and too high-pitched. Discount- 
in'? the exaggerations of style, however, and 
examining these eulogies in combisiation with 
what was to be learned from other sources, it 
was not difficult to arrive at a reasonable con- 
clusion as to what manner of man Keith was 
and wherein his eminence lay. That he 
was a great general, possessed) of a dis- 
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tinct g«niu0 for the aoienoe of war, 
did not require to be insisted upon. His whole 
career waa a demonstration of it. His em- 
ployment in two foreign armies, his rapid pro- 
motion in each, the skill and succcas with 
which he conducted the operations assigned to 
him, and the orownin^ fact that he was trusted 
general and second in command of Frederick 
the Great, the *' war god *' of the latter half 
of the eighteenth century— all this testified to 
the high position that Keith hold^i and must 
continue to' hold, among the world's distin- 
guished captains of armies. Specially pleasing 
was it to note adso that this great military 
genius was a man of culture, who could on 
occasion wield the pen as well as the sword, 
could write charming letters, and could take 
his ipart and hold his own in conversation and 
debate with wits and literati— these qualities 
being all tne more conspicuous in the case of 
Field-Marshal Keith owing to' their rarity 
among military men of his day. Other char- 
acteristics he had that endear his memory. He 
was essentially a humane commander— at a 
time, too, when humanity in warfare was an 
almost unknown quantity. He revolted at and 
protested against Russian barbarities in war- 
prevented them as far as he could; and he 
ruled by affection, not by dread. Living in a 
period when pillage was an ordinary concom- 
itant of war, he died poor. ** My brother 
leaves me a noble iegaoy," wrote the Earl 
Marisohal after Hochkirch ; '* last year he had 
Bohemia under ransom, and his personal estate 
is about 70 ducats" (about £25). And they 
could not better take leave of tlie striking per- 
sonality of the Field-Marshal than by recalling 
the concise answer of the Earl Marischal to a 
request for materials for a biography of his 
dead brother— " Probus vixit, fortis obi it " 
(" He lived a pure life, and died a brave 
death "). These words are inscribed on the 
statue of the Field-Marshal, which, with com- 
manding gesture, looks doWn Broad Street of 
Peterhead, and they fittdngly epitomise the 
career of one whose name and fame are im- 
perishably associated with the Buchan which 
gave him birth, and which, m so doing, con- 
tributed not a little of those eminent qualiti<>s 
that earned for James Franois Edward Keith 
the distinguished and distinctive {)osition he 
occupies among the great men of his time.

The engraving from which it has 
been reproduced was presented to Mr Ander- 
son shortly after the delivery of the above 
address by Mr Joseph Ogilvie, LL.D., Aber- 
deen, who found it among the papers of the 
late Mr Alexander Cruickshank, LL.D., Aber- 
deen. Nothing is known of the origin or 
history of the picture, or where Dr Cruick- 
shank got it; luid inquirv at the Prints De- 
partment of the Britisn Museum revealed that 
the picture was unknown there. 



The Raids of Barra. 

The common ancestor of the old family of 
Reid of Barra wae William Reid, who, in 
1589, was admitted a meoiber of the Society 
of Advocates in Aberdeen (Reoords Society). 
Ho was Sheriff Clerk of Aberdeenshire in 
1695-97 (New Spalding Club's '* Sheriff Court 
Records," I., 473). He acted as factor and 
conMuissioner for £!arl Marischal. 

Alexander Reid, son of the preceding, was 
admitted a member of the Society of Advo 
cates in Aberdeein in 1624 (Records Society). 
He was proprietor of tihe lands of Birken- 
broweU from 1627 <" Sheriff Court Records," 
II., 403), and joint proprietor of the estate of 
Uilspro (otherwise Grandholm, by which name 
it is now known<), and mill and* salman fishings 
on the Don, from June, 1628 (Ibid., 346). He 
wias killed in. the battle of Crabstane, Aber- 
deen, 13th September, 1644 (Records Sooietv 
and Kennedy ^6 "Annals"), where also fell, 
with others, Robert Reid, Advocate and 
Sheriff-Depute of Aberdeenshire^ who is 
believed to have been a near relative. 

James Reid, son of the preceding, was 
alummus of Marischal College, 17th July, 1643 
(New SpakUng Club*s '* Records of Marischal 
CoUege, U., 211). He was admitted a mem- 
ber of the Society of Advocates in Aberdeen 
in 1650 (Records Society). He and his wife, 
Isabi^lla Hay, bought the lands of Bourtio 
from James Seton in 1657, shortly after which 
they acquired the estate and castle of Barra 
in the same parish. With an elder eon John, 
they had a. Bom James, who became a magis- 
trate in Aberdeen, and died at Mill of Bourtie, 
4th July, 1708, his remains bei^ng interred in 
the east end of the Church of Bourtie (Row's 
Diary). They had also a dasighter, Christian, 
who, on 3rd' June, 1707, was m&iried, as his 
third wife, to Thomae Mercer of Todiaw aod 
Smiddfyburn (Ibid.), and died 31st August, 
1752. Mr Reid died 2l8t April, 1666 ^Records 
Society). 

John Reid, elder son of the preceding, is 
referred to as being heritably in possession of 
Barra on 17th January, 1769 (" Scottish Notes 
and Queries," XII., 152). He married Marion 
Abercrombie, and besides a son Alexander, 
had at least four daughters— Margaret (in 1710 
she was married' to Adam Irvine, sometime of 
Brucklay), Elizabeth, Aima, and Helen, who 
was married to William Gordon of Glen- 
buoket, and died 6tii Maj, 1766, aged 52 
("Jorvise's Ei)itaphs," I., 69). In 1M6 Mr 
Reid. with his wife, son, and three eldest 
daughters-presided at Barra Castle, where 
two male and two female paid servants were 
kept Mr Reid was, on 30th November, 1703. 
created a baronet of Scotland atkl Nova 
Scotia, with remainder to heirs male of his 
body (G. E. C.'s '^Complete Baronetage," 
IV.; 415-16). He m believed to have died 
about 1720. (IWd.) 

Alexander Keid, only son. of the preceding, 
succeeded as second baronet He studied at 
Marischal College dnirinff sessioos 1698-1702 
{New SpakKnff Chib'fl '*]£eocfds oi Maiisbhal 
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and member of ParlMtment for £lgi& BursA 
1710-13 (Foster'B '* Members of Parliament'^;. 
He maried on 2Btb January, 1706 (Douglaft^s 
" Peerage/' L, 144), Agnee, eldest daughter of 
the Hon. Sir Alexander Ogilvie oi Forglen, a 
Sentitor of the College of Justice. Lady Beid 
died 26th February, 1750, in her 63rd year 
r* Aberdeen Journal"), S"" Alexander surviv- 
ing for only seven days longer, as he died 5th 
March, 1750, in his 67th year (Ibid.). Their 
eldest son. Captain Alexander Reid, died un- 
married before 4th September, 1745 (Aberdeen- 
shire Wills), and James, the second son, suc- 
ceeded. John, third child, waa bom 12th l>e- 
cembcor, 1708 (Row's l>iary.), George, fourth 
child, 25th Januarv. 1711 (Ibid.), Anna, fifth 
child, 2nd 3klarch, 1712 (Ibid.). A daughter, 
Katharine, was baptised 24th December. 1714 
(Bourtie Birth Registers); twin sons, Francis 
and William, were baptised 1st March, 1727 
(Ibid.) ; and a daughter, Barbara, was baptised 
19th June, 1728 /Ibid.). One of these sona, 
when an apprentice in Aberdeen, in December, 
1745, joined the Rebels under Lord Lewis Gor- 
don, and marched to Inverurie, where a defeat 
was inflicted upon the Laird of Madeod (iNew 
Spalding Club's "The Albemerle Papers,*' I., 
134). 

James Reid, second but eldest surviving, son 
of the precediog, succeeded as third baronet. 
He married three times; first— Ogilvie, of 
County Conic, by whom ibe had two eons, who, 
with their mother, predeceased him (Burke*6 
*' Peerage," 1886 and 1136); secondly, (Mary, 
third daughter of Alexander Dyce of Raedeu, 
Aberdeen, who likewise predeceased him with- 
out leaving issue (IbidJ; and thirdly, .before 
1760, Miss Jean Stronach, by whom he had 
six children— 'John, who succeeded, David, bap- 
tised 25th May, 1761 (Oldmachar Registers), 
William, baptised 8th December, 1762 (Ibid.), 
M.D., of Aberdeen, who died in the lale of Man 
(Foster's "Peerage," 1882, p. 526), Robert, 
born and baptised 13th July, 1764 ^Oldmachar 

Registers), Isabella, who woe married to 

Lomsden, and died at Oldmeldrum, 15th Janu- 
ary, 1844, aged 86, end Harriot, wife of Rev. 
William Stronach, minister of the parish of 
Newmachar, and subsequently of Marnoch, who 
died 18th February, 1796, aged 28. Sir James, 
who sold the estate of Barra about 1757 to John 
Ramsay, took up his residence in Old Aber- 
deen, of which he waa Provost in 1761-66 
(Munro's "Provosts," etc., 312). He was for 
some time Collector of Cess for the County of 
Aberdeen, and died "of a consumption" at 
Old Aberdeen, 24th September, 1772, aged 62 
("Aberdeen Journal"), his remains being in- 
terred in the Cathedral of Oldmachar (Old 
machar Registen). 

John Reid, eldest survivinif son of the pre- 
ceding, sncceeded as fourth baronet. He was 
born 4th June, 1760, and became a lieutenant 
in the Royal Navy. As such he was admitted 
an honorary burgess of Old Aberdeen, 15th 
Cfctober, 1783 (New SpiOdinff ClwVs "Records 
of Old Aberdeen," t, 289). He married, at 
Aberdeen, 2nd June, 1785, Barbara, daughter 



of the late Tbonus Livingstone, M.D., of 
Downiehills, physician in Aberdeen (" Aberdeen 
Journal"). Me died at his house, Devonshire 
Place, liverpool, 3rd November, 1828, in hia 
70th year (Ibid.) Issue— James, of the Ro^-al 
Navy, who predeceased his father, and died 
15th March, 1824 ; Thomae, also of the Royal 
Navy, who likewise predeceased his father, and 
died nth April, 1824; John, fifth baronet; 
William, sixth baronet; Alexander, seventjfi 
•baronet ; David, who was born 18th September. 
1804, and died unmarried 3rd October, 1029; 
Mary, who in 1809 was married to Francia 
Shand, of Liverpool, and died 10th July, 1862, 
leaving issoe Jean, second daughter, who was 
married at Isle of Whithorn, 22nd July, 1816, 
to John Jeffreys, of the Royal Navy, eldest son 
of John Jeffreys, collector of Customs, Banff, 
and died 13th December, 1860, leaving issue, 
and Barbara, born 16th February, 1797. 
(Burfce's "Peerage" 1896, p. 1136.) 

John Reid, eldest survivmg eon of the pie- 
oeding, born 9th May, 1794, succeeded as fifth 
baronet. He married in July, 1834, Janet, 
daughter of Hugh Metthie, of New Hall, 
Cheshire, by whom he had an only surviving 
daughter, Agnes, who, on 13th February, 1868, 
was married to Stephen Smith Lowther-Crof- 
ton, vice-admiral. Royal Navy. (Foster's 
"Peerage," for 1882.) Sir John died 27th 
April, 1844, in his 50th year. 

William Reid, youn^r brother, and heir 
male to the preceding, succcK>ded as sixth 
baronet. He was born 19th August, 1795, and 
became a superintendent of a ^ee estate in 
Ceylon at a salary of £300 a year. .(G. K O.'e 
"Complete Baronetage.") He died unmarried 
while on pas sa ge to England from Mauritius, 
20th October, 1845, aged 50. flbid.) 

Alexander Reid, younger brother, and heir 
male to the preceding, suooeeded as sev?nth 
baronet. He was bom 12th November, 1798. 
He w«6 for some time a merchant in Braiil, 
and for twenty-five yean Consul-'General thor» 
for the Argentine Repuhlic. He married lltb 
May, 1640. Frances Amelia, daughter ol Don 
Francisco Ferreim de Sampaio. (Ibid.) She 
died at 49 Hereford Road, Bayawater, London. 
28th April, 1884, aged 65. Sir Alexander died 
at same address 7th December, 1895 (aged 87), 
and, he leaving no eon, the baronetcy awaits a 
claimant. 

Foster (" Peerage and Baronetage " 1882, p. 
526) gives the following note:— 

The editor has been unable to discover the 
heir presumptive to this baronetcy. It is said 
that Sir John Reid of Bkrra had a grandson, 
Thoraaa Reid, M.D., son of John Reid of Barra. 
Dr Reid assumed name of Caldeoott, and died 
at Bath, 15th January, 1802, leaving issue.

The New Spalding Club Volume. 

A second Tolume of the "Miscellany of the 
New SpaldiDg Olub" has just been published. 
It comprises three items. The first is a Sum- 
mary of Fiars Prices in Aberdeenshire from 
1603 till 1619, compiled hj Dr Littlejohn, the 
Sheriff Clerk, the prices from the latter date 
till 1900 being subjoined as far as the incom- 
plete records now extant permit. Dr littlejohn 
prefaces the summary with " Some Greneral Ob- 
servations." He points out that the Commis- 
sary Records of Aberdeenshire, which would 
have been a mine of wealth to the investigator, 
unfortunately perished by fire in 1721, and, 
had they existed, considerable light would pro- 
bably have been o'btained trom them, for the 
Commissary Court, both before and immedi- 
ately after the Reformation, fixed fiars for the 
rents of church lands, which were given effect 
to in the Sheriff Court. The commodities or 
species of grain or victiul dealt with, he says, 
have varied, but not greatly — 

"Oats was, of course, an important feature, 
and of it there have always been at least two 
kinds of quialities in evidence and for the 
greater part of the three oenturies three species, 
viz. : ^reat oats or white oats, blaudit oals (at 
a later period styled " brockit "), and small cats. 
The present system of dividing oats into first 
(sometimes called potato oats) ajid second 
quality, was adopted in 1813 for crop 1812. 
. . . Barley, which was first introduced into 
fhe list with great hesitation by the jury in 
1811 for crop 1810, and of which two qualities 
were first struck for crop 1879, has now after 
90 years, ousted its older rival bear. Oatmeal 
always occupied and still occupies a leading 
place among the species of victual submitted to 
the assise summoned to settle the fiars." 

BAPTISMS IN .ST PAUL'S KPISOOPAL CHURCH. 

The chief item in this volume of Miscellanies, 
however, is a reprint of the Register of Bap- 
tisms of St Paul's Episcopal Chapel, Aberdeen, 
from 1720 till 1793, edited by Mr Alexander 
Emalie Smith, son., advocate, Aberdeen. Dur- 
ing the last twenty of the years specified^-that 
is, from 1773 to 1793— 

** There are included in the register the bap- 
tisms of children of many outstanding citisens. 
Among these may be mentioned those of three 
of the well-known £amilies of Bannerman, that 
is to say of Dr Alexander Bannerman, Thomas 
Bannerman, merchant, and .Charles Bannerman, 
advocate : of Irvine of Drum ; of Gordon Gum- 
ming of Pitlurg; of Turner of Menie; of Fary 
liumsden, advocate, the father of Hugh 
Lumsden, afterwards of Pitcaple, Henry Lums- 
den afterwards of Clova, and Thomas after- 
wards Colonel Thomas Xjumsden, C.B., of Bel- 
helvie Lodge, all of whom have descendants still 
among us; and of Alexander Bremner of 



Leamey, Provost of Aberdeen, whose second 
daugrhter, Jajie, was tlie motheir of Colonel 
Innes of Leamey, C.V.O. Mrs Innes was the 
niece bv Her mother's side of ITiomas Leys, of 
Glasgo&rest, Convener of the County, and 
twice Provost of Aberdeen." 
To the list of baptisms Mr Smith prefixes an 
interesting Historical Introduction— a detailed 
account of St Paul's Church, which "was 
founded by. and represents in direct succession, 
the Episcopal congregation of the West Church 
of St Nicholas, as that church existed at the 
Revolution, when the Scotfish Church was dis- 
established and disendowed." The succeflsion 
is distinctly traced from the ejection of Dr 
Garden and Dr Burnet from the church of St 
Nicholas in 1692 and 1695 respectively, to the 
foundation of St Paul's in 1720 and the com- 
pletion of old St Paul's Church in 1722. Mr 
Smith maintains that 'it is certain that in 
founding St Paul's there was no intention of 
separating from the Episcopal Church of Scot- 
land, and it was by the prohibitory action of 
the Bishops themselves that St Paul's was for 
years kept apart. . . . There was certainly 
no pretence of setting up what was afterwards 
erroneously called a * congrregation of the 
Chiirch of England.' " ^ 

CHARLES II. IN ABERDEEN. 

The remaining item in the Miscellany is a 
transcript of the Regrister of Burgesses of 
Aberdeen from 1631 till 1700, in continuation 
of the register from 1399 till 1631 ^iven in the 
first volume of the Miscellany. This transcript 
is edited bv Mr A. M. Munro, the City Cham- 
berlain, who furnishes a brief introduction, 
from which one exceedingly interesting item 
may be excerptedl— 

* The action of the partisans of Huntly in 
March, 1644, in kidnapping Provost Leslie and 
others brought the Covenanting army of six 
thousand horse and foot, under the command 
of Argyle, to the burgh in May, and on the 
28th of that month, he. a\ong with Lord Bur- 
leigh, Lord Eloho, and other gentlemen were 
received into ilie freedom of the town. On 
28th June, 1650, a distinguished party were re- 
ceived as burgesses in the persons of the Duke 
of Buckingham, tho Earl of Cassilis, the Earl 
of Lothian, the Earl of Cleveland, and others 
who were in the burgh attending Charles II. 
on his way south after the landing at Spey- 
mouth. Charles is said to have remained 
several days in Aberdeen, and fronx an entry 
on 2nid July, 1650, we learn that during his 
stay he was lodged in the house of Baillie 
George Morison. [Morison, who was after- 
wards provost, died in 1658, and his property 
went to his nephew, George Morison. From a 
description of the burgh propertiee conveyed 
in March, 1659, it is evident the family house 
was an inland tenement on the north side of 
Castle Street, with yard, well, and pertinents 
and galrie of the seamen together with the for- 
gat passage and entrie callit the through 
gang.' Tradition has asserted that 

the house in which Charles lodged 
was the old Bursars' hoose in Oaetle Street,

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demcUsbed when the Exchequer Row arrea. was 
cle&red, but this seems doubtful in view of the 
statement in the Saeine Register just quoted. 
At the ckte of the King's viait, Dr William 
Guild, who acquired the Bursars' house in 1636, 
was probably staying in the property, as in 
1665 wihen he conveyed it to the Incorporated 
Tx«des he described the property as * nis foc« 
house in Castlegate, wherein I dwell.' Charlee 
is said to have visited the burgh «p second time 
in February of the following vear, but no con- 
firmation of this visit is to oe got from the 
Register." 



The Authorship of " Hooh, der 
Kaiser r 

The *' Aberdeen Journal " of December 8 con- 
tained the foUowing: — 

The death is auzKmnced of Rear-Admirnl 
Joseph B. Ooghlan ^retired), of the United 
States Navy. The New York correspondent 
of the "Times' telegraphs— Admiral Ooghlan 
was one of the most outspoken and popular 
officers in the navy. He is more likely to i)e 
remr^beied by his audacious verses, ^' Hoch, 
der Kaiser!" which were recited at a public 
dinner of the Union League Club in New York 
in 1898, than for his seal and gallantry as an 
old-fashioned navai officer. Admii^l Cbghlen 
commanded the Raleigh at the battle of Manila 
Bay, and probably was closer than any other 
officer to Admiml Dewey. Admiral Coghlan's 
verses were suggested by rumoured friction be- 
tween Admirals von Diedrich and Dewey at 
Majula BcLV, and were publiri^ed in the 
** World." They aroused much discomfiture in 
the German Navy, and among Germans gener- 
ally^ and it is said that they were the subject 
of mtemationai correspondence, which, it is 
stated, was only mede a. closed incident bv the 
personal intervention of President M*Kinley. 



This led to the publication of the following 
letters in the "Journal": — 

Sir,— I observe quoted in the "Journal" a 
statement by the New York correspondent of 
the *' Times ^': — 

" Admiral Coffhlan ... is more likely to 
be remembered by his audacious verses, ' Hoch, 
der Kaiser!" which were recited at a public 
dinner of the Union League Club in New Yorlr, 
than for his zeal and gallantry as an eld- 
fashioned naval officer. . . . Admiral Cogh- 
lan's verses were suggested by rumoured fric- 
tion between Admirals von Diedrich and 
Dewey at Manila Bey, and were publishedi m 
the * World.' " 

In the interests of Aberdeen academic biblio- 
graphy this statement must not be allowed to 
pass unchallenged. It is true that Adbiiral 
(then Captain) Coghlan recited the " audacious 



b" at a public dinner, but he did not 
claim them as his own composition. They 
were written by the late Rev. Alexander Mac- 
gregor Rose (Aberdeen University, 1863-67). at 
one time F.C. minister of Evie and Rendall, 
and afterwards a journalist in America, where 
he died (»t Montreal) on 10th May, 1898. The 
verses first appeared in the " Montreal Herald " 
in 1897. I have before me : —

Sir,— Now that the a^ithorship of ** Hooh, der 
Kaiser!'* tas been so thoroughly established 
by Mr P. J. Anderson, it may be of some in- 
terest to reproduce the following, which ap- 
?»red in "The Lounger" section of the New 
ork "Critic," April. 1899, furnished in *i let- 
ter from " J. W.D.'^ :— 

" Tida poem was written by the late A. M. 
R. Grordon of this city^ and was first published 
in the Montreal 'Herald' something over a 
year a^. Giordon was also the author of a 
poem, in French-Canadian dialect, detailing 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier's trip to Ebigland ai the 
time of the jubilee, which, published in pamph- 
let form, had an extraordinary sale, 'and was 
warmly praised -by literary ioumaJs in the 
United States and England. Gordon was a re- 
markable man. For twenty years or more he 
had been a Bohemian newspaper man, and as 
such had worked on nearly every important 
paper in the American and Canadian West. 
An intractable temper, an abnormal self-pride, 
and unfortunate personal weaJcneeses made him 
but a temporary sojourner in every office he 
entered, and so he drifted from p&per to paper 
and from town to town. He had been in Mon- 
treal for some four or five years at the time of 
his death, which occurred something over a 
year ago. It came out after his death that 
Gordon was an assumed name. He had been, 
twenty or more years ago, a brilliant free 
Church minister in the north of Scotland ; but 
he abandoned his wife, family, Church, and 
name, and beoame a wanderer on the face of 
th') earth for some unexplained reason. He was 
a man of brilliant paiis and good education. 
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an<l wherever he went excited a<]iniration for 
his 8plendi<l abilities. That such a man should 
have died as he did. the oiharity patient in a 
hospital, and have been saved from the cor- 
poreal end which awaita pauper patienta by 
the accidental discovery of his remains by a 
friend, who, mismng him, had been searching 
the city for him, showB what tra^^edies there are 
in life, '

Those who have taken an active part in 
tracing the genealogical history of the leading 
families of the North of Scotland aire aware 
that the late Lieutenant-Oolonel Jonathan 
Forbes Leslie, author of " Early Races of Soot- 
land and Their Monuments,'* left, in manu- 
script, at his decease, on 23rd December, 1877, 
a very full and carefully-prepared histo^ry of 
the Irvines of Drum, -with collateral branches, 
from the time of King Robert Bruce. In the 
preparation of the work, iLieutenant-Oolonel 
Leslie had assistance from Mr Joseph Robert- 
son, LL.D., Curator of the Historical Depart- 
ment, H.M. Register How^e, Edinburgh, and 
from other eminent antiquaries, besides which 
he had unrestricted access to the title-deeds 
and other amoient writs in the Drum Charter 
Room. He was thus enabled to intersperse ex 
tenmve notes on the lesser barons of Scotland; 
■while an elaborate aippendix deals with the 
Irvines of Allathen, Altrie, Artamford, Ard- 
logie. Auohmunsiel. Auldquhat, Buddinscoth. 
Balbithan. Beltie, Bieklside. Bladchills, Boynd. 
lie, Brucklay. Cairnfield, Collairlie, Comihaugh, 
Ooull. Cults, Fedderate, Fomet, Germany and 
Prussia, Glassel, Glencuthil, Hilton and Govill, 
Kingcausie, Kinnock, Kirktoun of Rayne, 
Larachmoir, Leamie, Lenturk, Lonanay, Mon- 
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coffer, Monboddo, Murtte, Pitmurchie, Sap- 
hock, Tanets, Torri«l«ith, etc. 

It is only now that Mr Irvine of Drum, yield- 
ing to the solicitations of numerous friends, has 
consented to the publication of this interesting 
work. It is paesin^ through the press, and will 
shortly be published, with a complete index, in 
one volume, post «i»e, at lOs net. Only 150 
copies will be on sale. 

Knights of " The Royal Oak." 

At the Restoration, arrangements were made 
for the forming of a new order of knighthood 
to be dei^ignated " The Hoyal Oak.'* A list of 
the propo^ knights {667 in number) arranged 
in counties, is given in Dugdale's "Ancient 
Usage of Arms *' (1812 edition, pp. 160-72), as 
well as in Burke's "Commoners" (1837 edition, 
I., pp. 688-694). The most striking feature of 
the details is the comparatively moderate in- 
come of thoae gentlemen who were of the first 
rank in the country. Only one had £6000 a 
year, three had £5000, and eight had £4000— 
the remaining 675 having lees than £4000. A 
millionaire was unheard of then. 

A Religious impostor. 

Of the many religious impostors who have 
cropped up from time to time, one of the most 
notorious was Johanna Southcott. Born in 
Devonshire about 1750, of humble parents, she 
acted as a domestic servant till nearly forty 
years of age. Joining one of the Methodist 
bodies, her relig'ious feelings became so power- 
fully stirred as to unbinge her mind. Posing a^ 
a prophetess and as the woman spoken of in 
the book of Revelation, she attracted a 
numerous band of converts. Although quite 
illiterate, she scribbled a deal of unintelligible 
nonsense, and for a time prosecuted a lucra- 
tive business in the sale of eeals, which were 
to secure the salvation of the purchasers. An 
attack, of dropsy giving her the external ap- 
pearance of pregnancy, she had the audacity 
to announce herself as the mother of the Ahiloh 
promised to Jacob, which would be the second 
coming of Christ. "Her prophecy was that 
f(he was to be deliyered on the 19th of October, 
1814, at midnifrht. being then upwards of sixty 
Tears of age." The converts, who are said to 
have at one time amounted to 100,000, wei« in 
the highest etate of excitemeni. They sub- 
scribed liberally to the purchase of a cradle 
of ornate and expensive design, while other 
gifts were presented. Needless to remark, no 
babe appeared, and the disappointment "was 
accentuated by the death of the phophetess on 
27th December following. A post-mortem 
examination revealed the undoubted cauee of 
the abnormal appearance, but her followers 
were by no means convinced. Expecting her 
speedy pesurrection, they held together, and 
endeavoured to secure additional oonTerts. T^ 
efforts in this direction in Aberdeen are set 



forth in the following' extract £rom the ** Aber- 
deen Journal" of 3rd March, 1830: — 

The Southootian Church in this place is still 
on the increase, and they have latent taken two 
rooms in St Andrew'e Street, whicn tbev have 
made into one, "and there they hold) their 
court." Every Sundlay their sanctuary is 
crowded, and although they have for some lime 
had no refi^larly-ordained priest, yet one of 
their own brethren, "who has got a direct oalJ, 
as he says, officiates in very good style, being 
supported by a female in giving out the 
psalm. . . .

Mr J. M. Bulloch, the untiring historian of 
the Grordons, has commenced a series of articles 
in the columns of the "Huntlv Express" on 
the Gordions of Upper Deesiae, particulariy 
those of Ballater, Crathie, Glenmuick, and 
Braemar, so far as they are represented in the 
parish registers.

110. Dovboots in Absbdbekbhibb. — 1^ 
following three are rounded specimens in 
Buchan: — 

Invebuoib, St Fbbous.— The ruine of a fine 
dovecot stand near the old Castle of Inverugie. 
It is built of rubble^stone, and has a circum- 
ference of 56 feet, rising to the height of 23 
feet. It has the usual double projecting flag- 
stone courses dividing it into thiee sections or 
storeys. It begins to taper inwards above the 
first projecting course, and above the second it 
curves round archways till the top is nearly 
flat, but has in the oentre a round hole or 
window, about three feet in diameter, which 
would appear to have been the doves' entrance. 
The wails had been from 30 inches to 3 feet 
thick, and covered inside with a hon^oomb of 
niches for nesbs. These niches have been en- 
tirely broken up, the ends of the bsx>k^ slab 
stones of which they were formed projecting 
a little from the remaining masonry, in which 
they were fixed. Here and there are proofs 
that bricks had been used for the perpendicular 
divisions uisfcesd of slabs. Hie door staodhions 
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and lintel have been torn out and carried away, 
and no date has been left. There is a large 
hole right through the wall on the north side, 
end several wide rents show in other parts of 
the structure The whole buUding may collapse 
at any timoi and what wae once the dovecot 
of "bonnie Inverugie" will be nothing but a 
cairn of stones. Without dates, it ie impos- 
sible to say when this dovecot was built. From 
the masonry, however, the opinion may be 
he»irded that it was not earlier than 1581. In 
this year George, 5th Earl ^iarisohal, succeeded 
to the estate, and aftorwards built part of what 
is now the ruins of Inverugie Castle. It could 
not have been built after 1716, as in that year 
the estate was forfeited to the Crown. 

Fkddebate, Nbw Dbbb.— a round, arched 
doTeoot, to outward appearance a facsimile of 
the one at Inverugie, once stood in a field near 
the ruins of the old Oastle of Fedderate, but it 
was demolished, and the materials carried away 
near the middle of the last century. As the 
masonry was akin to that cf the castle itself* 
namely, "run-rubble," it must have been built 
at an early date. The castle is supposed to 
have been built about 1490, and wa<v reported 
ruinous in 1732, so the dovecot must have been 
built for some time before the latter date. 

AuoHMAOOT.— The dovecot at Auchmaooy 
stands in a field west from the Home Farm, 
and policies of Auchmacoy House, in the parish 
of Dogie-Buchan. It is a round structure at 
the bottom, about 54 feet in circumference, 
while the side walls rise to about 20 feet. It 
has two projecting courses of flagstones, but m 
they are pieces of red sandstone, many of them 
«re much weathered and mouldered away, leav- 
ing gaps in the bands. The first one is about 
eight feet from the bottom. Some distance 
above the second, and on the east and west 
sides, four dressed granite corbels project 
over the vertical face of the wall, and extend 
outwards, sten by step, till they reach the 
square of the circle. From these rise two corbel 
stepped gables, forming a small square house 
on the round base The roof is slated. In 
*|ach gable there is a small sauare window, a 
little aboA'e which are two p.rojecting flagstones, 
flome distance apart, with a third one a little 
hj^'her, overlapping the two. On the two south 
skew-put stones are sculptures of a human fac^ 
much weathered. The entrance is by a small 
door on the north side. There is no date to 
be seen. The walls have been kept in good re- 
pair by har'lin^.

159. "The CtrBSi of Scotland."— The

He then continued— "A writer in 'Notes and 
Queried' in May, 1893, while allowing this, 
mainteined that t4he Duke did write the order 
on its back, and that the identical card was pre- 
served at Slains Castle. The value of this 
stetement was destroyed by a subsequent com- 
mimication in the mme paper in January, 1894. 
stating on the authority of Ca/otein Webbe, who 
had married the sister of the Earl of Errojl, that 
the only card preserved in the castle among 
the Kilmarnook papers was the eight of dia- 
monds, with a note on thie back sent by the 
Duke of Hamilton to the Countess of Yarniouth. 
which simply exnreeses regret at his not having 
been able to call upon her."

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"The Gay Gordons." 

Mr Bullooh, as ifl well known, has devoted 
himself to the mveetigaiion of the genealogy 
and history of eTerybody bearing the name of 
Gordon— a gigantio ctnd laborioue taek, whioh 



the prolific race whom be eeeke to chroniole. 
Some people regard this "bunt of Gordons" 
aA a fad, a erase, an obseBaion ; but it has been 
justified by ita Iruite. Two portly yolumes on 
" The House of Gordon," under Mr Bulloch's 
editorship ainl largely contributed to by him, 
have been added to the publications of the New 
Spaldin^^ Club, and more are promised; and 
now Mr Bulloch ^ves a volume exclusively his 
own—not genealogical or antiquarian and there- 
fore agt to be regarded as *'dry/' but packed 
full of extraordinary adventure and written in 
a vivid, and even vivacious style. *'An 
attempt^" he modestly calle it, "to illustrate 
some well-defined characteristics of the family 
in several centuries, different countries, and 
under varying conditions." A very successful 
presentation, in realty, of a aeries of incidents 
that are truly romantic, and that read like so 
many chapters in a highly-sensational novel. 

"An' what sic noen. may the Gordons hae 
been?" Mr Bulloch maintains that there is a 
historical basis for the widespread idea that 
the family of Gordon "possess an unusual 
share of the sfjirit of dash, chivalry, and all 
the other qualities that ^o to make up what is 
known as 'romance'"; and his book largely 
supports the thesis. The Gk>rdons were, in the 
language of to-day, strenuous and pushful. 
They over-ran the north of Scotland, became 
the "cocks of the north," and for centuries 
had "the guidin' o*t." But with their in- 
herited forcefulnees and restlessness, Scotland 
even became too small a sphere of action for 
them. 

" From a very early period they sought fame 
and fortune far beyond its shores, and found 
their way to every country in Europe, except, 
perhapSj the Balkan States, where the unrest of 
our own day would undoubtedly have attracted 
them if America and the colonies had not long 
since absorbed our emigrant energies. They 
flocked into France as soldiers and priests, and 
founded several families there. The armies of 
Gustavus AdolpVus, and his cmtagonist, the 
Emperor, led them all over Scandinavia, Ger- 
many, and Austria. They traded largely in 
Poland, where the fecklessness of the people 
.vfiood out in striking contrast to their purposeful 
cbcuacteristics. Their appearance here is oom- 
nlicated by the fact that Gordon has become 
n^uite a common name amon^ Polish and 
Russian Jews, but the Soots Gordons have 
alwavs been deficient in all those qualities which 
distinguish Israel, especially its marvellous 



gift of patience. They mada a gireat name for 
themselves in the eervice of Russia dnring- 
several generations, and tihe diary of one cf 
them, the laird of Aubhleuchries. in Aberdeen- 
shire is almost our only data in certain gaps 
in Muscovite history. Through) the Ruosian 
service they fought on Turkish soil. In the 
last oentury. Thomas Gordon, tlie laird cf 
Bttthlaw and Caimess, took a prominent part 
in the Greek War of^ Indefwnoence, in -w^icfa 
Byron— whom he, curiously enough, never met 
—kept t^ir fiag flving, iTieir (^tholicism led 
to many of them beinfr educated in the Soots 
College at Rome ; and OroUsJanza's * Disionario 
Storico-Blasomco ' treats of a Gordon family 
who settled in Messina, wlbere, in the middle 
of the eighteenth century, one was a 
'governatore deUa pace' and another, a 
senator." 

The ramifications of the Gk>rdons are further 
shown by the remarkable coincidence that three 
women bearing the name cf GathiariDe Grordbn 
married foreigners wiho came to a bad end. 
Catherine, the daughter of the second Earl of 
Huntly, married Perkin Warbeck, the pretendler 
to the crown of England, who was executed in 
1489. Catherine, daughter of the second 
Marquis of Huntly, became the wife of a Polish 
poet and statesman who died in exile in 1683. 
and whose great-grandson, Stanislas Ponia- 
towsld, became the last Kinir df Poland. 
Catherine Gordon, the last laird of Gight, 
married Jack Byron, who died— ^possibly by his 
own hand— in 1y91, leavingi a very troublesome 
son, the future Lord Byron. TTien w»e have 
a Colonel John Gordon (of the Gight family), 
who was concerned in the assassination of 
Wallenetein; Admiral Thomas Gordon (origin 
unknown), who was Governor of Kronstadt and 
a favourite of Peter the Great; and John 
Gordon of Glenbucket, the famous Jacobite, 
whose prowess so alarmedi Geoi^pe II. that he 
would waken from his sleep in terror lest "de 
;srreet Glenbofaget vas ftcmdrig" (By the way. 
Lord Mair did not hokl> his " historic nkeeiing " 
at Aboyne on AivTust 27. 1716, as stated in the 
Glenbucket sketch. The term "historic" 
must be appKed to the meeting held at Braennar 
on 26th August ; and though a meeting followed 
at Aboyne on 3rd' Septemiber, it was more for 
oonsultati«re purposes). Accounts are given of 
all these Gordons and of seveiral others— a David 
Gordon killed at the battle of Giurgevo, near 
Bucharest, in 1771; a Colonel Robert Jacob 
Gordon, a Dutch-Soot, the disoovepMr (in 1778J 
of the Qranijre River in South Africa— so named 
by Gordon in honour of WilKiun the Heredi- 
tary Stadt holder of the Netherlands; and 
General Thomas Gordon of Buthlaw and 
Caimess, who fought in the Greek War of 
Independence. One chapter is devoted to 
"Some 'Gey' Gordons"— a transformation of 
the word " i^ey " familiar to people in the 
north but puaalinjor. we think, to Elnglishmen; 
while various female members of the family 
flit throujrh the book, notable the famous Jane 
Maxwell, DwAess of Gordon. Doubt is thrown 
upon the traditional story of the Duchess rais- 
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ing the Gordon Highlandera by kiamng the 
recruitu; and we are told how the Gordon tar- 
tan oame to be deeigrned and how Jane Max- 
well wore a tartan gown at Court, with the re- 
flfult that in a Tery short time tartan became 
" the rage of the town." 

Under the heading " The Last of His Line,'* 
we have an account of George fifth and last 
Duke of Gordon, whose statue stands in the 
Castlegate; and from it we excerpt an interest- 
ing passage— 

'*Hi8 Grace's tastes were all for an outdoor 
life, for soldiering, hunting, and the pursuits 
of the country gbntleman. He was physically 
verr strong, and could endure mucn fatigue 
without turning a hair. A story is told of 
him which illustrates his powers. He and the 
Chief of Glengarry once drank between them 
five bottles of raw whisky at the inn of Dal- 
whinnie. Huntly then rodd over to the inn 
at Pitmain, some 18 miles distant, where he 
ordered a beef-steak and drank two bottles of 
port. He then rode on to Gordon Castle, 45 
miles away, arriving at four in the morning. 
He rose at eight, and went out and shot a deer, 
and then attended his sister's wedding. This 
was probably the marriage of his eldest sister, 
Charlotte, with the future Duke of Richmond. 
A better authenticated story notes that in 
October, 1808, he rode from Aberdeen to Inver- 
ness, a distance of 105 miles, in less than seven 
hours, having eight relays of horses on the 
road. He was so little fatigued, however, that 
his ' convivial powers * were ' unremittingly 
and most successfully exerted to increase the 
pleasure of the company,' for he had ridden 
north to attend the Northern Meeting, at 
which his mother and his sister, the Duchess 
of Manchester, were present." 

The concluding sketch is that of the sixth 
Earl of Aberdeen (the present Earl's elder 
brother and immediate predecessor) , who spent 
three and a half years as a seaman in America, 
and was swept overboard from a vessel and 
drowned. Tliere are several very interesting 
illustrations, some of them reproductions of old 
prints; and a beautiful photograph of Huntly 
Castle by Mr W. F. Webster, Chanonry, forms 
the frontiapieoe.

ForbMes in Ireland. 

The projected matrimonial alliance between 
an Irish peer, the Earl of Granard, and an 
American heiress. Miss Beatrice Ogden Mills, 
recalls the fortune that followed one of the 
Scottish house of Forbes in his adopted country 
of Ireland. In Sir Alexander d« Forbes, who 
with his 100 horse and 40 lances fought in 
France against the English under Henry V., 
the present Lord Forbes, Lord Sempill, and 
Irish Earl of Granard have a common ancestor. 
In 1424. Sir Alexander was created by James 
II. a peer of Scotland, apparently in recognition 



o^ his services against the " auld enemy," and 
his peerage of Forbes stands first in the Union 
Roll, his descendant, the present Lord Forbes, 
'nineteenth holder of the title, taking rank as 
the premier baron of Scotland. James, second 
Baron Forbes, bad three sons, of whom the 
younf>e6t, Patrick Forbes of Corse, was armour- 
bearer to James III. Patrick's great-giandson, 
William Forbes of Corse, had six sons, of whom 
the eldest was the celebrated Patrick Forbes of 
Corse, Bishop of Aberdeen. The second was 
William Forbes, first of Craigievar, who com- 
pleted the unfinished castle of that name in 
1626, and was father of Sir William Forbes, the 
first baronet of Craigievar, created in 1630, and 
ancestor of the present Lord Sempill. William 
of Craigievar died in 1629, and his virtues were 
enshrined by Arthur Johnson, the great Lat- 
inist, in the lines beginning " In obitum Guliel 
mi Forbesii Oragivarii." The fqurth son of 
William of Corse was Arthur Forbes, who served 
in IrelaiKi in 1620, and was father of the first 
Earl of Granard. 

In the sister kingdom Arthur Forbes attained 
to the position of Master of the Kinp^'s Horse 
(a position, strange to say, held by his descen- 
dant, the Earl of Granard, in the present 
Government), and on 27th January, 1620, in 
connection with the ''plantation*' of Leitrim, 
he obtained a grant of 500 acres of arable land 
and 670 acres of wood and bog in the County of 
ILeitrim. He had already obtained a grant of 
1268 acres in the parish of Clongish in the 
County Lon^<foid, and the whole grants were 
then erected into the 3klanor of Castle Forbes. 
After getting possession of these lands. Sir 
Arthur (he was created a -baronet of Novd 
Scotia in 1628) spent the most of his time abroad 
in active military service, leaving his wi'e, Lady 
Jane Lauder, to look after them. In 1624, she 
built the Irish Castle Forbes, still the resi- 
dence of their descen chants. The name shows 
the strong family feeling of the Scottish col- 
onist, wherever he goes, in perpetuating the 
memories of his homeland. Sir Arthur himself 
had a small propertv in Aberdeenshire, which 
his son sold in 1678. Lady Forbes was the 
worthy spouse of a soldier, and in 1641 held the 
cBRtle amiinst the Irish troops of Colonel Pres- 
ton. "Defences are very good," says an Irish 
chronicler of the event, " when a man's stomach 
is filled, but in this case the canny Scots, who 
formed the garrison, had not the wherewith to 
fill their stomacbs, and after a valiant show of 
resistance on the part of their female comman- 
('er. they surrendered prisoners of war, and 
were marched off as such by Colonel Preston to 
Trim, where they were subsequently released, 
and whence Indv Jane went into vScotland, 
where she died." Sir Arthur died in Hamburg 
in 1^2, being shot in a duel. 

He was succeeded by his son. Sir Arthur, 
who, in 1675, became Baron Clanehugh and 
Viscount Granard, and in 1684, Earl of Granard, 
all in the peerage of Ireland. In 1806. his de- 
scendant, the sixth earl, was created Baron 
Granard in the peerage of the United King- 
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doiu— a title by which the preeent Earl of 
GraD&rd eite in the House of Lords. This Sir 
Arthur, the £rst earl, was a noi^le man, and 
of a most ambitious diflipoaition. In 1641, when 
only eighteen, he tried to relieve his mother m 
Gaetle Forbes, but unsucceBsfully. He then 
oanve> over to Sootland, attached himself to the 
cause of King Charles, and was imprisoned on 
Edinburgh Oastle for two years. In 1653 he 
joined the rebellion against the Commonwealth, 
which General Monk suppressed, and in 1655 
he returned to Ireland. In 1660, King Charles 
II. appointed him one of his Commissioners of 
Claims, and in 1661 he received a grant of the 
Manor of Mullingar. This was followed in 1679 
by his appointment as Commander-in-Chief of 
the British Army in Ireland, and in 1671 ae a 
hard Justice of Ireland. In 1675 he received 
his first step in the peerage, and in 1684, bavins 
raised a regiment of infantry, he waa createa 
an earl, which " completed the goal of his am- 
bition." In 1687 he went over to England, and 
died there in 1696. 

The second earl, Arthur^ took a pominent 
part with John Sobieski, King of Poland, in 
the repulse of the Turke at Buda-Pesth; and 
George, third earl, represented Britain at the 
Court of Russia. On his reoall in 1734, be was 
highly complimented by the Otarina, and while 
at St Petersburg is said to have "acquitted 
himself as only an Irishman can, being alwaje 
polite and deferential to all those be came :n 
contact with." George, the sixth earl, was a 
zealous Governnifent suoporter in Ireland, and 
was made a peer of the United Kingdom fn 
1806 by the title of Baron Oranard. He was 
great-grandfather of the present peer, the 
eighth Earl of Granard, who succeeded hi^ 
father in 1889, when in his fifteenth year. True 
to the family traditions, both the earl and his 
brother have served in the Gordon HighLandere, 
proving that an absence of neariy three 
hundred years from Scotland cannot sever the 
clan feeling for the home country* 

The Great Flood of 1829. 

The following ooaualties are reported in the 
"Aberdeen Journal*' of 12th August, 1829: — 

The beautiful haugh of Pitfodek, which a 
few years ago wae embanked at a very great 
expense, was completely under water, and a 
part of the embankments destroyed. 

On the haugh of Nether Banchory, a deen 
excavation was made by the water flowing over 
the barrier, and nearly an acre of growKl was 
covered with sand and stones, in some i>laoei> 
to the depth of about three feet. 

The bridge at Ballater over the Dee is com- 
pletely destroyed 

One of the arches of the Bridge of Invercauld 
was carried away. 

The Bridge of Banchory has received so much 
damage tnat a part of it will require to be 
taken down. 

The garden of the Earl of Fife at Mar Lodg** 
has been entirely swept away, one of the bow 
windows of the lodge driven in ; and an accu- 



mulation of mud and gravel deposited in the 
lower part of th© house, to the depth of two to 
three feet. 

tMr Harvey of Bedlieston, in the parish of 
Dyce, lost several head of cattle from the 
haughs, and the destruction of grain, turnips, 
etc., along the Don was incalculably great. 

A part of the meal mill of Kemnay, and the 
whole of the moveable machinery, were car- 
ried off. 

At Mr Davidson's pamper mill [Mugiemoss] 
much injury was sustained. A house occupied 
by 'Mr Watson, jun., was reduced to a heap of 
ruins, and Mrs Watson nearly perished in the 
flood, she having remained by the bouse until 
nart of the furniture had floated out. Another 
house adjoining was also swept away. 

Considerable damage -was done at the Print- 
field, and Persiey .bleachfiekl shared also in 
the general devastation. The sluices of the 
mill-lead gave way, and in a few moments the 
workmen were surrounded by the water. Boats 
were forocured, and the people carried to a 
place of safety 

Opposite to the Manse of Towie the river has 
completely altered its course, strilking out lor 
itself a new channel, and leaving its former 
bed, and the bridge which crossed it, quite dry. 

On Tuesday, a blacksmith, in rashly attempt- 
ing to swim across tl»e Don, at Towie, was 
drowned; and the assistant schoolnMister at 
vStrathdon shared the same fate in endeavour- 
ing to ford the river there on horseback. Mr 
\^. Williamson, flesher, George Street, was 
drowned near Monymusk. 

In some .parts of the country scarcely a bridge 
is left. 

In Stonehaven the houses in Cameron Street, 
Ai>butlinott Street, Ann Street, and part of Bar- 
day Street were inundated to the depth ol 
many feet. Many of the inhabitants only re- 
ceived the first intimation of their perilous 
situation fey the •water coming in contact with 
their warm ibeds. Two wooden .bridges over 
the Canon were swept down the stream. 

The following bridges are either thrown down 
or so much damaged as to ibe rendered impass- 
able:— The bridge over the Fiddich, near 
Craigellachie; two .bridges on the Boharm road, 
and two on the Botrif>hnie road; the fine new 
•bridge over the Deveron, on the road to Glass ; 
the small bridge near Huntly, on the Keith 
road; three .bridges on the road between TWr- 
land and Alford, two bridges in the neighbour- 
hood of Drumlaaaie, on the turnpike road from 
Aberdeen to Tarland ; and three on the road 
from Aberdeen to Kincardine O'JNeil, by Gar- 
logie. 

Twenty houses have fallen at the lower end 
of Garmouth and Kingston, and the loss of 
shop goods, household funuture, etc., in both 
these places is to such an amount as to reduce 
many a respectable houeeholder to a state of 
destitution. 

The river Isla destroyed several dwelling and 
other houses. 

In the issue of the same newspaiper of 14th 
Ootober, 1829, it is stated that the loss caused 
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bv the flood in InvernesB and Moray shires 
amounted to £20,600. The loss of ibe Duke of 
Gordon was £16.494 60 4d. and that of Mr 
Grant of BaUindallooh £8500. 



Aberdeenshire Proprietors in 1814. 

The noblemen who are proprietors of land, 
end who reside either s^nerally or oocasionally 
within the county, are the Duke of Gordon (the 
Marquis of Huntly, Lord-Lieutenant of tbe 
County, resides at Huntly Lodge; and his 
fatherrthe Duke of Gordon, is proprietor of 
about 70,000 English sores in Aberdeenshire, and 
580,000 acres more in Banff, Moray, and Inver- 
ness; in all, 650,000 English acres; or above 
1000 equare amies), the Earls of Erroll. Aboyne, 
Kintore, Aberdeen, and Fife, and the Lords 
Forbes and Saltoun. Of the munerous and re- 
spectable freeholders of the county, the most 
prevalent names are Anderson, Bannerman, 
Burnett, Gumming, Duff, Farquharson, Fergu- 
son, Forbes, Eraser, Hay, Irvine, Keith, Leslie, 
Leifch, Lumsden, Milne, Morison, Robertson, 
Skene. Udny, and Urqubart; but, above all, 
that of Gordon, of which name there are more 
than 20 persons who rank among the more con- 
siderable landed proprietors.

Tbe same author, in dealing with Kincardine- 
shire (Ibid., page 40) gives tbe names of its 
grominent proprietors as Barclay, Burnett, 
arnogie.

As regards Banffshire, the most general names 
of the freeholders are stated to be Gordon, 
Grant, and Duff, while those of Aberorombie, 
Innes, LesHe, and Morison, are also numerous.

1767. December 19. James Michy had a 
son called John. Witnesses— James Mitchell 
and James Gibnrlee. 

1769. September 10. James Michy in Top- 
ihead had a son George. Witnesses— James 
Mitchell atkd George Smith. 

1776. April 23. Jcunes Michy, at the Cairo 
Colter Mill, had a son by iiia wife Isabel 
GaU, named James. Witncesee— Charles and 
Thomas Masson, in Auchiries. 

1795. June 19. Jno. Michie, in Auchiries, 
by his wife Jean Cruickshank, a son James. 

1805. April 30. John, Miohde, in Mill of 
Auoihiriee, an<i Alexander Cooper, there, were 
witnesses to the baptwm of William Anthony 
Keith, son of Robert Tumbull and Elie 
Hunter, in Auchiries. 

The " Aberdeen Saturday Post," September 
14, 1861, p. 5, col 3, contains the following: — 

At Tornouran of Abergeldie, on the 8th 
instant, in the 22d year of her age, Ann 
Michie, youngest eurviving daughter of Mr 
John Michie, blacksmith, after a protracted 
illness of two 3rears, whidi she bore with ex- 
emplary Christian patience and resignation. 
She is deeply adid justly regretted by numer- 
ous friends and acquaintanceiB. 

The same paper, dated 28th September, 
1861, p. 6, col. 1, records a marriage: — At 
Tanbridge, in the County d Surrey, by the 
Reverend! G. T. Hoare, on Tuesday, Septem- 
ber 10, William M'Hardy, son of Andrew 
M^Hardy, of Glenmuick, Aberdeenshire, to 
Margaret Michie, daughter of Harry Michie, 
of Glengairn, in the same County. 

In the Churchyard of Fordyce, according to 
the late Dr William Cr amend, there is a stone 
bearing: — Here lies the corps of an honest 
woman, called Margaret Michie, spouse to 
George Robertson, the Muir of Glaseaugh, 
who died May the 13th, in the year of God 
1729. 

"The Church of Aberdour," by Dr Oramond, 
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contains the foUowin^r 'iieferenoes to some 
troublesome MichieSy viz. : — 

16d8. July 10. jAmes Lawrenoe. in Aber- 
<lour, for eatin«gr his neigrbbours* f^rass with 
horsies on the Lord's Day ; alao Thomas Michie, 
in Adhline, for carrying cloath to the walker's 
on the Lord's Day. They are all appointed to 
be cited to the next session cbiy. (Ibid. p. 34.) 

1698. July 21. Compesired James Lawrence, 
and denied the aocusation. Thomas Mihi also 
appeared and' denied:. (Ibid. p. 35.) 

1698. August 7. Alexander Gall witnesses 
that Thomas Mihi came to his house on the 
Lord's Day, and was carrying" a little piece of 
doth. Alexander Gall's wiie did not see or 
know of it. The matter cannot be made out, 
and the said Thomas Mig^hie was seriously ad- 
monished to be circumspect in all tyme coming, 
and let this be a warmn^ to him>, and so was 
dismissed. (Ifadd*. p. 35.) 

1700. May 16. Complaint was given in 
against William Mihi, in Arhihill, and Janet 
Kedth. his mother, that they have had' a very 
scandaioua behaviour to one another in cursinff 
one another, and that on the Lord's Day. 
They are to be cited. (Ibid. p. 43.) 

1701. July 12. The minister reiports that 
George Michie and his wife Helen Lamb com- 
peared before the oong-re^tion, and were 
publickly rebuked for their Gharming. (Ibid, 
p. 45.) 

1702. June 14. It being represented that 
George Mihi and Hillen Lamb, his wife, in 
Quarrelbum, are ^ruilty of'charming in laying 
hot stones above their door head, thereby some 
sickness of their child, wihereby it has come to 
pass in the just judjgxnenit oif God that their 
house and all their plenishing, with barns and 
byrs, are totally burnt to a^es, -viz., the hot 
stones taking fire in the thaok of the house. 
They are appointed to compear before the ses- 
sion tho nixt dyet. (Ibid. p. 48.) 

1702. June 28. This diay compeared Geo(rgo 
Mihi and h'is wife conCeeaing that they used 
these charms of hot stones, whereby their hou©3 
was burnt, and they lea,rned their same from a 
beggar wife. The session did favour them upon 
the aooonbpt ol their strnplicdty and ingenuity, 
and because the Lord hes punished them for 
their folly. They are appointed to be publickly 
rebuked the next Lord's Day. (Ibid. pp. 48-49.) 

1702. October 11. Collected for George 
Mi'hi £5 17s 4d, which was given him with an 
admonition to bewar of charming* in tyvne 
coming. (Ibid. p. 49.) 

Amongst the subscribers to James Fordyce's 
*'HvnMis" (Aberdeen. 1787) there was a Mrs 
Michie, Hardgate. 

AooordiD^r to the "Aberdeen Herald," 12th 
December, 1840— 

Died here, on the 20th ultimo, aged sixty - 
three years, Mary Mitchell, wife of Mr John 
Michie, Proprietor; and on the 2l8t, a^ed 
twenty-seven years, his daoigliter Helen, wife of 
Mr William Kidd, and their infant son.

172. The "Chabtist Cibctjlab": A Glas- 
gow Pbbiodioal.— In the late Mr William 
Lindsay's iprivately printed volume "Some 
Notes: PeraooaJ aAd Public" (Aberdeen, 1888), 
he tells us (p. 281) that **a«bout 1837 there was 
published in Glasgow a political publication of 
four pages entitled 'The Chartist Circular,' 
price id.

*' When I kept a circulating library on a small 
scale, in 1848" (continues Mr Lindsay) "I put 
a volume of this splendid publication into it, 
and m that way this famous publication was 
lost— a loss that I have ever since felt, never 
having been able to procure another copy."

163. Sir John Hatton, of Long Stanto:^, 
Babt.— "G. E. C," in the "Corrigenda et Ad- 
denda" to Volume I. of his "Complete Baronet- 
age," confirms Jervuse in the assertion that 
Sir John was tenant of BaUogie "under the 
desigrnation of Mr Brown, an Irish gentleman, 
his xeal na.me being unknown till after his 
death." His identity could not have remained 
long undiscovered, however, as the " Aberdeen 
Journal, ' of 31st July, 1811, records in its obi- 
tuary column — " Died lately [26tli June] at Bal- 
logie Sir John Hatton, Bart., of Longstanton. 
Canibridgeshire." I have failed to find any 
authoritative statement as to the alleged " foul 
play " occasioning his death. The Baronetcy 
in the family was conferred, 5tii July, 1641, 
upon Thomas Hatton, of Long Stanton, barris- 
ter, and for lon^ a member of Parliament. Sir 
John above-mentioned was the ninth baronet, 
and as he died without issue, he was suoceeded 
by his brother Thomas Dingley Hatton, wbo^ 
was killed in consequence of a fall, 19th Sep- 
tember, 1812, when the Baronetcy became 
extinct.
